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PREFACE. 



One tbiog and another caused the editor's attention to 
be turoed to the subject of old English plate, ecclesiastical 
and domestic. And it further befell him to direct thereto 
the attention of one and other of his friends. This resulted 
In the publication of the paper on the Old Church Plate 
in the deanery of Brampton. This appeared in the 5th 
volume of the Transactions of the Cumberland and West- 
morland Antiquarian and Archieological Society. It was 
thea resolved to do the whole diocese by deaneries, but 
to publish the several papers in the Society's. Transactions 
appeared too tedious, and it was resolved to make them 
into one of the volumes of the Society's extra series, the 
third. It is now presented to the world. 

The work has been on an agreed plan, so as to secure 
uniformity, yet so as to leave unfettered each writer's 
individuality. The book is called the " Old Church Plate," 
and so one or two of the earlier writers omitted modem 
plate in toto. Others did not do so, but described 
modern plate more or less fully. Possibly a dozen modern 
churches are not noticed. 

The editor, on behalf of his colleagues, begs to ac- 
knowledge with gratitude the kindness that has been shown 
by the clergy of the -diocese ; one and all have done their 
best to facilitate the quest. Thanks are due to the 
late Mr. B, H. Mounsey, and to Mr. J. G-. Mounsey for 
courteously giving access to the terriers in the Bishop's 
Registry at Carlisle ; to Mr. John Gamon for the same 
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at Chester; to Mr. W. J. Cripps, F.S.A., the author 
of " Old English Plate," for kindly aasistsiice ; to Mr. 
T. Sewell for information concerning Newcastle silver- 
smiths ; to Mr. Pickup for allowing access to Newcastle 
Pewterers' books ; to the Rev. Gr. F. Weston, Rev. R. 
Bower, and to Mr, C, J. Ferguson, F.S.A., Mr. F. Simpaon, 
and other gentlemen in Mr. Ferguson's office, for drawings ; 
to Mr. lilewellynn Jewitt, FiS.A., and the Royal Arehseo- 
logical Institute, for the loaa of wood blocks of the Carlisle 
Municipal Insignia. Finally, on his . own account, the 
editor desires to thank his colleagues for putting up with 
him and his queries and questions. 

It remains to state one thing : in a manuscript copy 
of Bishop Nicolson's Visitation, annotated by Mr. Chan- 
cellor Waugb, and lent to the editor by Mr. J. G. Mounsey, 
is this: — 

1749. 

The Bishop of Carlisle in tiiis Visitation having directed Terriers 
to be given in by all the Clergy, I having seen how ineffectual all 
such general orders were, printed a Form of a proper Terrier, taken 
from Bishop Gibsons, and sent it to all the Clergy with Directions 
and Orders to exhibit such as a Terrier at the Next Court to be 
held in the Deanery for which they belonged — And had them all 
. . . . brought in and exhibited in Form. It vae some 
Expense, and much Trouble, but it is in general so effectually 
done that it will be of great use to posterity, in securing the 
profits of the several Churches, and gave me much satis&ction 
in the doing it.

THE DEANERY OF BEAMPTON 

Bv THE Rev. H. Whitehbad, M.A. 

Read at Penrith, January 20th, 1881. 



This paper Ib not writteo under any impression that the 
church plate in Brampton deanery is exceptionally worthy 
of notice, but rather in the hope that it may suggest 
the publication of similar papers from other deaneries, so 
that eventually there may be found in the pages of our 
"Transactions" a complete inventory of at least all old 
church plate still remaining in the diocese of Carlisle. 
Such an inventory, by directing attention to the interest 
and value of the plate therein described, would probably be 
the means of saving many an ancient communion vessel 
from being relegated to the collector's plate-room or melted 
down and re-cast in the crucible. But there is no time to 
lose. Eleven years ago, in his paper on the Nettlecombe 
chalice, Mr. Octavius Morgan wrote : — 

The olden chalices are fast disappearing, the clergymen and 
chnrchwardens frequently preferring the look of a large new 
chalice to the original smaller cups of earlier and more simple 
form ; and I have frequently seen many of the earliest chalices of 
the time of Elizabeth in the windows of silversmiths' shops, sent 
up and sold or exchanged for the value of the metal, whereas the 
Bilveramiths have re-sold them to the curious in old plate at very 
high prices. (^Archaoloffia, vol. xlii, p. 411.)

A similar atatemeot was made three years ago bj Mr. 
Wilfred J. Cripps, F.S.A., in his book on « Old English 
Plate"; and again, in a letter last week to a church news- 
paper, he Bays : — 

There was hardly a parish in which some relic of Elizahethan 
times did not exist only a few years ago ; but year by year many 
are consigned to the melting pot, or rather to the private cabinet of 
some wealthy silversmith, who is very glad to give a country clergy- 
man the small amount that its weight in silver coin comes to for a 
curiosity which, though it loses half ite interest by being removed 
from the church to which it has belonged ever since it assumed its 
present form in the early, years of the reign of Elizabeth, is never- 
tbeless still well worth preserving. I have heard of one being parted 
with lately, and the few shillings it produced spent in hymn books ; 
of another exchanged for a chalice of electro-plate ; of a third being 
sold because the incumbent thought it old-fashioned. Each of these 
had been the property of the parish for more than three hundred 
years, and, more than this, was probably made of the very silver 
of a still more ancient chalice, and re-cast into its present shape at 
the Reformation in deference to Puritanical intolerance. {Guardian, 
January 12th, 1881.) 

To such practices the proposed inventory, of which the 
present paper is contributed as an instalment, would to some 
.extent, perhaps to a considerable extent, prove a serviceable 
check. Nor would the compiling of it, with accurate inter- 
pretation of ball marks and date letters, be now a difficult 
undertaking, A Norfolk clergyman, who has accomplished 
such a work for his own 'deanery, thus describes the means 
whereby it has been rendered a comparatively easy task : — 

Only a few years ago it would have been impossible to draw up 
snch a list, irom the general absence of information on the matter. 
But during the last twenty years much attention has been given to 
it, and the writings of Mr. Octaviiis Morgan, Mr. W. Chaffers, and 
Mr. Wilfred J. Cripps, now supply full materials for an accurate 
knowledge of everything relating to this part of the goldsmith's and 
silversmith's craft, the assay ofSces, and their marks, and the course

of leguladon on the subject. Mr. Grippa's most useful and beautiful 
book, in particular, has been LDdispenaable in the compilation of 
my list {Church Plate in Eedenhall Deanery, by the Rev, C. R. 
Manning, M.A., Rural Dean, p. 1). 

To me aleo, in ezamiDing the Brampton deanery communion 
plate, Mr. Gripps's book has been indispensable, and indeed 
was the moving cause of my undertaking the inquiry tbe 
results of whicb I now proceed to record. 

Hatton. — There is here an old silver communion cup, 
four inches high, and weighing 4 oz. 2 dwt., with a band of 
lozenge-Bhaped ornament round the bowl, fiat foot, very 
short stem, and no knop ; the stem and foot obviously a later 
addition in place of the original stem and foot. The mode 
of manufacture of tbe bowl is very rude. A small sheet of 
silver has been rolled into the form of a truncated cone, open 
at both ends, to the smaller of which a shallow cup has been 
joined. The sheet forming the cone overlaps for about an 
inch. The hammer seems to have been the chief tool used. 
It has neither marks, date, nor inscriptio'b. Its age, there- 
fore, can only be conjectured. Mr. Cripps, to whom I have 
sent photographs and descriptions of the Urampton deanery 
cups, and who has kindly favoured me with remarks on some 
of them, says of this cqp : — 

It is the very Emallest and rudeft of all the village communion 
cups I have ever seen, and I have now seen several hundreds of 
them. Tbere is, however, one something after the same fashion 
and of about the same size at Uggle-Barnby, County York, of the 
year 1560-1. The Hayton cup is most likely of about the same 
age. 

It has bad some narrow escapes of tbe melting pot. It must 
have been in danger when tbe Hayton churchwardens of 
1685, in their visitation "presentments," still to be seen 
in the diocesan registry at Carlisle, reported: — 

Wee present the want of a pewt«r dish, and a flaggon and a 
chalice that are* neither of them fit for the c

Most likely It was then tbat the present stem and foot were 
added. Again it must have been in danger in 1822, when 
new plate, including a plated cup, was given to HaytoD 
church by Mr. T. H. Graham, of Edmond Castle. Mean- 
while we catch a glimpse of it, midway between its repair 
aad deposition, in the Hayton terrier of 1719,* in which 
it is described as 

One Silver Chalice weighting about five ounces. 

This is probably avoirdupois weight, equal to 4oz. lid. 3^gr. 
troy, near enough to the mark as terrier weights go, seeing 
that they are often inaccurate. Since 1822 it has not been 
in use, and baa remained in the parish chest, protected from 
the crucible by the belief of successive churchwardens that, 
having no marks, it was not silver. It may yet replace 
its plated successor, and be restored to its ancient use 
in Hayton parish churcL 

Id 1749, as shewn by the terrier, it had these com- 
panions, which are no longer extant : — 

One pewter flaggon, one paten, one bason for the offertory. 
The paten and basin were, no doubt, like the flagon, of 
pewter. The terriers shew that in nearly every parish in 
this deanery there was in 1749 a set of pewter vessels 
similar to those at Hayton. Those which still remain shall 
be described in their places. They are not without interest, 
and at least deserve the careful preservation enjoined by 
our bishop in his recent pastoral letter to the clergy of 
his diocese. His lordship says : — 

In visiting Kirkland Church a short time ago I noticed that 
the parish possessed three pewter flagons j and I am reminded by 
the accident to remark that it is very desirable that pewter vessels 
which have been used for the purposes of the Holy Communion

should be carefully preserved, even when their place has been taken 
by silver utensilB ; there ie a temptation to neglect them as of no 
value ; but there is much of historical interest attaching to these 
pewter vessels, and they deserve a place in the treasury of the 
parish to which they belong. {Bishop of Carlith'a Pailoral, 
Christmas, 1880, p. 15.) 

CuHWHirroN. — Silver cup, six inches high, weighs 7 oz. 
2dwt- 7gr. The terrier of 1749 has this item: — 
One Silver Chalice, y* weight of it we know not. 

The aame confession might as well have been made in 
some terriers which do profess to give the weights. This 
cup, otherwise plain, has two leaves four times repeated on 
the knop. It has onl; one mark, a fish, cut in outline on 
the howl. Mt. Gripps says : — 

The stem of this cup is unlike any I have hitherto seen, pro- 
bably owing to its being by some small local silversnuth : its 
having but one mark also points to its being provincial. Probable 
date is late 16th century, or very early ITth; but much more 
probably the former. 

This church has abo a plated cup, made in imitation of 
the other, and a pewter paten, on which is a plain shield, 
without any device. 

CuMBEW. — Plain silver cup on baluster stem. Height 
eight and a half inches. Weight 10 oz. Od. 12 gr. Four 
marks : — 1, Maker's initials G K with a key between them ; 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Lombardic S, 

with external cusps, London date letter for 1615-6. Not 
that the same letter served for two whole years ; but 

As the new letters were not fixed till May 39th, each letter 
served for a portion of two years, even in days before the change 
of style. {Old EngliMh PlaU* p. 81.)

The leopard's bead, meotioned in Act J, Edward Ilf, as " of 
ancient time ordained," waa the king's mark for silver of the 
sterling standard. The lion passant is thus accounted for by 
Mt. Cripps : — 

It is never found before 1540, nor is It ever absent after 1545 ; 
but there is so article of plate known to exist of any of the inter- 
vening years, in one or other of which it must have been introduced 
(p. 82). ... In 1542 Henry VIII not only diminished the 
weight (of the silver coin of the realm), but reduced the standard. 
. . . What security then would the buyer have had after 1542 
that plate bought by him was of any better silver than the debased 
coin of the day ? None whatever. May we not therefore hazard a 
conjecture that the lion passant was then adopted to show that plate 
bearing it was not only as good as the coin, but was of the ohl 
sterling standanl ? (p. 83). 

The leopard's head is often called the London hall mark ; 
but— 

It certainly was not so originally, except in the sense that in 
early times the Goldsmiths' company in that city were the only 
authorised keepers of the king's touch (p. 62). To be strictly 
accurate we should have to say that London plate is distinguished 
by the absence of any provincial mark rather than by the presence 
of any distinctive mark of its own (p. 77). 

The Cumrew cup, therefore, Iiaving the standard marks and 
no provincial hall mark, is of London make. Besides the 
marks already mentioned it has the lion passant on its foot. 
It has also the initials ^jd on its bowl, perhaps those of 
the surname (K) and christian names (E & D) of the 
persons (husband and wife) who presented it to the church. 
The terrier description of this cup is peculiar : — 

One Silver Calice value five pounds. 

The precision with which the " value " is here stated 
seems to imply that in 1749 this cup had been recently 
bought. If so, ib may have been originally a secular cup. 
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and the initials may be those of its firat owners. But that a 
silver commiuiion cup, whether subsequently lost or not, was 
here long before 1749, may be taken for granted, else the 
want would certainly have been recorded and doubtless 
supplied by the man whose initials appear on a pewter 
paten still remaining in this church. The same initials, with 
a date, are carved on the front of the communion table, 
thus ": — 

IG I + C 86. 

Whose initials they are we learn from the following entry in 
the parish register ; — 

Whereas Mr. John Calvert our pre' Curator of Cumrew Hath 
of his own voluntary Charge Bestowed upon onr Church or poiall 
Chappell a Table for >■* Communion Table & a fflagon for y* better 
service of y Ixird's Snpper & alsoe hath given a Shilling towarde 
y» buying a Patten for j* Consecrated bread at Communion 
Therefore wee whose names are underwritten doe hereby testifie 
yt y« same things so given are onely his free guift & ought not 
either he or his successors Curates there to be charged with finding 
y» repairs of y* same or new ones when y" same are worn out 
Witness our hands this 11"> day of July 168G. 

Here follow the names of two chuichwardeus and four other 
parishioners, each of whom, with one exception, made his 
mark, not a cross as in later times, but a hieroglyphic of his 
own, perhaps his sheep-mark. The memorandum ia in Mr. 
Calvert's handwriting. He was evidently a church reformer 
in days when decency and order in church matters were at a 
low ebb, and has told the story of his reforms both in the 
parish register and in " Answers to articles of inquiry" with 
astonishing vigour and fulness. Yet his name does not 
appear in the list of incumbents of Cumrew in any history 
of Cumberland, a defect of a kind frequently occurring, so 
far as my observation extends, in the county histories. 
Bishop Nicolson, who visited Cumrew on October 29th, 1703, 
bestowed on the above-mentioned reforms a somewhat less 
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emphatic eulog; tban the; bad received from Mr. Calrert. 
The bishop, hy the way, with all bis minute and apparently 
exhaustive observation of church goods in the various 
parishes of his diocese, hardly ever mentions the church 
plate. There are but seven allusions to it throughout bis 
whole hook (Miseellany Accounts of tks Diocese of Carlile, 
pp. 78, 81, 91,94, 102, 117, and U4). 

Irthinoton. — Silver cup, seven and a quarter inches 
high, weighs ooz. lOd. 12gr.; of beaten silver, very thin. 
It has an engraved floral band round the bowl, and bands 
of lozenge-shaped ornament on knop and foot. Three 
marks : — 1, Maker's initials F T in a plain oblong ; 2, Halt 
a Beur-de-lis and half a double seeded crowned rose in a 
circular stamp ; 3, Old English I, York date letter for 
1616-7. Not until quite recently would it have been 
possible to point with certainty to the assay office at which 
the hall mark on this cup waa need. Mr, Chaffers was on 
the right track when he wrote : — 

"Hie stamp used at York previous to 1700 was probably that of 
the half rose and half fleur de lis conjoined, which is frequently met 
with ou plate of the IGth and 17th centuries. (Hall Marks on 
Plate, 5th Edition, 1875, p. 16.) 

But the writer of an article on "Plate and plate-buyers" 
in the Quarterly Review for April, 1876, having occasion 
to mention the same stamp, says : — 

This Mr. Chaffers doubtfully assigns to York. Judging from a 
beaker in onr own poaaeBsion we have thought it might be the old 
Calais mark, but without further proof the identification is uncertain, 
(Q. B., vol. cxli, p. 377.} 

The " further proof," desired by the Quarterly Review, has 
been supplied by Mr. Cripps : — 

It has at length proved possible to identify the well known old 
~ ~ ~ mark of a fleur-de-lia and crowned rose, both dimidiated

and conjoined on a plun circular BhJeld, as that whicb was anciently 
used at York. It has before this been gomewhat doubtfully 
assigned to that office, but the number of Bpeciraene on which it 
bas been found by the writer leaves the matter no longer open to 
question. (0. E. P., 1878, p. 100.) 

The York cup at Irtbington is in good condition, but bas 
not been in use since 1869, in which year new plate was 
given to the church by the present vicar, who when giving 
the new did well to preserve the old. 

The new plate, consisting of silver cup (1851-2), silver 
paten (1842-3), and silver Hagon (1857-8), is all of London 
make. 

There is here a pewter tankard, eight and a half inches 
high, bearing the initials I G (Irtbington Church), and 
four small marks defaced and unintelligible. Also a pewter 
paten, marked with the Prince of Wales's plumes, twice 
repeated, maker's name (unintelligible), and a second-name, 
" I Hardman." The purchase of these pewters is thus 
recorded in the churchwardens' accounts : — 

1730. Paid the year afores^ for a flaggon 5' ; for a paten to 
put the bread on 2*- 

Walton. — Plain silver cup, seven inches high, weighs 
6oz. 12d. 4gr. Terrier 1749 gives tbe weight as "about 
seven ounces and a half." Inscription : — 
Ei dono.John Addison 1624. 
Four marks : — 1, Maker's initials i^b on & plain shield ; 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Italic k, 
Xiondon date letter for 1627-8. Mr. Cripps says of the 
maker : — 

Cb made a vast quantity of notable plate, still in the possession 
of various Loudon guilds and other public bodies, between 1G06 and 
1G30. 

Tbe date letter, owing to a perplexing double line, I could 
not for a while identify with any letter in any kind of 
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alphabet. But Mr. Crippa came to the rescue with this 
ezplaoation : — 

The letter in question is the italic k. The double line ia only 

due to the punch having dipped under the bammer, and it£ having 
received a double stroke, the one impression partly overlapping the 
other. You will often find it happening bo. 

There ia now here a modern. 8il?er paten -of London 
make ; also a plated flagon. 

Pewter paten and flagon. The paten, nine inches di- 
ameter, has the Prince of Wales's plimies, twice repeated, 

over maker's name, William , smuame obliterated. On 

the rim are the initials F H rudely cut, and four smaller 
marks, each on a plain shield. Tbe flagon, seven and three- 
quarter inches high, of the shape known as "round-bellied," 
has maker's initials, Koman I Cr, pellet above and below, 
on a plain shield, in two concentric circles, and the initials 
F H, most likely those of a Hetherington, on its lid. As 
this is a well shaped vessel, and not, like most other pewter 
communion flagons, too ponderous for convenient use, it 
may be a question whether it was worth while to replace it 
by a plated BU<^eBaor. 

Bewcastle. — Plain silver cup, seven and a half inches 
high, weighs 9 oz. 2dwt. 7gr. Inscription: — 

K (Rectory ?) Bewoaatle 1630. 
Three marks : — 1, Maker's initials C M, pellet below, on 
plain shield ; 2, Half rose and half fleur-de-lis in circular 
stamp; 3, Old EngUsh Y, York date letter for 1631-2. The 
slight chronological discrepancy between the inscription and 
the date letter may be accounted for by supposing that the 
inscription records the year in which the Bewcaatle church 
authorities gave the order for the cup ; though tbe like 
explanation scarcely accounts for tbe greater discrepancy 
between tbe inscription (1624) and date letter (1627-8) of 
tbe Walton cup. Some of the older parishioners remember 
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a time when the Bewcastle cup was used nitbout a stem ; 
but tbey say the present stem is tbe original one, and iti 
appearance bears out their statement. 

There is here a plain silver paten, three and three-quarter 
inches in diameter, and 2 oz. dwt. 3 gr. in weight, with the 
same marks and of the same age (1631-2) as the cup, of 
which it is evidently the original paten-cover. The post- 
Reformation paten-cover, as contrasted with the mediaeval 
paten, is thus described by Mr. Morgan : — 

The form of the paten is much changed. The sunk part of the 
platter is often considerably deepened, the brim narrowed, and 
thereon la fixed a rim or edge by which it is made when inverted to 
£t on the cnp as a cover, whilat a foot is added to it, which serves 
also as a handle to the cover, as though it were intended to place 
the wine in the chalice and cover it with the paten cover until the 
administration of the sacrament, when the cover would be removed 
and used as a paten for holding the bread. (Archtiolo(/ia, xlii, 
405.) 

The Bewcastle paten cover, the foot of which has been broken 
off and lost, has not been in use within living memory. But 
it might be well to have it fitted with a new foot, and again 
used instead of the pewter paten which has taken its place. 
This Ib the only paten-cover now extant in Brampton 
deanery. Nor is any other mentioned in the terriers as 
belonging to any parish in this deanery in 1749. 

The pewter paten, nine and a half inches in diameter, 
with initials B P (Bewcastle Parish) on its rim, is marked 
with a large crowned rose, maker's name nearly obliterated,, 
but apparently ** Graham" of "London." Four smaller 
marks, of which the only one that can be recognized is a 
leopard's head crovmed. 

StAPLETON. — Plain silver bowl, now without stem or 
foot, stands three and a half inches high, and weighs 4 oz. 
The terrier of 1749 says : — 

One sOver cup weighing about 4 ounces. 
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No one remembers this bowl with a stem ; tut that it once 
had one is evident from the mark of breakage, which, if we 
may trust the terrier weight, must have occurred before 
1749. luBcription : — 

The Parish Church of Stappellton 1638. 
No hall mark or date letter. Maker's mark a bird beneath 
initials on a shield. The first initial is undecipherable, the 
second is M. It is the second of the Brampton deanery 
cups which I have had occasion to describe as bearing only 
a maker's mark, on which subject the Qitarterly Rmnew 
says ; — 

It is, we imagine, hopeless to identiiy, except as undoubtedly 
Knglish, the many pieces, epoous especially, which are stamped only 
with a maker's mark. All over the country, as we have abeady 
pointed out, there were silversmiths who, not being hound by the 
Acts which affected the metropolis, honestly made their wares aud 
stamped them with their own mark. (§, K,, vol. cxli, p. 377.) 

But it ia not hopeless to trace the Stapleton cup to the city 
in which it was made, seeing that 

A mark of T. M., with a bird beneath the initials, on a shield, 
is found on York made plate of 1667, 1668, &c. (W. J. C.) 

There is here a plain silver flagon, or rather tankard, 
four inches high, three inches in diameter, and weighing 
(exclusive of a removeable lid) 10 oz. 18 d. 18 gr. In- 
scription : — 

Presented to , S' James's Church Stapleton by James Farish of 
the Dormaustfiads, 

It has four marks : — 1, Maker's mark, B A, in stamp of 
irregular outline ; 2, Lion's head erased ; 3, Britannia ; 
4, Koman capital A, London date letter for 1716-7. 

The lion's head erased and figure of Britannia were appointed 
by the statute of 1696-7 — which raised the standard of silver plate 
— m order to distinguish the plate bo made Irom that which had 
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previotiBly been made of Bilver of the old Bterling, and they were 
for this purpose substituted for the leopard's head crowned and lion 
passaot. The new marks were in sole use front March 27, 1697, 
until June, 1720, when the old sterling Btandard was restored, 
and its own old marks with it, not however to the exclusion of the 
new. Since that year, therefore, both standards, each to bear its 
own marks, have been legal. . . . But after 1732 or there- 
abouts the lion's head erased and the Britannia are verynuelj to be 
met with [0. E. P., p. 84). 

- The same statute (1697) enacted that the maker's mark 
should be the first two letters of his surname. Thus 

The letters BA on the Stapleton tankard are the mark of 
one Kichard Bayley, a London silversmith. {W. J. C.) 

Before 1697 the maker was under no reatrictioD as to his 
mark. 

He might put his initials faocifiilly interlaced, or in mont^ram ; 
or be might choose, as was common in earlier times, some emblem, 
a rose, a crown, a star. . . . How graceful many of thoso 
marks were may be seen by the table of marks stamped in a copper 
plate still preserved in Goldsmiths' Hall. . . . With the Act 
of William what may be called the poetry of the maker's mark 
perished. Little could be made out of the firet and second letters 
of a maker's name. . , , Kor is the existing arrangement 
much better. By the 12th of George II, in 1739, the maker's 
mark has been declared to be the initials of his christian and 
surname. (Q. B., vol. cili, p. 375.) 

What scope for ugliness the existing arrangement affords 
may be seen in tbe makers' initials on the lid of tbe 
Stapleton tankard, which has tbe following marks : — I, ^ ^ > 
2, Leopard's head uncrowned ; 3, LioD passant ; 4, Sovereigo's 
bead (Queen Victoria) -, S, Old English b, London date 
letter for 1863-4. Nor is tbe maker's the only mark which 
bas suffered from existing arraDgements, as in 1823 tbe 
leopard was deprived of the crown which be bad worn for 
more than four centuries, whereby, says Mr. Cripps, 
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The head was made to present an ohject far more resembling 
the head of a cat than the fine hold face of former days, which we 
would fain see restored to its pristine form. (0. E, P., p. 03.) 

No objection, at least on the same score, can be urged against 
the sovereign's head, a mark 

' Found on all plat« that has heen liable to the duty imposed 
in 1784 (24 Geoige III, c. 53) ; that is to say, upon all plate liable 
to be assayed. (0. E. P., p. 85.) 

But as there are grave objections against the duty itself, the 
abolition of which has been recommended by a select com- 
mittee of the House of Commons (^Report, May 19, 1879, 
p. iv), the sovereign's head, which of marks on silver plate 
was the last to come, may be the first to go. The Stapleton 
tankard and its lid, then, represent two different periods ; 
and a third period is represented by the handle, marked with 
maker's initials D A in Old English — 

Probably added about 1750, judging iroia the style of the 
maker's mark. {W. J. C.) 

Not does the story of this tankard, as told by itself, end 
here ; for on the bottom of it are the initials p g, doubtless 
those of ancestors of the late Mr. James P'arish, of Dorman- 
steads, who presented it to the parish at about the date 
of the lid (1863-4). Lastly, these ancestral initials are 
surrounded by the letters P H, E F, R B, EH, no doubt 
the initials of the churchwardens at the time of the pre- 
sentation. This tankard, originally secular, and dating only 
from 1863 as an ecclesiastical vessel, is nevertheless the 
oldest silver communion flagon in Brampton deanery. The 
Irthington flagon, made in 1857, though originally ecclesias- 
tical, was not presented to Irthington church till 1867. 

A paten at Stapleton, dated 1848, is described in the 
terrier of 1868 as 

One german silver paten. 
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It has the initials of four churchwardens, and its cost 
scratched on its under side, 45/. 

In Edward VI's Inventory of Church Goods, taken in 
1552, and still preserved in the Public BeCord Office, 
Stapleton is one of the few churches in Cumherland men- 
tioned as having a chalice of tin. 

Laiteeicost. — Plain silver cup, seven and a half inches 
high, weighs 8oz. 8d. 14gT. Three marks: — 1, Maker's 
initials K H, pellet helow, in a lobed escutcheon ; 2, Half 
rose and half fleur-de-lis in circular stamp ; 3, Italic small 
/, London date letter for 163S-9. It had a pewter stem 
until the late vicar, in 1874, caused the present silver stem 
to he fitted to the ancient howl and foot. No doubt the 
pewter stem had a silver predecessor. The churchwardens, 
in their " Answer to the articles of inquiry in the year of 
our Lord 1710," reported: — 

We have a fair cballis, and a patten to put the bread on and a 
fflaggon of pewter to bring the wine to the Communion Table in. 

The pewter "fflaggon" and "patten" still remain. The 
dagon, an ordinary tankard, eight and a half inches high, 
~bearB initials W B. The paten, twelve inches diameter, 
has the Prince of Wales's plumes twice repeated, with the 
maker's name "Thomas Grame." 

The flagon and paten now used here are silver, of London 
make, date 1874-5. 

Castle CahROCK. — Plain silver cup, with rudimental 
knop, stands five and three-quarters inches high, and weighs 
5 oz. 9 dwt. 9 gr. The churchwardens, for three successive 
years, 1687-8-9, in their "Answers to the articles of 
inquiry," reported: — 

Wee present the want of a silver Challice in our parish for the 
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In 1690 they merely say: — 

We present y" want of a flagon & a pewter plate for the 

Communion. 

Tbey saw tbeir way, then, to securing the desired " silver 
challice"; which accordingly bears the inscription — 

This belonges to the Church of Castle Carreck 1691. 

This cup, though in a different way, is almost as rude as the 
HaytoQ cup, with which it shares the peculiarity of being 
entirely unmarked. A total absence of marks may seem to 
have contravened various statutes, from 1403 onwards, which 
enacted that every provincial maker of plate should 

set his mark upon it before setting it to sale, upon the same 
penalties as if in London. (0. E. P., p. 20.) 

But church plate, if ordered to be made, had no need to be 
set for sale, and being inalienable was regarded as incapable 
of being re-sold. {Rev. C. R. Manning, p. 18.) 

This is the only parish in the deanery the terrier of 
which in 1749 mentions no pewter vessels ; from which we 
may infer that " y" want of a flaggon & a pewter plate," 
reported in 1690, remained uusupplied for more than fifty 
years. There is now a. pewter paten here, but no flagon. 

Brampton.— Plain silver cup, eight and a half inches 
high, weighs lOoz. 9d. 15gr. The churchwardens in 1703 
reported : — 

We have a very good chalice. 

It has three marks:— 1, Three towers or castles, being the 
arms of the town of Newcastle-on-Tyne, placed two above 
and one below, on a shield of irregular outline ; 2, Maker's 
initials, WR, linked letters, in an escutcheon ; 3, The first 
mark repeated. No date letter. It has the merit of 
rarity ; for — 
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Kotwithstanding the proved e^^istence of a guild of goldsmithB 
in Newcaatle^D-Tyne from 1536 and earlier, but little remains of 
their work ; specimens of cliurch plate of the later part of the 17th 
ceotmy are occasionally to be met witli, but so few that tt cannot 
be certainly said that a date letter waa used at Newcaatle, aa at 
Tork and Norwich. ... A communion cup at St Nicholas', 
Newcastle, bears what seems to be a date letter on a shaped shield ; 
but this single instance is the only trace of a date letter that has at 
present been found on ancient Newcastle plate. (0. E. P., p, 163.) 

Of the maker's initials on the Brampton cup Mr. Cripps 
says : — 

They are the very initiab in the example quoted in Old 
EnglUh Plate (p. 117) aa of the end of the 17th century. The 
same initials in linked letters have lately been found by me on a 
paten, dated 1681, at Boldon, near Sunderland, and also, with the 
shield of 1686, on an alms dish at Warkworth. The two forms of 
shield are of about the same period. 

The shield here alluded to is that of the town mark, two 
forms of wbicfa, as illustrated at page 117 of Mr. Gripps's 
book, are found on Newcastle plate of the end of the 17tb 
century. The shield on the Brampton cup is not the same 
a; that on the Warkworth alms dish. In the absence of a 
date letter the exact age of the Brampton cup cannot be 
ascertained ; but it cannot be later than 1 697, in which year 
the provincial assay offices were auppresaed by Act 8 and 9 
William III, c. 8, s. 1, and since the re-establishment (in 
1702) of the Newcastle oEBce the town mark on Newcastle 
plate has always been accompanied by the standard marks 
(0. E. P., p. 133). Therefore, as W fi is known to have been 
making plate in 1681, we may assign tbe Brampton cup to 
the period between 1681 and 1697. Tbe alleged scarcity of 
old Newcastle plate is confirmed by the fact of this cup 
being the only Newcastle communion cup in a deanery in 
which, from its proximity to Northumberland, Newcastle 
church plate might have been expected to be found. 
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The plate now used at Brampton church, coDBisting of 
Bilver gilt cup, silver flagon, and two silver patens, one of 
which is gilt, is of London make, date 1871-2. 

On a board in the ancieot chancel, now used as a 
cemetery chapel, is the following memorandum : — 

OiveB to the parish chnrch of Brampton, by Thomas Bichardson 
Esquire, of the Privy Seal Office, London, for the use of the Altar, 
a large embossed Silver Gup, with a cover and stand of the same, 
weighing 55 ounces, in the year of our Lord 1764. 

Many persons have wondered what became of this cup, 
which no one now living ever beheld. But Mr. G-eorge 
Hetherington, of Brampton, who died last Sunday in his 
84th year, and whose grandmother was cousin to the afore- 
said Mr. Richardson, told me that the cup in question, which 
was kept at the house of his grand&ther, who was church- 
warden at the time, was stolen thence, soon after its arrival, 
by a man who was traced to Whitehaven, where pieces of it 
were recognized in a pawnbroker's shop ; but the thief was 
never caught. 

In the visitation "presentments" for 1703 the church- 
wardens say : — 

We want a flagon for the adminiBtracion of the Lord's supper. 
The terrier of 1749 mentions 

One Pewter Flagon. 

One Bason for the offertory. 

Both these vessels must have been bought before 1729, as 
the purchase of them does not appear in the churchwardens' 
accounts, which from that year onwards are extant. Both 
still remain. The basin, nine inches in diameter, two and a 
quarter inches deep, marked with initials G R under a 
crown, is the only pewter basin now remaining in Brampton 
deanery, though every parish in this deanery except Castle 
Carrock had "one bason for the offertory" in 1749. The 
flagon, thirteen inches high (exclusive of lid), and holding 
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three quarts, is unmarked. Two pewter patene, now Lere, 
each niDe inches in diameter, with initials ^^ and four 
email defaced marke, are not mentioned in the terrier of 
1749. A second flagon is now here. When I came to 
Brampton in 1874 I found but one, that on the left hand 
side in the accompanying illustration. Nor did I know of 



the existence of the other until four years later, when it was 
sent to one of the churchwardens by a pariebioner, who said 
it bad been in her bouse for thirty years, and was there 
when she came. It is likely that one of these flagons was 
procured for the chapel of the hospital, which formerly stood 
on the site of the present parish church, and which, doubt- 
less, from the time of its erection in 1688, as in later times 
even before its enlargement and consecration in 1788, was 
occasionally used for divine service instead of the parish 
church. Nicolson and Bum, in their history of Cumberland, 
published in 1777, say : — 
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Divine eervico is fur the most part [wrformed in this chapel, the 
parish church being so distant, and in a veiy minous condition. 
(A'. ^ B., vol. u, p. 493.) 

When, io 1788, the old church was pulled down, all but the 
chancel, aad the hospital chapel became the parish church, 
one of the Bagons may have been taken by the then vicar 
into the house whence it has at length been restored to the 
parish church ; which bouse was in 1788 or thereabonts 
presented to the living by Dr. Thomas, Bishop of Eochester, 
whose father was vicar of Brampton from 1721 to 1747 
{Eutchinaon, vol. 1, p. 121); and from 1788 to the time 
of the present tenant this house was always occupied by the 
vicar or his curate. These two flagons are very handsome 
vessels. 

In 1552, according to Edward VI's Inventory, Brampton 
was the only church in Cumberland which had a silver 
pyi. 

Over Denton. — The plate still in use at this very 
ancient and interesting church consists of a pewter cup and 
paten. The cup, which closely resembles the example shewn 
on page 201 of Mr. Crippa's book, is seven and a half inches 
high, and unmarked. The paten, eight inches in diameter, 
is marked with a swan under an archway. This mark often 
occurs on the large pewter plates which abound in farm 
bouses in this neighbourhood ; but, though of considerable 
size, it is nearly always very indistinct, since marks on 
pewter are soon effaced by rubbing. Still more indistinct 
are the four smaller marks and maker's name by which it is 
accompanied. The £rst of these marks, however, can in 
some instances he identified as the leopard's head crowned, 
the second an Old English H, the third an Old English S, 
and the fourth a rose. On one plate, belonging to Mr, 
Ferguson, F.S.A., the maker's name and residence may be 
recognised as " Robert Sadler, London." 
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Nei!Hee Denton. — The terrier of 1749 mentions 
One Silver Chalice weighing about five ouuccb. 

This cup -was sold, in part payment for new plate, nine 
yeare ago, and is now in the possession of a gentlenaan who 
has kindly sent a sketch and description of it to the editor 
of our " Transactions." He says : — 

It has no marks, having at some time had a new rim, about half 
an inch deep, added, which probably overlaps the marks- 
It is iive inches high, three and three quarters diameter at 
top, and two and a half at foot ; depth of bowl two and 
three quarters inches. The stem has an engraved band 
instead of a knop, from which it curves downwards un- 
interruptedly to the circumference of the foot, and upwards 
with a slighter bend to the bowl, which is a truncated cone, 
having round it a belt, in which is this inscription : 

The giveft of John Bell of Dixon Clougb to the parish Church 
of Denton. 

Perhaps the date of this cup, within a few years, may 
be inferred from the following entry in Lord William 
Howard's House-book, recently published by the Surtees 
Society : — 

Denton Inferioe.— Nov. 16, 1633. Eec'i of John Bell (ah) 
Mall's John for 1 year rent of Dixon Clongh-heade due Martinmas 
iiiju (p. 271). 

The Bells, then as now, were numerous in these parts, and 
bad to be distinguished from one another by aliases. Hence 
" Mall's John," an alias of a kind not yet quite obsolete in 
this county, and needing no explanation for Cumberland 
readers. 

The plate now used at Nether Denton church consists of 
silver cup and paten, date (London) 1872, and an electro- 
plated flagon. 
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The pewter veteels remaining here are a tankard and 
paten. The tankard, eight and a half inches high, is un- 
marked. The paten, nine inches diameter, on a foot two 
and a half inches high, iB marked with the letter X crowned, 
wider which is the maker's name, T Letherbranch, hetween 
two crowned Tudor roaes, each within two concentric circles, 
and four small marks in a row: — 1, The letters IH in a 
square stamp ; 2, A bird ; 3, Something in a plain shield 
within a square stamp ; 4, A quadruped (stag ?). 

Here, as at Stapleton, the chalice in 1552 was of tin 
{Ednoa/rd VPs Inveiiiory). 

Farlam.— On the back of the transcript of the Favlam 
register for 1675 is this memorandum : — 

Note y' John Milbume keeps the chalice or cup. 

This custodian of the cup must be identical with the 
father of 

Henry the son of John Milbom Impropriator of the Rectory of 
ffarlam and Dorothy hia wife, bap Nov. 11, 1G82 {Farlam 

Tranicript). 

And he must have been the son of 

Thomas Milborn of f^lam church, buried March 3, 1676 
(Transcript). 

From which description of his father's residence we may 
infer that John Milbume lived at what is now known as 
the " Kirkbouse." The transcript for 1699 is signed by 
" Thomas Milbum, Curate," no doubt the eldest son of the 
keeper of the cup, named in Cumberland fashion after his 
paternal grandfather. He is commended by Bishop Nicolson, 
who writes : — 

Farlam Church look'd into the same day (May 7, 1703). I 
fonnd it in a much more decent posture than I expected, considering 
the poor and precarious Salary ; hut the present Curate (M'- Milbum) 
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is an honeat man, and deserves a better Support, {Account of 
Diocese of Carlile, p. 4.) 

These Milburns were doubtleM of the clan of the Milburne 
of Talkin (G. and W. Arckceological TraTLsactiona, vol. IV, 
p. 436), whose ancestral homestead was at HullerbaBk, about 
two miles from Farlam church, from which stock came 
Leonard Milbum, rector of Castle Carrock from 1589 to 
1636, and Ma brother Richard, bishop of Carlisle from 1620 
to 1624, formerly chaplain to Henry, Prince of Wales, 
who " affected and respected him above all the rest of his 
chaplains for his learning, good carriage, and profitable 
preaching" (Wood's Atkence.) HulIerbaDk, the birth-place 
of Bishop Milburn, a farm of about forty acres, has remained 
in the possession of the Milburna and their descendants 
until five months ago, when it passed into other hands. But 
what of the cup, so carefully treasured by John Milburne ? 
Well, that too has passed away, sold twenty years ago to a 
silversmith, who melted it down. 

The vessels now used at Farlam church are plated. 

That it was desirable to procure Dew communion plate 
for both Farlam and Nether Denton churches may be likely 
enough ; but it was a mistake not to preserve the old. On 
this subject I have already quoted Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Cripps. I now quote Mr. Manning ; — 

I am sorry to learn, from some of the principal London eilver- 
smiths, that of late years a considerable amount of Elizabethan and 
other plate has been sold or exchanged by clergymen and church- 
wardens, chiefly where high rituaJ prevails, for modern plate of 
medireval pattern. However beantiftd and fitting these may be, it 
would he better to keep the old plate, at a slight additional expense ; 
and without a faculty the sale is illegal. {Church Plate in Beden- 
halt Deanery, p. 18j. 

The editor of our " Transactions," Mr. Ferguson, F.S.A., 
as quoted by the bishop in his pastoral letter, bears similar 
testimony : — 
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During the last twenty years a &shion for Dew plate, of a more 
ornate character, has grown up. The old has been discarded or 
neglected, I know a case in which the clerk had a cup, which I 
got restored. The silver cups, battered and shabby, have frequently 
been sold (illegally, as done without a faculty) to help pay for the 

new plate. . . . The cup has gone into a collector's 

hands ; whose I do not know. An old cup at > escaped this 

fate, because no one understood the marks upon it, and it waa 
supposed to be pewter. It is old York silver, worth a considerable 
sum in the market. But independently of money value these 
vessels should be retained and decently cared for. (Bishop of 
Carlisle's Pastoral, 1880, p. 15). 

Mr. Manning aod Mr. Ferguson have done well to make 
known the illegality of such transactions. Eut by their 
efforts to kindle and spread an interest in old church plate 
they may have helped to raise up a better protection for it 
even than the law of the land.

THE DEANERIES OF CARLISLE 
[NORTH AND SOUTH] 

By R. S. Fekquson, F.S.A. 

Read at Kendal, Jult/ Ith, 1881. 



CARLlstE. — The following letter, copied from the original 
in the Public Record Office, shews that in Carlisle it is vain 
to hope for any pre-Reformation church plate : it would Beem 
also to preclude the idea of any of the existing vessels being 
formed out of the silver of their pre-Reforniation prede- 
cess(»8. It is more than probable that the same fate befell 
most of the pre-Beformation plate in the old diocese of 
Carlisle. The letter is thus described in the index: — 

1556 
Letter from T Garleton to the Boyal Commifisioners touching the 
Sale of the church plate & ornaments in the city of Carlisle. 

It is on a single page, quarto size. On the back of it is 
written : — 

To the right worshipfull WUlm Bemera Thomas Myldmay St 
John Wisman & ev'y of them in hayst 

in T. Carleton's handwriting. Also in another hand- 
writing ; — 
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Carlyle 
Toms Garleton for the church goods ther xxv Appril 155G 
Jo Bates commanded not to dep^* before order taien. 

The conteDts are as followB : — 

Bight wo'shipfiiU I have receyvid y' letr fo Edwajde Eglombe 
and me derect p'porting that comysBion waa derect unto ub in the 
tym of King Edward the sixth to collect & receyre to his maiesties 
use all the church plait w*''d the citie of Carlill & to maike saUl of 
all the ornamentte pteynyng the said churches & that the king & 
queyns mEuesties desire to understande what therein hath been 
doone by us / ffor awns' whereunto ffor Edwarde Eglombye he is 
deptid to the m'cye of god for any comyssion in any suche 
matter the como never came to my bands nor nothing waa doone 
therein by me nor by Edward Eglonhy to my knowledge But in 
execucion of the plait & omamentfs of all the churches w'''n the 
citie of Carlill at that tym S' Richard Musgrave Anthony Barwis 
Thomas Salkeld & uthers did receyve taik & dispone it by wliat 
comission I knowe not Bequiring y' wrships to call on them ffor the 
same as cause is ffor I had never no medling in the same aa knowith 
o' Lord who p'serve y' wrships in w'ehip & comforth to y' own 
heartts desyer fiiom CarUU this zviij of Aprell. 1556. 

Thomas Garleton. 
Edward VI's commissioners for Cumberland in 1352 
were Thomas Dacre, Richard Musgrave, Wm. Pykerynge, 
Thos, Salkeld, Bt. Lamplugbe, and Anthony Barwis, whose 
autograph signatures are all appended at the end of the 
inventory of the church plate and ornaments taken by them, 
except Sir Eichard Musgrave's, which does not appear 
at all. 

" Edward Eglonbye " is Edward Aglionby, of Aglionby, 
who was High Sheriff of Cumberland, 36 Henry VIII 
(1544-5), but the time of his death is not recorded. There 
were three Thomas Carletons in succession, all of Carlet'in 
Hall, near Penrith. The first died in the S2 Henry VIII, 
aged 96. Thomas, his son and heir, died in the 4 Mary, 
1556, the year in wbich this letter was written. He was 
probably the writer, but he bad also a son Thomas. 
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The GiTHGDBAl, Cabusle, poBsesees a set of silver gilt 
plate, coDsistiDg of Beven pieces, namely, two flagoos, two 
cbalicea, two patens, and an alms dish. These were pre- 
sented bj Dean (afterwards Bishop) Smith. Each article 
has four markB: — I, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Small black letter b, London date letter for 
1679-0 ; 4, I N over a star, the mark of the maker of 
the "Cutler" cup (see 0. E. P., pp. 244, 291, 2nd Ed.) 
On each article is the following inscription : — 

Deo et Ecclesite sanctiie et iudividuee Tmutatis Carliol sacrum. 
Ex dono Thomie Smith S.T.P. Ejusdem Ecclcsife Decani. An. 
Dom. MDCLXXX. 

Dr. Frescott has kindly extracted the following from the 
records of the dean and chapter of Carlisle : — 

Oct 3, 1680. This day was given to the Cathedral Church of 
Carlisle (for the use of the Holy Communion there) by Thomas 
Smith, Dean of the said church, the several pieces of plate here- 
under written, that is to say — 

Two flagons double gilt 

Two chalices double gilt 

Two patens double gilt 

One bason ut supra. 

All of these double gilt, value about £100. 

Directions for cleanning the said plate. 
Be careMl to wipe it with a clean soft linnert cloath, and if 
there chance be any staines or epotta that will not easily come off 
w'th a litt'e water (the cloath being dipp'd therein) and so rubb the 
flagons and chalices from the topp to the Bottome, not cross wise, 
hut the BasoD and patens are to be rubb'd roundwise not acroese, 
and by noe means use either chaike, sand, or salt 

Dr. Frescott further informs me that on June 24, 1681, the 
dean and chapter made an order to sell the old chalice, 
paten, and one silver spoon, " become useless," by the gift 
of Dean Smith. The chalice and paten weru sold for 
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£6 : 8b. 6d., and the spoon for 8b. 6d.* This does not account 
for all the plate the Cathedral had prior to Dean Smith's 
present, for the inventory of the plate on February 1st, 
1679i is as follows:— 

One large double gilt chalice and patten, one single gilt chalice 
and patten, one little silver haEion, one silver mace, two pewther 
flaggons, one pewther bason." 

And another memorandum mentions — 

One old thin piece given to St Maiy's") j^ ^ .^^ . 
in f yeare 1636. J 

None of these articles appear to be now in existence, except 
the two fine pewter Sagons and the mace, or rather verge 
(for it is not a maee at all), carried by the verger. It has 
no plate marks, but bears on one end the royal arma as 
carried by the Stuarts ; on the other those of the deanery. 

The spoon is a curious item. In the Greek church a 
spoon with long narrow bowl (the lahida) has been in use 
since the 10th century ; in that church the laity receive the 
bread and wine together, the bread being soaked in the wine 
(IntiDction), and the spoon is shaped so that its contents can 
be taken into the mouth with the utmost ease. The Celtic 
church used spoons, a pair invariably, with very broad bowls, 
and one of them always has a hole below its lip, and midway 
on thff left band side. A pair of these were found at Crosby 
Eavensworth in 1868.t They were used in the Cfeltic church 
in the administration of baptism, at which there were two 
distinct anointings ; first by the priest's thumb with olive

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oil from tbe spoon without ft hole ; second on the head hy 
letting the oil trickle through the hole in tbe other spoon. 



In tbiB country, says Dr. Rocke, the only spoon used for 
eucharistic purposes was one with a deep bowl like a salt 
spoon, — for spilling two or three drops of water into tbe 
chalice before consecration. One with a perforated bowl is 
sometimes used for removing impurities from the altar wine. 
At Maryport, a spoon is part of the church plate, hut it is 
modem, and many clergymen in the diocese use them for 
this last purpose. The dean and chapter, by the way, 
possess a dozen table spoons made by Elen Coker. Four 
marks :— 1, E C in script (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 327) ; 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Black letter capital 
D. London, 1759-60. 

' St. Cuthbebt's, Caelisle, has silver cup with covet 
paten, which does not fit very well (engraved on page 32). 
The cup stands eight and a half inches high ; the diameter 
at top of bowl is four inches and one-eighth, of the foot 
is four and a quarter inches. It weighs 14 oz. 12dwt., 
and in shape much resembles tbe Bewcastle cup (engraved 
on page 4), but has a band of ornamentation, the two 
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usual fillets and conveDtional foliage, rudely but boldly 
cut round tbe bowl. It baa neither marks, date, nor in- 
gcription. The cover paten is of deep bowl shape, diameter 
four and a, half inches. It stands two inches high, and 
weigbs 5 oz. 2 dwt. ; it also has no marks, but on tbe 
bottom or foot of the paten is tbe date 1642. Tbe total 
absence of all marks is due, no doubt, to tbis cup and 
paten having been ordered to be made and not set for sale 
(see ante p. 17 ; 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 31). This might 
well arise in tbe case of a parish sending old plate to be 
re-made. 

St. Cuthhert bas a second silver cup which bas been 
made to match the one just described — in fact a copy of it ; 
but the conventional foliage, though neatly cut, lacks the 
boldness and vigour displayed on the earlier cup. It bas 
four marks on tbe bowl, which are repeated on the foot : — 
], T. W. ; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's head crowned; 
4, King's head, G. III. The absence of tbe date letter is 
very curious, and must be an accidental omission. This 
cup was made by the late Mr. Wbeatley, of Carlisle, during 
the incumbency of the late Rev. John Fawcett, from 1800 
to 1850. A second cup would be required for tbe large 
numbers that used then to communicate. Then also would 
be got the two patens or trays of base metal, silvered, which 
stand each on a conical foot. One is eight inches and seven- 
eighths in diameter ; the foot is three and five-eighths in 
diameter at bottom, and the height three and one-eighth. 
Of the other the corresponding dimensions are nine inches, 
four inches and five-eighths, and four inches. There is also 
a pewter fiagon eleven inches high, and which holds five 
pints. Tbis bas recently been restored to the church by tbe 
kindness of Mr. Wheatley, in whose warehouse it had long 
stood, having been purchased or taken in exchange by his 
father, when he made the cup without date letters, A second 
has lately turned up. The church now possesses a large 
new set of modern plate, purchased in 1875 for i£lOO. A 
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" HTmnarium in usum Samm" in Lord William Howard's 
library at Naworth Cast]e, formerly tbe property of 

Sir Brown Rector Eccleeite S. Cuthberti Karleolensis, 

contaios tbe following note : — 

20 die Sep. 1553, "Missa {i.e., the Mass) itenim celebrata in 
Ecclesia S. Cuthberti." 

July in that year was the accession of Queen Mary to tbe 

throne. 

The terrier of St. Cutbbert of 1749 gives- 
Two pewter flagons, One Silver Chalice and Cover weighing 

twenty ounces ; 

but that of 1867 ignores the two silver cups and only 
gives — 

two electro plated cups, one dish and a silver paten. 

St. Mary's, Carlisle, has silver cup and cover paten, 
which have recently been gilt. They are engraved on 
page 32. The cup stands seven and a quarter inches 
high, is four and a half inches in diameter at the 
top of the bowl, and the same across the foot. Tbe bowl 
is perfectly plain, and weighs 12 oz. 8 dwt., which is 
very heavy for its height. The stem has no knop, but 
has a very fiat projecting moulding under tbe bowl. The 
paten is five inches and three-sixteenths in diameter, and the 
foot of the paten measures two inches across. The paten, 
which is very fiat-sbaped, fits on the top of tbe cup, and 
weighs 4oz. 3 dwt. 15 gr. The bowl has four marks, viz. : — 

1, An escallop shell in a punch of tbe same shape. This 
is the mark of the maker of a paten and fiagons at St. 
Olaves, Old Jewry, London (0. E. P., p. 283, 2nd Ed.), 
and of a very similar shaped cup at Eskdale Chapel. 

2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small 
italic a in plain shield, London date letter in 1635-6. 
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The lioD passant is repeated od the inside of the foot. The 
paten has no mark but that of the maker, the escallop in 
shaped punch. On the bowl of the cup, and on the paten, 
in small punctured letters, is the legend — ' 

For St. Maty's in Carlisle, 1636. 

The repetition of the lion passant on the foot of the cup 
would seem to indicate that bowl and foot were separately 
assayed : its absence from the paten, that the assayers were 
content, having verified the standard of both bowl and foot, 
to take that of the paten without assay. The maker would 
put his escallop on the cup and paten before he sent them 
for assay. The date on this cup is the year in which tho 
" old thin piece in a yalow bag" was given to St. Mary's. It 
probably went in exchange for the new. 

The church also possesses some modern plate, viz., 

a cup and paten, silver gilt, having a set of SheflBeld* 

-marks for 1869-70; thereon, "Presented to St. Mary's, 

Carlisle, 1870." Also a large salver or alma dish, silver 

gilt, with a set of London marks for 1877-8; thereon, 

St. Mary's, Carlisle, 

A Thank Offering, January 12th, 1878, 

E. R. P. 

Also a flagon eight inches high and a plate of base metal gilt. 
Ko pewter flagons or vessels to be found. 

The terriert of this parish for 1756 gives — 



The 
Sheffield markg are five, viz., date letter, maker's mark, sovereign's head, 
lion passant, and a crown, which is frequently on the same punch as the date 
letter. 

+ The years in which terriers were sent in to the Diocesan Eegistry of the 
old portion of the Diocese of Carlisle were 1663, 1704, 1730, 1749, 1777. 1828, 
1867, and 1S78. In some parishea the terriers for all these jears are extant 
In other parishes the terriers for some of these years are wanting. There 
are also stray terriers of various dates. There is no mention of church 
[lUte in any terrier oS an earlier date than 1748- Before that year nothing is 
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Item One wlver Chalice gilt weighing about twelve ounces and 
seven Dwt' Item one Silver Paten gilt weighing four Ounces and 
six Dwts. Item one Pewter Basin for the Font. 

That of 1828 merely says :— 

One silver Chalice gilt and one Silver Paten. 

No record remains of the thin piece given hy the dean and 
chapter in 1636. 

Abmathwaite. — A silver beaker of the shape of that 
figured in O.E.P.,y. 241,2nd Ed. — is six inches high hy three 
and a half diameter at top, and three and three-^eighths at 
foot. A band of conventional foliage is round the cup near the 
top, and a band of ornamentation, and the egg and tongue 
ornament round the foot. It weighs 8 oz. lOJ dwt. Four 
marks: — 1, Ijon passant; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 3, 
Lombardic M with external cusps, London, 1609-0 ; 4,^ 
Maker's mark, much worn, possibly the letter G (0. E. P., 
2nd Ed., p. 279), in shaped shield. The initials G S 
are pricked on the side, and M B on the bottom. This 
is no doubt a secular vessel originally, the beaker or ale 
cup of Catherine Skelton, of Armatbwaite Hall, given to the' 
chapel at Armatbwaite by her or by her son. She was 
daughter of Thomas Dalston, of Dalston Hall, and married 
Lancelot Skelton, of Armatbwaite Hall, who died 1622 oi 
1623. It is engraved on page 32. 

The terrier of 1749 mentions " One silver Chalice 
weigfaing six Ounces." Spite of the discrepancy of weight 
I have no doubt this refers to the beaker just described.

inventory of the church goods, generally tn dorm. 

In many cases the weight of the cups and patens is given, but they scarcely 
ever correspond with the weights ascertained by ua, even in cases where we 
know the cups to have remained all the way down. 

For parishes in that part of the present diocese of Corliale, which waa 
formerly part of the diocese of Chester, there are no terriers in the Carlisle 
registry older than 1867. Infomiatioii as to the terriers at Chester will be 
given ID one of the subsequent papers of the scries. 
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Kor am I Burprised at its being called a chalice, for that 
name was applied to drinking cups ; tlius the books of the 
Glovers' Guild, Carlisle, contaia the following entry : — 
Sept 28 1710 

Coll Gledhill giuen to the Glovers Fraternity 
One Silver Challice Carved 
and one Silver Candlestick. 

Ahthueet.— Silver cup weighing l3oz. 17 dwt., and 
cover paten weighing 4oz. 16 dwt. The cup stands nine 
inches and three-quarters high ; diameter at top four and a 
quarter inches ; at foot three fifteen-sixteenths ; height of 
stem four and a half inches. Sound the bowl, all in one 
line, is " Cuthbertus Curwen rector et vicarius procurator 
hujus Calicis Arthuret in Cumberland: 1618." The paten 
is ver; flat, and has a diameter of four and a half inches, 
and two inches across the button. It stands one and a half 
inches high. There are four marks on both cup and 
cover: — 1, Small italic a, 1616-9, London ; 2, Lion passant ; 
3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, R F below three pellets, 
all enclosed in an orle. 

A terrier, dated 1777, mentions 

One large pewter flagon, one silver chalice with cover given

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aDd at foot, two thirteen-aixteentbe. There is also a two- 
baodled tankard, silver-plated on copper, five inches high ; 
and three pewter plates. Two have Spackman's mark and 
jtE on back; no doubt some Hudgsons of Beanmont. The 
other has A. Crawley's mark, and initials T. 0, 

The terrier of Beaumont in 1749 gives " one Peuter 
flagon, one Baein for the Offertory." Those of KirkandrewB 
give nothing at all, which is not surprising as the chnrch was 
ruinated long before. 

Bukoh-B¥-Sands possesses a very awkward shaped silver 
cup, which stands nine inches high, and has a diameter of 
three five-eighths across the top of the bowl, and only two 
seven-eighths across the foot. It is very plain — the bowl 
consists of an inverted truncated cone on a conical cup, and 
the stem has small knop. It has five marks: — I, Capital 
Eoman A in a shield, the >fewca8tle date letter for 1740-1 ; 
2, Lion passant ; 3, Three castles ; 4, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 5, W. D., the mark of William Dalton. On the 
cup is — 

The gift of Joseph Liddle, Merchant in Newcastle. 
To J* Parish Church of Burgh-by- Sands, near Cajlisle, March 

10th, 174^. 
The donor was one of the Liddells of Moorhouse (see the 
Loshes in Lonsdale's Cumberland Worthies, vol. 4, pp. 
145, Ifig.) 

There is a pewter flagon nine inches high, and a pewter 
plate one foot in diameter, marked with three marks : — 
1, Cornhill, London; 2, Joseph Spackman, and a shield 
sem^e of cross patees ; 3, A Lion crowned. The letters j(_ j^ 
are on the back, so that it was probably the gift of some of 
the Hodgson clan prevalent in the district. 

The terrier of 1749 specifies — 

One Pewter Flaggon weigliing about three Pounds two Ounces. 
Item One Silver Chalice weighing about Ten Ounces. One Palcn 
One Bason for the OfCertory, 
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Csosbt-on-Eden has an old pewter plate without marks, 
and a cup, plated copper, much worn ; also a modern plate 
set presented in 1673 by the lata Mrs. Saul, of Brunstock. 
The terriers of 1867 and 1878 specify— 

One Chalico or cup, One paten, One Flagon with Cover, 

and no doubt refer to the copper plated cup now there ; but 
the terrier of 1749 says : — 

ImprimiG One silver Chalice weighing about 12 ounces Item 
One paten of pewter. 

Nothing is known of any silver chalice now, but a copper 
plated one, when new, might easily be taken for silver. 

Grinsdale.— In 1840, Mr. Wilson, then the vicar, pre- 
sented a silver cup, which is six and a half inches high, 
three and iive-eighths across the top of the bowl, and three 
inches across the foot. It has five marks : — 1, Lion passant ; 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Small Roman u, London, 
1795-6; 4, King's head; 5, S. H. The sacred monogram 
is on one side, probably a modern addition. There is a 
plated paten given by Rev. Mr. Gough, and a pewter plate 
■on whose back " Cornhill." Also a pewter basin used for 
baptism, on whose back a crowned rose occurs twice, and the 
word *' London" part of a worn-out mark. 

In the terriers of 1749 and of 1810 a list of " the Orna- 
ments Goods and Utensils" is given, but no plate, silver or 
otherwise, is mentioned. 

The church, which bad laid in ruins for many ages, was 
rebuilt by Squire Dacre in 1740 ; it seems odd no utensils 
were then provided. 

HESKET-m-THE-FoKEST. — Plain silver cup on baluster 
stem, resembling the Cumrew one, engraved on page 4. 
Height, seven and a quarter inches ; diameter at top, three 
and a quarter inches ; three inches at foot. Four marks :^ 
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], Leopard's head crowoed ; 2, Lion paesant ; 3, Small 
italic j9, London, 1632—3; 4, Plain shield, on which some- 
thing, an F, probably a monogram of C.F. 

A flagon without lid, on which six marks : ~1, T. W. ; 2, 
Lion passant ; 3, Three castles ; 4, Leopard's head crowned ; 
5, King's head, George III; 6, Capital Q, Newcastle date 
letter for 1806-7. On it is this :—

There is also a pewter flagon nine and a half inches high. 
No marks. 

The terrier Of 1749 says : — 

Imprimis two pewter Flagons Item one Silver Chalice weigh- 
ing about eight ounces and a half. Item one Paten two Basons for 
the Offertory. 

That of 1777— 

Imprimis one silver Chalice weighing about eight ounces and a 
half Item two pewter Tankards Item one paten and two pewter [ate] 
for the Offertory. 
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IvEQiLL AMD HiQHHEAD. — A silver cup, seven incbes 
bigb, four incbes across the top of tbe bowl, and tbree inches 
and three-quarters across the foot, belongs to Highhead. 
The hovl is of the inverted truncated cone shape, with 
slight lip, and tbe foot has no knop. There are four marks, 
of which three are illegible, and the fourth is I K over a 
mullet, in a heart-shaped shield, tbe maker in 1679-0 of tbe 
plate at Carlisle cathedral. Higbhead baa ootbing else, and 
Ivegill has only modern plate. I did not see any terriers for 
tbeee places earlier than 1878. 

KiBKANDREW9-DP0N-EsK. — Silver cup with cover paten. 
The cup stands nine inches and thirteen-sixteentbs high, the 
stem being three and a half inches high. The diameter of 
the top of the bowl is three incbes and seven-eighths, of the 
foot three and a balf inches, and the weight is 6 oz. 15 dwts. 
The diameter of the paten is four incbes, of tbe button 
thereto one inch and seven-eigbths, and it stands one inch 
and tbree quarters high, and weighs 2 oz. 18 dwts. Tbe bowl 
is an inverted truncated cone with slight lip, and has a band 
of ornamentation round it, a series of punctures between two 
fillets, which do not interlace. A similar band is round tbe 
foot, and also round the paten. The stem has a knop. 
There are tbree marks on both cup and paten ; tbe 2nd 
being the old York mark, Fleur-de-lis dimidiating a rose ; 
and the 3rd T. H. with something below it, all in a shield. 
T. H. is given in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 78, as on an 
apostle spoon of date 1626-7 in the collection of tbe 
Rev. T. Staniforth ; and on plate at St. Olaves, York, 
1631-5. The date letter is a small Italic^' in a plain shield, 
the York letter for 1641-2. As tbe church of Kirkandrews- 
on-Esk was Bnisbed and first presented to in 1637, this must 
be the original cup. 

There is also a paten, seven and a quarter incbes in 
diameter, on a foot one and three quarters, but tbe foot 
is much bent, and the paten must originally have stood 
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higher. The soft Britaonia silver gives, and I have noticed 
this io many inatances of these patens, where the foot 
crumples up into an irregular moulding. The \reight ia 
6 02. 5 dwt. A cable moulding runs round the edge. On 
back of the plate is —

The marks are five: — I, Britannia; 2, Apparently a black 
letter or Old English capital D in an oval punch ; 3, Lion's 
head, erased ; 4, Three castles ; 5, B i, i.e., Bi with a star 
above and below, the mark of Eli Bjlton, who died before 
June 19, 1712. As the Old English capital D is the New- 
castle mark for 1724-5, this is at first a little puzzling. But 
the D in this instance is not the Old English Newcastle D 
of 1724-5, but a Boman capital D, with its down stroke 
duplicated on the inner side by a parallel finer stroke, and a 
small mark across the two, a similar letter to the B on the 
Kirkbampton cup of 1703-4, and like it in an oval stamp. 
It will be the date letter for 1705-6, if we take the first 
Newcastle alphabet to start with A for 1702-3. The 
Newcastle assay office was re-established in 1702. A New- 
castle cup of Britannia silver, in posEession of the Tailors' 
Guild at Carlisle, has for date letter a capital Roman F with 
its down stroke similarly doubled. Thus, it would seem 
clear that some of the letters of the first modem Newcastle 
alphabet were not Boman capitals, as given by Mr. Cripps 
and Mr. Chaffers, but partook of an Old English character. 
Mr. Oripps kindly writes me that the 

Few letters given in 0. E. P. of the first Newcastle alphabet 
follow the records in merely giving a note of the letter without 
professing to give them in fac-simile. This is the only safe guide to 
take : the letters of that alphabet no doubt varied after the first 
letter or two. 

And again he writes : — 
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The Act directs a Roman capital letter ; but the lettera of the 
alphabet no clonht varied in shape and fashion more or less &om 
year to year. 

A silver Sagoii also belongs to the cburcli, and is 
inscribed — 

The gift of Mrs Sible Usher to the Parish of Kirk Andrews 
upon Eske. 

It is five and a half inches high, vithout the lid, and has 
five marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 
3, Three castles in a beart-abaped shield ; 4, Roman 
capital A, Newcastle 1740-1 ; 5, I K, the mark of James 
Kirkup. 

The terriers of 1749, 1778, and 1867 all specify- 
Imprimis One Silver Tankard weighing about Twenty Two 
Ounces One Silver Chalice with the cover weighing about nine 
ounces & a half One Silver Paten weighing about six ounces and 
one pewter Bason for the Offertory. 

KiBEBAMPTON possesses silver cup, seven inches and three- 
eighths high ; the diameters of top of bowl and of the foot 
are each three one-sixteenths. The bowl is bell shaped, with 
slight lip ; the stem is plain, with knop. There are five 
marks : — 1 (much worn, but apparently) Ra, with a star 
above and below. This must be the mark of one or 
other of the Ramseys, Newcastle makers. 2, Roman 
capital B in an oval punch ; the down-stroke of the B is 
duplicated on the inner side by a finer parallel stroke; 
3, Lion's bead erased ; 4, Britannia ; 5, Three castles. 
The shape of the pimch is too worn to be definitely deter- 
mined. The double line in the B is quite distinct, and 
must be the Newcastle date letter of 1703-4, being dis- 
tinct from any other letter E. 

The pewter vessels are a small pewter plate, on which 
the mark of a swan under an arch, also " London" and four 
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small marks, of which two only are legible, viz., S and a 
lose ; pewter flagon, eight and a half inches high, on which 
four very small illegible marks. The terriers gire no 
information. 

KntELiNTON. — Silver cup and paten cover. The cup 
stands seven inches and three-quarters high, and the bowl is 
four and a quarter inches deep. The diameter at the top of 
the bowl is four inches, and at the foot three inches. Its 
weight is 8 oz. 8dwt. 15 gr. The diameter of the paten is 
four and a half inches, and the rim has been hammered out 
to make the paten larger by becoming a continuation of it. 
The cup has four marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's 
head crowned, both of which are upside down ; 3, Old 
English P, Newcastle, 1735-6 ; 4, Three castles. The cup, 
in shape, is much like the Walton one (engraved ante p. 4). 
There is no maker's mark on it. The paten has only the 
lion passant. 

There is a pewter flagon seven inches high, with the 
initials F.H. rudely cut, and on the lid, in a diamond, 1 1 G, 
with two pellets between them. The initials F.H. are pro-' 
bably those of Francis Hetherington, whose will was proved 
at Carlisle in 1748. The same initials are on a flagon of 
similar shape at Walton. 

The terrier of 1749 gives — 

One pewter Flagon. Item One silver Chalice with the cover 
weighing about Eleven Ounces. Item one Paten. One Bason for 
the Offertory. 

That of 1867 specifies only— 

A Silver Chalice and Cover. 

ObtoK.-~ Silver cup and paten of very thin silver, and 
seemingly very fine quality, but they have no marks at all. 
The cup stands seven inches high ; its diameter across the 
bowl is three inches and three quarters, and across the foot 
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tbree and a quarter inclies. It weiglia 7 oz. II dwt. The 
bowl is bell-sbaped, and has a band of conventional foliage 
roond it, like that round the cup at St. Cuthbert'a, Carlisle, 
with the uBoal interlacing fillets. The stem is three inches 
high, and has knop. The paten, which is much broken, 
exactly iits the cup, and is very flat ; the foot of the button 
has been replaced by a piece of tin or iron. This cup is 
manufactured in the same rude and elngular manner as the 
HaytoQ, Ireby, Bolton, Uldale,* and Upper Wasdala cups, 
that is by rolling a small sheet of silver into a truncated 
cone, and soldering it up with an overlap of about an inch. 
This cone has then been soldered to a shallow cup. This 
Orton cup is all hammered woik, and, as it baa been never 
touched by file, the facets left by the hammer still remain 
and give the cup a peculiar beauty. I attribute this cup to 
the same dates as the Hayton, Ireby, Bolton, and Uldale 
ones, say 1565 to 1571, most probably 1571. A small hole 
in it is plugged with lead, and the paten, as mentioned 
before, is much broken, and the button repaired with a plate 
of tin or iron. The cup and paten are engraved on 
page 32. 

The church has a pewter flagon six inches and three 
quarters, with a very flat lid on which is a peculiar maker's 
mark, viz., jg ^2, ^^ anchor erect between the figures 16 
and 62 and below the letters I M. There is also a pewter 
plate of ten inches diameter, on which the mark is a Homan 
capital X under a crown. There are other marks which are 
ill^ble, the stamp having slipped when applied. On the 
front of the plate are the initials P. B. repeated and inter- 
laced. 

The terriers of 1749 and 1826 specify—

described and engraved, ante pp. 3 and 4. Tlie TJiiper Wasdalc will be 
de«cribed in Mr. Feipison's paper on Gosforth deanery. 
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ImprimiB one Pewter Flaggbn Item one Silver Chalice with a 
cover weighing about ten ounces. Item one Paten Two Basons for 
the offertory. 

ROCKLIFFE. — Silver cup and cover paten. The cup la 
eight inches and five-eigbtba bigb ; diameter of bowl, four 
and a half inches ; and of foot, three and tbree-eighths. The 
Btem is four and a balf incbes bigb, and bas small knop. 
The bowl is of the inverted truncated cone shape. The 
paten la very flat, Ave and one-eighth incbes in diameter; 
diameter of button, two inches and five-eighths ; it stands 
one and a half incbes bigb. There are four marks on the 
cup: — 1, Leopard's bead crowned; 2, Lion passant. From 
the shape of tbe puncb these must be of a date between 
1598-9 and 1677-8. 3, A much worn maker's mark, no 
letters, tbe cross fieurie (of O.E.P., 2Dd Ed., p. 281). 
This mark is also on the paten. 4, A much worn date letter, 
but the shape of the shield and wbat remains indicate the 
small italic a. London, 1635-6. Tbe paten bas no mark 
but tbe maker's mark. On tbe chalice is — 

Calicem Salutatis Accepiam 
Nomen Domini Invocabo. 

On the paten — 

Agnus dei qui tollis peccata mundi da nobis tuam pacem. 

But these are modern additions. There is a silver flagon 
with lid, ten incbes high to top of lid, four incbes in 
diameter at tbe top, on which four marks: — 1, Leopard's 
head crowned ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Court hand b, for 
1639-0; 4, A maker's mark, much worn, but a monogram, 
a T, and another letter. There is also a large silver paten 
or alms dish, nine incbes in diameter, three incbes bigb, on 
a foot four incbes in diameter. Four marks : — I, Britannia ; 
2, Lion's bead erased ; 3, Court band K, London, 1705-6 ; 
4, A worn maker's mark. 
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All these articles have been severely done up ; the; 
were presented to the church by the late Miss Mounseys, 
probably when the church was rebuilt, but where the plate 
originally came from is not known. The church also pos- 
sesses a very odd shaped pewter flagon — ten inches high — 
a pot-bellied flagon on a conical-shaped base, which takes up 
half the height of the flagon. 

In the earliest existing register book is this : — 

Cumberland— Rocliff at Easter, 1679, John Little and Jeff. 
TJnum being ch'wardens. This register was bought at the instiga- 
tion of Mr. Tho. Stalker, M.A., Coll. Reg. Oson, curate of this 
Ch. of Rocliff, lectr. of St. Cuthbert's, Carlisle, and Minor Canon 
of y Cathdll Ch. in y' eitty. There was not one y before for 
many years, beng taken away with other utensils of the church by 
Scottes annyes and last of all by Ld. Duke Hamilton in the year 
1648. 

The terrier of 1749 specifies — 

Imprimis One Pewter Flaggon Item one Chalice with the cover 
one Paten one Bason for the Offertory of the Poor all pewter. 

The Rocliffe inventory for 1867 says: — 

One Silver Flagon, one .silver Chalice, two silver patens, one 
small composition paten. 

ScALEBY. — A silver cup five inches and five-eighths in 
height, diameter of bowl at top is three and a quarter 
inches, of foot two inches and three quarters, and the depth 
of the bowl three inches. It stands on a baluster stem. 
The bowl and foot are covered with bunches of grapes 
and vine leaves ; a blank shield is on the bowl, which 
in shape resembles that of the Edmonds' cup (0. E. P., 
2nd Ed., 228), as will be seen by the engraving on page 32. 
The marks are four: — 1, The Lombardic C, with external 
cusps, London 1600-1 ; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 4, A, B, ligatured in a shaped escutcheon (see 
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0. E. P.y p. 277, 2od Ed.), the mark of the maker of a 
cup at Corpus CoUegfi, Cambridge. The inside of the bowl 
is gilt. This cop would Beem to have been originally in- 
tended for secular purposes ; it is believed to have come to 
Scaleby church from Scaleby castle ; but when is not yet 
ascertained. A terrier of 1753 describes the Scaleby church 
plate as — 

One pewter flagon ; one silver chalice weighing 5 ounces and a 
half; one paten and one bason for the offertory. 

The chalice now only weighs 4oz. Ildwt. 3^gr., but there 
may be an error in the weight either now or then. The 
paten is a silver tray, seven inches in diameter, with small 
beaded rim round. It has four marks: — 1, ^q ; 2, Lion 
pasaant ; 3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, Small Homan b, 
London for 1777-8. There is also an electro-plated flagon, 
and an old pewter flagon with flat lid, with same maker's 
mark I G- as at Walton and Kirklinton. 

Mrs. Fawcett, of Scaleby castle, informs me that the 
silver chalice and paten were presented for the use of the 
church by James Fawcett, of Scaleby castle, who died in 
1803, aged 73, her late husband's grandfather. She adds 
that he intended the articles to be always kept in the castle,* 
and that this was done until very lately, the clerk coming for 
them when wanted, and returning them immediately after 
service. It is clear that Mr. Fawcett must have given tbem 
at different times — the cup before 1753, and the paten some 
twenty-five years later. The cup had probably been long 
in the family before 1753. 

Stanwix has a tall modem silver cup and paten with the 
following marks: — 1, W. C. ; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's 

* F. B. Buppliea me with a aimilar inatsnce, Edward Bland, of Dnebeck 
in Killington, Weetmorland, by his will proved in June, 163S, bequeaths " Mj 
ulver cup and boni in my house to the minieter of the church at Killington, 
to be used by the niiniater at Communion and no other time. At all tiroes tu 
be ^delivered to my son Jamea and hi« heira at Driebeck in my house as loi^ 
as any one of the name of Blacd shall live there," 
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bead ; 4, Capital black letter G-, London, 1842-3 ; 5, Queen's 
bead. There is also a plated flagon of the game date^ and a 
very tall ale glass, which is contained in the oak box, which 
holds the silver. This box is dated 1842. The church was 
le-built in 1S41, and the old plate, if any existed, was pro- 
bably then Bold to pay far the new. Neither old silver nor 
pewter can now be heard o£ R. Wardale, curate of Stanwix 
in 1745, says in a letter to Dr. Waugh (^Mouneey'a Carlisle 
in 1745, p. 202) that "the rebels destroyed the register 
hooks." He says nothing of the church plate. Did the 
rebels take that ? I think be would have said so if they 
did. The zeal of 1841 probably destroyed what 1745 
spared. 

I had not seen the terriers when I wrote the above : they 
clear the character of the rebels, so far as the church plate is 
concerned. Those of 1749, 1777, and 1828 all agree :— 

Imprimis one Pewter Flagon It«m One Silver Chalice weighing 
about i ounces Item one Paten. One Pewter Bason for the 
Offertory, 

I have no doubt the little silver chalice went in 1842, and 
it was probably one of the 1571 series, which will be dis- 
cussed in one of the later papers. 

Wetheral and Warwick. — These churches have long 
been held together, and the terrier of 1749 gives their plate 
thus — 

Wetheral — Imprimis one pewter flagon. 

Item one silver chalice weighing about and 

one paten. 
Warwick — Imprimis one pewter flagon. 
Item one pewter chalice and 
one flagon. 
The silver chalice is eight inches and three quarters high, 
and the stem is five inches. The diameter of top of bowl is 
three inches and three quarters, and of the foot four and 
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five-eighths, hut a modern rim has been added to the foot to 
make the cup more stable. On it is — 

This belong to Wetherall Church. 

Id shape it resembles the Bewcastle one, engraved ante 
p. 4, and has no plate marks, see ante p. 17. There is a 
modern silver paten, and the plate at Warwick is modern 
silver, given by the vicar, Mr. Blake. A pewter flagon 

still exists. 

Wheat. — The terriers of 1749 and 1777 specify — 

Imprimis One pewter Flaggon One Chalice Item one paten 
One Bason for the Offertory. 

These now exist, and there is also a modern silver set.

THE DEANERY OF WIOTON 

By Elles K. Goodwin. 

Read al Egremonl, Aug. 30, 1881. 



KosE Castle. — Silver cup, flagoo, and paten. The cup is 
nine inches bigh, diameter of the top of the bowl four inches 
and one-eighth, and the same at the foot. The only ornament 
is a shield, on which are the arms of the See of Carlisle [a 
mitre charged on a cross} impaling those of Bishop Smith, 
viz., on 8 chevron, between three trefoils slipped, a crescent. 
Four marks : — 1, WB, over a cinqfoil in a plain shield ; 
the first letter is a plain Roman capital W, and not the 
VV with their inner limbs crossing, which this maker 
sometimes uses. 2, A five-petalled rose in a square stamp ; 
3, The first mark repeated; 4, Three castles in a plain 
shield. The castles are small, resembling rectangular oblongs 
set on end. This mark is considerably worn, and taken alone 
would have been difficult to read, but several cups have 
been found by the same maker, all of Newcastle make, and 
there can be no doubt that this mark (unfortunately equally 
indistinct on chalice, paten, and fiagon) is the towers or 
castles of that office. Under the foot ie the date 1681, 
and the weight, twelve ounces and five-eighths. The paten, 
diameter five inches and seveu-eightfas, is raised upon a 
foot. The same shield of arms is engraved in the middle 
and under the foot. The marks are the same, except that 
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the maker's (WB) 011I7 occurs once. It is dated 1684, 
and the weight is maiked six ounces and three-eighths. 
The flagon, height nine inches and a quarter, has no spout. 
The same shield of arms is engraved on the front, and the 
four marks are identical. Underneath is the date 1684, 
and the weight, thirty-seven ounces and three-eighths. The 
history of these vessels is known. Thomas Smith became 
Bishop of Carlisle in 1664 (the date inscribed on all the 
plate), and they are no doubt the same which he mentions 
in his will, in these terms — 

Item. I leave and bequeath to my successors, Bishops of 
Culiale, the Communion Plate (viz., the Flaggon, Chalice and 
Patten), which I bought for the use of the Chappell here at Rose 
Castle. 

When Bishop Waldegrave came to the See, in 1857, he found 
no vessels for the altar ; and a modem set, consisting of 
chalice, paten, flagon, and alms dish, was presented for use 
in the chapel by the late Mr. Head of Eickerby ; subse- 
quently, however, some inquiry was made, with the happy 
result that the old plate of Bishop Smith's presentation was 
found and restored. On the death of Bishop Percy it had 
been packed up by mistake, and had gone with the rest of 
his silver to his son, by whom it was recognised from the 
armorial bearings. It is a fortunate circumstance that vessels 
to which so much interest is attached were thus recovered. 

Besides the old set and the modem one, there is a paten 
the history of which is not known. Diameter nine inches, 
raised upon a foot. Four marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leo- 
pard's head crowned ; 3, Small Boman n in a shaped 
escutcheon, the sides flanched, or flasqued, London date 
letter, 1748-9; 4, DP, pellet above, in a shaped shield, 
maker's mark (see O.E.P., 2Dd Ed., pp. 311 and 812). 

AiETON. — Old plated cup, silvered on copper, height six 
inches, diameter of the top of the bowl three inches and 
three-eighths, diameter of the foot three inches. Cruillocbe 
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ornament rouod the bowl formed by wreathe of ivy leaves 
and loees. Tbis cup has probably been originally made'for 
secular purpoBes. 

Silver flagOD, modera, given to tbe cburcb on the oc- 
casioD of the marriage of the present rector, the Reverend 
G. E. Hasell. 

Pewter paten. Diameter, nine and a half inches. 
Marked A. C. (? Aikton Church). Four small marka in 
shields :—l, W ; 2, C; 3, Leopard's face; 4, Thistle. 

The only terriers that mention the church goods here 
are those of 1867 and .187S. 

BoLTOH. — Silver cup, attributed by Mr. Cripps to 1565 or 
thereabouts.* Height, five inches and one-sizteenth ; height 
to the top of stem, two inches ; diameter of the bowl, three 
inches ; diameter of the foot, three and a quarter inches ; 
weight, 8 oz. 13dwt. ; but the stem is filled with lead or 
solder. Three marks: — 1, ED, ligatured; 2 and 3, A rose. 
The rose is in a circular pnnch, and has four petals, and a well- 
deSned minute circle for its centre, from which the petals 
and leaves (rather heart shaped) radiate. The bowl has 
a band of ornamentation round it, consisting of two con- 
taining straps, interlaced three times in hour glass shaped 
curves, the apace between the straps being filled with rows 
of small indentations made with the point of a sharp tool. 
A narrow ornamental moulding connects tbe bowl with tbe 
stem, which has a plain knop and moulding below it ; it 
has been repaired, and the mouldings on its upper side are 
obliterated ; the foot seems to have been a subsequent repair, 
or possibly an addition in lieu of the old one. The mode of 
manufacture of the bowl is very rude. A small sheet of silver 
has been rolled into the form of a truncated cone open at 



* Mr. Ciippa, in asBigning 1565 as the date oE the Bolton and similar 
cupa, gave a latitude either way. The diecoveiy of several hall-raarked cupa 
in this diocese of the period 1570-1-2 would seem U> suggeat that period for 
Ots Bolhm class. 
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both ends, to the Btnaller of which a shallow cup has been 
joined: the sheet forming the cone overlaps for about an 
inch ; the hammer seems to have been the chief tool 
employed. This cup and that belonging to Hayton (ante 
pp. 3 and 4) and the Ireby one, which will be described in 
its place, are doubtless by the same maker ; the manner of 



their manufacture, the style of their ornamentation, as well 
as the marks upon two of them (Bolton and Ireby), all prove 
this. For the purpose of comparison is given a wood-cut of 
the three in the text. Probably the maker would be a 
local man, and the rose marks rather point to Carlisle, 
where the ancient armorial bearings of the city were a red 
cross and five red roses.* It is possible that there may have 
been some sort of irregular assay office at Carlisle, which bad 
formerly in the 12th and I3th centuriea enjoyed the privilege 
of a mint. There seems to have been such at Hull (see 
0. E, P., 2nd Ed., p. 88). This notion of an irregular assay 
at Carlisle is confirmed by the fact that the fijll title of 
the Smiths' G-uild at Carlisle is the " Ancient ffratemitie 
of blacksmiths whitesmiths goldsmiths and silversmiths"; 
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and apprentices were bo late as 1728 bound to the "trade 
facility miatery and occupation of a Blacksmith Whitesmitli 
and G-oldsmith." A single rose baa long been used by the 
Corporation of Carlisle ad a Btamp for weigbts and measures : 
it would equall; be used for authenticating the standard of 
Bilrer, and was doubtless taken from the ancient city arms, 
whereon it appears on a charge five times. 

From the Bolton terrier of 1719 we learn that the Bolton 
cup had origiually a cover (a cover paten no doubt) : it had 
disappeared before 1850, and nothing is known about it. 

The present rector remembers some pewter vessels here in 
1850, but they cannot now be found. 

The terrier of 1749 describes 

One pewter flagon, hkewise one pewter salver, likewise a silver 
chalice with y* cover weighing seven ounces. 

The next notice is in the terrier of 1867, ia which the 
modem plated goods are first mentioned, and then the silver 
cup but without the cover : — 

Two cups one of which is silver weighing abont seven onnces. 

This is a curious instance of the untrustworthinesa of the 
weights given in the terriers; the cup in jeality weighs 
8 oz. I3dwt. In 1749 it was put down with its cover at 
about seven ounces, while in 1867 it was put down at that 
weight without its cover. 

The modem vessels are plated. 

BowNE3S-ON-SoLWAT. — Silver cup ; height, eight inches j 
diameter of bowl, four inches ; diameter of foot, three inches 
and a quarter. Five marks: — 1, FB in Old English 
letters, the maker's mark of Francis Batty the younger ; 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Three castles ; 4, Black 
letter capital D, Newcastle date letter, 1724-6 ; 5, Lion 
passant to sinister (see 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 346, where it 
is stated that from 1721 to 1725 the lion passant is, on 
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Newcastle plate, found turned to the right, a most UDUBual 
circumstance). 

Silver paten ; diameter, seven inches and three-quarters ; 
conical foot; height, two inches. Four marks: — 1, LO 
over a mullet, maker's mark (Seth Lofthouse) ; 2, Britannia ; 
3, Lion's bead erased : 4, Gouit-hand A, London date letter, 
1697-8. 

Modem crystal flagon, silver mounted, given by the 
present vicar. Rev. S. Medlicott. Pewter flagon. 

The terriers of 1749 and 1777 are alike — 

Imprimis one pewter Flaggon, Item one Silver Chalice without 
a cover weighing about eleven ounces. Item one silver Fatten 
weighing about ten ounces. 

Bbomfield. — Small silver paten, diameter three inches 
and six-tenths, raised on a hoop or rim ; one mark, lion 
passant in the middle of the rim. This appears to bave been 
the cover-paten to a cup, and belongs to the seventeenth 
century. 

Silver chalice, paten, and two alms dishes purchased 
in 1844. Silver flagon bequeathed by Mrs. Jane Barwis, 
since that date. A brass alms disb, presented by the 
present vicar, the Eev. E. Taylor. 

The silver and pewter described in the terrier of 1749 
have all disappeared except the little silver paten: 

One pewter flaggon, item one silver Chalice weighing about 
25 ounces, one paten, one bason for the offertory. 
This cup, if its weight he correctly stated, must have been 
very large indeed, and cannot have belonged to the cover- 
paten, which is unusually small. Either, therefore, the 
weight is wrongly given (which is not improbable), or it 
must have been a large cup bought or given to replace a 
small one to which the paten belonged. There is no terrier 
of 1777, and that of 1867 makes no mention of cup or 
paten. It baa not been possible to trace the history of 
this cup. 
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Caldbece.— Plated vessels, given in 1829, by the JRev. 
J. Backhouse, to his native parish. The parish records shew 
that Id the year 1818 the silver vessels belonging to Caldbeck 
were sold, and the money thus obtained was spent in the 
repairs of the parish church; and from the terrier of 1749 
we learn what these vessels were. It runs — 

Imprimis two fioe Pewter Flagons. Item one silver Chalice and 
paten double gilt, with the arms of the Dean & Chapter of Carlisle, 
purchased in the yeare 1681 for the sum of £6 . 2 . 6 (see ante 
p. 29), one pewter plate, Two Basona for the offertory. 

It is very tantalising that after being traced dowD to the 
year 1818 these vessels should now be lost sight of; all 
enquiries have so far been fruitless, though it is hoped they 
may yet be found, when they would be easily identified by 
the arms of the Dean and Chapter. 

'Di.Jsion, — Silver cup and cover-paten ; they have been 
gilt ; height of cup seven inches and three quarters, diameter 
of bowl four inches and one-eighth, diameter of foot four 
inches and three quarters, depth of bowl four inches and a 
quarter. The stem has no knop ; half an inch below the 
bowl there is a ring, from which it spreads out gradually 
to the foot. Four marks: — 1, HN with something very 
indistinct underneath, possibly a bird with an olive branch 
(see 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., pp. 287 and 288), maker's mark ; 
2, Leopai'd's bead crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Black-letter 
capital D, London date letter, 1661-2. One mark imder* 
' neath the foot, the lion passant. Cover-paten, diameter 
four inches and seven-eighths. Four marks, identical with 
those on the cup ; the lion passant is repeated on the foot. 

Silver flagon, presented by the Rev. Walter Fletcher, 1839. 
Two silver patens, one given by Mr. Daniel Hebson, 1825, 
and the second made to match it, given by Mrs. Fletcher, 
1858. Silver cup (small) 1864, used at St. John's, Cum- 
divock. Plated paten for use in the same chapel. 
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Pewter flagon, height eleven inches, no spout, four marks 
on the lid, two of which seem to be lions ; the other two 
are nearly obliterated. A second pewter flagon, height eight 
inches and a half, no spout, four marks on the lid nearly 
obliterated. 

All the plate mentioned in the terriers of 1749, 1777i 
and 1868, is preserved here. 

In 1552 Dalflton had three silver chalices {Ed. VPs 
Inventory). 

HoLHB GuLTRiM. — Two interesting silver cups have been 
found here in the custody of the family of the late sexton. 
The earlier is of the year 1571-2, the same date as several 
other cups in the diocese. Height, five inches and a quarter j 
diameter of bowl, two inches aed three-quarters, and the 
same at the foot ; weight, 1 oz. 11 dwt. 3 gr. ; the bowl is 
three inches deep, the foot is flat, and the stem is plain 
with a small knop. The bowl is surrounded by a floral 
belt in three sections. Four marks: — 1, H W, pellet above 
and below in a lobed escutcheon, maker's mark;* 2, Leopard's 
head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small black-letter o, 
London date letter, 1571-2. 

The second is a hanap or tall silver cup with cover in 
repouBsi work, of which an engraving is given. Height, 
nine inches and one-eighth, exclusive of the cover ; diameter 
of bowl, four inches ; diameter of foot, three inches and 
five-eighths ; height of the stem, Ave inches and three- 
eighths ; weight of cup, lOoz. 17 dwt. Four marks upon the 
cup! — 1, Lombardic Q with external cusps, London date 



* Mr. Cripps writes : — " The Holme Cultram Elizabethan communion 
cap of ICiTl is by H W, whose mark is found on a notable specimen of 

Enelisb plate abroad, viz., a pair of ^reat vase-shaped jaia of 15T9-S0, 
witn screw stoppers and chains, in the imperial collection preserved in the 
Silber Kanuner at the Old Palace, Berlin. He also made a meton.ehaped 
drinking cup belonging to the Hon. Soc. of the Inner Temple, London, of 
the years 1G63-1, and vei; much good ohurcb plate all over England." 
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letter, 1613-1 ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 
4, T C over a pellet in a shaped shield, maker's mark * 
The cover weighs Soz. 1 dwt., and has no marks. On 
the top is soldered a silver plate, and upon this a tall 



crocketted pinnacle is fastened by brass sockets. Cups 
of this fashion with covers surmounted b; open steeple 
work seem to have been in vogue between the years 1611 
and 1616. Mr. Gripps describes several which were made 



* Mr, Crippa writes: — "The onlj; other example I have found of the 
T C mark upon the silver cup with triangular finial on the cover at Holme 
Cultrom of 1613 4 U on a jug-shaped flagon in the Imperial Treaaury of the 
Kremlin at Moscow of the year 1612-3, eiactlj like the Cirencester flagon of 
1576 (engraved in 0. B. P., 2nd Ed., p. 159) in shape, but gilt and with the 
bowl covered with flat rtpoiuU ornament." 
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during this period for some of tie Cit; Companies and 
for the TiiDity House, which appear to have much the 
same characteristics as this cup (see 0. E. P., 2iid Ed., 
pp. 227 and 328) ; it is not unlikely that it was originally 
made for some secular purpose, and was afterwards devoted 
to the seivice of the church, when its cover was toade 
available as a cover-paten. 

Silver flagon, two silver chalices, and one silver paten, 
(said to have cost :£60), were presented to the church by 
Charles Reay, Esq., of Lesson Hall, in 1852. 

Pewter flagon, height eleven inches, has a small spout ; 
no marks. Pewter paten, diameter eleven inches ; no marks. 
Pewter paten (or alms dish), diameter thirteen inches ; no 
marks. 

The terrier of 1749 deBcribes the plate at Holme 
Cultram — 

Imprimis one Pewter Flaggon. Item oDe silver Chalice with 
the cover Double gilt weighing about four ounces: one paten 
weighing about six ounces. One bason for the Ofiertory. 

The terrier of 1828 gives— 

Imprimis one pewter Flagon. Item one silver Chalice with the 
cover double gilt. Item one silver cup weighing about 6 oz. Two 
pewter plates. 

The terrier of 1867 gives- 
Communion Plate (presented by Charles Reay, Esqre., In 1852), 
one sterling silver flagon ; two sterling silver ClmliceB or Cups, 
one sterling silver paten : all kept in a chest under lock and key 
at the Vicarage. 

In the flrat of these the cup of 1571 is omitted, and a paten 
is described weighing six ounces of which notbiug is now 
known ; in the second the cup is added (though the weight 
then and now do not quite agree) and the paten disappears, 
while in the third terrier the two old cups are entirely 
omitted; the sexton no doubt got them in 1852. 
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Holme S. Cuthbeht. — Plated chalice, paten and flagon, 
1845, in which ^ear ibis church was first built. 

IREBT. — Silver cup, attributed by Mr. Cripps to 1565 or 
thereabouts. Height, five inches and three-sixteenths ; height 
to top of stem, two inches and five-sixteenths ; diameter of 
the bowl, two inches and fifteen-sixteenths ; diameter of foot 
the same ; weight, 5oz. ISdwt., hut the foot has been 
repaired with lead. It bears the same three marks as the 
cup at Bolton (see ante p. 54 for engraving), has the same 
band of ornamentation, and is made in the same rude 
manner. A narrow band of ornamentation runs round the 
top of the stem, which has a plain knop between small 
mouldings. Unfortunately this interesting cup has passed 
out of the possession of the parish of Ireby. It was pre- 
sented to Mrs. G-rainger in 1848 by the churchwardens, 
though it is perhaps doubtful whether they bad any legal 
power to confer such a gift. It still remains in the hands 
of this lady, who takes reverend care of it, and who has 
been most kind in permitting it to be seen and examined. 
It stands under glass upon a plinth made of oak &om the 
old church of Ireby, and a brass plate bears the following 
inscription : — 

To 

Mrs. Grainger, of High Ireby, 

and in reversion to her son, 

Henry William Allerdale Grainger. 

This ancient sacramental Gup 

is gratefully presented 

by the churchwardens of Ireby, 

as a memorial 

of the gift of a new Communion Service, 

and of the Baptism of her son in the new Ohuich 

by the Eight Reverend Hugh Percy, 

Lord Bishop of Carlisle. 

A.D. 1848. 
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Altbougb the cup is thus carefully preserved it is much to be 
hoped that it may one day find its way back to the church 
with which it baa been connected for nearly three hundred 
years. 

Silrer chalice, paten, and fiagon, given in 1846. The 
flagon bears the following inscription : — 

Offered by Caroline, wife of Henry Grainger, of Ireby High- 
Pewter flagon ; height, seven inches and a half; no spout ; 
dated at the top of the lid, 1745. The mark at the bottom 
is very indistinct, but seems to be a rose under a crown, 
within a shield (a mark which occurs on pewters elsewhere). 
Pewter paten ; diameter, eight inches and a half. 

In the MisceUcmy Accounts of ike Diocese of Carlile 
(page 91), Bishop Nicolson notes that at Iteby — 

They want a Flaggon for the Wine at Sacraments, and a 
Platter for the Bread. 

Unless vessela were bought which have disappeared — which 
is not likely — this want was not supplied for about forty 
years after the Bishop's visit. 

The terrier of 1749 gives — 

Imprimis one Pewter Flaggon, one Silver Chalice weighing 
about six ounces, one Paten, one Bason for the Offertory, 

That of 1878— 

One Silver Flagon, one Silver ChaUce, one silver paten. 

The paten of the earlier terrier was probably not the cover- 
paten of the old cup, as Bishop Nicolson in 1703 saw the 
cap but noted that they wanted a " Platter for the Bread." 
This paten, probably pewter, has disappeared. 

KraKBRlDE. — Plain silver cup on baluster stem ; height, 
six inches and one-sixteenth ; diameter of bowl, three inches 
and five-eighths ; diameter of foot, three inches and a half; 
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depth of bowl, 3 incheB ; weight, 8 oz. 1 1 dwts. It baa been 
repaired in one place where the edge had worn very thin, and 
the foot has lately been soldered on to the stem. It is 
marked on the bowl, g.g These are probably the initials 
of the donors, G- being the surname and S and E the 
christian names of a husband and wife. Four marks : — 
1, A bird with a branch, maker's mark; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Court^hand M, London date 
letter, 1649-50.* 

Pewter flagon, height seven inches and one-sixteenth, no 
spout, marked W in the inside at the bottom ; two pewter 
patens of the same size, diameter eight inches and a half. 
Marks :-^l, A rose surmounted by a crown surrounded by a 
band inscribed with the words "made in London"; 2, A crown 
above palm branches, surrounded by a hand inscribed "Joseph 
Spackman"; 3, Comhill, London. Each have four small 
marks ; on one paten they are nearly illegible, on the other 
one is illegible ; 2, A crown ; 3, An animal; 4, I.S. under a 
small crown. A brass alms dish, representing the return of 
the spies with the grapes of Eshcol, was presented by the 
late vicar. 

The terriers of 1749, 1792, 1813, and 1878, all describe 
the plate here ; that of 1749 gives the weight of the cup- 
One silver Chaliee weighing about 3 ounces. 

and furnishes another example of the impossibility of de- 
pending upon the accuracy of teiTiers. 



• "The outbreak of the civil war ended, of course, the history of plate- 
making for an interval Every thing of intrinsic value was melted up, little 
waa manufactured to replace it from 1643 to the death of the king, and the 
severity of Puritan manners did nothing to encourage the goldamiths' art for 
the period of the Commonwealth. The craft had, however, made the most of 
the prosperous times that preceded these calamiUeB. A number of examples 
may be found to represent every ungle year down to 1642, but it has been a 
matter of time and difficulty to find even eight individual pieces made in the 
eight years from 1642 to 1349, and for four of these years the author has failed 
even yet to find any example at all. These years are 1643, 1644, 1S47, and 
1619." — ColUge and Corporation Piatt Art Handbook, pp. 8G and 88. 

The Kirkbride cup being of the year 164B-50 supplies one of Uiese desired 
examples. 
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Newton Arlosh.— Plated veBsela, 1849. This church, 
one of the old Cumberlaod fortified churches, was for long 
ft roofleas ruin, in which the vicar of Holme Cultram read- 
himself in, it being the mother, but abandoned, church of 
that large parish. It was restored as a church in 1849. 

ROSLET. — Plated vessels presented by the present vicar, 
the Eev. R. Wood. This is a modem church. 

SiLLOTH, St. Paul. — Plated vessels, two cups, paten, 
and flagon, one cup given by the present Rector, the Rev. 
F. Redford, 1857, all the rest given in 1849. Thia church 
was first built in 1849, at the same time as Holme 
S. Cuthbert. 

SiLLOTH, Chekt Chuech. — Electro-plated vessels in- 
scribed Chriat Church, Sillotb, Cumberland, February, 
1873. This is a modern church, built to satisfy the wants 
of a new seaport, and bathing place. 

Tbubsbt. — Silver V-shaped cup on baluster stem. 
Height, eight inches and a quarter ; diameter of the top 
of the bowl, three inches and a half ; the same at the foot ; 
depth of the bowl, three inches and a half. Four marks : — 
1, Small italic b, London date letter, 1619-20; 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, J P ligatured in 
a dotted oval escutcheon, maker's mark. 

Pewter paten ; diameter, thirteen inches and a quarter, 
marked underneath with a bird, surmounted by a band 
inscribed Robert Sadler, London. T.C. (PThursby Church), 
and four small marks : — I, Crowned leopard ; 2, R. in a 
shield ; 3, S. in a shield ; 4, A rose. Pewter flagon ; 
height, seven inches and three-quarters ; no spout. Marked 
on the oulside X,, surmounted by a crown ; R, S.^ pellet 
over and below in a shaped shield, this latter mark three 
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times over ; T. C. The R. S. who made the flagon is pro- 
bably the Robert Sadler who made the paten, but the marks 
on the two vessels are quite different. 

The plate and pewter here are mentioned in the terriers 
of 1749, 1826, and 1880. 

UldALe. — Silver cup ; height, six inches ; diameter of 
bowl, three inches and three-quarters ; and the same at the 
foot ; weight, 7 oz. 1 drachm ; height of stem, two inches 
and a half. The bowl has an Elizabethan floral belt round 
it. There are small mouldings round the top and bottom of 
the stem, and also round the foot. The stem has a plain 
knop ; the stem and foot have been mended. Bishop 
Nicolson visited Uldale in 1703 and sajfB :— 

The cup, for y Commniuon, is thin, old, and little ; kept in a 
lair old leathern case, bearing the date of 1571. — MitceUany 
Aecottnli of the Diocese of CarUle, p. 78. 

The leathern case no longer exists, and as there are no 
marks upon the cup, the Bishop must have found the date 
upon the case, as indeed his words seem to imply, unless 
it was on the foot of the paten-cover, whose existence 
is proved by the terrier of 1749. This cup has been 
made in the same manner as those of Bolton and Ireby, 
described above. A flat piece of silver bai been rolled into 
a cone and then joined on to a shallow cup, but it is more 
carefully finished than the others, and has for decoration a 
floral belt, in place of the simpler rows of indentation. 
Bolton and Ireby are adjoining parishes to Uldale, and it 
would be not unlikely that they would all employ the same 
maJcer, though at the same time it seems improbable that 
that the E D who made the Bolton and Ireby cups, and so 
carefully marked them, would have omitted to mark a more 
ambitious work, the Uldale cup. This may point to a 
different maker. The cover of this cup has unfortunately 
been lost. 
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Plated pateB given in 1838. Pewter Sagon, height 
eleven inches, no spout, one mark in the middle of the 
bottom, inside ; but it is ill^ble. Pewter alms basin, 
diameter ten inches and three-quarters, marked with a rose 
tree, bearing five roses; N. on one side of the stalk, X. on 
the other.' Pewter paten used for collecting the alms since 
1838. 

The terrier of 1749 describes — 

Imprimis one Pewter Flagon, one silver chalice with the 
cover weighing about eight ouncea. One Patten, one Bason for 
the Offertory. 

That of 1777 makes no mention of tbecover of the cbalice, 
BO it had probably disappeared before that date. Enquiries 
have been made but nothing has been heard tending to 
trace it. 

WeSTHewton. — Modem silver chalice, paten, flagon, and 
two alms dishes. This church was first erected in 1857. 

Westward. — Silver gilt cup of repouasi work, height 
ten inches, depth of bowl four inches, diameter of bowl 
four inches, and the same at the foot (engraved ante p. 59). 
Four marks; — 1, BB, maker's mark ; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small italic 8, London date 
letter, 1635-6. This cup has many features in common with 
the larger of the Holme Cultram cups, and has the same 
general characteristics as the Edmonds cup, belonging to 
the Carpenters' Company, and of which an engraving ia ' 
given in Cripps'a 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 228. The bowl of 
the cup at Westward is somewbat fuller than that of the 
Edmonds cup, but it has the same kind of baluster stem 
(with flying supports), rising from a foot decorated in the 
upper part by acanthus leaves. 

The terriers of 1749 and 1777 shew that the cup had a 
cover — 

One silver Chalice with the cover, 
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but it baa unfortunately been lost ; the present venerable 
vicar sajs it bad gone before 1822, the year in vbich he 
came to the patiBh. 

Fewter flagon, height ten inches, it baa a spout, and is 
marked A.C. in the middle of the bottom inside. Fewter 
paten, diameter eleven incbea and three quarters, marked 
I.I. on the rim. Four marks underneath are nearly ob- 
literated. Plated paten presented by the present vicar, the 
Eev. E. Wood. 

WiaiON. — Silver paten, raised on a foot three inches bigh. 
Six marks: — 1, Two letters, first is obliterated, second is 
W., maker's mark, that of Thomas Watson, 1793-1845 ; 

2, Three towers or castles ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Leopard's 
bead crowned ; 5, Sovereign's head ; 6, K, Newcastle date 
letter, 1800-1 . Silver cup, height six inches and a quarter. 
Five marks : — I, I R, maker's mark ; 2, Lion passant ; 

3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Roman capital L, London 
date letter, 1806-7 ; 5, Sovereign's bead. A silver cup 
and flagon (Sheffield) and a plated alms dish were pur- 
chased by subscription in 1880. 

Pewter paten, diameter fourteen inches and seven-eighths, 
marked M.T., with a crown over each letter, London. 
Fewter flagon, height ten inches and a half, marked under- 
neath Wigton. A mark inside consists of a figure and some 
indistinct letters. 

The terrier of 1749 describes — 

Imprimis one pewter Flaggon. Item one silver Chalice with 
cover. Item one patten. 

Enquiry has been made, and the parish books have been 
searched, but no notice has been found, and no tradition 
remains, of the "silver Chalice with cover."

Allhallows. — The parish register contains the following 
entry, in the handwriting of the Rev. William Taylor, vicar 
of Allhallows from 1743 to 1754 :— 

A Silver Cup and -Patten given to the Parish Church of All- 
hallows by S' Gilfrid Lawaon of Biayton Bart this twenty first 
day of July in the year of our Lord 1745. Eequiesoat in pace.* 

This cup and paten are still in use. The cup, plain, has 
nearly perpendicular sides, and a thin knop. Height, nine 
inches and a quarter ; diameter, three inches and a quarter 
at top and three and a half at foot ; depth of bowl, foiu' 
inches and a half Weight, 13oz. 18dwt. The paten, 
six inches diameter, on a foot three inches diameter and one 
and three-quarters high, weighs 9 oz. 14 dwt. Both have the 
same five marks:— 1, Maker's initials, / 0, in script, with two 
pellets between and a gem ring above, in a lobed escutcheon ; 
the mark of Isaac Cookson ; 2, Three castles in a heart- 
shaped shield : 3, Lion passant ; 4, Leopard's head crowned ; 
5, Roman capital F in a plain shield, Newcastle date letter 
for 1745-6. The terrier of 1749, signed by Mr. Taylor, has 
these items : — 

One Silver Chalice with the covet weighing about twenty one 
ounces. One Silver Paten. 

iosioa of Sit GiUrid's death, which happened 
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The weight here ascribed to the " chalice with the cover," 
whether Troy or avoirdupois, seems to identify the " cover" 
of the terrier with the "patten" of the register; in which 
case the "paten" of the terrier, perhaps a renmant of the 
pre-Lawson plate, is now missing. But it is more likely that 
the plate given by Sir Gilfrid consisted of cup, cover, and 
paten. Mr. Taylor, in 1745, when writing in the register 
his memorandum of the presentation, may have omitted to 
mention the cover, perhaps regarding it as part and parcel of 
the cup. But in 1749, when preparing the terrier for the 
primary visitation of Bishop Osbaldiston, who was evidently 
very particular in requiring from every parish in his diocese 
a complete inventory of church goods, Mr. Taylor had 
doubtless before him some such question as this : — " Have 
you a silver chalice with a cover?" So the "cup" of 1745 
becomes the "chalice" of 1749, and the cover no longer 
passes unnoticed. It has now, however, disappeared. 

AliONBY. — Silver cup and paten. Same inscription on 
both :— 

The Gift of Mra. Martha 
ThomliDson to Christ's 

Chapel in Allonby 
Wife of Dr. Thomlinson 
Founder thereof 1744. 

The cup, plain, has a bell-shaped bowl, and small knop. 
Height, eight inches and a quarter ; diameter, three inches 
and three-quarters at top and three at foot ; depth of bowl, 
four inches. Weight, 8 oz. 6 dwt. The paten, six inches 
diameter, on a foot three inches diameter and one and a half 
high, weighs 5 oz. Both have the same five marks : — 
1, Maker's initials, I C, in script, pellets between and gem 
ring above, in lobed escutcheon ; Isaac Cookson's mark, as at 
Allhallows ; 2, Three castles in heart-shaped shield ; 3, Lion 
passant ; 4, Leopard's head crowned ; 5, Roman capital E in 
plain shield, Newcastle date letter for 1744-5. 
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Allonby has also a pewter Bagon,* with handle and lid, 
BO lip, tea inches high to lid, bearing this inscription : — 

The Gift of the Founder Doct' Thomlinson Prebu of 8' Paul's 
to Alonby Chaple 1744. 

Dr. Thomlinson, "one of the ThomliiiBons of Blencogo" 
{Hutckineon, vol. II, p. 296), was Sunday afternoon lecturer, 
from 1695 to 1724, at St. Nicholas', Newcastle; rector of 
Whickam, 1712 ; and canon of St. Paul's, London; he died 
in 1748, aged 79 (Brand's History of Newcastle, vol. I, 
p. 315). For an interesting account of the founding of 
Allonby church see hig letter to the bishop of London at 
page 220 of Whetan'a Hiatory of Cumberland. 

ASPATEIA. — Silver cup and paten. The cup, fluted 
round the edge of bottom of bowl, otherwise plain, has a 
flat foot, very short stem, but usual knop. Height, five 
inches ; diameter, three and a quarter at top and three 
and a half at foot ; depth of bowl, which is a truncated cone 
with slight lip, 3f inches. Weigfat, 6 oz. 9 dwt. The paten, 
without foot, six inches and a quarter diameter, weighs 
3 oz. 12 dwt. The terrier of 1749, signed by " John Brisco, 
.vicar," has 
One Silver Chalice, one Paten, weighing together near 12 ounces. 

Both have the same four marks; — 1, Maker's initials, WB, 
linked letters, over a bird, in a plain shield, the two middle 
strokes of the first letter intersecting each other ; 2, A rose 
of five petals in a square stamp ; 3, Three castles in a plain 
shield ; 4, The second mark repeated. No date letter (ante 
p. 18). The fivc-petaled rose occurs, in square stamp, twice 
repeated, with the castles in plain shield, and the same 



• Every church in thie deaneiy, according to the temers, had "one 
pewter flaggon" in 1749, and some o£ them had " one pewter plate," or " one 
baeon for uie offertoty," or both ; but onlj the pewter veseeU which still 
reniain ore menttoued in this paper. 
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initials (W R) over a bird, on a flagon (dated 1670) which 
I hare seen at Sawle;, in Yorkshire, the earliest dated 
example, as yet found, of WK's work. It also occurs, 
hut in a plain shield, with the castles in plain shield, 
and same initials, hut a mullet instead of the bird under 
the initials, on the Bose Castle communioD plate, dated 
1684 {ante p. 51). It will occur again in these pages. The 
origin and meaning of this mark ace at present unknown. 
Its association in each of these instances with the initials 
WR does not prove it to have heen a private mark of this 
maker, since very few specimens of Newcastle seventeenth 
century plate bearing other initials than his have as yet 
been found. Its accompaniments at Aspatria, viz., square 
stamp, and bird under maker's initials, being precisely the 
same as on the Sawley flagon, dated 1670, suggest that year 
. 01 thereabout, rather than that at Bose Castle (1684), where 
the accampaoiments are somewhat dififerent, as the date of 
the Aspatria cup and paten. 

Aspatria has also a modem set of Kewcastle plate, con- 
sisting of flagon, cup, and paten. The flagon, dated 1840, 
has six marks: — 1, Maker's initials, IW; 2, King's head 
(William lY) ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Three castles ; 5, Leo- 
pard's head crowned ; 6, Roman B, Newcastle date letter 
for 1840-1. The cup and paten have the same marks as 
the flagon, except that their date letter is A for 1839-40. 
King William's head seems out of place on plate of the 
third and fourth years of Queen Victoria's reign ; which 
anachronism, however, becomes the less surprising when we 
know, on the authority of Mr. Sewell, one of the wardens of 
the Newcastle assay office, that George Ill's head continued 
to be stamped on Newcastle plate all through the reign of 
George IV. Aversion to change seems to be a tradition 
of this office, which retained the same alphabet (Roman 
capitals) for date letters, with precisely the same outline of 
stamp, for three cycles, from 1791 to 1863 (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 347), and to this day retains the leopard's head, a mark 
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rendered unnecesBary for the provincial office in 1739 by 
Act 12 Geo. ir, c. 26. 

Newcastle is qow the ooly provincial town retaining that mark, 
but the crown npon the leopard's head serves to distinguish it irom 
the London stamp {O.E.P., p. 98). 

The Jjondon leopard was discrowned in 1823; and his I^ew- 
castle brother, it must be admitted, has reason to be grateful 
to the conservatism wbich has spared him the like indignity. 
There are also at Aspatria a silver cup of 1872—3, and 
two silver patens of 1879-80, all of London make. 

Bbideeire. — Silver cup and cover, of repouaei work, as 
shewn in the accompanying illustration." Botb shew signs 



of having been formerly gilt. On both are inscribed the 
letters E B, for " Kirk Bride," as the church is sometimes 
called in the earlier pages of the register. The cup, five 
inches and a half high, weigha 8 oz. 4 dwt. The cover, 
with button one inch high, weighs 2oz,8dwt. 10 gr. The 
terrier of 1749 has this item : — 

One SUver Chalice w*'' a cover Double Gilt weighing ab' 15 
ounces. 
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This weight, if avoirdupois, exceeds by 3 oz. 1 dwt, or, if 
^oj) by 4 oz. 7^ dwt., the weight of the present cup and 
cover. But the weights in the terriers are not to be relied 
on. The cover is unmarked. The cup has four marks : — 
1, Maker's symbol, a leg in armour ; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant in a plain oblong ; 4, Roman 
capital N, in stamp partly following the shape of the letter, 
London date letter for 1550-1. Mr. Cripps, on the subject 
of date letter stamp, says : — 

From 1561 they (the London date letters) have, with scarcely 
any exception, been inclosed in regular heraldic shields of various' 
shapes, hut till then the letters are aurrounded by a line more or 
less closely following their own outline {0, E. P., p. 58). 

This cup, but for its secular appearance, might be regarded 
as having been one of "two silver chaleses" mentioned in 
"Edward VI's Inventory of Church Goods" as belonging 
to Bridekirk in 1552. Anyhow it is of great interest as 
probably the oldest example of silver plate, ecclesiastical or 
secular, in the county of Cumberland. 

Bridekirk has also a silver flagon and paten, which are 
thus described in a terrier of 1752 : — 

One silver jug and plat«, valued about 14i>, 
Both bear the same inscription : — 

Ex dono Mr Thomas Williamson de Tallantyre, 

Mr. Thomas Williamaoo was probably a great-grandson of 
the Rev. Joseph Williamson, vicar of Bridekirk from 1625 
to 1634, whose son Sir Joseph Williamson, Secretary of 
State in Charles IPs reign, is mentioned by Bishop Kicolson, 
writing in 1703, as having given " gilt Books and £ne 
furniture" to Bridekirk church {^Aecoiint of Carlisle Diocese, 
p. 81). His lordship seldom noticed the church plate, else 
he might have thrown some light on the history of the 
ancient communion cup and cover, which (if originally

secularj may have been given by Sir Joseph" together with 
the "gilt books and fiae furniture." In one account, indeed, 
of his gifts to this church there is express mention of " silver 
chalices and flagons for the administration of Holy Com- 
munion" (NicoUon and Bum's History of Cwmherland, 
vol. II, p. 101). Messrs. Nicolson and Burn, had they 
seen the Biidekirk communion plate, would not have thus 
exaggerated its amount. Nor would they have supposed 
that the silver flagon, date 1751-2, could have been given by 
Sir Joseph. They probably heard &om Mr. Bell, who was 
vicar of Bridekirk when they wrote their historyf, that 
some of the plate had an inscription shewing that it was 
given by a Mr. Williamson, and set it all down as the 
gift of Sir Joseph before he was knighted. But Sir Joseph 
undoubtedly did give, as they relate, " gilt bibles and prayer 
books, velvet covering and rich linen for the altar," and 
perhaps alao gave the gilt cup} and cover. The flagon given 
by Mr. Thomas Williamson is eight inches and a half high, 
" round-bellied," with handle and spout. The paten has no 
foot, and is eight inches in diameter. Both have the same 
five marks: — 1, Three castles in heart-shaped shield; 2, 
Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, Maker's initials 
W P in a plain oblong ; the mark of William Partis ; 6, 
Boman M in plain shield, Newcastle date letter for 1751-2. 

Camertoh. — Elizabethan silver cup and cover-paten. 
The cup has the regulation floral belt and usual knop of 
its period {O.E.P., p. 151). Height, six inches and one- 
eighth; diameter, three inches and a quarter at top, and

Both have the same four marks: — I, Maker's initials, AK, 
linked letters ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 
4, Old English sm^ o, London date letter for 1571-2. 
The same date is at Holme Cultram {ante p. 58), Uldale 
(p. 65), and at other places hereafter to he mentioned. 

A silver paten, eight and a half inches in diameter, on 
foot two inches high, has inscription : — 

The Gift of M" Isabella Cooke to the Church of Camerton, 
August y* 1« 1739. Oz. 13 • 16. 

This paten has three marks : — 1 , Old English R, Dublin date 
letter for 1737-8 ; 2, A harp crowned j 3, The figure of 
Hiberoia in an oval stamp. The Dublin Goldsmiths* 
Company was incorporated by a charter from Charles I, 
dated 1638 {0. S. P., p. 116), The Irish Parliament, in 
1729, 

ordered that the articles should be marked with the marks then 
nsed, which would be the harp crowned, a date letter, and the 
maker's initials, .... To these marks, however, another was 
added in 1730, by order of the Commiaeioners of Excise, who 
introduced the fig^ure of Hibernia, to denote the payment of the 
duty first charged upon plate in that year {0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 117). 
The Camerton paten has no maker's initials. 

Pewter tankard, six inches high, marked with an hour- 
glass. Pewter basin, three inches deep and nine diameter, 
unmarked. 

Cboss Cakonbt. — Silver cup, cover-paten, and paten. 
The cup, plain, has sides nearly perpendicalar, and small 
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riDg knop. Height, eight inches ; diameter, three inches 
and seven-eighths at top, and three and five-eighths 
at foot ; depth of howl, four and three-eighths. Weight, 
13 oz. 14dfft. 12 gr. Inscription: —

Four marks: — I, Roman capital initials, B E, under a mitre ; 

2, Lion's head erased ; 3, Britannia ; 4, Roman capital E, 

London date letter for 1720-1. As the maker's mark during 

the Britannia period was the two first letters of his surname 

(ante p. 14), and a mitre is the Berkeley crest, this maker 

was probably a man of that name. The cover-paten, five 

inches and one-eighth diameter, on foot two and a quarter 

diameter, and one and a half high, weighs 5 oz. 19 dwt. Sgr. 

On its foot is a coat of arms in a circular shield : — 

Quarterly 1st and 4th, per pale, a popiojay in the dexter, 2ud 

and 3rd three eaglets displayed for Eaglesfield. Crest a popinjayon 
a wreath. 

Three marks: — 1, BE under the mitre; 2, Lion's head 
erased ; 3, Second mark repeated- The paten, 9 inches 
diameter, on foot three inches and a half diameter, and two 
and a half high, weighs 15 oz. 16 dwt. Same marks and 
inscription as on the cup. This paten, the foot of which is 
doubled up, like that of the paten at Kirkandrews-on-Esk 
(ante p. 42), illustrates the softness of Britannia silver. 
The terrier of 1749 has 

One Silver chalice with the cover weighing 30 ounces. 
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This weight nearly agrees witb that of the cup and paten, 
excludiDg the cover. 

DEiBHAU.-i-Silver cup and paten. The cup has beaded 
ornament round its stem instead of a knop, and the same 
ornament round the base. Height, six inches; diameter, 
three inches and a quarter at top, and three and a half at 
foot ; depth of bowl, which is bell-shaped, three inches. 
Weight, 6 oz. 11 dwt. 4 gr. Stem hollow to bowl, on the 
bottom of which are three marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, 
Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Maker's initials F S. The date 
letter, if there ever was one, is concealed where the stem has 
been soldered to the bowl. The paten, four inches and 
three-quarters diameter, on a foot three diameter and one 
five-eighths high, has beaded ornament round its edge. 
Weight, 4 oz. 2 dwt. Three marks: — 1, Lion passant; 
2, Maker's initials F S ; 3, London date letter, almost 
entirely defaced ; apparently an Old English S, but whether 
small for 1695-6, or capital for 1773-4, it is difficult to say, 
the two letters being very much alike (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., pp. 
334-5). The shield, or what remains of it, seems to fovour 
the later date. But, on the other hand, the terriers of 1749 
and 1777, both signed by the Bev. Anthony Sharpe, vicar of 
Dearham from 1737 to 1794, have the same description of 
the church plate : — 

One silver chalice weighing with the cover about ten ounces. 

The weight, as is often the case in terriers, may be wrong ; 
but the point is that the two terriers describe the same 
plate, which therefore cannot be of the date 1773-4. More- 
over in Mr. Cripps's " Chronological List" the initials F 9, 
which occur but once, are found in 1691-2 {O.E.P., 2nd 
Ed., p. 297). 

Plated copper flagon, with handle and thumbpiece, eleven 
inches high to Ud. 

Pewter paten, nine inches diameter, with marks imueually 
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distinct fot pewter: — 1, Letter X crowned ; 2, A demi-eagle 
(within an oval) emerging from a coronet, with wings erect, 
and holding in its beak a trefoil slipped ; 3, The word 
" Whitehaven" on a shield. Beneath these are four smaller 
marks in a row: — 1, A lion rampant; 2, A dolphin; 3, A 
trefoil slipped ; 4, Initials K W. This paten, not mentioned 
in the terrier of 1749, is described in that of 1777 as " One 
standing pewter plate." . 

FliubT. — Silver cup, paten, and flagon. Hall-marked 
(LondiSn) 1806-7. Combined weight, 43 oz. Inscription on 
cup and paten : — 

The Gift of M" Maijoiy Nelson (late Craik) to the Chapel of 
nimby March y" 29"", 1807. 

The terrier of 1749 has this item : — 

One pewter chalice. 

This is the only trace of a pewter communion cup in this 
deanery. 

G-ILCRUX. — Silver cup, paten, and fl^on. Hall-marked 
(London) 1818-9. Inscription on flagon : — 

Presented with a chalice and paten by Henry Hall late of 
Madras to the church of his native parish of Qilcrux in 1819. 

The terrier of 1828 states that he presented it "at the 
altar." 

The terriers of 1749 and 1777, the latter signed by 
" Anthony Sharpe vicar," who was at the aame time vicar 
of Dearham, report : — ■ 

One silver chalice with the cover. 

What became of these is not known. 
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Great Broughton. — Modorn electro-plated vesselB. The 
cbapel itself and its ecclesiastical district are modem.* 

Hattok.— Silver cup, paten, and flagon. Bought in 
1880. London marks. Hayton church was built, and a 
district assigned to it, in 1840; and the communion plate 
used there from that year to 1880 was the ancient cup 
and paten from the mother church at Aspatria (ante p< 71). 

ISEL.— Elizabethan cup and cover-paten. The cnp has 
the knop and floral belt of its period. Height, six inches ; 
diameter at top three inches, and two and three-qtiarters at 
foot; depth of bowl, four inches. Weight, 6 oz. 7 dwt. 14 gr. 
The cover-paten weighs 1 oz. 7 dwt. 8 gr. The terrier of 
1749 seems to include the cover as part and parcel of the 
cup : — 

One Silver chalice weighing about eight ounces. 
Both have the same four marks : — 1 , Maker's symbol, a bull's 
head erased on shaped stamp (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., page 272) ; 
2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Old 
English small n, London date letter for 1570-1. Bishop 
Nicolson, who visited lael on August 24th, 1703, wrote in 
his note-book : — 

The Cup for the Sacrament is far too little : And the Chnrch- 
yard wants walls. These Defects, with others, will be provided 
agiunst by the Influence of Sir Wilfrid {Miscellany Accounts of 
the Diocese of Garlilt, p. 81). 

But Sir Wilfrid, whatever influence he may have exerted to 
remedy other " defects " pointed out by the bishop, apparently 

• Near the Sta of the present chapel once stood the sncient chapel of 
St Lawrence, in a. paper on which, b; Mr. T. H. Dolzel, it is asked : — " Can 
it have been a chap^ of ewe under Bridekirk ?" {Tramaciiom, voL V, p. 233). 
The Bridekiik registers, it appears, have been searched without succeaa for an 
answer to thia question (it. p. 236). The answer is, perhaps, oontMned in a 
" pi«aentment," on the back of a transcript in the diocesan registry, in which 
the Bridekirk churchwardelns of 1704 report : — " Broughton chapel out of 
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saw no defect in the cup. Nor is it easy to understand whj 
his lordship condemned it as " far too little," aeeing that it 
is not smaller than the Cameiton cup, which he must have 
seen on the following day, August 25th, but has not noticed 
in his account of Camerton church {ib. p. 65). Eliaabethan 
communion cups, of which the Isel and Camerton cnps are 
characteristic specimens, closely resemble each other — 
all BO alike in shape and style, except for small differences and 
local peculiarities, that it is somewhat wonderful, as Mr. Mor^n 
remarks, that no authority or direction for their formation has ever 
been found (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 153). 

No direction, that is, ae to pattern. Directions to substitute 
"decent communion cups" for the mediteval "massing 
chalices," which were to be destroyed as "monuments of 
Buperstition," have been found in abundance (0. E. P., Snd 
Ed., pp. 133 and 139). That any pre-Reformation chalices 
remained to he supplanted by these " decent cups" in the 
reign of Elizabeth may cause surprise to those who are 
under the impression that little or no church plate survived 
the reign of Henry VIII. But Henry only despoiled the 
cathedrals and monasteries. Much valuable plate still re- 
mained in the parish churches (O.^.P., 2iid Ed., p. 134). 
With few exceptions every parish in Cumberland is shewn 
by Edward VI's inventory to have had at least " one silver 
chales" in 1552. This inventory was taken throughout the 
country as a preliminary step to the seizure of the greater 
part of the parish church plate, and the enforcement of an 
injunction to substitute "decent cups" for the chalices. 
The death of Edward and the accession of Mary gave to 
the parish church plate a respite, which ended with the 
accession of Elizabeth, when "the injuuctiona of King 
Edward VI were reinforced and repeated almost word for 
word" (O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 138). "In some parts of the 
country," however, " perhaps owing to the energy of the 
diocesan, these changes were effected more promptly than 
in others" {ib. p. 140). In the diocese of Norwich the 
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year 1567 Beema to have been the great year of tlie changes, 
seeing that in that diocese 

in the Bedenhall deanery there are eight cupB of the year 1567, 
and in the Ingworth deanery there are also eight examples of 1567. 
Bishop Farkburst then occupied the see of Norwich. He was a 
zealooB supporter of the Reformation, and it may have been owing 
to bis strict inqnirieB and orders that the changes were so general 
and eimultaneouB (Church Plate in Bedenhall Deanery, by the 
Bev, C. E. Manning, pp. 9 and 10). 

In our own diocese, which does not now contain as many 
Elizabethan communion cups as are found in some other 
dioceses, the same prevalence of a particular date, 1571, 
has already been noticed {cinte p. 76). Nor is the cause far 
to seek, seeing that 

Oriudal, when Archbishop of York, in 1571 required his clergy 
"to minister the Holy Communion in no chalice nor in any profane 
cup or glasse, but in a Communion Cup of Silver, and with a cover 
of Silver appointed also for the minifitration of the Communion 
bread" [O.E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 141). 

The bishop of Carlisle, Richard Barnes, appointed in 1570, 
who had been chancellor at York, and retained his chancellor- 
ship for a year after bis promotion to the see of Carlisle, no 
doubt speedily enforced this injunction, and perhaps antici- 
pated it, in his own diocese. 

Isel has a silver flagon of 1879-80, and a paten of 
1861-2, both of London make, and both having inscribed 
date (1878) of the restoration of the church. 

Pewter tankard, nine inches high, unmarked. Pewter 
paten, with initials I C (Isel Church) on its rim, marked 
with the letter X crowned, and four small marks much 
defaced. 

MartpoRT. — Silver cup, cover-paten, and paten. In- 
scription on paten : — 

In memory of Johanna Senhouse fourth daughter of Humfiy 
Senhouse Esq and Mary his wife, who departed this life March 11, 
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1768, in the 17"" year of her age, this Plate is most humbly given 
by them to the Chapel of S' Mary's in Maryport, March, 17G9. 
The cup is plain, witb'small ring knop. Height, nine incbes 
and a quarter ; dismetec at top four and three quarters, at 
foot four ; depth of bowl, four. Weight, 20 oz. The cover- 
paten, five inches and three quarters diameter, on foot two 
and a half diameter and one and a quarter high, weighs 
6oz. 17dwt, The paten, nine incbes diameter, weighs 
14 oz. ISdnt. All bave the saoie four marks: — I, Maker's 
initials, F C ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 
4, Old English capital N, Londoii date letter for 1768-9. 

Silver cup and spoon. Both hall-marked (London) 
1808-9. The cup, seven inches and a half high, weighs 
13 oz. 1 dwt. Inscription : — 

This chalice is the gift of Mrs Ann Wood widow of the late 
Thomas Wood of Beadnell in the County of Northumberland Esq 
and at her requst is presented to the chapel of St Mary at Maryport 
by her daughter Mrs Catherine Senhouse of Nether Hall. 

Silver flagon. Hall-marked (London) 1 868-9. Weight, 
23 oz. lOidwt. Inscription:— 

Presented to St Mary's, Maryport, by John Cockton and P de 
Egglesfield Collin churchwardens Easter 1875. 

Plumblakd. — Silver cup. Height, six inches and a half ; 
diameter, three inches and three-quarters at top and the 
same at foot ; depth of bowl, three inches and five-eighths. 
Floral belt; sides of bowl perpendicular under the belt, 
curving outward above ; cable mouldings round top and 
bottom of stem ; egg and tongue ornament on foot ; usual 
knop, No marks or inscription. The terriers of 1749 and 
1777 both have this item : — 

One silver chalice with the cover weighing about twelve 
ounces. 

The cover, which perhaps had a date on its foot, has dis- 
appeared. Probable date of cup, as indicated by floral belt 
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and sbape of bowl, very early seveDteentb century (0. E. P., 
p. 154). 

There are also bere two silver pateDS, one preseDted by 
the Rev. S. W. Watson, late rector, and the other by the 
present rector, the Rev. £. H. Curwen. 

ToBPENHOW. — Silver cup and paten. The cup some- 
what resembles the Castle-Carrock cup (engraved at page 4). 
*Height, six inches and seven-eigbtbs ; diameter, three inches 
and a quarter at top and the same at foot ; depth of bowl, 
three inches and five-eighths. Weight, 8oz. 6 dwt. 15 gr. 
The paten, without foot, six inches diameter, weighs 
2oz. ISdwt. The terriers of 1749 and 1777, both signed 
by " Tho. Wilson, vicar," who in 1777 was also curate 
(perpetual) of Cross-Canonby, have 

One silver chalice weighing about eight ounces and a half 
One silver paten weighing about two ounces and three quarters. 

Both have the same four marks: — 1, Maker's initials, WR, 
linked letters, over a bird, in plain shield, the two middle 
strokes of the first letter intersecting each other, as at 
Aspatria (^ante p. 71); 2, Three castles in plain shield; 
3, First mark repeated ; 4, Second mark repeated. Here 
as at Rose Castle (a/nte p. 50) the castles are very small 
and rather shapeless, somewhat resembling plain rectangular 
oblongs set on end, and the shield is plain. On WR's 
Brampton cup {ante p. 17) the castles are larger and better 
shaped, and the shield is of the irregular outline labelled 
in 0. E. P. (2nd Ed., p. 89) as « end of 17th cent." 
Similar castles to those at Brampton, but with a somewhat 
different outline of irregular shield, viz., that dated " 1686" 
in 0. E, P. (p. 89), are on a flagon, by W R, with a coronet 
above the initials, at St. Nicholas', Newcastle, dated 1686 ; 
also on a flagon, by T H (Thomas Hewitson), at All Saints, 
Newcastle, dated 1697. The Brampton cup, doubtless, like 
these fiagoos, is of a period later than that of the small 
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caBtles in plain shield, the latest dated example of wbich 
is the Bose Castle plate, dated 1684. The Biamptoa cup, 
therefore, is Dot earlier than 1685, which perhaps is its 
exact date, its shield apparently having been used only 
for that year, and superseded by that of 1686-97. The 
Torpenhow cup and paten, having precisely the same marks, 
except the rose, as are found at. Sawley and Aspatria (ants 
p. 71), may be referred to the Sawley date (1670) or earlier. 
That there was room for an earlier period in the career, 
of W R is evident from the books of the Newcastle amal- 
gamated guild of pewterers, glaziers, &c., with which the 
goldsmiths were incorporated from 1536 to 1717 {Brandi'e 
Histoid of Newcastle, vol, II, p. 352) ; in which books we 
identify "W R with 

William Ramsey made free (goldsmith) for his personal freedom, 
June 8, 1656. 

Of Newcastle silver plate prior to 1700 nearly all that is 
extant bears William Ramsey's mark. He appears to have 
been a man of some prominence in Newcastle. In November, 
1687, he was elected sheriff, but was deposed together 
with the mayor in December by mandamus from the king 
{Brand, II, 498). At Newcastle as elsewhere those were 
disturbed times. 

On the accession of James II the magistracy was composed of 
Papists and Protestants, Confonnists and Nonconformists ; the cup, 
the mace, and the sword, were one day carried to the church, 
another day to the mass-house, and on a third day to the dissenting 
meeting house (ib.) 

Mr. Ramsey was mayor of Newcastle in 1690 {ib. p. 499). 
He died about the end of the century, as in 1702 we 6nd 
Margaret Ramsey, doubtless his widow, taking an apprentice 

{Fewterera' Books). The Ra on the Kiikbampton Britannia 
cup of 1703-4 {ante p. 43) is therefore probably her mark. 
She died a few years later, leaving by will £20 to the poor 
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of St. Nicholas' parish (Brandy I, 273), and ;£20 to the poor 
of all Saints {ib. 372). 

Torpenhow has a pewter tankard, eight inches and a 
quarter high, marked with maker's initials, W N, scroll, and 
thistle. Also a pewter paten, thirteen inches diameter, 
dated 1777. Marks: — 1, Letter X crowned; 2, A Hon 
rampant; 3, The word " London" on a scroll. Beneath are 
four smaller marks in a row : — 1, Lion rampant ; 2, A mark 
' unintelligible ; 3, Britannia seated ; 4, Roman B. Of the 
meaaing of pewterers' marks we as yet know little or 
nothing ; but it has been thought worth while to record 
them as data for further investigation, should any one be 
disposed to pursue the subject.

THE DEANERY OF GOSFOETH

Beckermct, St. Bridget's. — A very plain cup of a 
BOEDewhat bell shape, on plain stem with knop. It Btands 
7} inches high ; diameter of bowl at top 3| iDches, of foot 
3^. There are five marks, viz.: — 1, D R under some 
obliterated letters, or G being one ; 2, Lion passant ; 

3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Three castles on a shield ; 
5, Roman N in a square punch. The cup is thus Newcastle 
make of 1779-0. The sacred monogram is on the bowl, 
but I fancy it a modern addition, probably when the church 
was rebuilt in 1840, and when a second cup was got to 
match the first, but of plated ware only. 

A circular tray, or domestic waiter, on three feet, does 
duty as paten, and has small beaded ornament round edge ; 
its diameter is 6^ inches. Four marks : — 1, H B in script 
(see O.E.P., 2nd Ed, pp. 317 and 318, which sbow that 
H.B. made a tray belonging to Mr. Wynne, the paten at 
G-atesbead church, and a cup at St. Paul's, Covent Garden) ; 
2, Small Roman i, London, 1784-5 ; 3, Lion passant ; 

4, Leopard's head crowned. As there is no sovereign's head, 
this tray must bave been assayed just before the act of 
1784, imposing a duty of 6d. per ounce on silver, came 
into force {0. E. P., 2nd Ed., pp. 48 and 65). 
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There are also a flagon, 15 inches high, ailrer-plated on 
copper, with maker's mark of an open band ; and a pewter 
plate 9j inches diameter, od which " St. Bridget's, 1840," 
and the following marks: — London, a griffin, a doll, and 
a lion's head. 

No terriers relating to this parish or to the next have 
been found at Chester.* 

BecEGBMET, St. John's, has modem plate of about 1861 , 
but it also has a cnp without marks, of about the date of 
1680.. The cup stands G\ inches high ; diameter of bowl 
3 inches, and of foot the same. The bowl is an inverted 
truncated cone with slight lip, and with small belt of 
ornament, foliage, above which is • THIS + BELONGETH 
TO + THE + PARISH + OF + S^ JOHN + . There is also 
' a pewter plate with several marks, viz., X under a crown, 
"London" under an obliterated figure, ^g, two arms em- 
bowed holding an annulet, the stern of a ship, and a lion's 
head erased. 

BooTLE has silver cup S^ inches high ; diameter at top 
of bowl 4^ inches, at foot 4 inches. Bowl is bell-shaped, 
with slight lip. The stem has knop, and is 4 inches high. 
On the bowl, which is otherwise plain, is

Daniel Steele was formerly curate of Thwaites, and was 
Hector of Bootle from 1729 to 1764 : there is a monument 
to him in Bootle church.

It is curious that each piece of this plate should be so 
mocb older than the date at which it was given, and that

There is also a tall pewter flagon, 11^ inches high, with 
flat lid.

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CORNEnt has a silver cup and a pewter plate, or paten, 
which I was unable to see when I called, but the cup baa 
since been sent for my inspection. The cup is an Elizabethan 
communion cup, but the cover-paten, which no doubt once ex- 
isted, is not forthcoming.

E^KDALE Chapel has a silver cup of the inverted trun- 
cated cone shape ; stem has no knop, but a very flat projecting 
moulding under the bowl, and swells out gradually, from 
where it joins the bowl, to the foot. It stands 6^ inches 
high. The diameter of the top of the bowl is 3J inches, 
and of the foot 3|. It has four marks:— 1, Escallop in 
shaped punch (0. E. P. 2nd Ed., p. 283) ; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small Italic r, London date 
letter for 1634-5. The escallop is repeated on the foot 
inside. This is the mark of a maker who made plate at 
St. Mary's, Carlisle, in 1635-6, and at St. Olave's, Old Jewry, 
London, in the following year. The Eskdale and St. Mary's 
cups are much alike, see the engraving of the latter on 
p. 32. 

The paten and flagon are modem, plated on white metal. 
Ko terriers at Chester, 
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CrOSFOBTH possesses a very singular silver cup, which is 
engraved on p. 32. It has plain hell bowl ; knop on stem, 
below which is a very fiat moulding, or flange, into which 
screws an hexagonal foot ; on the knop are three plaques, 
representing cherubims. It is a very plain specimen of the 
Asbhy-de-la-Zouche and Lambeth Castle chapel type of 1 7th 
century cup (O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 155.) There are no 
plate marks whatever, but inside the foot is the date 1690, 
and on the bowl is 

Es dono Car. Lutwidge Arm. Patr. 

Eccleaice Gosforthiie Anno 

1784. 

and the arms of Lutwidge, three caps of mamtenaace, with 
motto, Deo Fatriie Amicis. On the foot is INRI and a 
crucifiiion. This is one of the most puzzling cups in the 
diocese : it is of three diSerent dates. The foot in style cor- 
responds with the date inscribed thereon, 1690; the stem and 
the plaques with cherubims are of the date of Charles I, while 
the bowl is of the date of its presentation in 1784. It 
would seem that Mr. Lutwidge had a bowl made and mounted 
on an old foot and older stem he had picked up.* The 
living of Gosforth was formerly in the patronage of the 
' owners of Seascale Hall, of which Charles Lutwidge became 
possessed from the coheiresses of Earle, who married the 
heiress of Blaylock, who purchased from Senbouse. 

The flagou and paten are modem ; on each a cross patee 
fitchee and IHS. The 9agon has the Sheffield marks for 
18*6-7, and the paten for 1841-2. 

Of pewter vessels Gosforth has large flagon 13 inches 
high, and pewter paten 8^ inches in diameter, on a foot 3 
inches high ; pewterer's maik. Prince of Wales' feathers. 



* Mr. Crippa writes— I can make nothing out of the Goaforth cup, except 
that its three parts seem all of difFereut periods. The bowl is obviously of its 
professed date, at least the engraved shield is. The item seema of lSie-164S ; 
the foot of uncertain date altc^tber, but it must be taken, I suppose, to have 
been made in 1690. 
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Also a pewter basiD 13 inches diameter, much broken, and 
having four defaced marks. 

No G-osfortfa terriers at Chester. 

Halb possesses a good example of the Elizabethan com- 
munioD cup, exactly like that figured in O.E, P., 2ud Ed., 
p. 151, with same band of Elizabethan ornamentation round 
the bowl. The paten cover is not forthcoming. These cups 
" are found everywhere, and of the same form, and bearing 
the same style of ornamentation, from one end of England 
to another" {O.E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 151). Mr. Morgan has 
given the following account of them : — 

The Chalice still consiated of the same part, bowl, stem, ami 
foot, though I have known two instances in small parishes where 
the chalices consist of the cup only, without stem or foot. The stem, 
although altered in form and character, still swells out iu the middle 
into a small knob,' or the rudiments of one, and is occasionally 
ornamented with small bands of a lozenge-shaped ornament, or 
some other such simple pattern, and the foot is invariably round, 
instead of indented or angular. The form of the cup, however, is 
altogether changed, and instead of being a shallow wide bowl, it is 
elongated into the form of an inverted truncated cone slightly bell- 
shaped. The form of the paten is also much changed, the sunk 
part of the platter is often considerably deepened, the brim narrowed, 
and thereon is fixed a rim or edge by which it is made, when 
inverted, to fit on the cup as a cover, whilst a foot is added to it 
which serves also as a handle to the cover, as though it were 
intended to place the wine in the chalice and cover it with the 
paten-cover until the administration of the Sacrament, when the 
cover would be removed and used as a paten for holding the bread. 
On the bottom of the foot of the paten was a silver plate which 
almost always bears the dat« when it was made, and the name of 
the parish to which it belongs. The ornament on all these chalices 
and paten-covers as they may be called, is invariably the same ; 
it consists simply of an engraved band round the body of the cup 
and on the top of the cover formed by two narrow fillets which 
interlace or cross each other with a particular cui'vatiire in every . 
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instance the samti, the ttpace between them being occujjied b; a 
Bcroll of folia^, and this ornament is marked by an abeence of 
letters, monograms, emblemB, or figures of any kind. It is 
curious how tLiei exact uniformity of shape and ornament was so 
universally adopted, unless there had been some regulation or 
standard pattern to go by, but I have not been able to find such, to 
guide the makers 10. E. P., 2ud Ed., pp. 151-2). 

The example at Hale stands 5^ incbes high : the diameter at 
top of the bowl is 3^, and of the foot 3 iDcbes. The foot 
has been much damaged, and is repaired and loaded with lead. 
The marks on it are four : — 1, H B ligatured ; 2, Leopard's 
head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small black letter o ; 
London date mark for 1571-2. Holm Cultram, Camerton, 
Corney, &c., have cups of this date.* Mr. Cripps (in his 
O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 141) mentions that Archbishop Grindal, 
when Archbishop of York, in I57I, requested his clergy to 

minister the Holy Communion in no ChalHce nor any profane 
cup or glaase but in a Communion cup of Silver and with a Cover 
of Silver appointed also for the administration of the Communion 
Bread. 

This accounts for cups of the date of 1571 being prevalent, 
not only in this diocese, but throughout the province of 
York. 

Hale also possesses an enormous silver cup, and paten 
or plate belonging to the cup. The cup bas bell-sbaped 
bowl, with slight lip. !No knop proper on the stem, bub 
a sharp-edged projecting moulding. Cup stands 10| inches 
high ; diameter of top of bowl 41 inches, and same of foot. 
Faten, which has no foot, is 7| inches in diameter. The 
cup hag the sacred monogram on one side, and the same on 
smaller scale over a crucifixion on the other. Inside the 
foot is "Hale 1861." Both cup and paten have the same 
marks, viz. five : — 1, I L under an annulet ; 2, Lion passant ;

3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, Three castles ; 5, Italic 
capital F in plaio sbield, Newcastle, 1772-3. This cup and 
paten are said to have formerly belonged to a church in 
Whitehaven. 

Of pewter vessela, Hale has a tankard, no lid, 6 incbea 
high, and a plate 10 inches diameter, on which these 
marks, ^'1^%^ and an eagle over a crown. 

A terrier of Hale, 1778, mentions 

One pewter flagon one silver chalice one pewter paten one baaon. 

Ibton has nothing but modern silver-gilt plate, London 
marks, 1856-7 ; but the terrier of 1778 specifies — 

One silver cup one pewter flagon two pewter plates. 



MiLLOH. — Silver cup and cover paten. The bowl is of 
the inverted truncated cone shape : the stem has knop. The 
cup IB 6^ inches high : 3| across the top of tbe bowl, and 
3^ across the foot. Tbe side of the bowl is 3f inches. Tbe 
diameter of the paten is 4 inches and of its foot IJ inches, 
and it stands 2^ inches high. Bound the bowl is a band of 
ornamentation ; two fillets which do not interlace, tbe inter- 
mediate space being filled with email punctured dashes. A 
similar band is round the top of the stem, round the foot, 
and round the paten. The word "Millom" is on both cup 
and paten, each of which has three marks : — 1, Fleur-de-lis 
dimidiating a rose, the old York mark ; 2, B H in a shaped 
shield, with something below the letters. Instances of this 
York maker's work are at Lanercost {ante p. 16), also at 
AUerton, Hunmanby, and York (O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 76). 
3, Small italic c in plain shield, York date letter 1635-6. 

Another silver cup, bell-shaped with lip, and tbe stem 
has knop. The cup is 74^ inches high, and 3^$ inches 
across the bowl by 4 inches across tbe foot. On it is tbe 
following I— 
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September 29*'' Anno Dom 1710. 

The Gift of Ann Leigh (to the Pariah Church of Millom) 
formerly the wife of Thomaa Lanckton bom in the parish of Millom 
And now Widow of Charles Leigh late of Wiggan in Lancashire 
Gent. 

There are four much worn marks: — 1 and 2, T.S; the 3rd 
is the same, but the punch has slipped, and the 4tb is a 
mere fragment. 

There is also a paten lOJ inches diameter, with cable 
moulding round edge : it etanda 3^ inches high, and the 
diameter of the foot is 4J inches. Thereon is 
Ex dono Brtgett« Hudleston Widuse nuper uxoria Joseph! 
Hudleston Armigeri Ecclesiffi Parochialis de Millom, 

Four marks: — 1, obliterated; 2, Britannia; 3, Lion's head 
erased; 4, Court-hand a, London, 1696-7. The lion's head 
erased is inside the foot. Bridget Huddlestoo, wife of 
Joseph Huddleston, was daughter of Andrew Huddleston, of 
Hutton John. Her husband died in 1700, and she in 1714. 
A huge monument in Millom church commemorates their 
virtues. 

There is also a two-handled cup, silver on copper, 8 
inches high by 5^ across the bowl ; and two pewter flagons, 
each 9 inches high, with flat lids, much broken. 

A terrier of 1778 at Chester speciSes two cupa and one 
paten. 

MuNCAOTEB. — Plain standing cup, with button paten as 
cover, band of Elizabethan ornament round bowl, which is 
of inverted truncated cone shape ; knop with bead round it. 
The cup stands 8J inches high ; diameter of top of bowl 
4i inches, and of foot 4^ inches. The side of the bowl 
measures 3J inches. The diameter of the paten is 5^ inches ; 
of its button, 2§ ; and it stands ]| inches high. On one 
side of the bowl is engraved, in a running hand, — 
Gloria Deo in Excelsis 
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And 00 tlie other —

1680 

I should imagine such an inscription to be uaique, and as 
the weight is scratched on the cup, viz., 16 oz., we have the 
price to be 6s. 3d. an ounce. Inside the foot, which is closed 
by a silver plate, in which is a hole of trefoiled shape, is this 
inscription : — 

this plaite bought at York by Wilham Tubman 

Tubman, or Taubman, is a well-known local name ; but I 
am not aware who this William was,* There are no plate 
marks on cup or cover, except W B, the mark of a York 
smith, of whose work Mr. Cripps gives instances under the 
dates of 1681-2 and 1684-5 (p. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 76). 
This cup and cover cannot, from the absence of marks other 
than the maker's, have been set for sale, but must have 
been ordered to be made {ante p. 17). They are clearly of 
the old York touch. 

The other silver vessels at Muocaster are modem, namely, 
an alms dish — 

Given to the church of S^ Michael at Muncaater by Gamel 
Augustus Lord Muncaster Aug XXIX. MDCCCLX. 

with liondoD marks for 1860-1, and a flagon purchased in 
1881, 10 inches high, with London marks for 1861-2. 

Of pewter vessels the church has a pair of match flagons, 
eacbyll inches high to top of lid, and a pewter plate 13 
inches diameter. 

FONSONBY has a silver cup, 5^ inches high ; 3| diameter 
across the top of the bowl, and 3} across the foot. The cup

The marks are four: — 1, The three castles (Newcastle) in 
a plain shield ; 2, A rose in a square punch ; 3, W R, linked 
letters over a bird, in a plain shield, the mark of William 
Kamsey {ante pp. 18, 51, 72) ; 4, The same as the second. 
This is the fifth example of Mr. Ramsey's work as yet found 
in this diocese, the other four being at Brampton (ante 
p. 18), Rose Castle (p. 51), Aspatria (p. 72), and Torpenhow 
(p. 82), He will be met with again in these p^es. Of old 
Newcastle plate, i.e,, previous to the 18th century, very little 
is now extant, and Mr. Ramsey's share of what does remain 
outnumbers that of all other makers put together. He was 
at work during nearly the whole of the second half of the 
17th century (ante p. 85), and was no doubt the principal 
Newcastle goldsmith of his time. The rose mark, apparently 
peculiar to himself, does not appear on all or on most of his 
plate, and its occurrence on the Ponsonby cup seems, from 
what has been said in the paper on Maryport Deanery, to 
assign the date of this cup to the period between 1670 
and 1684>. Edward Stanley, who gave this cup, was the 
" lion-hearted sheriff" who proclaimed William III at 
" Carel Cross."

On the paten are a set of London marks for 1802—3 ; on 
the flagon for 1821-2. 

No pewter vessels here. 

A terrier for Ponsonby at Chester, of the date of 1778, 
specifies one silver cup ; nothing more. 

— Silrer cup, 8 ioches bigb, and 4 iocbea across 
the bowl, 3| across the foot. Bowl is bell-flhaped, with lip, 
aod stem has no knop. "Thwaites" is engraved on the 
bowl, and inside the foot is the weight, 8 oz. 5^ dwt. The 
plate marks are fonr, viz : — 1, Italic R B in shaped punch ; 
2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, Small 
Roman d, in shaped escutcheon, that of 1739-0. 

There is a plate silvered on copper, 10 inches in diameter, 
and a large pewter flagon with widely spreading base 9 inches 
in diameter. The flagon stands 12 inches high. 

A terrier at Chester of the date of 1814, specifies

■Waberthwaite has a modern set of plate given about 
1872. Also two cups, silvered on copper, perfectly plain, 
and a two-handled cup of the same, which stands 5| inches 
high bj 4^ across the top of the bowl. Each of the cups 
stands 6^ inches high, and measures 4f inches across the 
bowl b; 3 inches across the foot. These are disused and 
tarnished nearly black. 

The Rector on my visit mentioned an old silver cup and 
paten, which he has since kindly sent for inspection. The 
cup is of the inverted truncated cone shape, on baluster stem, 
4| inches high. The bowl is 3 inches across the top, and 
the foot 2^ inches. There are four marks : — 1, Small 
black-letter t, in plain shield, London date letter of 
1576-7; 2, Lion p^sant in shaped punch; 3, Leopard's 
head crowned in shaped punch ; 4, Maker's mark, worn away, 
but seems to be two letters or a monogram, the last a W, 
The bowl is plain, but the paten cover has hand of Eliza- 
bethan ornament. The button is small, and the button-plate 
gone. 

There are also a pewter tankard with flat lid, 7 inches 
high, and a pewter plate 10 inches in diameter. A terrier

Wasdalb Mether haa a silver cup, which has once been 
gilt, 7 inches high ; diameter of bowl 3| inches, of foot 3|. 
Bell bowl, no knop, but Sat moulding on stem, which has

This account of the cup is copied in terriers down to the 
present time, but the present cup, from its marks, cannot be 
the cup of 1778. 

There still are a pewter flagon 12 inches high, and 
a plate 9 inches in diameter ; no doubt those mentioned. 
No marks. 

A terrier of 1778, kept at Chester, mentions 

One pewter flagon and chalice one silver cup. 

The discrepancy between the two terriers of the same 
year probably arose firom one being made and presented by 
the parson, and the other by the churchwardens. Several 
instances are in the registry at Carlisle of these authorities 
presenting separate terriers : the result of gome difi'erence of 
opinion.

John Pearson became vicar in 1661, John Martin in 1665, 
Henry Stephenson in 1674, Roger Fleming in 1705, Joseph 
Dixon in 1736. John Pearson, the vicar when the cup was 
given or bought, abstained from scratching his initials upon 
it, and so also did Roger Fleming, though he was vicar for 
31 years. 

Here there is also a new silver gilt service, consisting 
of Eagon, chalice, paten, and alms dish, all of mediseval 
pattern. The cup is very similar to that engraved in 0. E. P., 
p. 148, 2nd Ed. Inscription : —

These are Newcastle ISth century marks and do not corres- 
pond with the inscribed date (1639), seeing Newcastle plate

This anomaly may be thus 
explained : — 

The dates which are engraved on ancient plate cannot always 
he relied on for the date of the work. , . . Plate given to 
public bodies, having been worn out, has been re-made at subsequent 

* Mr. Sewell, one of the wonleiis of the Newcastle aaBay office, haa auggeated 
that I. C. in script are initiata of Isaac Cookson ; I. C. in Roman tetters of 
John Carnabj. But it is passible that both the script /. C. and the Roman 
I. C, refer to the same maker, one being the new stamp adopted in consequence 
of the Act of 1739, which, to put an end to the want of uniformity in makers' 
marks, ordeied makers to destroy their existing stamps, and to substitute for 
them the initials of their christian and Bumame, directing that in addition the 
new letters should in each case be of a difftrtnl thoTvcter or alpkaUt from 
those used before (0.

The maker's initials, I C, (ante p. 104) are either those 
of Isaac CooksoD, or John Camaby, both of Newcastle. 
The maker then, when he made this cup and paten, 
melted down the older cup and recast it, replacing on 
it the original inscription in addition to the marks of his 
own period. A difficulty yet remains with regard to the 
date letter on both of the cups and on the paten, viz., the 
Roman T. The Newcastle date letter for 1739-40 seems, 
from the assay office books, to have been the Old English T ; 
which, therefore, we might have expected to find on New- 
castle plate with the inscribed date 1740. Whatever ex- 
planation may be given of the appearance of the Romas 
instead of the Old English T, there can be little doubt that 
the plate in question was made in 1739-40. 

Flagon. Height 10 inches ; diameter of bowl 4^ inches, 
of foob 5^ inches ; depth of bowl 9f inches ; weight 
30oz. 19 dwt. 19 gr. Of the shape called round-bellied with 
lip, but without lid. Inscription : — 

The Bev: M.'. Thoa : Jefferson, Minister, Mr Tho; Potter, 
Mr Jno. Jackson, Mr Ed™? Pearson, Mr Ei? Laybum Church- 
wardena for the borough of CockermoutlL 1740. 
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M'e may observe the churchwardens for 1740 iDBcribed on " 
the flagon and on the cup and paten are diSerent. Probably 
those on one list were in office before the Visitation of 1740, 
and those on the other after. Four marks, placed under the 
foot: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 3, 
Maker's initials, F M, in Old English ; 4, Boman A in 
shield. The mark of the maker is also on the handle. This 
flagon, in the abseiice of a provincial hall mark, would seem 
to be of Loudon make. But there is no Roman A in the 
iKindon alphabets to correspond with the period of the 
inscribed date (1740). The London letter for 1716 was a 
Soman A, and not again till 1796. It might be supposed 
that it was made in 1716 and given in 1740, but for the 
circumstance that the Newcastle letter for 1740-1 is a 
Soman A, which corresponds exactly with the inscribed date; 
and as other plate was got for Cockermouth from Newcastle 
about this time, the probability is that this flagon was also 
of Newcastle make. But why are the three castles absent ? 

Another paten, diameter of top 8^ inches, of foot 
4 inches ; height, 3 inches ; weight, 16 oz. 7 dwt. 17 gr. 
Inscription : — 

Thomas- Jefferson, Minister, Robert Farish, William Shepherd, 
George Murray, Richard Smith, Churchwardens. 1747. 

Six marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 
3, A defaced mark ; 4, Three castles in heart-shaped shield ; 
5, Roman G, Newcastle letter for 1746 ; 6, W P, the 
initials of William Parties, entered 1731. Whatever the 
defaced mark may have been, it was superfluous. 

Basin for baptisms. Diameter at top 10 inches ; at foot 
4( inches; height 3| inches; weight 26 oz. 13 dwt. 5gr; 
initials, lAP in monogram, with crown and star above, 
engraven inside the basin. Inscription : — 

The giflr of M" Ann Peele, Midwife, to the Chnrch of Cockermouth, 
For the use of Baptism May 23^ 1772. 
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Four marks: — I, Maker's initials, IS, in lobed sfaield; 2, 
LioD passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Old English 
Q (1771-2), I^ndon mark. 

CocEERUOUTH, Chbist Chitbch. — Modern set, presented 
by Bishop Waldegrave in 1865. 

Clifton. — Elizabethan cup. Height 5| inches; diameter 
of top 2| inches; of foot 2^ inches; depth of bowl 2f 
inches; weight 4oz. 13^ dwt. Four marks: — 1, Maker's, 
a Roman capital M in plain square. This M made the cup 
at Daglingworth church, co. Glouc, in 1565 (see O.E.P., 2nd 
Gd., p. 271). 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; . 
4, London date letter, small black-letter r (1574-5). The 
stem swells out in the middle into a small knop, and is 
adorned with four bands of ornamental work. Around the 
bowl is the usual Elizabethan belt : — 

It conBists simply of an engraved bimd round the body of the 
cup formed by two narrow fillets which interlace or cross each other 
with a particular curvature ... the space between them being 
occupied by a scroll of foliage, and this ornament is marked by a 
total absence of letters, monograms, emblems, or figures of any 
kind.— (ft ■£■■ P; 2nd Ed., p. 152). 

Fewter fiagon (round-bellied). Depth of bowl 5| inches ; 
diameter of top 4^ inches ; of foot 4^ incbee. No lid or spout. 
No marks. 

Modem plated chalice and paten presented about ten 
years ago by the Eev. T. W. Falcon, Rector of Charlton, 
Oxon., on the occasion of the restoration of the church. 

EuBLETON. — Flagon, height 11 inches; diameter of top 
4 inches, of bottom 7$ ; tankard shape with lid and thumb- 
piece ; weight 48 oz. 5 dwt 3 gr. On the centre, in an oval 
border, is engraved a text, viz., "Matt. 26. v 28."; and under 
the foot is the inscription — 
The gift of M? Ann Fisher, Widow, of East House. 1790. 
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Five marks : — 1, Kotnau H G in plain oblong, the initials of 
Henry Chawner, 1786-96 {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 318) ; 2, Lion 
paBsant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Small Boman p, 
London date letter for 1790-1 ; 5, Sovereign's head. On 
the lid are three marks: — Sovereign's bead, lion passant, 
and maker's mark. 

Chalice. Height 8 inches ; diameter of top 4 inches ; 
of foot 3g inches ; depth of bowl 4g inches ; weight 
15 oz. 9dwt. 21Jgr. Text in oval, Matthew 26. v 27. 
Same marks and inscription as on flagon. 

Paten. Diameter 9| inches; depth ]g inches; breadth 
of rim 1^ inches. Text, Luke 22. v 19. Weight 
19 oz. 2 dvt. 18^ gr. The marks and inscriptions are 
again the same. 

A terrier of 1783 mentions a silver cup at Embleton; 
this is lost. 

LosTON. — Plated vessels, the gift of Miss Harbord a few 
years ago. 

LowESWATEB, — Elizabethan cup and paten cover. Height 
of cup 6;^ inches ; diameter at top 3^ inches; at foot 3j^ 
inches ; depth of bowl 3J inches. Very similar to the one 
at Clifton. Four marks: — 1, Maker's mark, a stag's head. 
This man made the cups at St. Margaret's church, West- 
minster, and at Cirencester {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., pp. 269, 273). 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small 
black-letter o, in plain shield, London date letter for 
1671-2. Paten cover. Height IJ inch ; diameter of top, 
including rim, 3f inches; of foot 1^ inch. Four marks: — 
1, Maker's initials, I F in plain square ; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small black-letter o (see 
above). On the foot is incised ^o.DNl. ^^^ 1371. 
No doubt what looks like 1371 is really 1571 ; it cannot 
possibly be 1 371 , because at that time there was no lion stamp 
or date letter : moreover, the date letter o is the one for 
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1571. It is odd that a cup and paten of the same date (157 1) 
should be bj different makers. Perhaps I F, whoever he 
may have been, put his symbol od the cup and his initials 
on the paten. He was the maker of a communion cup at 
Bothel church, Northumb. in 1571 {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 273). 
Modern paten. Diameter 6 inches. Five marks: — Ij eg 
in square ; 2, Leopard's head ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Sovereign's 
head ; 5, Small Old English m (1867-8). 

MossEK. — Plated vessels, presented by the present vicar. 
Previously the old cup at Brigbam was used here, but a few 
years ago it was taken back again to the mother church. 

Setmdrthy Formerly there was in use in this church 

a very battered pewter service. The present vicar, on his 
institution to the living, gave to the benefice a modern 

plated set. 

Wythop. — The holy communion vessels here were the 
anonymous gift of a lady when the chapel was built in 1S65. 

Cup, modem. Height 5 inches; diameter of top 2} 
inches ; of foot 3 inches ;-7depth of howl If inches. Around 
the bowl, in Old English letters, is the text — 

This cup is the New Testament in my blood which is shed 
for you. 

Five marks : — 1, Maker's mark, T T & Co., in two squares ; 
2, Sovereign's head ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Anchor ; 5, Capital 
0, Birmingham date letter for 1863-4. 

Paten (diameter 6|) stands on three feet, one inch high, 
and is evidently an old salver or waiter. It has a floriated 
border and the text in Old English —

The cup waa 
probably bought in 1823, and is the one referred to in the 
churchwardens' accounts for that year —

This seems a small aum, but possibly the old pewter (which 
is known to have existed from charges for pewter cleaning 
appearing in the accounts for 1780 and 1781) was taken 
in exchange, and tbe money only represents tbe difference 
between what was allowed for the old vessels and what was 
paid for tbe new. In 1806 two pence was paid for 
mending the cup.

The initials point to some one of the DuckettB as the 
donor ; Richu-d was a common christian name in that 
family : they sold Orayri^ Manor in 1690, but some of 
them were still in the county in 1734. 

Plated paten. 

HEmiNQTON. — Plated paten and cup. Bronze alms dish. 
This place is a chapelry to Kendal, and the chapel was first 
built in 1726. 

HuoiLL OR INGS. — Silver gilt cup and cover-paten. 
Height of cup 7 inches ; diameter of bonl 4 inches ; 
diameter of foot 3{ inches. The stem hag no knop ; a 
ring of silver surrounds it, half an inch below the bowl, 
from which it swells gradually to the foot. Four marks : — 
1, Scallop shell in' punch of the same shape {O.E.P., 
2nd Ed., p. 283), as on the plate at Eskdale, S. Mary, 
Carlisle, and Saughton-Head ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 
3, Lion passant ; 4, Small Italic if, London date letter, 
1634-5. It is inscribed — 

The gift of Eowland Willson of London Esq"? to the Chappell of 
IngB in the Counte of Westerland 1634. 

An achievement of arms is engraved underneath the 
inscription, viz., a wolf rampant ; on a chief, a fleur-de-lis 
between two estoiles, or mullets. Crest, on a helm, a 
demi-wolf rampant. The cover-paten is raised on a foot, 
and has the same four marks and the same coat of arms. 
In the terrier of 1778 this is described as a gold cup. 
Bowland Willson was the owner of an estate at Orassgarth, 
in the township of Ings, which he by will charged with the 
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payment of £5 4h. per annum, one half to be disposed of 
in bread at Kendal and the other at Ings. 

HunON New. — Modem silver cup, inscribed — 
The gift of the Rev^ John Sampson to New Button Chapel 
A.D. 1814. 

Pewter paten. 

This church is a modem foundation, 1829. 

Old Hutton, — Medieval chalice of silver, parcel gilt, 
of which an engraving is given, Bhowing not only the 
chalice, but some of the details. This la a remarkably: 



beautiful mediaeval chalice, and the only one found in 
the diocese ; they are extremely rare, as in the des- 
truction and spoliation of church goods that took place 
under Edward VI and Elizabeth, almost all the chalices in 
England perished, and the diocese is fortunate in possessing 
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even a single specimen. Eeferring to this, Mr. Cripps says 
{College and Corporation Plate, p. 52) : — 

Some eight or ten are all that are known to remain of these 
beautiful chalices with their patens, the rest having i^Uen under 
the Foritan ban and been melted up as " monumeate of super- 
stition," a few of them in the reign of Edward VI, but many more 
at the fresh outburst of Protestant zeal which characterised the first 
years of that of Queen Elizabeth. It is almost a wonder tlat even 
these few remain for the proscribed church goods were followed 
even into private hands ; the injunctions of Queen Elizabeth 
requiring, as did those of Edward VI before them, whether there 
were known " any that keep in their houses any undefaced images, 
tables, pictures, paintings, or other monuments of feigned and Mse 
miracles, pilgrimages, idolatry and superstition, and do adore them, 
and especially such as have been set up" in churches, chapels and 
oratories." Chalices that had been used at mass woul.d come under 
these wide terms, which, in conjunction with the bishop's visitations, 
at which it was strictly asked whether the chalices had been melted 
up and "decent communion cups" provided in their place, account^ 
and more than account, for the disappearance of the vessels of 
earlier use. 

To what fortunate circumstance we owe the preservation of 
tfais chalice is not known ; the parish records have been 
searched but no mention of it has been found. The 
chalice ia nearly 6 inches high, and weighs 8 oz. 13 dwt; the 
bowl is in form between a cone and a hemisphere, and is 
supported on an hexagonal stem divided into two parts by a 
knop ; the knop is formed by six short square arms pro- 
jecting frona the angles of the stem, and each terminating 
in a head of our Saviour crowned with thorns ; between the 
heads is flowing pierced Crothic tracery ; the stem rests on a 
curved hexagonal foot, which terminates in an upright base- 
ment moulding with a narrow vertically reeded band ; at 
the angles of the hexagon are small flat pierced feet of 
similar tracery, one of which has unfortunately been broken 
off. There is a representation of the crucifixiou in one of 
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the compartmentB, the design of which is peculiar, the 
hands heiog drawn up over the head so as to make it fit the 
space allotted to it. This answers in every way to a descrip- 
tion of an English pre-Beformation chalice given by Mr. 
OctaviuB Morgan {ArckcBologia, vol. 42, p. 413). He 
says : — 

A chalice consists of three parts, the cup or bowl ; the stem which 
in its middle swelled into a bulb called the knop; and the foot. 
The bowl itself was usually quite plain, in order that it might be 
more easily kept pure and clean. The stem, knop, and foot were 
frequently ornamented with enamels, or chased work representing 
the emblems of the passion or other sacred subjects ; and on the 
foot, which was usually made hexagonal to prevent the chalice 
rolling, when laid upon its side to drain, there was always a cross 
which the priest kept towards himself at the time of celebration. 
In the 13th century the chalices seem to have been short and low, 
and the bowl wide and shallow, as exemplified by the celebrated 
chalice of 8. Eemey, once at Eheims, but removed to the Bibliotheque 
Imperiale, which is considered to be of the time of S. Louis, 
as also by .the chalices of silver and pewter which have been found 
in the tombs of the priests of that country. In the 14th century 
they were made taller, the bowls assumed a decidedly conical form, 
being narrow at the bottom, and having the sides sloping straight 
outwards. In the 15th century they were usually broader at the 
bottom, with the sides still forming part of a cone, like that at 
Nettlecombe, co. Somerset." . 

The chalice at Old Hutton has no marks, but an approxi- 
mate date can be assigned to it by reference to the above- 
mentioned chalice at Hettleoombe, to which it bears a striking 
resemblance (for a description, illustrated with coloured 
lithographs, see Arekceologia, vol. 42, p. 40j). The two 
ate identical in size and form, and the character of tbeir 
ornamentation is so similar as to make it certain that they 
are of the same date, if not indeed by the same maker. 
The difference consists in some of the details, e-g., in the 
place of the beads of out Saviour on the Old Hutton knop, 
the Nettlecombe chalice has " lions masks," the flowiog 
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tracery being exactly tfae same in tbe two ; the designs of 
tbe crucifixion are as nearly as possible alike ; in both tbe 
hands are drawn up over the head to adapt the figure to the 
form of the compartment, but that at Nettlecombe was 
executed in enamel while the other is engraved on the 
silver. The small pierced feet are only found at Old Hutton, 
and they form euch a graceful finish to the chalice that, 
supposing the two were by the same maker, it is probable 
they indicate this to be his later work. There are 
three marks on the Nettlecombe chalice : — 1, Leopard's 
head crowned; 2, A dimidiated fleur-de-lis (maker's mark); 
3, A Lombard ic B. Mr. Octavius Morgan says (page 
408) :— 

This letter can only indicate one of three years, 1439, 1459, 1479. 
The form of the cup and the enamel work point, I think, to a date 
earlier than 1479, and I am therefore disposed to fix its dat« at 
1459, though it might poBsibly be twenty years eariier, viz., 1439.. 
In either ease its interest is great. 

The Old Hutton chalice may, therefore, be assigned to tbe 
middje of tbe 1 5th centiu-y, and will take a place amongst 
tbe earliest examples of English church plate now in exist- 
ence. It was last used on Easter Day, 1874. It is weighted 
under the foot with lead, a common practice but one which 
is much to be deprecated, as a chalice so loaded is certain 
to suffer injury from a fall, whereas, if unloaded, it would 
escape. The Old Hutton chalice is cracked in tbe foot from 
this reason.* 

Modern silver cup, paten, and fiagon.

It has five 
marks: — 1, RR ligatured (Ralph Richardson); 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4,* Chester mark, 
three lions dimidiatiog three garbs ; 5, C, Chester date 
letter, 1728-9. It is inscribed — 

Qiven for the use of the sick commnDicantB in the parish of 
Eendale 1728. 

The inscription here runs round the cup in one line, whereas 
in the other cups by this maker for a similar purpose it is 
always cut up into several short lines. The cover-paten is 
marked with the lion passant and the date 1728. This is 
the only remaining old plate belonging to this church. The 
rest was stolen in 1776 ; and although it is apparent from 
the churchwardens' accounts that much time and money 
were spent in trying to recover it, the efforts were unsuc- 
cessful. An inventory of church goods in 1679, and repeated 
in 1687, shews how great was the loss; it includes — 

two silver fBagons, two large silver bowles guilded and two covers, 
two silver plaites, two pewther fflagons, and a, pewther bason. 

The preservation of the cup for sick communicants was 
probably due to its being kept at the vicarage, and not in 
"y» Vestry chest." 

A handsome modem set of silver vessels was presented 
in 1868 by "a parishioner." After the theft in 1776, a 
plated set, consisting of two cups and covers, two patens, 
and two flagons, was purchased by the churchwardens for 
£23 16s. Some of these vessels are still used in Allhallows 
chapel.

A cup and 
paten are remembered to have existed here previous to this 
gift, but whether made of silver or pewter, and what became 
of them, cannot be ascertained. 

Long Sleddale. — Silver cup and cover-paten. Height 
of cup 6 inches ; diameter of bowl 3^ inches ; diameter 
of foot 3 inches. The knop is very small. A band of 
Elizabethan ornament, thrice interlaced, surrounds the bowl. 
It has four marks: — 1, Fleur-de-lis and two stars; 2, Leo- 
pard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 1, Small black- 
letter o, London date letter, 157 1-2. The cover-paten has 
the same four marks, and the date 1571 is inscribed on the 
foot. 

Pewter flagon, height llj inches. A lid, but no spout. 
Marked i H, in a heart-shaped shield- 
Pewter paten, diameter 9 inches, marked with a swan 
under an arch, London, and four small marks, leopard's 
head crowned, H., S„ and a rose. The swan under the 
arch is found on both London, and Ifewcastle pewter. 

Natlasd.— Plated vessels given in 1843. 

Two pewter cups, inscribed — 

Natland Chapel 1821. 

One pewter flagon, height 12^ inches, with the same 
inscription. 

One pewter flagon, height 13 inches, ornamented at the 
top of the handle with a double-headed eagle. The history 
of this flagon is not known.

Staveley, Kendal. — Plated cup and paten. 

Pewter flagon, height 1 1 inches. It is marked with an 
X and a crown, and four small marks : — 1, The letter o ; 2 
and 4, An animal's head ; 3, illegible. 

* There la a house in thin pariah called Dodding Gieen, which haa long 
been the residence of a Roman Catholic priest, in which some curious things 
are preserved, and amongst them are two pewter chalices and a small portable 
altar. The story ia that for a century or more after the Reformation of the 
English Church, four halls or manorial residences in this neighbourhood — 
Skelsiaergb, Selside, Bumeside, and Cunswick — were inhabited by f amiliee who 
did not conform to the new order of things, and who maint^ned a priest to 
say mass in their respective chapels ; he went from house to house carrying his 
chalice and altar, and was called the "Riding Priest." The altar is a small 
slab of stone, with five crosses, let into a frame of wood, and has the ap> 
pearance of having been made for some such purpose. The chalices are more 
doubtful ; they are not shaped like pre-Reformation chalices, and are only 
made of pewter ; they are small, and consist of bowl, stem, and foot ; " 
latter is round, and were are no marks n~ 
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Pewter paten. Marked X, London, yrm, and a shield 
containing a rose -and two flenre-de-liB. 

The terrier for 1778 mentione the pewter, and also " one 
silver chalice." Nothing is certainly known as to what 
became of the chalice, but there is a vague atory in the 
village that it was stolen " a hundred years ago." 

Undebbabrow. — Silver cup, height 7( inches; diameter 
of bowl 3^ inches ; diameter of foot 3^ inches. The bowl, 
which is four inches deep, is surrounded by a band of 
Elizabethan ornament. The kaop and the foot are marked 
with rows of indentations made with the point of a sharp 
tool ; there is a narrow band of upright reeded moulding 
below the bowl, and another at the junction of the stem 
with the foot.

3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Three castlea in a heart- 
shaped shield ; 5, Old English capital D, Newcastle date 
letter for 1724-5, as giveQ by Mr. Cripps in his 2nd Edition 
of 0, E. P., p. 347, which differs slightly from the D given 
for that year in the 1st Edition, p. 412. On one of the 
Clips is inscribed —

Vicar of Brough 

1734. 

Francis Thompson was appointed vicar of Brough in 1703, 
on the death of Archdeacon Fisher, whose widow he married.

That terrier also mentions —

Chosbt Q-abebtt. — The terrier of 1749 says —

None of these Tessels remain. The pewters are lost, and the 
silver chalice with the cover was exchanged away by a 
recent incumbent for what the terrier of 1867 calls a 
"Chalice and Paten"; they are of base metal, and on the

KiRKBY Stepheh.— The terrier of 1749 specifies— 

Imprimis Two Pewter Flaggons. Item Two silver Chalices 
weighing together twenty two ounces and one quarter without 
coveiB. Two Patens Three Baaons for the Offertory. 

That of 1867 is more concise — 

Imprimis two pewter flagons two silver chalices two patens. 

Since 1867 a modem set, of chalice, paten, and flagon of 
mediffival pattern, with London marks for 1872-3 has been 
acquired, but the other vessels are retained, except two of 
the basins for the offertory. 

One of the old chalices stands 6^ inches high, flat foot, 
and baluster stem : the bowl is a truncated cone, and has 
slight lip. Its height is 6^ inches ; diameter across the 
bowl 4 ; across the foot Z^ ; the height of the stem is 3 
inches. There are four marks: — 1, Lion passant, which is 
repeated under the foot ; 2, Leopard's head crowned. The 
other two marks are so bruised as to be unrecognisable, but 
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the first two marks coincide with the London punches used 
between 1618 and 1658. On the cup is, in script — 

Kirkby Stephen bowle 1656 
John ffothergell. 

The mark that I take to be the date letter might be a. 
court-hand r, London date letter for I654r-5, or t, 1656-7. 
Fothergill is a common name in this part of Westmorland. 

The other old cup is much taller: 8^ inches high, of 
which the stem is 4 inches; which is also the diameter of 
both bowl and foot. This cup much resembles that at 
Brampton (^ante pp. 4, 17, and 18), which is also an example 
of old Newcastle plate, and by the same maker. The Kirkby 
Stephen cup has four marks, which are on an unusual 
position, the knop : — 1, The arms of Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
three towers, 2, 1, in a plain shield; 2, WR over a bird, 
all in a plain shield. The W is made by two Vb, whose 
inner arms cross. 3, obliterated ; 4, as the first. Other 
instances of this maker's work are recorded in this volume 
{ante pp. 18, 51, 72, 82, and 97). 

One of the Kirkby Stephen pewter fiagons much resembles 
the left band one of the two flagons engraved on p. '20, 
except that it has no spout. It holds about three quarts 
and a gill, and stands 12^ inches high (exclusive of lid). 
The other fiagon holds three quarts and a pint, and stands 
13 inches high : it is of the pot-bellied variety, and has a 
spout. On it is —

The two pewter patens are two pewter plates, 9^ inches 
diameter : on their rims is —

MallerstANQ. — The only terrier to be found is that of 
1867, and says — 

A silver chalice and plate for the Qse of the Gommumon service. 

On examination they turn out to be electro plate. No marts. 

MUSGRAVE, Geeat. — The terrier of 1749 specifies — 

One pewter flagon Item one Silver Chalice weighing near Four ounces. 

Those of 1867 and 1878 specify— 

One silver Commanion service conBiBting of a Flagon Chalice Paten 
and two Alms plates, each article bearing the following inscription. 
" MuBgrave Westmorland This commnnion plate was given to the 
Parish by the Reverend Septimus ColIinEon D.D. Provost of Queens 
College in Oxford & Prebendary of Woreester 1809." 

Dr. Collinson was a native of this parish and left i£1500 
towards a free school. The plate given by him is London, 
of 1808-9. 

The pewter flagon of 1749 is gone, but the silver cbalioe 
still remains : it is 5 inches high by 3 inches across the bowl 
and foot, quite plain, with knop. P^ur marks: — 1, Britannia; 
2, Old English capital D; 3, The Newcastle town mark, three 
towers or castles in a punch of the shape used there &om 
1702 to about 1725; 4, Lion's head erased. There is no 
maker's mark. The date letter will be Newcastle, 1706-6, 
and this cup is of the higher standard silver. 
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Eavenstonedale. — The terriers of this place record a 
surprising quantity of plate for bo remote and secluded a 
place. That of 1749 runs thus — 

Imprimis one Decanter weighing about 31 ounces Item One silver 
Chalice with the Cover double gilt weighing about 19 ounces Also 
a silver cup weighing about 13 ounces One Paten one Bason for 
y Offertory. 

The terriers of 1828, 1867, and 1876 are all identical, and 
mention — 

A silver Chalice or cup another silver Chalice with a cover, a silver 
Flagon with a box to preserve the same One gold plate for the 

Offertory Two silver salvers. 

Sudh a wealth of plate has on two occasions excited the 
cupidity of those who recognise not the difference between 
meum and tuum. Bavenstonedale church has twice been 
broken into, but on neither occaaion was the plate there. On 
one occasion the marauders, who were supposed to have been 
navvies engaged in the construction of the Lancaster and 
Carlisle Railway, carried the church safe, an iron one, away 
across several fields to a gill, where they battered it open 
with a large stone. Its contents were the parish books, 
whose brass clasps and mounts, by their jingling in the chest, 
are supposed to have much stimulated the ardour of the 
thieves. 

Taking the plate iu the order given in the terriers — the 
silver decanter is a plain fl^on with handle, lid, and spout, 
of slightly pot-bellied shape, on a foot. Its height, exclusive 
of the lid, is 8 j inches ; diameter at top 3 inches, of foot 4j, 
greatest diameter 5 inches. On it is I H S within rays, and — 

The Gift of Geo^re Fothergill M.A Fellow of Queen's College in 
Oxford. To the Parish Church of Bavenstonedale. 

It has four marks : — 1, W A, an anchor between, in shaped 
sbiehl ; the mark of Joseph Ward (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 299) ; 
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2, Britannia ; 3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Court-hand 1, London 
date letter for 1706-7. 

The " silver chalice with the cover double gilt" now 
shows no sign of the gilding. The cover is & cover-paten ; 
on it and on the cup is the same inscription as on the 
silver decanter. The cup ie plain, 7H inches high, of which 
the stem is 3£ inches ; the diameter of the bowl is 3^^ 
inches, and of the foot 3^ inches. The foot is trumpet- 
shaped ; stem has rudimentary knop ; and the bowl is bell- 
shaped, with slight lip. The marks are four: — 1, Lion 
passant ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Small Soman h,

the mark of Richard Gumey and Co. (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 307). The cover is of the cover-paten kind, and fits 
on the cup ; diameter 4| inches ; diameter of button 1| 
inches ; height 1^ inch. It hag no marks. 

The other cup is older, and has no inscription ; its height 
is 6f inches ; diameter of bowl 3| inches, of foot, which ia 
flat, 3^ inches. The stem is baluster, and the bowl is the 
frustum of a cone. It has four marks : — 1, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Black-letter capital Cr, London 
date letter, 1664-5 ; 4, A F, over a mullet between two 
pellets, mark of the maker of a cup in possession of the 
Middle Temple {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 288). 

The paten and basin for the oEfertory mentioned in the 
terrier of 1749 are missing; they would be pewter. 

The "gold plate for the Offertory" is a silver gilt 
circular salver, 13 inches in diameter, with corded ornament 
round the edge, and I H S rayed in the centre. There is

I have no information as to Jn" Spooner of Greenside, 
bnt the two FothergiUs are only two instances of the high 
positioDB Westmorland and Cumberland men have attained 
to through Queen's College, Oxford. From a History of 
Westmorland I extract the following: — 

The Fothergilla have for centuries heen the moat noted family 
in the parish. Sir William Fothergill was standard hearer to Sir 
Thomas Wharton at the battle of Sollom Moss in the reign of 
Henry VIII. Geoige Fothergill Esq of Tarn house was clerk of 
the peace for Westmorland in the reign of Charles 11. Thomas 
Fothergill of Bromber in this parish was master of St John's 
College, Cambridge. Anthony Fothergill of the same place was 
an author of some local repute. George FotbergUl D.D and 
priucipal of Edmund Hall, Oxford, waa one of the most eminent 
tutors of his time, while he was fellow of Queen's College. He 
published in his life time several sermons, which were preached 
before the University on particular occasions. Thomas Fothergill 
D.D succeeded his brother George as tutor of Queen's College. 
He was afterwards made provost of the said College and Vice 
Chancellor to the University. — II. Sat/en' Hiatory of Weatmorland, 
268. 

SouLBY. — Tbe chapelry of Soulby was a donative, founded 
by the Musgraves in 1663, and had no cure of souls. There 
are no terriers earlier than 1867 and 1878; these specify 
" a metal cup and plate." They are of copper silvered, and 
to them has been added a 6agon ; all have I U S in rays 
engraved on them. 
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Stainmore. — TbiB cbapelry possesses a two-bandied cup 
of copper silvered, 4^ iDches high, and should have a pewter 
fiagon; these two Tessels are meationed in the terriers of 
1867 and 1878. 

Wabcof. — The only terrier that gives any information as 
to the goods of the church is that of 1749, which specifies— 

Imprimis two pewter flagons Item one silver chalice. 

The flagons are not now known, but the chalice is a plain 
one of Newcastle make with bell bowl, 6j incheg high ; 
diameter of bowl 3| inches, of foot 3 inches. There are five 
marks: — 1, obliterated; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head 
crowned; 4, Three castles in a heart-shaped shield; 5,' 
Capital B, of rather an Old English character, but roost he 
for 1741-2. The B of 1703-4 would be accompanied by the 
marks of the higher standard of silv^: that of 1722-23 by 
the lion turned to the right {O.E. P. 2nd Ed., p. 346). 

There is a second cup, with bell-shaped bowl and slight 
lip ; stem has small knop. Height 7^ inches, of which the 
stem and foot is 3| inches ; diameter of bowl 4}, of foot 4^.

Two silver flagons, height 10^ inches. Tbe same inscrip- 
tion and marks as the paten last described. 

Holme. — Pewter paten and cup given in 1840, the year 
the church was consecrated. 

HcTTON Roof. — Plated vessels,given 1852. Pewter cup, 
height 8 inches; diameter of the bowl 3} inches. Has a 
stem and large knop. No marks. 

Pewter paten raised on a foot, marked X, surmounted by 
a crown, a lion, an indistinct mark, and London, 

Pewter flagon, height 12^ inches. 

KiLLlNaTON. — Silver cup, exactly like that at Firbank, 
described above, and bearing the same inscription. 

Modem silver paten. 

Pewter flagon, like that at Firbank, and with the same 
inscription. 

Pewter paten, raised on a foot, diameter 8J inches. Two 
marks ; — 1 , " T Graves" over a bird ; 2, A crown. 

EiBKBT Lonsdale. — Silver cup and cover-paten, parcel 
gilt. Height of cup 6J inches ; diameter of bowl 3| 
inches ; diameter of toot 3^. Tbe knop is small. Tbe 
bowl is surrounded by an Elizabethan band of ornament 
four times interlaced in hour-^lass curves. Four marks ; — 

1, A mark something like two fleurs-de-lis in shaped shield ; 

2, Xjeopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small black 
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letter o, London date letter, 1571-2. L A is engraved nnder 
the foot. The cover-paten baa four marks : — 1, Small black 
letter o; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's head crowned; 4, 
illegible. The date 1571 is inscribed on the foot. 

Silver gilt' cup and cover-paten. Height of cup 8| 
inches ; diameter of bowl 4J inches ; diameter of foot 4J 
inches. A plain knop. The following inscription runs 
round the bowl i —

Church by Henry Wilson 1«33. 

Four marks : — 1 , C R ligatured ; S, Leopard's bead crowned ; 
3, Lion passant ; 4, Small italic g, London date letter, 
1633-4. The lion passant is repeated on the foot. The 
cover-paten has the same inscription, and one mark, CR 
ligatured. 

Small silver cup and cover-paten. Height of cup 5| 
inches ; diameter of bowl 3 inches ; diameter of foot 3^ 
inches. The stem is very thick, a small band of silver takes 
the place of the kuop. It has five marks : — 1 , R R ligatured 
(Ralph Richardson]; 2, Lion passant: 3, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 4, Chester mark, three lions passant impaling by 
dimidiatioD three garbs; 5, K, Chester date letter, 1736-7. 
On the bowl is inscribed : — 

Given for the use of the poor sick Commanicanta in the parish of 
Kirkby Lonsdale in the County of Westmoreland. 

The cover-paten has three marks, the maker's, the lion 
passant, and the leopard's head crowned. The date 1735 is 
inscribed on the foot. The cup and paten are kept in a 
long lantern-sbaped case with a handle at the top, evidently 
the original box, and intended for their conveyance from 
place to place. Gups by the same Chester maker occur at 
Kendal {ante p. 118). 

Levens. — Modem silver chalice, paten, and flagon, pre- 
ented at the consecration of the church in 1828. 
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Mansebqh.— Plated vessels. 

MiDDLGTON.— Silver cup, similar in every way to that at 
Firbank, and with tbe same ioBcription. 

Pewter paten, marked X crowDed, and a rose crowned, 
and tbree small marks : — 1 , S H ; 2, An animal ; 3, 
illegible. 

A pewter flagon is remembered to bave existed, but none 
can now be found, possibly one of the two at Barbon should 
belong to Middleton. 

MiLNTEOBFE. — Modern silver vessels. 

Pbeston Patrick. — Silver paten, London, 1836-7. 
Inscribed — 

The gift of M. W. to the Chaple of Preston Patrick 1837. 

M. W. was Mary Wright of Milton, in this parish. 

Silver cup, large and quite plain, London, 1832-3. 
Inscribed — 

J. W. P. P. W. Anno 92. 

It is not quite clear what this means. John Wright, uncle 
of the above Mary Wright, retired to Preston Patrick (after 
keeping a scbool at Barnstaple) and died there in 1796. It 
might therefore have been given in memory of him, and the 
letters of the inscription may stand for John Wright, Preston 
Patrick, Westmoreland. The parish books record that a cup 
was exchanged in 1770 for Is. 9d., when John Wood was 
warden ; but tbe date of the cup does not correspond to this. 
Fhited Sagon. 

WiTHERSLACK. — Silver cup, height 9 inches ; diameter of 
bowl 4 inches, and tbe same at the foot. The stem is very 
thick ; a rim of silver takes the place of the knop. There 
are four marks: — I, TV ligatured; 2, Small Soman o, 
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London date letter, 1749-0 ; 3, Leopold's head crowned ; 4, 
Lion passant. 

Silver paten, raised on three feet> with a shell pattern at 
the edge. Five marks : — 1, 1 : C in script, under a gem ring, 
tba mark of Isaac Gookson or John Camaby, as at Allonby, 
AUhallowB, and Cockermoutb ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's 
bead crowned ; 4, Three towers in heart-shaped shield ; 5, 
K, Newcastle date letter, 1749-0. 

Silver flagon, very lai^, 16 inches high. Four marks : — 

1, TE in capitals, over a star or trefoil in a shaped shield ; 

2, Lion's bead erased ; 3, Britannia ; 4, Roman capital E, 
London date letter, 1720-1. 

A coat of sixteen quarterings is engraved on the flaf^n, 
thought to be that of the Pearsons. On the rim, at the 
bottom, is the following inscription : — 
Lagenam banc dono dedit perpetuo OuUelmns Pearson EccleuK

ASKHAM.— The terriers of 1749, 1777, and 1867 all 
specify — 

ImprimiB one Silver Flaggon weighing thirty four ounces and an 
half Item one Silver Chalice with the cover weighing near eight 
ouncee Item one silver Paten or salver weighing ten ounces. 

The flagon is plain, of Britannia or the higher standard 
silver, has spout, lid, thumb-piece, and handle, and the 
following l^end writ on it : — 

Askham Church 

Commimion Plate 

1711. 

Its height is 10^ inches to the top of the lid ; 9 exclusive 
thereof. Diameter at top 33 inches ; of spreading haae 6^. 
It has five marks: — 1, Much worn, but as far as we can 
judge, the Yo of John Youngbuaband of Newcastle ; 2, Old 
English capital F, the same F as on a cup belonging to the 
Guild of Taylors at Carlisle, and another at Ainstahle, both 
made by John Youngbuaband ; 3, Lion's head erased ; 4, 
Britannia; 5, The three castles of Newcastle in a shield, 
which is too worn for its shape to be pronounced upon. 
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The cup and cover mentioDed ia the terriers are also of 
Britannia silver. The cup is plain, bell-shaped bowl with 
Blight lip, aad Blight moulding rouod the top. The stem 
riBee from a foot with mouldings, and has knop with a 
moulding round it. The cover is not of the usual cover- 
' paten character, but rises in a series of mouldings, and 
terminates, not in a button, but in a round knob with a 
smaller one on its top. The marks are five in number : — 
1, Ba, capital B and Btnall a, Francis Batty the elder, a 
Newcastle goldsmith ; 2, Britannia ; 3, Three castles in a 
plain shield with indented top, the first form of shield for 
town mark on modem Newcastle plate ; 4, Lion's bead 
erased ; 5, Old English capital B with a curious curl at its 
top, and a star at its side. The dimensions are as follows : — 
Height of cup 5^ ; iocluding cover 7 inches ; diameter of 
bowl 3-^ inches. 

The paten or salver, is circular, seven inches in diameter 
OD a central foot 2^ inches high ; diameter of foot 2g. 
Four marks: — 1, London court-band r, 1712-3; 2, Britannia; 
3, Lion's bead erased ; 4, S L in Soman capitals, peHet 
below, in shaped shield, mark of Oabriel Sleath. The fol- 
lowing is an extract from the register : — 

1739 Memorandum y' yo year 1739 about Michaelmas M" Tatham 
gave a silver salver to y" church weh was added to y* communion 
Plate. 

This is one of many instances of Britannia salvers given as 
church plate several years after they were made. 

The date letters on the cup and fiagon are curious. That 
on the cup is an Old English capital B, with a curious curl 
at Its top and a star at its side. An Old English capital A, 
with the same curl at the top and same star at the side 
occurs on each of four rat-tailed spoons, in the possession of 
Mr. Arlosh of Woodside, Carlisle, on which the other marks 
are 2, Bi, Bi with a star above and below, the mark of 
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Eli Bilton of Newcastle, who died 1712, which fixes the 
date represented by this letter as within the period of the 
first Newcastle alphabet ; 3, Britannia ; 4, Lion's bead 
erased ; 5, The three castlea of Newcastle in a plain flat- 
topped, round-bottomed shield. The shape of shield and 
castles on the Bilton spoons differ from those on the Batty cup. 
The date letter on the Askham flagon, and on the Carlisle 
Taylors' cup, is a capital F of Old English character, with its 
down stroke doubled. The flagon has on it the date, 1711, 
and the Taylors' cup is known to have been presented in 
1711 ; both pieces are Britannia silver, and thus we fix this 
F to within the period of the first Newcastle alphabet. 
At Kirkandrews-OD-Esk {ante p. 42) we found for Newcastle 
date letter, on Britannia silver, a D with its down stroke 
doubled, and at Kirkbampton, for Newcastle date letter, 
a B with its down stroke doubled, also on Britannia silver. 
Thus we have on Newcastle Britannia silver, within the 
period of the first Newcastle alphabet, two alphabets, an 
Old English A,B, with star and distinctive curl, and also 
B, D, and F, of different, but still of Old English character, 
with down stroke doubled by a finer stroke. 

BamptON possesses a pair of plain silver chalices; the 
howl is hemispherical at top, and the sides flare out a little 
with slight lip ; the stem is of the baluster pattern, and the 
foot is quite flat. The height of these cups is 5 inches ; 
diameter at top 3| inches; depth of bowl 3 inches ; diameter 
of foot 3^ inches. Each has five marks : — 1, I C in script, 
under a gem ring, the mark of Isaac Gookson or John Camaby 
of Newcastle, all in a lobed escutcheon.* Instances of this 
mark occur at Allballows, Allonby, Cockermouth, &c. 2, 
Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Three castles in 
a shield, Newcastle town mark ; 5, Roman capital I in plain 
shield, Newcastle, 1748-9. The letters B.F. are also on each 

* Ante p. 104, 
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cup, either for Bampton FariBb, or Bampton Patrick. These 
two cups are of the Bame assay and date, and by the same 
maker as a paten in the neighbouring parish of Clifton. 

Bampton has a silver salver paten, 9 inches in diameter, 
on a central foot 4 inches high, and 4g wide at base. It baa 
five narks: — 1, ^^ ; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's head 
crowned; 4, Boman capital S, London, 1813-4; 5, King's 
head. There is also the following inscription : — 
S* Patrick Bampton Westmorland in the ever memorable jess 1614 
The gift of William Noble. 

The donor, William Noble, was a native of this parish, who 
was bom in 1745, went to London in early life, and died 
there in 1823. 

Bampton has also pewter fiagon, alms dish, and plate, 
all marked 

Bampton Patrick 1806. 

The fiagon stands 9} inches high, but the marks are almost 
gone; the alms dish is 10^ inches in diameter, and has on it 
the maker's mark of a cock between the letters W H. On

the under side of the plate is MA surmounted by a crown

and three indistinct marks. The letters I. S. are cut on the 
rim of this plate, possibly the initials of a donor. 

Nothing is known as to the donors of either the silver 
cups or the pewter vessels. The only terrier that gives any 
information is that of 1777 :— 

Imprimis one pewter Flagon two silver chalicee weighing about 8 oz 
. each one Faten or Bason for the Offertory. 

BoLTOS, — The terriers of this place give little informa- 
tion. The first mention of the plate is in 1867 — 

Chalice, flagon and paten 
which seems to apply to three modern pewter vessels marked 
*' Dizon & Son." There are older vessels, viz., a plated cup

CLiBUttN. — The terrier of 1749 rnns— 
ImprimiB one Pewter Flaggon Item one Silver Chalice or Gup 
weighing about five ounces and a half. One Paten one Bason for 
the Offertory. 

That of 1878 specifies— 

One pewter fiagon, one silver chalice or cup weighing abont fiv* 
ounces and a half one Paten likewise two new sUver patena and 
wlver cupe and one silver flagon. 

The new silver patens, cups, and flagon were given to this 
church by Dr. Cleborne of the U. S. Navy, a descendant of 
the old family of Cleborne of this place. 

The pewter flagon is perfectly plain, 8 inches high, haa 
lid, handle, and thumb-piece ; bands of ornamentation round 
the top and bottom. No marks ; nor has the paten any, 
which is 9^ inches in diameter and stands on a central foot 
3 inches high. 

The old silver chalice is df high ; height to the top of 
stem 2^ inches ; diameter of bowl 3 inches ; of foot the same. 
It bears the same three marks as the Bolton and Ireby cups, 
ante pp. 53, 61, viz. : — 1, E D ligatured ; 2 and 3, A rose. 
It closely resembles these cups, and the Hayton one, which 
are all engraved on p. 54, and has the same hand of orna- 
mentation. It thus belongs to a class, Bolton, Hayton, 
Ireby, Uldale, which we have conjectured may be of local 
assay (ante p. 54). 
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CliftoH. — The terrier of 1749 ig very interesting, in 
that it gives the prices of each silver veaael mentioned — 

Imprimis One Pewter Flagon. One Silver Ctalice or cup of Five 
and Forty Shillings value One Silver Salver worth Four Pounds 
& Five shillings. 

The silver cup is plain, very square-shaped bowl with 
slight lip, and very straight sides, rounded off at bottom. 
Massive stem with flattened round knop, height 7^ 
inches ; diameter of bowl 4^ at top, and the depth is the 
same. It has four marks: — 1, the maker's mark is much 
worn at the top, but is a capital letter, apparently Old 
English, and a small o over a fleur-de-lis, or mullet, either 
Seth Lofthouee (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 300) or Nath. Look. (ib. 
p. 302) ; the form of the shield is worn away ; 2, Britannia ; 

3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Court-hand o, London, 1709-0. 
The weight of this cup is 8 oz. 4 dwt. 2 gr., and as it cost 
45b., we get about 5s. per ounce as its cost. 

The silver salver, or paten, ia 8 inches in diameter, 
and stands on a foot 2^ inches in height, with a diameter 
of 3f. The marks are five : — 1, I C in script under a 
gem ring, the mark of Isaac Cookson or John Camaby of 
Newcastle* ; 2, Liou passant ; 3, Iieopard's head crowned ; 

4, Three castles, in heart-shaped shield, Newcastle town 
mark ; 5, Boman capital I, in plain shield, Newcastle date 
letter for 1748-9. This piece weighs 8 oz. 5 dwt. gr., 
and cost £i 5b., or about lOs. per ounce. The following is 
underneath it : — 

The Gift of Tho" & Mary Wybe^h to the Ohnrch of CUilon in 
Memory of Their Eldest Son Hilton Christ' Wybergh who died 
Lieutenant of the Dartmouth Man of War in an Engagement with 
The GIotioso in October 1747. 

Thomas Wybergh of Clifton, the fifth Thomas in direct suc- 
ccession, married Mary, daughter and heiress of Christopher 
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Hilton of Burton, and by her had 22 children ; he died io 
1753. Bishop Kicolson says — 

There's a large Isle, on y* North side of the Church, challeng'd by 
M' Wybergh ; who takes no care of the Floor or Walls, which are 
both in a slovenly condition {Misoellany AccownU of the Dioeae 
of Cartile, p. 68). 

Ceosbt Ravenswohth possesses a modern set of silver 
vessels, viz., chalice, paten, and flagon, of which the chalice 
and paten were presented by Thomas Gibson of Oddindale. 

It also possesses a two-handled fluted porringer of pewter 
of the type in vogue for silver in the reign of Queen Anne, 
and of which so many fraudulent reproductions have been 
made (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 245). The height of this porrin- 
ger is 3f inches, and its diameter at the top 4J. The letters 
Q for Crosby Church are on one side, and on the other is 
a pewterer's mark, viz., in a heart-shaped shield, CrF, over a 
pheon, thrice repeated. 

Crosby Eavensworth also has three flagons of pewter with 
handles, thumb-pieces, and flat lids ; no spouts ; each 8f 
inches ; diameter at top and bottom respectively 3^ inches 
and 53- These flagons have also on their lids q 

There is also a pewter plat« or paten, 9| inches diameter. 
On the upper surface of the rim is 2712 ! ^^ "^^ ^^ ^ 
maker's mark, G- B ligatured, thrice repeated. 

The terrier of 1749 is as follows : — 
Imprimis Three Pewter flagons Item Two silver Chalices weighing 
betwixt five and six ounces each. One Pewter Paten one Pewter 
Bason for the OfFertory. 

The two silver chalices have disappeared, and are not in- 
cluded in the terriers of 1867 and 1878, which specify — 
One Silver Flagon one silver Chalice one Silver paten in an Oaken 
Box for the Holy Communion Three pewter Flagons and one pewter 
paten for the same not now used One metal alms bason for the 
Offertory. 
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LowTHEB poBsesses five pieces of silver gilt plate. 

A cup 9| iDcbes high ; diameter of top of bowl 4|, 
and of foot the fame ; depth of bowl 5^ iaches. The 
bowl ia a frustum of a cone with slight lip ; the stem is 
tnimpet-shaped, perfectly plaia without kaop. The weight 
is giveu under the foot, viz., 31 oz. 1 dwt. There are four 
marks :~-l, IK; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 3, Lion 
passant ; 4, obliterated. 

A second cup is df inches high ; diameter of bowl 5^ 
ioctiee, of foot 4g ; depth of bowl 5f inches. The bowl is 
bell-shaped with slight lip, and the stem has plain koop. 
The weight is given under the foot, viz., 32 oz. 4 dwt., and 
the date 1 687. The marks are four : — 1 , C R ; 2, Leopard's 
head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small black letter i, 
London, 1686-7. 

There are two silver patens, each on a central foot. The 
larger is 8 inches in diameter; stands 1^ inches high; 
diameter of foot 2^. The smaller is 6^ inches in diameter ; 
1^ inches high; diameter of foot 2|^. No marks are 
diBcemable upon either. 

The flagon has handle, lid, thumb-piece, which last 
terminates in two horse beads addorsed. It has also a spout, 
which is a later addition, as testified bj a very singular 
inscription on it: — 

Goldsmith's Hall 6 May 1874 This lip weighmg 2<" IG*" to 
an old flagon of uncerbun mark and assay. 

There are three marks on both the body of the flagon and 
on the lid, viz. ; — 1, I 0, a York maker of whose work 
several instances are given in 0. S. P. ; 2, The old York 
mark, viz., a fleur-de-lis dimidiating a crowned rose in a 
plain circular shield ; 3, Capital G in a shield, the York 
date letter for 1685-6. The flagon has the Lowther arms 
on it; its height is 12^ inches ; diameter at top 6 inches, 
and at base, which has a projecting plinth, 10 inches. 
This fine piece of old York plate is a curious illustiatioD 
of what Mr. Cripps writes — 
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It has at length proved pcasiblB to identify the well-known Old 
English mark of a flenr-de-lyB and crowned roBe, both being 
dimidiated and conjoined in a plcun circular shield, as that which 
was anciently used at York, It has, before this, been somewhat 
doubtfully assigned t« that office, but the number and locale of the 
specimens on which it has been found by the writer leaves tlie matter 
no longer open to question (0. B. P., 2nd Ed., p. 75). 

But so late as 1874 the authorities at G-oldsmiths' Hall do 
not seem to have been acquainted with it. 

This flagon and the cup of 1686-7 (and poBsibly the 
other pieces) would be the gift of John first Viscount 
Lowther. Bishop Nicolson says of Lowther in 1703 : — 

Aug 20*^ The whole Chiurch here, haveing been lately put into a 
new Form by John lA Viscount Lontdale is in the iairest condition 
of any parish-Church in the Diocese [MUceliany Accountt of the 
Diocese of CarlUe, p. G9). 

The terriers throw oo light on the history of this plate. 
Those of 1749 and 1777 run— 

Imprimis One silver Flaggon (double gilt) weighing about 56 
ounces. Two SOver ChaUces [double gilt) each weighing about 
21 ounces. Two silver Patens [double gilt] each weighing about 
10 ounces. 

The terriers of 1867 and 1878 are identical, with the 
exception of omitting the weight of the patens. The 
yessels have all been re-gilt at a recent period, probably in 
1874. 

Mardale has pewter cup and plate ; on each is inscribed 
Mardale Chapel 1811. 
The cup is S^ iuchea high, and is almost cylindrical in shape, 
its diameter being 4^ inches. It has a moulding round its 
waist, and the stem has no decided knop, but a successive 
series of mouldings. There are four marks on it: — 1, Lion 
passant ; 2 and 3, obliterated ; 4, H T. The paten or plate, 
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9^ incLes in diameter, has a mark which is freqnently found 
on pewter plates, and in conjunction with both London and 
Newcastle makers (ante p. 21), viz., a swan under an archway 
with pillars on each side ; over this the word WILLIAM 
and below NEWCASTLE below thia again the words 
HARD MRTAL, Above the whole is the letter X under a 
crown, which also often occurs on pewter, and which was 
the Old Exeter town mark for silver. On pewter I take it, 
crowned, to mean much what XXX does on a cask of ale. 
The marks on pewter have not yet been reduced to a system : 
to do so would require aa instigation not only into the 
records of the pewterers of London and Edinburgh, hut 
into those of the " Hammermen " of every corporate town. 
The mark of the crowned rose is evidently taken from the 
arms of the pewterers of London, viz., 

Aznre, on a. chevron or, between three ciow bars ai^nt^ as many 
roses gnles ; the crest two arms holding a pewt«r dish proper, the 
supporters two sea horses per fess or and argent. The motto — 
In God is all my trost 

The arms of the pewterers of Edinburgh are — 

Azure, on a chevron argent, betwixt three poTtcullises or, as many 
thistles vert and flowered gnles. — [See note on Ou luppoud " eharUr 
ehtst of Johnny Faa," and its eonUnlt, prtAahly the o^ieial box and 
plalet leith trade marks of the incorporation of pemUrert of Edin- 
burgh.

Mardale is an ancient chapelry under Shap parish, as also 
is Swindale, which see below. It has no ancient terriers ; 
those of 1867 and 1868 merely say- 
One pewter cup and paten. 

Mahtindale chapelry possesses a silver cup with London 
marks of the year 1834, on which is — 
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Presented with other tokens of gratitude 

To the Rev^ W. Hodgson Curate of Standish 

by His affectionate parishioners 

Amongst whom he faithfully and zealously discharged 

his ministerial duties. 

Daring a period of 15 yeai^ 

Anno Domini 1834. 

Mr. W, Hodgson was appointed vicar of Bampton ia 1834. 
He was one of three brothers, Henry, Joseph, and William, 
of whom Henry and Joseph were statesmen in Martindale. 
After the death of William the cup was presented to the 
church at Martindale by Joseph Hodgson. 

Martindale also possesses a pewter paten 9^ inches 
diameter ; 2^ inches high ; diameter of bottom of foot 3{, 
the massire stem rising out of heavy mouldings. 

These are all now superseded by modern silver gilt 
chalice and paten, with crystal flagon, silver-mounted, 
given in 1882 by the Rev. Charles Parkin of the Elms, 
Sidmoutb. 

The terriers of 1749 and 1839 specify- 
Imprimis one pewter Chalice and one paten 
but the pewter chalice is not now forthcoming. 

MoBLAHD. — The terrier of 1749 thus enumerates the 
church plate: — 

Imprimis one pewter Flaggon Item one Silver Chalice with' the 
cover weighing about eight ounces A silver tankard given by 
M' Harrison weighing about 31 ounces. Another by M' Atkinson 
twenty ounces — one Patent Two Basons for the Offertory. 

That of 1867— 

The Communion plate consists of 1 pewter flagon 2 pewter dishes, 
1 eOver flagon 1 silver chalice 1 silver paten. 

The plate now at Morland agrees with that described in the 
t^rier of 1867. Taking it in the same order : — The pewter 
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flagon will bold neatly a gallon ; it stands 11^ inches bigh, 
flat lid, handle, and small tbumb-piece. Tbere are four 
marks on the lid, which cannot now be made out. Of the 
two pewter dishes, one is much battered, the other is in 
good preservation, and has font marks : — 1, A crowned 
head ; 2, Old English capital B ; 3, A. rose ; 4, Old 
English G. 

The silver flagon, or rather tankard, as it ia more accu- 
rately called in the earlier terriers, is 7 iocbes bigh, and has 
diameter of 4^ inches and S^ inches respectively at top and 
bottom. It has handle and spout bat no lid, and has four 
marks: — 1, obliterated, possibly an Old English R is part 
thereof; 2, Britannia; 3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Court-hand 
q, London date letter for 1711-2. There is no inscription ; 
but we are safe in identifying this tankard with that 
mentioned in the terrier of 1749 as presented by Mr. 
Harrison, as we can presently make out the history of the 
Aticinson one. 

The silver chalice is a plain silver cup 7^ inches high ; 
diameter of bowl 4 inches ; diameter of foot 3|. The bowl is 
bell-shaped, contracting at the wuit, and widening again to the 
lip. The stem.is trumpet-shaped with semicircular moulding 
on knop round the middle. It has six marks: — 1, is worn, 
and only part remains ^ ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Three castles ; 
4, Leopard's head crowned ; 5, King's head, 0-. Ill ; 6, 
Roman capital G. This cup must have been assayed at 
Newcastle in either 1793-4 or 1817-8 ; there is nothing to 
distinguish between the date letter for those years, as given 
in 0. E. p., 2ud Ed, p. SVT. But on the cup is the following 
legend : — 

This was given by M' W" Atkinson of Morland Lowbaff to his 
parish Church Anno 1705. 

This is an instance, and such instances are not unusual 
(see 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 60) of a piece of plate having been re- 
made, or replaced by new, and the original inscription copied 
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r 
without alteration. TbiB has heen done with the Hanbury 
cup belonging to the OoldamithB' Company, and with the 
plate of the Salters' Company. An instance occuth at Cocker- 
mouthe (ante p. 104). In the case of Moiland a superfluous 
tanbard has been tranamuted into a cup. A William Atkineon 
was vicar of Morland from 1680to 1720: he signs the terrier 
of 1704 printed in Bishop Nicolaon's Visitation, from which 
it appears that much of the glebe was adjacent to land of 
" Mr. Atkinson." I do not think the vicar was the donor of 
the cup ; more probably this Mr. Atkinson, who was evi- 
dently a man of importance and property. Mr. Atkinson, 
of Low Hall, left £20 as a poor stock, as I learn from 
Whelan's Cumberl<mdy p. 802. 
The terrier of 1749 mentions — 

one Silver Chalice with the cover weighing about eight ounces. 

This is not now to be found, and probably was thrown in 
with Mr. Atkinson's tankard, when the Newcastle cup was 
got. 

Morland has also a silver salver paten, 9^ inches in 
diameter, on a central foot 2 inches high, and S\i in diameter 
at base. It has four marks: — 1, Li, capital L and small i. 
in an escalloped punch, which is obliterated at the top ; no 
doubt this is the same mark as given in 0. E. P. under date 
1715-6; 2, Britannia; 3, Lion's head erased; 4, Court- 
hand 1, London date letter for 1706-7. This bears the 
legend — 

The Gift of Mary Fletcher wid* to the Parish and Parish Church 
of Morland in tha year 1707. 

This piece of plate is the " silver paten " of the terrier of 
1867, and probably the "Patent" of 1749. But it is odd 
that terrier does not add the word silver, and mention the 
name of its donor, particularly as it is engraved thereon. 
It may be suggested that this piece of plate is the ** cover" 
mentioned in the terrier of 1749. 
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Orton has two silver chalices, two silver flagons, and a 
psteo. 

Each cup stands 8 iDches high, and its diameter at top of 
bowl and across the foot is 3| inches. The bowl is bell- 
shaped, on a thin stem with small kaop, expanding at bottom 
into foot. They have on them the date of 25th March, 1722. 
The marks are four : — ] , E V in a circular punch with pellet 
above and below; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 3, Lion passant ; 
4, Roman capital F, London, 1721-2. It is not known who 
was the donor of these cups; the tradition is that they were 
placed unobserved on the Communion Table one Sunday 
before service, aad that the donor's name was never divulged. 

The paten has five marks: — 1, IB.; 2, Lion passant; 
3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Koman capital K, London, 
1805-6 ; 5, King's head. On it is— 

PRESENTED BY MAEGAEET HOLME TO THE PARISH 
OF ORTON. 1806. 

Miss Holme was an old inhabitant of the parish, who died 
in 1839, at the ^e of 80. 

The silver flagons are inscribed round the base ~ 

The gift of Christopher Parker for the wse of the Parish Chorcli of 
Orton 1816. 

There are five hall marks on each : — 1 , V R. ; 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Small Roman a, 
London, 1816-7; 5, King's head. 
The terrier of 1749 gives— 

Two Pewter flagons two silver chalices weighing about ten ounces 
each One Paten & one Bason for the Offertory. 

A terrier of 1810 specifies — 
Two Pewter Flaggons Two silver Chalices weighing about ten 
ounces each One silver Fat«n weighing about sixteen ounces with 
this InBcription [ at supra ]. 
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That of 1867 riinB— 

Two silver flaggons with the Inscription " The gift of Chrietopher 
&C. Two silver Chalices weighing about ten ounces each. One 
silver paten with this inscription on " Presented &c. Two vesBels for 
the offertory," 

SuAP. — " This great parish, wherein stood th& only abbey 
in this comity, called antiently Heppe, and of late years 
Sbappe Abbey,"* possesses a pair of communion cups, alike 
in shape, but of widely differing dates. Of each the 
dimensions are, height 5^ inches; depth of bowl 3 inches; 
diameter of foot 3J ; of bowl 3|. The bowl is bell-shaped 
with slight lip ; foot fiat ; plain stout baluster stem. 

On one are the letters j,'^ delicately engraved. There are 
four marks on this cup, viz., 1, Small italic m, London, 
1629-0; 2 and 3, Lion passant and I^eopard's head crowned, 
both in punches shaped to the form of the marks. The lion 
passant occurs again underneath the foot ; 4, Maker's mark, 
monogram of I. & S. (capital Boman letters) in plain shield. 
This mark is given by Mr. Cripps in bis first edition as on 
spoons of date of 1615-6, 1617, 1621. It also occurs within 
a dotted circle in 1675-6, 1677-8, and may at that date be 
the mark of John Sutton. 

The second cup must hare been made to match the first, 
and it bears the letters Gr : D, the initials of G-race Docker. 
The register contains the following entry : — 

Grace Docker of Shapp 1 ^f*^ 

} ™" 

She gave a Silver Cup or Chalice to the Church in the year one 
thousand seven hundred and forty six. 1746 marked. O : D 

The marks are: — 1, TB, in script, in oblong punch with 
rounded comers ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head 
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crowned ; but the date letter is gone. Thia maker's mark 
is given by Mr. Cripps (0. E, P., p. . 76) as on a com- 
munion flagon of 1754, at Hunmanby church, co, York. 
The name of Docker or Dockra occurs very frequently 
among liste of tenants of the disaolred monastery of Shap. 
The living of Shap (see Bum and Nwolaon, vol. I, 
p. 469)— 

being bo very small, few persona have been willing; to be at the 
expence of institution and induction ; but it hath generally been 
suffered to go in lapse, and supplied by curates under a aeques- 
tration. Biit having received augmentation by the govemoni of 
queen Anne's bounty, it hath since become necessary to have vicars 
canonically appointed. Accordingly in 1759 William Langhome 
clerk was presented under the great seal. 

There was a considerable ecclesiastical activity in the middle 
of the last century in obtaining augmentations to the West- 
morland livings in the wilder parts. This cup given by Mrs. 
Docker in 1746 may mark the beginning of the movement 
in Shap. 

There is no flagon at Shap, but there is a pewter paten 
lOf iDcfaes in diameter ; no distinguishable marks thereon. 

The terrier of 1749 runs— 

Imprimis One Pewter Flaggon Item Two silver Chalices on« 
marked G, D. the gift of M" Grace Docker of Shapp Widdow The 
other marked p j. Item two Patens. 

The terriers of 1867 ajid 1878 merely say- 
Two silver ChaUces one Paten. 

SwiNDALE has pewter cup and plate exactly like those at 
Mardale, with the same marks, and both inscribed — 
Swindale Chapel 1811. 
The only terrier, that of 1867, merely says — 
A paten and a cup. 
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Thbimbt, with Great Stbickland.— No terrier of 1749, 
but one of 1730, which gives no iuformatioD. Those of 
1867 and 1878 say- 
One cup one flagon one chalice. 

Both Thrimby and Great Strickland possess plain silver 
cups. The Tbrimby one is hell-shape, and has a set of 
London plate marks for 1810-1. That of Great Strickland 
has a set of Birmingham marks for 1871-2. 

There are no other silver vessels. The flagon is not 
silver. The distinction made in the terriers between the 
cup and the chalice is curious, for there is no reason why 
one should be called a cup and the other a chalice.

THE DEANERY OF WHITEHAVEN 
By Ellen K, Goodwin, 



This deanery, together with all those now included in the 
archdeaconry of Westmorland, wag until the death of Bishop 
Percy in 1856 incladed in the old diocese of Chester, and the 
terriers of the parishes should be preserved in the registry of 
that diocese. Uafortuoately several of them seem to he 
missing, and in those that remain mention of the plate 
rarely occiirB, but any information that has been obtained 
will be found noted in its place. 

Arlecidon wire Frizinqton. — Plated cup, paten and 
flagon, and brass alms dish. Prior to 1828 all the parish 
papers and property were kept at the ehrn'ohwardens, or at 
the village inn, " Old John Lumpton," the innkeeper, being 
parish clerk. A tradition exists of a silver cup, tumbler- 
shaped, that was carried to the church on communion 
Sundays, but nothing definite can be learnt concerning it, 
and there is no terrier to give any help. 

Fkizingtoh, S. Paul's. — Modern-plated cups, patens, 
flagon, and alms dish. 

S. Bees pOBaesaea three Elizabethan cups, of which an 
engraving is given in the text. 

Silver gilt cup. Height 8 inches ; depth of bowl 4^^ 
inches ; diameter of bowl 4^ inches ; diameter of foot 4^ 
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inches. The stem has a knop which is orDameuted 
with five or six rows of iDdentations done with a sharp 
pointed tool. There ia a row of simple ornament where the 



stem joiDS the howl, and this is repeated lower down. The 
bowl is sarrounded b; an Elizabethan band of ornament, 
thrice interlaced in hour-glass fashion. Four marks : — 
1, Fleur-de-lys, no shield, maker's mark (O.^.P., 2nd Ed., 
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p. 270) ; 2, Leopard's bead crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 
4, Small black-letter n, London data letter for 1570-1.* 

Silver cup, parcel gilt. Height 7^ inches ; depth of 
bowl 4 inches ; diameter of bowl 3| inches, and the same 
at the foot. A plain knop. The bowl is surrounded by a 
handsome band of Elizabethan ornament, six times inter- 
liiced ; at the interlacings a pattern is engraved alternately 
above and below the band. A band of egg and tongue 
ornament round the stem. Four marks: — 1, Maker's mark, 
B bull's head erased, in shaped stamp ; same maker's mark aa 
at Isel (ante p. 80) ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion 
passant ; 4, Date letter, the same as on the first cup, 
1570-1. 

Silver cup. Height 6^ inches ; but it seems to have 
been shortened in mending. Depth of bowl 3| inches ; 
diameter of bowl 3g inches, and the same at the foot. 
The knop baa about six rows of marks made with a sharp 
pointed tool. Bound the bowl is an Elizabethan band of 
ornament four times interlaced. This cup is rather hand- 
somer than either of the other two ; it has e, little band of 
ornament where the stem joins the cup, and also where it 
joins the foot, and a band of egg and tongue ornament 
round the foot. Four marks: — 1, Date letter, the same as on 
the two other cups, 1570-1 ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's 
head crowned ; 4, Maker's mark, too indistinct to make 
out, something like a bird, clearly not the same as on 
either of the other two. 

There is no mention of plate here in any terrier that 
baa been found, and the history of these cups is not 
known. Archbishop Crrindal was born in this parish, and 



* It might not ba etuy to decide whether this date letter is the Bmall black- 
lettar n for 1570-1 or u for 1577-8, both being much alike (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 332), eiccept for the occurreace of a Bmall mark, above the lecond atruke of 
the letter, always found (as we have been informed bj Mr. Cripps) in con- 
nection with tha London date letter for 1670-1, and apparenCl; due to an 
accident to the punch. It occura on each of the three cups at S. Been, and 
»iao on the bal cup (ante p. 80). 
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left several bequests to it id his will, and amongst tliem 
a cup — 

And I give to the use of the pariah Church of St Begh's my 
communion cap, with the cover doble gylte (see Hitlory of the 
Life and AcU of Edmund Grindal, by John Strype, page 602). 
The largest of these three cups is therefore probably 
Grindal'g bequest ; it has evidently been gilt all over, 
which the others have not, but its cover has disappeared. 
It is difficult to account for the presence of two other cups 
of exactly the same date. Mr. Jackson, F.S.A., writes: — 

The Archbishop's near relative, James Orindall, Prebendary of 
" Pawls," and second cnrate of Saint Bees after the Reformation, 
was buried here, January 20, 1574, and bis successor, Nicholas 
Lund, son of Nicholas Lund and EHzabetb Grindall, was buried 
here July 28, 1580. Either of these might give cups, or Wilham 
Woodhall, his nephew, a native of Saint Bees, and one of the 
Archbishop's executors. 
Archbishop Grindal* died in 1583. He issued, when arch- 



* Aichbishop Grindal waa bom about the jear ISIB, at Heneingham, in the 
pariah of St. Bees, four milea distant from the imlage, prioiy, nod church. Most 
prob<^l; he received hU education there, and it u gugg^ive to think that 
the future Arehbishop of Canterbury acquired from eome old monk on that 
foundation the inatructioD which fitted him for the position he eubsequently 
occupied. It is very likely that there was some well-qualified teacher among 
the fraternity at that time, for Ills friend, and Buccessor, both of London and 
York, Edwin Sandys, is eud by tradition to have been taught at the same 
place ; and as he asBuredly was bom and his parents lived at Hawkshead, he 
must have been sent to hia relatives at Hottington on account of the educational 
advantages obtainable at Saint Bees. The Reformation and diapersal of the 
community would give a severe, perhaps fatal, ahock to the cause of education 
for a time. The need for reatoring the old facilitiea tor learning, which the 
monaetic system had no doubt partially supplied, and the keen deaira tor 
knowledge characteristic of the time, induced many learned and wealthy men to 
found Grammar Schools; and three consecutive Archbishopa of York — ^irindal, 
Sandya, and Hutton — founded reapectivaly those of Saint Bees, Hawkshead, 
and Warton. This is not the place to repeat any details of the life of this 
pore and humble-minded Christian, whose religious tenets tended so much in 
the direction of Puritanism that he fell into disgrace with Queen Elizabeth. 
He made hia will on the 5th of May, 1583, leaving £ZD per annum for the 
foundation of the school at Saint Bees. The principal sum was subsequently 
invested in the purchase of lands at Saint Bees and Sandwtth, which now 
, form a quam manor ; another bequest waa " To the Parish Church of St. Beghs 
a Commtmion Cup and a Great Bible" the latter, no doubt one of the editions 
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bishop of York, in the year 1571, ed injunction that 
parisbeB should provide themselves with communioo eups ; 
so possibly one of the cups was procured to comply with 
this order {0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 141). 

Two silver alms dishes, modern Newcastle. 

Silver flagon, parcel gilt, modem Birmingbam. 

Plated flagon and paten. Brass alms basin. 

Cleatoe. — Silver cup. Height 5J inches ; diameter of 
bowl 3 inches ; depth of bowl 3^ inches ; diameter of foot 
2| inches. Bound the bowl ia an Elizabethan band of orna- 
ment three times interlaced in hour-glass curves. It has a 
very small knop, and a plain foot, which has been mended. 
Three marks: — 1, Fleur-de-lys dimidiating a double-seeded 
and crowned rose in circular stamp, the old York mark ; 2, 
Date letter, very indistinct, possibly small Old English k, 
York date letter for 1617-8 ; 3, F T in plain shield, maker's 
mark (see 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 76, where an example is 
given of F T'a work, 1617-8). The Irthington cup (see ante 
p. 9) is also by FT, 1616-7. 

The terrier of 1778 mentions an old chalice, but gives 
no description of it. 

Silver paten. Modern Sheffield, given by H. M. Mac- 
kenzie, Esq., 1865. 

Silver flagon (London, 1869), given by Mrs. Barnes of 
IngWBll, 1875. 

CleATOB Moor. — Silver gilt cup, paten, flagon, and alma 
dish. Modem Birmingham, given by Charles and William 
Parkin of Crossfield, 1872. 

Deah. — Silver cup and cover paten. Height of cup 7 
inches ; diameter of bowl 3 j inches ; depth of bowl 3^

Silver paten. Square, and raised on four feet ; 8| inches 
in diameter. Four marks: — 1, Maker's mark, WD sur- 
mounted by something indistinct, may be a seeded rose, 
the W is formed of V'a interlaced, 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 306. 
This maker was probably William Denny, a well-known 
goldsmith of the last century {College and Coi-poration 
Plate, p. 126). 2, Lion passant ; 3, Soman capital R, 
London date letter, 1732-3 ; 4, Leopard's head crowned. It 
is inscribed uodemeatfa : — 
Dat in usum Ecclesite Parochialis de Dean in Com^ Cumbriai 1732. 

Silver flagon. London, 1876-7. 

DlSTlMQlOK. — Silver cup. Height 6 inches ; diameter 
of bowl 3^ inches ; diameter of foot 3^ inches. The bowl 
is surrounded by an Elizabethan band of ornament four 
times interlaced. The stem is thick and has a knop ; it has 
been mended in several places. The foot is surrounded by 
the egg and tongue omament. ; it has no marks of any kind, 
and was probably made by a local smith at the end of the 
sixteenth century. 

A very handsome set of vesseb, consisting of silver gilt 
chalice, paten, fl^on, cruet, and alms diah (London, 1871-2) 
was presented by Mrs. Bell of The HoUins, Whitehaven, 
in 1876. There is also a plated flagon and paten. 

EoBEMONT. — Small silver cup and cover-paten. Height 
of cup d| inches ; diameter of bowl 3| inches ; diameter of 
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foot 3 inches. The stem bas a rudimentary knop. Five 
marks: — 1, Two H's ligatured — maker's mark uf Ralph 
Richardson (freeman of the Croldsmith's Company of 
Chester); 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's head crowned; 
4, Three lions dimidiating three garbs (Chester mark);* 5, 
Cm'sive J, Chester date letter, 1734-5. It is inscribed — 

Giveu for the use of y" poor Bick Commuuicants in the Parish of 
Egremond in Cumberland. 1734. 

The mark of the lion passant is repeated on the foot. The 
cover-paten has two marks, that of the maker, R R. ligatured, 
and the lion passant. The date, 1734, is marked on the foot. 
Cups and cover-patens by this maker exist at Workington, 
Kirkby Lonsdale, and Kendal, all for the " sick-poor," and 
a cover-paten of about the same size (but unfortunately 
without the cup) at Holy Trinity, Whitehaven ; a cup was 
formerly at S. Nicholas, Whitehaven. As all these have the 
same inscription, describing them as " given," it is probable 
that one individual was the donor of them all. 

Silver cup, modern. 

Silver paten, modem, inscribed — 

Egremont Church. I82I. 

Flagon, plated. 

Pewter paten, octagonal in shape; diameter 14^ inches; 
Marked with an X surmonnted by a crown. Four small 
marks : — 1, An animal ; 2, An anchor ; 3, A bird ; 4, A bird. 

Fewter flagon. Height, 8^ inches. No marks. 

ENMEfiDALE. — Silver cup and cover-paten. Height of 
cup 7i inches ; diameter of bowl 3^ inches, and the same 
at the foot. On the bowl is inscribed — 
The Guift of Mr. John Fatrickson, late of Eunerdale Bridge, 1680. 



* There has been &n aaa&y office at CheBter from very earl; time ; but its 
practical bialoiy dates from 1686. It was te-eatabliabed in 1701.— (0. £. P., 
pp. 81, 05). 
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Four marks : — 1, WE over a bird ; the W ia formed by 
two V's interlacing, mark of William Ramsey, goldsmith, 
and alderman of Newcastle, whose work has been found at 
several places in this diocese, i.e., Aspatria, Brampton, Fon- 
eonby, Torpenhow, and Rose Castle; 2, Three towers in plain 
shield; 3, W E over a bird, and apparently surmounted by 
some mark, but this may be only a flaw in the punch ; 
4, Three towers repeated. The cover-paten, diameter 5| 
inches, has four marks, the same as those upon the cap. 
Inscribed —

The terrier of 1778 describes —

There is no silver cup at Harrington now that could have 
been there in 1778. Was the old silver one sold, and 
replaced by the pewter one above described P 

Hensinohah. — Silver cup, paten, and flagon, London, 
1808-9. Each is inscribed— 
HeDsingham Cbapel. Presented by the Earl of Lonsdale E.G. 
A.D. 1808. 
Two plated alms dishes. 
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Lampluqh. — Silver cup and cover-paten. Height of cup 
8^ inches ; diameter of bowl 5 inches ; diameter of foot 5^ 
inches; depth of bowl,. 4^ inches. The cup and stem are 
entirely without ornament ; the stem has no knop, it swells 
gradually from the cup to the foot. It has one mark, I U 
in monogram (the I being pendent from the cross stroke of 
the H) over a mullet, in a shaped shielil; the letters are the 
game as those in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 286, but the shield 
is slightly different ; it seems to be a variety of this maker's 
mark, intermediate between that given on p. 285, 0. E. P., 
2nd £d., and that on p. 286. The cover-paten is six inches 
in diameter and has no marks. It baa no foot, and is 
simply a small plate. Cup and paten are remaikably 
clumsy. These are said to have belonged to the Brooks- 
bank chapel ; the date is probably late seventeenth century.

- Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, Three towers or castles ; 5, 
Boman H, Newcastle date letter, 1774-5. 

Plated paten, flagon, and alms dish. 

Pewter paten. Diameter 9j inches. Marked with an X, 
surmounted by a crown. Four small marks: — 1, illegible; 
2, An anchor ; 3, A bird ; 4, G, G. London. Nearly the 
same marks as at Egremont. 

Whitehaven, S. Nicholas. — Silver cup and cover-paten. 
Height of cup 9^ inches ; diameter of bowl 4^ inches ; 
diameter of foot 4 inches. Four marks: — 1, WA, with 
an anchor between the letters ; maker's mark of Joseph 
Ward (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 299) ; 2, Britannia ; 3, Lion's 
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head erased; 4, Cuurt-hand p, London date letter, 1710-1. 
Od the bowl ie inscribed — 

The gift of Oap^ Rob* Jacksqn to the Chappell of Whitehaven. 

The cover-paten has the same marks and inacription. 

Silver paten raised upon a foot ; diameter 9^ inches. 
Four marks: — 1, lY, with a deer between the letters, 
maker's mark (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 297); 2, Leopard's 
head crowned: 3, Lion passant; 4,- Small black letter h, 
Jjondoo date letter 1685-6. The arms of Seohouse and, 
Eglesfield quartered are engraved in the centre, and it is '

The mark of the lion passant is repeated underneath. The 
initials ^ g are also marked underneath. Mrs. Senhouse of 
Netherhall has kindly furnished the following particulars of 
Captain Richard Senhouse : — 

He was grandson of Peter Senhouae of Netherhall, who died in 
1G54. His wife's name was Elizabeth, He acquired property in 
Whitehaven and settled there ; he built Tangier Street and Sen- 
house Street and lived in a large house in the former street which 
he named Tangier House. His portrait is at Netherhall. 

This paten was possibly a salver that belonged to bim, and 
was not originally made for its present purpose. 

Silver cup. London, 1805-6. Presented by the Earl of 
Lonsdale in 1807. 

Silver fiagon. Height 10^ inches. No spout. It hag 
four marks: — 1, T L, a rose above and below the letters, 
seven pellets ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 
4, Small black letter n, London date letter, 1690-1. It is

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A medallion in relief representing the entombment is 
soldered on the front of the fiagon.

The Rev. George Heron of Moore Hall, Lancasbire, is the 

possessor of a cup and paten, which he purchased some years 

ago from Messrs. Hancock, and which he has kindly sent for 

my inspection. Both have been burnished and done up by a 

silversmith, which has tended to obliterate the marks. Cup 

stands 6 inches high; diameter of bowl 2| ; of foot the 

same; height of stem 3 inches. Five marks: — 1, Maker's 

mark, somewhat obliterated, hut clearly the R R of Ralph 

Richardson of Chester {antejt. 165); 2, Lion passant; 3, 

Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Three lions dimidiating three 

garbs, the Chester mark ; S, Cursive capital Q, the Chester 

date letter for 1732-3. On the cup is writ, in cursive hand,

With this cup there is a small flat paten on central foot, 
which has been much cracked, and mended by silver soldering. 
Its diameter is 4| inches; diameter of foot IJ inches; height 
If. Round the upper side, or side which is uppermost, when 
the paten covers the cup, is a band of conventional foliage 
within two fillets which interlace thrice. Four marks: — 1, 
Maker's mark ; this has been applied on the lower side, where 
the punch has slipped, and it has been again applied on the 
upper side ; in both places, it is ill^ible, but resembles an 
animal's head in a plain shield ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 
3, Lion passant ; 4, D with external cusps, London date letter 
for 1601-2. This paten cannot therefore belong to the cup, 
but the cover-paten at Trinity church, Whitehaven, from 
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tbfl marki on it, may do eo. How the cup came to be 
part«d with is not known. " Whitehaven Ohapeliy" is, of 
coarse, the original diBtrict aasigoed to S. Nicholas' church, 
Whitehaven. This church was built so long ago as 1687-93, 
but it, and all other churchea in Whitehaven, were merely 
ph&pelg to the mother church of St Bees until 1835.

Whitehaven, Chbist Chubch. — Silver cup, paten, flagon, 
and alms dish. Modem. Presented hy Bev. R. F. Buddicom, 
M^., 1844. 

WoKElNQlON, Pabish ChurCh.— Silver cup. Height 
9 inches ; diameter of bonl 3| inches, and tbe same at the 
foot. The stem has a knop but no ornament. Six marks : — 
1, 1 G in script under a gem ring in a lobed shield (Isaac Cook- 
son or John Camaby) ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 4, Three towers or castles ; 5, Boman F., New- 
castle date letter, 1745-6 ; 6, Maker's mark repeated. 
Inscribed : — 

Will? Thwaites a Contributor to this in 1635 But Made New

This inscription is interesting, as it describes what often 
seems to have occurred, but which can generally only be 
inferred from tbe discrepancy between the inscriptions and 
tbe date letters, namely, tbe re-making of old silver and 
in many cases inscribing tbe earlier date on the new article. 
Isaac Cookson or John Carnaby melted down an old cup at 
Cockermouth, and put tbe original iuscription as well as his 
own marks on the new cup (ante p. 104).'

• A cup bearing inscription " Given to St Andrew's Church at Hexham 
by Mabel HoordeWid 1888" has London marks for 18S*-6, a paten bearing 
the SMno inscription bw Newcastle marks for 1721 -S. 
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of plate of this date, as at Allonby, AllballowB, and Cocker- 
mouth. 

Silver oval deep disb, used eb a paten or alms dish, 
104 iucheB long, 7^ incheB wide, and two inches deep. The 
rim is one inch broad, and has a reeded edge. It has five 
marks : — 1, Sovereign's head ; 2, Small Roman 0, Loudon 
date letter, 1789-0; 3, IK, maker's mark {O.E.F., 
p. 393) ; 4, Lion passant ; 5, Leopard's head crowned. An

Although it appears to have been given to the church in the

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THE DEANERY OF APPLEBY 
By the Rev. E, Bower, M.A. 



Appleby, St. Lawhence. — This church possesHea a set 
of seven silver Teseels, viz., one flagon, two cups, two paten 
covers, one larger paten, and an alms dish. With the 
exception of one cup, all are of the same date. 

The exceptional cup ie the earliest ; it is extremely plain 
in shape ; the bowl is almost cylindrical,- and the stem 
trumpet-shaped, with slight moulding at bottom ; no knop ; 
height 7| inches ; diameter of bowl 3} inches, of foot 4^ 
inches; depth of bowl 4^ inches; weight 12oz. 5dwt. On 
one side, in a circle of 2g inches in diameter, covering a 
sheaf of Maltese crosses with long pointed stems, is the 
following inscription in Roman capitals : —

On the other side in a smaller circle, covering fotur crossed 
anchors, is —

Three 'marks, all the same, viz., F H in a monogram in 
circular stamp. The shape of the cup leads us to believe 
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it is I7th century, and Mr. Grippe comes to the rescue. 
In 0. E. P., Sod Ed., p. 282, we read as follows :— 
IG2G-7. P H, linked letters, an annulet below, shaped shield. 
Very large plain commanlon flagons, Christ College, Cambridge. 
From this, and the general style of the cup, we may infer 
that P H manufactured this cup about 1626. 

The second cup has evidently been made to match the 
first ; but the bowl is a trifle rounder at the bottom ; height 
8 inches ; diameter of bowl 3g inches, of foot 4^ ; depth of 
bowl 4^ inches ; weight 1 2 oz. 5 dwt. It has the same 
inscriptions as the first cup. Four marks: — 1, Soman 
capital F, the mark of the maker of a communion cup at 
Chedworth church, co. Glou. (O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 295); 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small black 
letter r, London, 1694-5. The lion passant is repeated 
within the foot. 

The flagon is plain ; height 7| inches ; diameter of top 
3-tJ inches, of foot 5f inches ; weight 29 oz. 2 dwt. No 
thumb-piece or spout. On the top of the lid is a Maltese 
cross (1^ inches in height and breadth), with a pellet on 
the ends of the free arms. I H S within rays is on the 
front of the flagon. There are four marks, the same as on 
the second cup, and the lion passant and maker's marks 
are repeated within the lid. 

Faten, on central foot ; diameter of top 8^ inches, of 
foot 2^ inches; height 2| inches; weight 14 oz. II dwt. 
Inscribed, in plain oblong, is —

Alms dish; diameter llg inches; breadth of rim 1| 
inches ; weight 21 oz. 16 dwt. Same four marks as before. 
On the rim is I H S. within rays. 
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In addition, tbere are tvo paten oovers, which have no 
marks. Faten cover (No. 1); diameter of top 4^ inches, 
of foot 2^ inches ; height I^ inch; weight 5oz. ISdwt. 
Sacred monogram in rays under foot. Paten cover (No. 2) ; 
exactly eimilar to No. 1, except in height, which is a quarter 
of an inch less. 

The silver vessels at Appleby, S. Lawrence, thus divide 
into a silver cup of about 1626 ; a cup, flagon, paten on 
central foot, and alms dish, of 1694-5 ; and two paten covers 
without marks, one belonging to the earlier cup, and the 
other to the one of later date. The Maltese crosses, 
anchors, and inscriptions mnst have been added at a later 
date. 

Pewter pat«n, basin for baptism, and four fiagons. 

The terrier of 1749 says — 

Item a silver Flaggon weight Two poimda and a quarter. Item 
Two silver Chahces with covers one weighing one pound four 
Ounces, a Drachm and two scruples. Item one Faten, one Pound 
one ounce and three Quarters. Item one Bason for the Offertory 
one pound seven Ouncea and two Drachms. Item four Flagons 
and one Patten of Pewter, 

Terriers of 1867 and 1878 thus describe the Plate- 
Silver Flagon weighing 2 . 3 
Two diver chalices with cover 2.8.6 
Paten 1.1 6 
Offertory Bason 17 2 
Pewter paten and four flagons. 

Appleby, St. Michael's, Bonqate.— Tall silver gilt 
standing cup and cover repousai and chased with foliage, 
flowers, and fruit, of which we give an engraving. Bowl of 
pointed shape, on baluster stem, with three flying supports 
rising from knop to a sixteen-pointed flange, on which an up- 
right collar decorated with roses alternating with plain ovals 
supports the bowl. Similar flange and collar of larger size are 
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below the knop. The stem stands on a nipple-sbaped foot, 
which has an upright pediment with a star and tongue 
ornament, above a sloping one, on which is e^ and tongue 



ornament. The cover is similarly ornamented ; it is dome- 
shaped with upright collar on top, decorated with alternate 
lOBCB and ovals, and supporting a circular and neatly Oat plate, 
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from which rise three zoomorphic Syiog supports, carrying a 
triangular pyramid or steeple 4| inches high, with spike at 
top. The hottom of the cover is turned at right angles to 
the body thereof, and below this is a reinforcing piece with 
three parallel grooves in it These grooves have been taken 
for a screw thread, and it has been supposed that the cover 
screwed into something now lost. By passing the thumb nail 
round, it will clearly be seen that the supposed screw is not 
a screw at all but three parallel grooves. This fine cup is 
mentioned in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 280, as a 

tall cup with cover surmounted by open work steeple. 

The height of cup and cover is 21 inches, of cup alone 13| ; 
height of foot and stem 8 inches ; diameter of bowl 5 inches, 
of foot 4^ inches; weight of cup 19 oz. 16dwt., of cover 
9oz. ISdwt. There are four marks on both cup and cover, 
viz.: — 1, Maker's mark, '^B on a plain shield. This maker 
made a considerable quantity of valuable plate in the early 
part of the 17th century {ante p. 10). In 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
we see him first mentioned (p. 278) in 160t>-7 as the maker 
of cups for the Armourers' Company, London, and for Corpui 
Christi College, Cambridge; in 1612-3 in connection with 
this cup ; in 1613-4 as the manufacturer of a flagon 
for St. George's chapel, Windsor ; in 1619-0 a tall cup, 
with steeple and figure with shield and spear on cover, 
at Linton church, co. Kent, was his handiwork ; in 1627-S 
he wrought a tall standing cup for Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge ; in 1632-3 a tazza cup, baluster stem, punched 
bosses, for Armourers' Company. The other marks are : — 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Lombardio 
F with external cusps, Jjondon, 1612-3. This cup is a fine 
example of a distinctive fashion of cup much in vogue 
between 1611 and 1628, with occasional later examples. 
The Carpenters' Company of London pOBsesses four, one of 
which — the Edmonds cup — is engraven in 0. S, P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 228. The Bongate cup has locally been taken to be a 
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pyx. It is no auch thing, but a Btanding cup of the fasbioo 
of the first quarter of the l7th century. 

There is a very similar but smaller one of the year 
1613-4' at Holm Cultram (ante p. 59), and at "Westward 
(ante p. 66) is one of the fashion which succeeded to this 
Btyle. Another is at Ambleside, which will be described in 
its proper place in Ambleside deanery. These cups must 
have been made for secular purposes. The following extract 
from a terrier of 1730 will explain how this specimen came 
into the possession of the vicar and churchwardens of 
Bongate : — 

Terrier 1730 S^ Michael. 

Item one maiisionhouse &c Bepairs were allowed 

and personally approved by his late worthy patron and Prelate 
Dt William Nicolson then Lord Bishop of Carlisle who was pleased 
to testiSe his Batisfaction in so laudable a work by presenting the 
vicar & his church for ever with a large silver chalice & spiral 
- cover all double gilded & committed to his Lordships disposal by 
the worshipful Gilfrid Lawson Esq^ 

The two vicars of Bongate during the episcopate of Bishop 
Nicolson were Bamaby Symson, who died in 1712, and 
James Cock, who lived until 1738. Probably the much- 
oommended vicar and recipient of the cbalice was James 
Cock, for of Bamaby Symson the bishop writes as follows : — 

M' B. Sympson of Long-Marton is Vicar here ; And, haveing not 
resided in the parish for above twenty years past, has suffer'd' the 
Vicarage House to fall into decay.— {Miscellany Accounts of the 
Diocese of CarliU^ p. 39.) 

Bongate has also a plain silver cup on baluster stem ; 
height 64 inches ; diameter of bowl 3g, of foot 4 ; depth 
of bowl Z% ; weight 9 oz. 2 dwt. Five marks ; — I, Maker's 
mark, Ba (script letters), in an oval. This is the mark on 
Britannia plate of Francis Batty the elder. 2, Lion's 
head erased ; 3, Three castles ; 4, Old English capital 
M, Newcastle date letter for 1712-3. In O.E.P., 2Ed 
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Ed., p. 346, the first alphabet is gives as Bomao, but Mr. 
Cripps Qow thinks that mau; of the letters in it are Old 
English or of an Old English character (ajite p. 42). 
Moreover, the shield of the three castles corresponds to that 
in use previous to 1725, and is not at all like the heart- 
shaped one of a later date (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 101). These 
remarks also apply to a paten at Ormside, which will be 
described later on. 5, Figure of Britannia. 

There is a third silver cup evidently made to match the 
last one. Height 6^ inches ; diameter of top 3|, of foot 
4 inches ; depth of howl 3^ inches ; weight 8 oz. 4 dwt.

An account of the family of Hill of Ciackenthorpe, by 
Edward Bellasia, Esq., Bluemantle, Pursuivant of Arms, is

It gives pftTticulars of both Hugb Hill and John Hill.

The BoDgate terrier of 1749 specifies the plate as —

One Pyx and cover silver gilt 
Two Pewter Flagona, 
One Pewter Plate. 

ASBT. — Plain silver cup on baluster stem. Height 
6 inches ; diameter of bowl 3J inches, of Foot 3^ inches ; 
depth of howl 2J inches ; weight 8 oz. 4 dwt. Four 
indistinct marks i-'-l, 2, and 4 all seem to be roses in cir- 
cular stamps ; 3 is the maker's mark W K, beneath three 
pellets, in an oval. Three cups in the diocese, viz., Rose 
Castle, Ponsonby, and Aspatria, have roses, and W E linked, 
in square stamps, and were made at Newcastle by W. Bamsey. 
But the initials of this cup are not like any of the forms of 
W. Bamsey's linked letters. May not this he a York 
cup, and the marks the old York fleur-de-lis and double- 
seeded rose both dimidiated F The objection to this is 
there is no date letter. But on the other haod the rose does 
not resemble the Newcastle rose,, nor has it the square 
stamp, and its circular stamp is that of the York hall mark. 
Possibly this cup was given by Dr. Thomas Smith, bishop of 
Carlisle from 1684 to 1702, who was a native of Asby 
{Nicolaon and Bum's History of Cumberland, p. 291). 
When dean of Carlisle he gave plate to the Cathedral in 
1680 (ani« p. 29), and when bishop he did the same for 
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Rose Castle in 1684 (jinte p. 52). That he was a benefactor 
to his native parish appears irom Bishop Nicolson's account 
of Aaby {Miscellany AccountB of the Diocese of CarliUt 
p. 45). One George Smith, merchant taylor and citizen 
of London, built a school at Asby, and endowed it with 
£20 per annum in 1688. Bishop Nicolson in 1703 
writes : — 

This Founder has been already outdone by a namesake & Fellow 
Farishioner, D; Thomas Smith, the late worthy Bishop of Carlisle 
who baviug been bom at Whitewall in this Parish, bestowed 
(amongst his many other deeds of Charity) £100 upon this little 
school, which is the chief of Its stock. 

It is therefore probable that he gave plate to the church 
(included above in "other deeds of charity"), for Bishop 
Nicolson seldom mentions church plate. 

This cup, together with the trunk of a pewter flagon (the 
lid, lip, thumb-piece, and handle all being gone), and a 
paten, is in the possession of a Mr. Cruy, the son of a 
previous rector. At present his intention is to keep it in 
remembrance of bis father, but it is to be hoped he may 
shortly be induced to return it to the church, its own proper 
resting place. 

Modern plated vessels, presented by Miss Hill. 

DoFTON. — Plain silver cup ; height 5| inches ; diameter 
of bowl 3 inches, of foot 2g ; depth of bowl 3^ inches ; 
weight 3oz. lOdwt. Five marks: — I, IF, the initials of 
Jonathan French, "bound apprentice, Oct. 20, 1695," and 
therefore out of bis time in 1702. His mark is found on 
plate of 1707 and 1723. 2, Lion passant turned to right. 
Mr. Cripps in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 346, says of Newcastle 
plate — 

From 1721 to 1725 the lion passant is found turned to the right, 
a most unusual circumstance. 
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3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, Three castles, Newcastle town 
mark; 5, Old Engliefa capital D (1724-5), not exactly like 
either of the two letters in Mr. Cripps' two editions. 

Silver paten, a waiter or salver,, with scalloped border, 
standing on three feet; sacred monogram in rays in the 
centre of top. Beneath in the inscription : —

1668. 

Four marks: — 1, Old English capital L, London, 1766-7; 
2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, T . H with 
pellet between, above I . C also with pellet between ; weight 
8 oz. 8 dwt. Troy. 

Modem silver cup, given by the Bev. J. R. Henderson, 
at the same time as the paten, and with the same inscription 
upon it. 

Pewter flagon and paten. The flagon has the initials 
A C, and the paten the name of maker, Abraham Growling. 

The Dufton terriers of 1749 gives — 

Imprimis one Pewter Flaggon. Item one silver chalice weighing 
about four ounces one Paten & Baein for the Offertory. 

That of 1867 gives- 
Silver cup weighing four ounces for communion. 1 pewter plate 
1 large pewter flagon. 

That of 1878— 
Two silver chalices one silver Paten one Pewter paten, one Pewter 



KiREBTTHOKE. — Neat plain cup, bell-shaped bowl, with 
paten cover. Cup, height 8^ inches ; diameter of bowl 4^ 
inches, of foot 4^ inches ; depth of bowl 4g inches ; weight 
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11 oz, 3dwt. Four marks: — 1, RW in shaped sbield 
with something below. Although there are here and at 
Milbum four of these R W marks, the device is always 
indistiact. Mr. Cripps in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 278, 
mentions a maker in 1605-6 whose mark was RW, pellet 
below, shaped shield. He made a rose water dish, repoussS 
with marine monsters, Elizabethan belts and foliage, for the 
Clothworkers' Company. 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, 
Lion passant; 4, Italic small q, London date letter for 
1633-4. In O.E.P.y 2nd Ed., p. 333, the sides of the 
shield of the letters q, e, and v, in this alphabet, only are 
curved — the rest are angular. But the punch which struck 
the ICirkbythore and Milburn plate is curved on the dexter 
and angular on the sinister sidfe. Under the foot is the 
word — 

Kirkby=thure. 

From this and the registers (where the same word occurs) it 
seems the correct name for the parish is Kirkby Thure, and 
those who stilt talk of Kirkby Thure are more accurate 
in their pronunciation than their better educated neigh- 
bours. Paten cover ; diameter of top 5J inches, of foot 
2| inches; depth of basin 1^ inches ; weight 5oz. 9dwt. 
Four marks, the same as on the cup. 

Pewter flagon, with thumb-piece and paten. 

The terrier of 1749 specifies — 

ImprimU one Pewter Flaggon weighing about four Pounds. Item 
one silver chalice with y* cover weig'hing about one Pound ten 
ounces one Paten. 

Those of 1867 and 1878 are brief- 
One plate one paten one chalice, 

LoNQ Mabton. — Elizabethan silver cup ; height 5| 
inches ; diameter of bowl 3| inches, of foot 3^ ; depth 
of bowl 3 J inches ; weight 4 oz. 11 dwt. It has around the 
bowl the Elizabethan floral belt. On the top of the stem, 
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and rouDd the foot in two places, are bands of ornamental 
work. Three marfag : — I, E D, ligatured ; 2 and 3, a loae of 
four petals in a circular punch. No date letter. The marks, 
including the maker's, are the same as those on the Bolton 
and Irebj cups, which were probably assayed at Carlisle 
(ante p. 54) and are attributed by Mr. Cripps to 1565 or 
thereabouts (ib. p. 53). But as the Long Marton cup, though 
hammered, has not been made like the foregoing, out of an 
overlapping sheet of silver, it may be conjectured that E D 
manufactured it after be had acquired more experience in 
the silversmith's art, and its floral belt poiats to a later date 
than that of the belt of " small indentations" at Bolton and 
Ireby (ib. p. 53). It most likely belongs to the 1570-1-2 
period of activity in providing " decent communion cups " 
in the northern province (ib. p. 82). 

The terrier of 1749 gives — 
ImprimiB one Fewter Flaggon Item one silver 'chalice weighing 
about eight ounces, one Paten, one Basin for the Offertory. 

Those of 1867 and 1878 say- 
One silver cup, ooe metal Flagon and Faten. 
The large pewter flagon and paten are still at Long 
MartoQ, and in 1881 a new set of silver vessels were 
purchased by subscription. They have the following in-

MlLBURN.— A chapel of ease to Kirkby There. 

Plain silver cup and paten cover, very similar to those at 
the mother church, only smaller.

4^ inches; weight about 10 oz. Four marks as at Kirkby 
Thore:— 1, RW with pellet below in shaped shield; 2, 
Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small italic 
letter ;, 163S-4.

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Paten cover, diameter of top 4^ inches, of foot 2^ ; bei|;bt 
If inches; weight 4oz.

The terriers of 1875 and 1878 simply state— 
1 silver paten, one ditto chalice. 

MuRTON cum Hilton. — A new district church in the 
parish of St. Michael's, Bongate. 

The terriers of 1867 and 1878 give the plate as 
One chalice one Flagon and one plate. 
These are modern and of base metal. 

NeWBIQGEN. — Silver cup on very plain stem. In the 
place of a knop is a cable band. Height 7| inches ; 
diameter of bowl 3| inches, of foot Sg ; depth of bowl 3| ; 
weight 9i>z. 6 dwt. Five marks: — 1, j'j^, the whole beneath 
a gem ring. This is the mark of Messrs. Langland and 
Robertson {ante p. 179). From an old newspaper in the 
possession of Mr. Sewell of Newcastle we leara that 

on the 26^ & 30"" of November 1784 Mess? Langland & Robertson 
had work stamped to the amount of 7305 oz. amongst which were 
I<^ coffee pots, 112 tettpots, 190 tongs, 9 doz table spoons, and a 
great number of cups, tankards, pots &c, 

Tlie object of this proceeding was, of course, to escape the 
duty of sixpence per ounce imposed, or rather re-imposed, in 
that year (0. E. P., 2nd Ed , p. 66). Meesra Langland and 
Robertson got all this pkte assayed and stamped before this 
act came into operation. 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's 
head crowned ; 4, Three castles ; 5, Roman capital M 
(1778-9). 

Pewter flagon and paten. 

A terrier of 1749 gives — 
Imprimis one Pewter Flagon. Item one silver chalice w*** the 
cover gilt weighing about Twelve ounces, one Paten, one Bason for 
the offertory. 
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Obmside. — The terriers of 1749 and 177" describe the 
church plate as — 

Impiimis, one Pewter Flaggon one silver chalice weighing ab^ nine 
onuceB & one eilver Paten ab* 14 ounces. 

In 1878 the vessels are said to be 

One silver plate, one silver cup pewter flaggon. 

These are all in use at the present time. 

Silver cup, truncated cone, with cable ornament around 
the foot of the howl. Plain round knop. Height 6 inches ; 
diameter of top of howl 3f inches, of foot 3^ inches ; 
depth of bowl 4^ inches. Four marks: — 1, An illegible 
mark, possibly a lion passant ; 2 and 3 are the same, Roman 
I D above an eight-pointed star, in a plain shield ; 4, A single 
castle in plain shield. There is no date letter. The same 
marks are on plate thus described by Mr. Cripps : — 

Another mark, probably attributable to Newcastle, is on Chimjh 
plate at Gateshead, dated 1672. This is a single heraldic castle or 
tower, on a small shield and accompanied by what seems to be 
intended for a lion passant on a plain oval shield but turned to the 
right The same marks occur on a communion cup at Boldon also 
dated 1672. The maker's mark is ID in both cases (0. E. P., 
2nd Ed., p. 71). 

The initials are those of John Dowthwaite, who took up 
his freedom at Newcastle ia 1666, and died in 1673. In 
1666 he is called a glazier, but when he takes an apprentice 
soon afterwards he is called a goldsmith ; no doubt he was 
apprenticed to a glazier, the Glaziers' Company being one of 
the five amalgamated companies {ante p. 85). There is a lion 
passant on the glaziers' arms, from which probably I D took 
his lion, and the single castle may have been taken from 
the crest of the Newcastle arms, which is a single castle, 
whereas the arms themselves are three castles. The date 
of the Ormside cup must be about 1672. 
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Silver patea ; diameter of top 9^ incbes, of foot 3j 
inches ; height of stem 2f . iDscription : — 
Ex dono M. H in memoria 
of Hir Son 
Cypriani Hilton Nat : 7 Aug 1700. 
Obijt 16 Aug' 1712

Also gave the Interest of Ten Pounda to the Poor of Ormside for 
ever. 

Five marks ; — 1, Old English F in oval, Newcastle, 1707-8. 
Another instance of an Old English capital previous to 1721 
{attte p. 42). 2, Three castles in similar shield to the one 
on the Bongate cup ; 3, Ba in an oval, Francis Betty's mark 
again ; 4, Lion's head erased ; 5, Britannia. 

There is a Hilton porch and some Hilton monuments in 
Ormside church. M. H. is Mary Hilton, but it does not 
appear from the county histories who she was. 

Pewter 6agon, with lid and thumb-piece. 

Temple Sowerby. — Also a chapel of ease to Eirkby 
There. 

Plain silver cup, obtained in the same year and from the 
same makers as the Newbiggen cup, and very similar to it. 
Height 8g inches ; diameter of top of bowl 3§ inches, of 
foot 3 inches ; depth of bowl 4jV incbes ; weight 12 oz. Troy. 
Five marks, the same as on the cup at Newhiggen, viz. : — 
1, The mark of Messrs. Langland and Robertson ; 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Three castles ; 5, 
Roman capital M, Newcastle date letter for 1778-9.

BAS3ENTHWAITE, NeW ChXHIGH OF ST. JoHN THE EVAN- 
GELIST. — Silver flagon, cbalice, and paten of elaborate recent 
design. Brass alms dish. 

There is no terrier for Bassenthwaite of the year 1749. 

BoRBOWDALE. — The earliest terrier existing is that of 
1867, which gives — 

Item Two Pewter oups and one Pewter Plate, 
while that of 1878 gives 

One oak case containing silver cup and Paten and one fingon 
(electro-plated). 

The silver cup and paten are of the year 1871. The 
pewter paten is still in existence, and there is also a pewter 
flagon, but the cups have disappeared. 

Borrowdale was one of the five " Chappela of Ease" in 
the parish of Groat hwaite, the others being Wythhurn,

Newlands, S. John's in the Vale, and Thornthwaite. The 
duties were generally supplied by readers, or pereooB not 
in oiders, of whom Bishop Nicolaon says — 

The Readers in these Dales are commonly more rich than the 
Cnrates (much better provided for, iu appearance) in other parts 
of the Diocese ; haveing the Advantage of drawing Bills, Bonds, 
Conveyances, Wills &o. which the Attomies elsewhere claim aa 
their property: But since the Duty of stamp'd paper came in 
Fashion, their Revenues are much abated on this Article. — 
Mwellany AceounU of the Diocese of Carlile, p. 98. 

The stipend of the richest of these readers was, according 
to Bishop Nicolson, only £5 Is. 8d. 

Crosthwaitb. — A terrier of 1749 states that tbere were 
then at this church 

one Pewter Flaggon, one Pewter Dish Two silver Cbalicee weighing 
about eight ounces, one pewter paten. 

These have all disappeared. In their stead is now in use 
a costly service of silver gilt, viz., one 6agon, two cups, two 
patens, and an alms dish. These were made by I. J. K., the 
maker of a similar set at Brigham (ante p. 104), and pre- 
sented to the church under the circumstances mentioned in 
the following extract from the parish books, for which we 
are indebted to the kindness of the Rev. T. K. Ricbmond, 
the present vicar:— 

The undersigned being the Churchwardens for the year 1846 have 
had presented to us for the use of the Parishioners a valuable and 
complete set of sUver gilt Communion Service consisting of two 
Chalices, two Patens, one Flagon, and an Offerings Plate. The 
Chalices bear the following inscription, "Accipiam Calicem Saln- 
taris" ; The Patens, "Res Mysterium Sanctae Incamationis turn 
libera Nob, Domine"; The Flagon, "Te Laudamus Tibi Bene- 
dicimna"; The offerings plate, "Tua Sunt omnia, Domine, et e 
tuis dedimns tibi." This generous & munificent gift was from 
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Arthur Hulton Egq who was then a temporary resident at Fortin- 
Bcale aad a comparatiTe stranger amongst qb. The old Service 
was given to M^ Hulton who presented the two old Silver Cuis 
to the Chapelries of Newlands & Wythbum at that time under 
the cure of Rev^ John Monkhouae & Rev. James Bosh. The 
Pewter Flagons and Dish were brolcen up in order that they 
might not be desecrated by any other use being made of them. 
George Williamson > „ , 
Henry Wood } Churchwardens. 

The donor of this plate, Mr. Hulton, wag afterwards ordained 
by Bishop Waldegrave, and built and was the first incumbent 
of Iv^ill churcb> 

The modern terriers of Crosthwaite describe the church 
goods by reference, thus : — 

An inventory of the Goods of the church such as Communion 
Plata Surplices &o is kept in a book in the Custody of the Church- 
wardens. 

It is certainly a disadvantage there should be no record in 
the bishop's registry of the church goods, but this inventory 
was ordered by the ordinance of 157), to which we are 
coming. 

In Whelan'a Bistory of Cumberland some very curious 
information is contained, as to the parish of Crosthwaite — 
The population of this parish, as well as that of most others in the 
north of England, continued attached to the Catholic religion long 
after the inhabitants of the southern counties had embraced Pro- 
testantism ; and so late as the 13'>' Elizabeth (1571) we find that 
the services of the ancient church were celebrated here, and attended 
by the people. In that year an ordinance was issued by the Bishop 
of Carlisle, directed to Henry Lord Sorope of Bolton, lord warden 
of the Western Marches of England ; Simon Musgrave Kn* ; 
Richard Dudley Esq' of Yanwath Hall ; and other commissioners 
for causes ecclesiastical within the province of York ; the vicar of 
Crosthwaite, the eighteen sworn men (sideraen), the church- 
wardens ; the representatives of the house of Derwentwater ; the 
sealer and receiver of the Queen's m^esty's portion at the mines ; 
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the b&iliS% of Keswick, Wythburn, Borruwdale, Tbornthwute, 
BruDdboIme, and the forester of Derwent Fells, who are connnanded 
lo assemble at Crosthwaite church upon tbe afternoon of Ascendou 
Day, and then and there to elect, choose and nominate tbe eighteen 
men for the ensuing year and also tbe churchwardens, — Whelan't 
Jiiitory of Cumberland, p. 334, 

It is uDDecessar; to reprint here tbe oaths specified to be 
taken by the eigbteen and by tbe churchwardens, who were 
directed 

to provide before Cbristmas then next following two fair large com- 
mon eupi with covers one fiue diaper napkin for the.commitnion and 
sacramental bread and two fair pott or flagons of tin for the 
wine. — Bistorg of the Church of Crosthwaite, published anony- 
mously, 1853. 

They were also commanded 

to sell before the first day of December of tbe aforesaid year, all 
tbe Popish relics and monuments of superstition and idolatry, as 
presently remain in the said parish, of the church or parish goods, 
converting tbe prices thereof received to tbe parish use wholly, viz. 
two pipes of silver, one silver pax, one cross of cloth of gold, which 
was on a vestment ; one copper cross, two chalices of silver, two 
corporase rases, three band bells, tbe iron whereon tbe paschal 
stood, one pair of sensures, one ship, one head of a pair of 
sensures, twenty nine brazen or Latyne candlesticks of six quarters 
long ; one holy water tankard of brass, tbe canopies which hanged, 
and that which was carried over the blessed sacrament ; two brazen 
or Latiue cbnsmatories tbe vail cloth tbe sepulchre cloths and 
painted cloths with pictures of Peter and Paul and of the Trinity,*— 
Whelan't History of Cumberland, p. 334, 

It was also ordered that 

tbe four vestments, tunicles, five chestables and all other vestments 

belonging to the said parish church, and to the chapels within the 

* Unfortunately in Edwui) VI'k Inveiitory of church gooda in Cumber- 
loud the n&mea of half the parieheB have been toni off, and Croethvajte ii 
among the number of the loBt names, bo that we cannot compare Whelan'e list 
of church goods at Crosthwaite in 1671 with (bat returned by Edward VI'» 
ConuniuionarB in 15I>2. 
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Hkid parish be defaced, cut in pieces, and of them covering for the 
pulpit and oushionB made and provided; and that the albea and 
amyseH ehould likewise be sold ; and fine linen cloths for the com- 
munion table, and a covering of buckram, fring^ed, for the same, be 
bought and provided before Christmas next ; and that there shonld 
be provided before that period, for the chapels in the parish, decent 
common eupt of silver or tin. — Ibid p. 334. 

It was further ordered that 

all the parishioners of Crosthwaite being; of years of discretion and 
sufficiently instructed In the grounds and principles of the Chriatian 
&itb, ihould openly communicate at least three timet in their parish 
church yearly, whereoj Easter was the one time ; and at all such 
general communions the deacons and ministers of the chapeU in the 
parish should help and assist the vicar and curate at the ministration 
of the same.— iJid p. 335. 

I have supplemented the deficieDciee of Whelan's extracts 
from the document by resource to the anoDymous writer, 
but neither say where the document is to be found : they 
quote much more from it of the greatest interest, but not 
germane to ova present subject. The date, 1571, is of 
importance as connected with the occorrence in the diocese 
of BO many cups of that year. The then bishop of Carlisle, 
Kicbard Barnes, was appointed in 1570. His predecessor, 
John Best, the first Protestant bishop of Carlisle, appointed in 
1560, had enough on his hands without entering on a crusade 
against " massing chalices" and other " monuments of super- 
stition," seeing that 

He received in 1564 a commission from Elizabeth, by which he was 
empowered to arm himself and liis dependents ; a measure deemed 
necessary in consequence of the unsettled and turbulent state of the 

diocese.— (WAeton, p. 109). 

Another account states that he was commissioned to arm 
"against the tumultuous and enraged populace" {Hutckinaon, 
vol. ii, p. 629) ; an uncongenial occupation, we must think, 
for a man described by Fuller as " a grave and learned divine " 
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{Wkelan, p. 109). He died oo May 22od, 1570. Biahop 
Barnes, wbo succeeded bitn in the Bame year, bad been chan- 
cellor at York, and retained his chancellorship for a year 
after bis promotion to the aee of Carlisle. In 1571 Crrindal, 
Arcbbisbop of York, issued his injunction for the substi- 
tution of "cupa" for "chalices" {ante p. 82), whicb 
injunction tbe number of cups of that date shews that 
Bisbop Barnes speedily enforced in bis own diocese ; and the 
question arises Was sucb a document as that addressed to 
Crostbwaite at all exceptional ? May not similar ones be 
mouldering in other parish chests ? 

Ho silver cup purchased in obedience to this ordinance 
is Qow to be found, either at Crostbwaite or in any of the 
chapelries, though we might be induced by tbe foregoing 
extract from tbe parish register to search at N'ewlands and 
Wytbburn. But the Crostbwaite cup whicb was given to 
Newlanda was speedily disposed of in favour of a showy set 
of electro-plate, while tbe one at Wytbburn proves to be a 
London cup of tbe year 1656-7, and the one given to 
Ifewlanda would probably be of this date also. Tbe cup at 
Wytbburn weigba 9oz. 11 dwt. Thia ia near enough to 
eight ouncea to explain that the Croathwaite terrier of 1749 
in saying 

two ailver chalices weighing about eight onnces 

means eight ounces each. We have no clue to what became 
of the 

two fair large common cupa of ailver with covers 

enjoined by tbe ordinance of 1571 to be got Feasibly they 
never were got, or disappeared during the " troubles " 
(the Commonwealth). 

The destruction of the pewter vessels to prevent tbeir 
desecration can be paralleled. A set in this diocese, for 
a similar reason, was buried in tbe dead of night, and another 
hurled into the depths of Buttermere Lake, 
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Grange. — This ia a perpetual curacy of modern foun- 
dation, built by Miea Heatbcote, and conaecrated by bisliop 
Waldegrave. Miss Heatbcote also presented silver oup and 
paten. 

The cup IB very plain, bell bowl, on plain trumpet-sbaped 
stem ; do knop ; height 7g inches ; diameter of bowl 3J, 
of foot 3| ; depth of bowl 5jV ; weight 10 ounces. On one 
side is engraved a device consisting of two branches of 
conventional foliage, rather like ostrich plumes, tied to- 
gether ; on the other is the sacred monogram with the nails 
and cross, within rays. This cup was probably intended for 
secular purposes, and the sacred monogram added afterwards. 
Four marks, very much worn :— 1, Maker's mark, in a circle, 
F combined with some other letter ; 2, Leopard's bead 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Small Old English a, London, 
1678-9. 

The paten is on central foot ; diameter 5^ inches ; 
diameter of foot 2-^; height 14; weight 3 oz, 12dwt. 
Four marks: — 1, A Roman capital D is all that remains of 
the maker's mark, but it may be the mark of Wm. Denny 
and John Bathe (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 298) ; 2, Lion's head 
erased ; 3, Britannia ; 4, Court-hand v, London, 1715-6. 
The Britannia stamp is also repeated under the foot. 

Nothing is known of the history of these vessels prior 
to their presentation by Miss Heatbcote. 

There is also at Grange a plated flagon. 

Keswick, St. John. — Electro-plat«d service. This is a 
church of recent foundation. 

Newlajids. — Electro-plated flagon, cup, and paten. This 
was one of the five "Chappelries of Ease" to Crosthwaite. 
No terrier of 1749 : those of 1867 and 1878 give no in- 
formation. 

The Crosthwaite cup, given to this chapel, was sold to 
raise the funds for the purchase of the electro-plated set. 
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St. John's in the Vale.— Also one of the " Chappelries 
of Ease " to Crostbwaite. Plain silver cup of Dublin make 
OQ baluster stem ; height 7 inches ; diameter of top 4^ 
inches, of foot 4J inches ; depth of bow! 3^ ; weight 
14 oz. 2 dwt. The stem is filled with lead, and the foot 
soldered to it. Three marks: — 1, IS, with pellet above, 
below, and between, in a circle ; 2, Small Roman b, Dublin 
mark for 1659 ; 3, Harp crowned in shaped punch. Inscrip- 
tion on foot : — 

• The fi«e giit of Robert Wrenn 
to the Chappell of S^ Joho i • 1659. 

Modem silver paten and flagon have been acquired since 
1867, in which year the terrier specifies — 

Silver cup Pewter Flagon and Paten, 
which last two are now missing. 

Thobnihwaite. — Flagon, paten, and chalice of the pre- 
sent reign, presented to the church by the Rev. James Lynn, 
formerly vicar of Crosthwaite. This place was one of the 
" Cbappelries of Ease" to Crosthwaite. 

Thbelkeld.— The terrier of 1749 states that the com- 
munion vessels here consisted of 

one Pewter Flaggou, one Chalice with a cover weighing about 
14OT one Paten & one bason for y« offertory. 



The paten cover is lost, but the cup remains. Its dimensions 
are as follows:— Height 7 J inches; diameter of bowl 3f, of 
foot 3f ; depth of bowl 3^ ; weight 8oz. 13 dwt. Three 
marks : — 1 , T H in lobed stamp, same maker's mark as at 
Kirkandrewa on Esk {ante p. 41) ; 2, Small d in plain 
shield, York date letter, 1636-7 ; 3, Old York mark, 
fleur-de-lys and crowned rose, both dimidiated and con- 
joined in a plain circular shield. Inscription on foot :— 
Thomas Gaskarth 1684, 
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A band of pricked oraamentation, g iucfaes wide, ia round 
the bowl ; a smaller one is on tbe foot. The bowl is of 
the truncated cone shape, and the stem has knop. 

The Gaskartbs of tbe Hill Top were an ancient local 
family, one of whose heiresses married, in 1774, tbe then 
Earl of Suffolk. 

Threlkeld also possesses plated flagon and paten. 

Threlkeld was a cbapelry of Greystock. 

Wythburn. — Plain cup, on baluster stem, bell bowl j 
height 6^ inches ; diameter of bowl 3|, of foot 3^ ; depth 
of bowl 3 inches; weight doz. 11 dwt. Four marks: — 

1, I Gr above a star of six points, in heart-shaped stamp ; 

2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3^ Lion passant ; 4, Court-band S, 
London, 1655-6. The date 1660 is engraved on the bowl. 
Tbe terrier of 1867 says— 

Goods of the church communion cup. 

Electro-plated Sagon and paten have since been acquired. 
Wythburn is one of the " Chappelries of Ease" to Cros- 
tbwaite. 

Tbe silver cup now at Wythburn, and mentioned in tbe 
terrier of 1867, was formerly at Crosthwaite, and was pre- 
sented to Wythburn under the circumstances mentioned 
ante p. 191. By its date, it cannot have been one of the 
two cups tbe churchwardens of Crosthwaite were ordered, 
in 1571, to provide. 
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THE DEANERY OF CARTMEL 
Bt Henry Fletcheb-Riooe. 



Allithwaite 18 a modern cburcb in the parish of 
Cartmel, and has a set of modern plate, silver, viz., two 
cups, flagoD, paten, and alms dUb, 

Cartmel. — This magnificeDt oburcb, as might be ex- 
pected, is rich in silver plate. It possesHes a cup and cover- 
paten of old York make, and a cup, paten, plate, and two 
flagons of London make. 

The York cup and cover-paten weigh together about 
16oz. Sdwt Each has three identical marks, and on the 
cup is the date 1668. The marks are: — 1, Very much worn 
but taken in conjunction with the other marks, and the date 
on the cup, there is no doubt that it is L, the York date 
letter for 1668-9. Mr. Cripps {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 338) 
has no example of this year. 2, MB, linked letters, the 
mark of an old York maker of whose work examples are 
mentioned in O.E.P., 2nd Ed., pp. 76, 77, viz., a tankard 
belonging to the Corporation of Hull, a paten at Bolton 
Abbey, and a communion cup at St. Michael's, Spurriergate, 
York. 3, The old York mark, a fleur-de-lis dimidiating a 
crowned rose in a circular punch. The cup has bell-bowl, 
on which a band of ornament, foliage contained within two 
straps, which interlace. The stem has knop, round which 
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and round the foot is a wreath of laurel, and the same ii 
round the paten cover, which is of the usual button pattern. 
The cup stands 9^ inches high ; diameter of bowl 4^ inches, 
of foot 5 iuches. 

The plate, though of London make, has been got at 
the same time as the York cup and cover. It is plain, 
8j inches in diameter; weighs S oz. 4 dwt. Four marks : — 
1, R-D, pellet between, something above, crescent below, in 
plain shield. The mark of R D, cinquefoil below, shaped 
escutcheon, is given under date 1668-9 in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 289. 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, 
Bkck-letter capital L, London date letter 1668-9. 

The second cup b perfectly plain, 9^ inches high ; 
diameter of howl i^ ioches, of foot 4^^. It is so similar 
in shape and dimensions to the York cup, as to justify the 
conjecture that it was made to match. It has four marks ; — 
1, I -I, fleur-de-lys below, in shaped shield. This maker, 
who also used a mark with a little variation, made com- 
munion flagons at S. Margaret's, Westminster ; candlesticks 
at Exeter Cathedral ; tankard at Christ's College, Cam- 
bridge, &c. (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 295). 2, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; this also occurs under the foot. 
4, Small black letter r, London date letter for 1694-5. 
The paten belonging to this cup has precisely the same 
marks. It has a central foot, and is 7^ inches in diameter. 
It weighs about 8 oz., and the cup about 20 oz. 

The fiagons match in size and shape; each stands 12f 
inches high, by a diameter of 7^ inches at the base, and 4 
at the top. Each has handle, thumb-piece, and lid. One 
weighs 33 oz. 19 dwt. ; and has on it the date, 1736, and 
the initials A.W. A most curiously intertwined. It has 
what seem to be five marks, but which in reality are ouly 
four, the date letter having been put on twice: — 1, B:B 
in plain oblong, comers rounded (0. E, P., 2nd Ed., p. 306, 
maker of flagon and alms dish at Halsall church, co. Lan- 
caster) ; 2, lion passant ; 3, Small Bomau a, London,

1736-7. This IB repeated again about J inch vertically 
below first impreBaion, which has been a failure. 4, Leopard's 
bead crowned. 

The second flagon weighs 45 oz. 19dwt., and has oo it 
the date, 1739, and the same initials, AW A, in a simpler 
monogram. Foar marks: — 1, RB in script, in a shaped 
punch ; 2, Lion passant, turned upside down ; 3, Small 
Roman d, in shaped escutcheon, London, 1739-0; 4, Leo- 
pai'd's head crowned. 

There is no doubt of these two flagons being by the same 
maker, and the change in his mark is due to 

the Act of 1739 which came into operation on May 28^ & ordered 
the makers to destroy their existing marks aad to substitute for 
them the initials of their Christian and surnames directing in addi- 
tion that the new letters should in each case be of a different 
character or alphabet from those used before (0. E. P., 2nd Ed,, 
p. 52). 

This enactment was intended to do away with the variations 
that existed from 1730, some makers using the first two 
letters of their surname ; others the initials of their Christian 
and surname. 

No information can be obtained from Chester as to this 
plate: it ie not mentioned in any terrier, but one would 
imagine that the churchwarden accounts for 166S, 1694, 1 736, 
and 1739, if existing, would give some particulars. 

The ancient chapelries in the parish of Cartmel are four, 
viz., Cartmel Fell, Staveley, Lindale, and Flookburgh.* 



Casthel Fell possesses a modem silver cup, presented 
in 1846. It has also a pewter flagon with lid, standing 
nearly 12 inches in height to top of knob on lid, and also 
two pewter plates about 9 inches in diameter. 
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There ia also an old cup of white metal, much resembling 
a large wine glass, and standing about 6 ioches high. It 
has some figures of birds engraved round it, near the top. 

This place was a chapelry to Cartmel. 

CoLTON. — A terrier for the year 1 778 at Cheater specifies 
for Colton— 

1 pewter flagon 1 silver chalice 1 pewter paten. 
These were superseded in 1879 by a silver plated set (cbalice, 
flagon, paten or plate), purchased by subscription, but the 
valuable Elizabethan chalice with its cover-pateu still re- 
mains. The cup stands 6| inches high, and the diameter of 
the bowl and foot are the same, 3^ of an inch. The bowl is 
bell-sbaped, with Elizabethan belt of floral ornament; the 
stem has knop, slightly ornamented. The paten is 3J inches 
in diameter, its button 1^ ; and its height f inch. On the 
button is the date 1571. Both cup and paten have the 
same marks, four in number, though differently arranged. 
On the paten they are: — 1, Small black-letter o, London, 
1571-2; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's bead crowned; 
4, Some small object : this mark, which comes first on the 
chalice, and is much worn there, may be the fleur-de-lis, 
without a shield, given in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 270, as on 
a communion cup at St. Olavee, Old Jewry, London. The 
Colton cup weighs about 5oz, ISdwt., and the cover about 
1 oz. 11 dwt. Colton has also a silver plate about 6 inches 
in diameter, on which a set of Loudon hall marks for 1851, 
and this inscription ; — 

■+ Humbly offered on the feast of the Holy Trinity 1852 for the 
service of tlie Altai in the Parish Church of Colton Lancashire. 

This was the gift of the late vicar, the Eev. S. T. 
Clarke, M.A. 

It is hard to conceive why in 1879 it was considered 
well to supersede this plate and the Elizabethan cup and 
cover by a plated set. It was actually proposed to sell the 
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cup and cover to raise tlie wherewithal to pay for the plated 
aiticlee, and it is to the credit of the vicar that he resisted 
this proposal. The pewter flagoo Btill exists : no marks. 

Coltoa was a Chapel to Hawkshead, and was made a 
parish in 1676* 

Field BROUaHTON.— Silver cup ; height 6 inches ; dia- 
meter of bowl 3g inches ; weight 6 oz. 4 dwt. Silver paten ; 
width 6| inches ; weight 9 az. 2 dwt. 7 gr. Hall marks five: — 
I, Head of Qeo. Ill; 2, Date letter, small Roman h, London, 
1817-S; 3, Leopard's head crowned; 4, Lion passant; 5, 
Maker's initials, W B upside down. The hall marks on the 
chalice are indistinct, but tbey appear to have been the same 
as those on the paten, except the W B : the date letter, b, 
alone is clearly legible. 

The chalice has this inscription : — 

Presented by Scholes Birch Esq. of Stoneydale cottage to Field 
Broughton .Chapel ; Philip Knipe Curate A.D. 1817. 

The paten has no inscription. 

A good silver plated flagon, 12 inches high, and two 
silver-plated plates, 9 inches wide. InBcribed under the 
rim of one of these plates : — 

Flafon and two plates presented to Field Broughton Church by 
M^ John Pollard of Holker in memory of his devoted and affec- 
tionate wife who departed this life on the 26*^ of April ao. dom. 
1867.

This gift by Mr. Pollard is mentioned (with a similar gift 
by him to Flookburgh chapel) in Annates CaermoeUnses, 
p. 306. 

There are no terriers at Chester for Field Bcougbton. 

c Record Sucittj/, vol. I, Lancaihire and Cheshirt 
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FiNSTHWAlTE bas a silver cup io good preeervatioD, which 
is DOW used ; height 63 inches ; width of bowl 3^ inches, of 
foot 3^. The bowl is bell-shaped, with slight lip ; the atem 
has' small knop. It has four marks, all the same, viz., 
G- S with an object below, in a shaped shield (see 0. E. P., 
2nd Ed., p. 306). The shaped shield is similar to that con- 
taining mark of Gabriel Sleath, given in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
p. 301, tmder date 1711-2, while the object, which resembles 
the planet Saturn with a line underneath, occurs in the mark 
of Gabriel Sleath in 1709, and of Humphrey Payne in that 
year (0. E. P., 2Dd Ed., p. 301). 

Finstbwaite also has old pewter flagon of plain make, 
with lid and handle ; height without the lid 11 inches ; 
width at top 4^ inches, at base 6f inches. Mark on the 
bottom, I N. No inscription. 

An old pewter paten, with a foot; nidtb 9 inches ; height 
3 inches ; width of foot 3^ inches. Underneath, on its 
bottom, is an elaborate stamped shield, bearing in its dexter 
side a garb, on sinister side a cock crowing, with uplifted 
wings. Above the shield a mark which looks like an 
anchor, with a X or K under it; also four punched marks, 
very much worn, look like the I N on the bottom of the 
flagon. 

Finsthwaite has in present use silver chalice, paten, and 
flagon, and brass alms dish. All these are enclosed in a good 
oaken case, are dated 1674, and were presented to the parish 
by Richard Fedder, Esq., of Finsthwaite House, on the con- 
secration of the present church, which was built on the site 
of the old church, at the liberal cost of T. Newhy Wilson, 
Esq., of The Landing, in Finsthwaite parish. 

FL0OEBUB0H.~No terriers exist as to this place at 
Chester, which may be accounted for by its being originally 
a mere cbapelry to Gartmel. In that most valuable book, 
Stockdale's AnvaUe CaermoeUnBea, there is an interesting 
account of the vessels belonging to this chapel, written by 
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Mr. Stockdale. It commeDces with an extract from the 

Old Flookburgh Chapel Book :—

The above mentioned plate, according to a copy of a letter I have 
in my possession, written by my grandfather to Messrs. Boulton 
and Watt (Watt ! a man that never can be forgotten) of Soho, 
Binuingham, was manufactured at their works there, tiien of worid 
wide celebrity. This communion plate, which was not of solid 
silver, but of plated metal with Bilver mouldings, after some 
seventy-six years of continual use, had become very shabby, and 
even made ihe sacrament wine taste more or less bitter if left 
therein but for a short time. It was then (1867) that the benevo- 
lent M' Pollard, of Holker, presented to the Chapel of Flookburgh 
its present handsome and appropriate communion Service, vizt a 
flagon, two chalices, one paten, two alms dishes, and a spoon, with 
a case to contain the whole. On the paten is the following in- 
scription — "Ad gloriam Dei presented to Flookburgh Church by 
M' John Pollard, of Holker, in memory of his devoted and affec- 
tionate wife, who departed this life on the 20th of April Anno 
Domini 1867. Thomas Bigg, B,A. Incumbent." — Annales Caer- 
moeUnsa, pp. 305 & 306. 
The vessels given by Mr. Pollard are nickel plated. 

Grange. — This is a modern church, and the plate, flagon, 
cup, and paten, are silver, given in 1653 by the Miss Taylors 
of Lynnood. Another silver chalice was given later by Mrs. 
Horrocks of Merlewood. There is also a brass alms dish, 
given in 1680 by Mies MacQuhae. 

Havebthwaite, also a modem church, possesses chalice, 
llagoD, and paten, silver-plated, and brass alms dish. 
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LiNDALE, Gbanqe Over Sands.— The church plate in 
use here is all of the year 1855, and consists of silver chalice, 
pateD, and fiagon. The old plate consistB of pewter flagon, 
cup and paten of some base metal: of these the paten 
alone has any marks, viz., four indistinct small marks, 
and a shield charged with a lion rampant; below is the 
word London, and above X under a crown. This place was 
a chapeliy of Cartmel. 

RusLAllD. — Flagon, cup, and paten of pewter; flagon, 
cup, and paten, modem silver, presented in 1868 by Mrs, 
Brookes of Tent I-odge, Coniston, sister of the late Rev. 
John Romney of Whiteetock Hall, and granddaughter of 
Roniney the celebrated painter. 

Statexey, in . THE PARISH OF Cabthel.— The present 
terrier, in the possession of the churchwarden, describes 
thus — 

One Flagon plated with silver, capacity one quart. 
The paten and chalice of silver, all three engraved thuB — 
Jeremiah and Mary Dixon to Staveley Chapel, 1793, and contained 
in an Oaken box. 

The chalice will hold about a pint, and weighs U(oz. ; the 
paten weighs 5 oz., has a central foot. Each has five 
marks: — 1, Old English I.D in oblong punch with comets 
ronnded ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 
4, Small Roman r, London date letter, 1792-3 ; 5, King's 
bead. 

Mr, Dixon was then the owner of Fellfoot, in Staveley 
parish ; his wife was a daughter of gmeaton, architect of the 
Eddystone lighthouse {v. AnnaUe Caermoelenees, p. 528). 
This Staveley was a chapelry of Cartmel.

Castle Sowebbt. — Silrer cup, 9 incbea high, and silver 
paten, 5 inches diameter; each bears the inscription — 
Castle Sowerhy. The Gift of the Rev, M' James Clark Vicar 1734. 
The cup has four marks: — 1, Maker's initials, in Roman 
capitals, I G, with a gem ring ahove, in a lobed stamp, the 
earlier mark of Isaac Gookson (ante p. 104) ; 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Three castles in 
a heart-shaped shield ; 5, Old English capital R in a square 
stamp, Newcastle date letter for 1737-8. The paten has 
but one mark, the lion passant. Mr. James Clark was vicar 
from 1717 to 1739. The inscription on the cup and paten, 
perhaps engraved after his death, antedates the presentation 
by at least three years. 

A pewtor flagon 11^ inches high, and paten 13^ inches 
diameter ; each have these marks : — 1, W; 2, Old English G ; 
3, Leopard's head uncrowned ; 4, A thistle; all in shields. 

Dacbe. — The terrier of 1749 runs — 
ImprimiB one Pewter Flaggon Item one Silver Chalice with a Cover 
double gilt weighing about sixteen ounces Item one Silver Paten 
weighing about eighteen ounces. 

In copying this into a terrier of 1777 a line has been 
omitted, and it runs — 
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Imprimis one Pewter Flaggon, one Silver Chalice with a cover 
double ^It weighing about eighteen ounces. 

The modern terriers are coaciBe: that of 1867 says — 

A cup and paten. 
that of 187S— 

A Clip paten and plate. 

The cup and cover have been gilt. The cover is of the usual 
cover-patea class, very flat, with button, and is If inches 
bigb. The cup stands 7^ inches high. The stem is conical, 
with mouldings round foot, and baa no knop. The bowl is 
a frustum of a cone, with slightly curving sides. A line is 
engraved below the lip with fleur-de-lys dependent therefrom, 
and an Elizabethan band of ornamentation is round the 
body. The marks are four: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Iieopard's 
bead crowned ; 3, Roman capital F, London date letter for 
1583-4 ; 4, Maker's mark : illegible, but resembles the 
letters Sc or Tc, in a plain shield. I am informed by the 
Dowager Mrs. Hasell of Dalemain that the cup was presented 
to Dacre church by Sir Edward Hasell, having been a gift to 
bim from Anne, Countess of Pembroke, and that it formerly 
belonged to her father, the Lord Clifford (George, Earl of 
Cumberland). 

The silver paten, weighing 18 oz., is a circular plate with 
broad brim, lOf inches in diameter. The marks are four: — 
I, Lion passant ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, T A, mullet 
between two pellets below, all in plain shield — the mark of 
the maker of a flagon at Lambeth, and a cup belonging to 
the Armourers' Company (0. B. P., 2nd Ed., pp. 287-289) ;

On the back of the paten is rudely cut —

Dacre has also a silver-plated flagon presented in 
September, 1880, by Miss Hasell. 
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Gretstoke. — The silver commuQion plate here is very 
maBsive and bandsome, consisting of cup, paten, two flagons, 
and an alms dish. 

The cup iB 10 inches high, 5 inches diameter at top, and 
4^ at foot. The paten, on pedestal 1^ inch high, is 8 inches 
in diameter. Each hears the inscription — 
Graystock Church, 1714, 

and the same four marks: — I, First two letters of maker's 
surname, SI, in a lobed stamp, the mark of Gabriel Sleath 
{O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 301); 2, Britannia; 3, Lion's head 
erased; 4, Court T, London date letter for 1714-5. 

The flagons are similar in shape and size, each 13 inches 
high, and 7 inches diameter at base. One has the in-

None of these vessels are now in the church : nor is their 
whereabouts known ; tbey were superseded in 1822 by a set*

The cup is a plain cup with bell bowl, on which is the 
sacred monogram and five marks, London, 1822-3. The

PRESENTED fiwm JOHN OLLTVANT of Manchester for the 
USE of the Holy Sacrament in HUTTON CHUBCH and m a 
MARK of his Regarf for the PARISH in which he was bom. 

Mr. Ollyvant was a silversmith in Manchester. The name 
under the forma of Oliphant, OHphaunt, Ollivant, &c., was 
a common one in this parish, as is shown by the terrier 
printed in Bishop Nicolson's Visitation, and the local hostelry 
of the " Elephant Inn " no doubt takes its name from the 
armorial bearings of the family. 
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The flagoo and salver here have no plate marks, and 
seem to be of silver plated on copper. The latter is a 
circular waiter on three round feet, and about 9 inches in 
diameter. The sacred monogram is on the front, and on the 
back — ■

The flagon is 9 inches high, exclusive of the lid ; has lid, 
spout, handle, and thumb-piece.

This Flagon & Salver for the use of the Sacrament in Hulton 
Church was procured hy the laudable exertions & principly at the 
expence of the Rev^ John Armstrong Curate of the said Church

It 'is curious that the name of the church is misspelt on 
the flagon and salver. 

,Matterdale. — A pewter flagon, chalice, and paten, large 
and in very good preservation, bearing the inscription — 
Grayatock 1714. 

Matterdale was originally a chapelry in the pariah of Grey- 
atoke, and the year 1714 was that in which the new chalice 
and paten were presented to the church at Greyatoke. 

MnNQRlSDALE has silver cup and cover-paten of the usual 

Elizabethan pattern, except that the knop is represented by 

a flange below the bell-shaped bowl, which has no band of 

ornamentation round it. On the cup is the date 1600, and 

+ MOUNGE + GBIEESDELL. 

This is interesting as shewing the derivation of the name of 
Mungriadale from St. Mungo (or Kentigern), who is known 
to have preached in this valley of the Caldew, and to whom 
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the neighbouring church of Caetle Sowerby is dedicated. 
The cup has four marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's 
head crowned; 3, Lombardic G with external cusps, 1600-1 ; 
4, maker's mark ille^ble. 

There are no terriers anterior to 186? and 1778, and 
these merely say — 

One silver onp with cover for use as Paten one metal plate. 

Patterdale. — Thfl terrier of 1749 says— 

Imprimis One Pewter Flaggon Two Pewter Flat«s one Paten Item 
one SOver Chalice with the cover weighing about 12 ounces. 

The silver cbalice still exists, but its cover is lost It is 
4^ inches high, and 3 in diameter at the top of the bowl, 
which is plain, and more rounded at the bottom than usual. 
The stem has rudimentary knop, and slight ornamentation 
on its mouldings. This cup has been singularly battered 
and bent, and has been, at one time or other, repaired by 
filling up the hollow stem with common solder. Some have 
attributed the ill treatment to which this cup has been 
subjected to its having been carried to and fro between 
Barton and Fatterdale, when Patterdale was a chapeliy to 
Barton, but as Barton has a cop of the date of 1632-3,* 
this would not seem likely ; nor is tbe idea that it was 
carried off in a raid much more probable, as so small an 
article would hardly have been recovered. It has precisely 
the same four marks as are on the Greystoke cup (ante 
p. 209) : — 1, Two first letters of maker's surname, SI (Gabriel 
Sleath) ; 2, Britannia ; 3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Court T, 
London date letter for 1714r-5. 

The terriers of 1867 and 1878 mention 

One set of Communion Plate in silver consisting of Flagon, Chalice, 
and Paten. 



* The Barton cup wiU be de«iribed in ita own pkce in Fenrith Deaneiy. 
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These are modern, preeeuted in 1850 by the Greenside 
Mining Company, and are intereBting as heing made of 
Helvellyn silver irom the Company's own works in West- 
morland. 

Kaughton Head.— a terrier of 1860 specifies the church 
vessels as follows : — 

A silver chalice bearing the date 1633. A Silver Paten bought by 
subscription in 1819 and presented by M!! Hudson, M^ Monkbous 
and Miss Jane Christian Blamire A silver Flagon presented to the 
Chapel by the Rev^ Edward Cheese M.A. 25 Dec 1857. 
The cup is 6^ inches high, by 4 inches in diameter across 
the mouth. It has four marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, 
Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Small italic q, London date 
letter, 1 633-4 ; 4, Escallop shell in punch of the same shape. 
This is the same maker's mark as on the cups at St. Mary's, 
Carlisle, at Eskdale, &c., and to these cups the Baughton 
Head one hears a great resemblance. 

The paten is saucer-shaped, 8 inches in diameter, with 
corded edge, and has six marks ; ),DBi 2, Lion passant; 3, 
Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Newcastle town mark, of three 
castles, in egg-shaped shield ; 5, Head of Cr. Ill ; 6, Roman 
capital E, Newcastle date letter for 1 819-20, On the bottom 
is

The flagon, as an inscription on it records, was given 
by Ed. Cheese, chaplain to the Lord Bishop of Carlisle 
(Dr. Villiers) in 1857, but it is of much earlier date. The 
marks are four: — 1, Lion passant; 2, Leopard's head 
crowned; 3, Small black-letter e, London date letter, 1682-3; 
4, F S in plain shield, the mark of the maker of several 
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pieces of plate mentioned in 0. E. P., 2nd Ed. The flagon 
IB 9^ inches bigb, witb handle, thumb-piece, lid, and spout, 
broad spreading base, is d| inches in diameter, and tbe 
diameter at the mouth is 3 inches. 

In the cbapel of G-atesgill, which is consolidated witb 
Baughton Head, there is a set of new communion plate, 
flagon, cup, and pateu, provided when the cbapel was built, 
about eight years ago. 

SebebQham. — The several terriers for this pariah are — 

1749. Imprimia One Flagon trf Pewter Item Two Baaons for 
the Ofiertory. Item One large Silver Chalice. 

1828. One large Pewter Flaggon One Bilver chalice one paten. 

1867. Cup Plated Chalice Alms dish. 
The cup has bell bowl, perfectly plain, and the stem has 
rudimentary knop. The cup is 6^ inches high, and the 
bowl is only 2| inches in diameter. Marks four in number: — 
1 , Lion passant ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Boman 
capital N, London date letter for 1728-9 ; 4, Maker's 
mark illegible. The bowl bears the inscription — 
Sebui^ham 1728 James Eynneir Minister, Robert Simpson John 
Relph Churchwaidens. 

Tbe Rev. J. Kynneir, as appears from the parish registers, was 
Rector of Annan in North Britain before the Bevolution, & at that 
time for the sake of his faith deprived of his living, then wae Curate 
of Holme Cultram & in the year 1699 nominated Lectuier & Curate 
of Sekurgham hy the Rev, & worshipful the Dean & Chapter of 
Carlisle. 

In the parish of Sebergham, at tbe district church of 
Welton, is a new set of communion plate (plated), flagon, 
cbalice, and paten. 

Seelton has a silver cup and paten of Old York make. 
Tbe cup is 7 inches high, and the diameter of the bowl 
4 inches ; of the paten, which is of tbe button pattern, and 
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flat, 5 incheB. The bowl is a frustum of a cone, with slight 
lip; the stem has rudimeatar; knop. There are three 
marks: — 1, The Old York mark, a fleur-de-lis dimidiating a 
crowned rose in a circular punch j 2, Italic capital P, York 
date letter for 1672-3; 3, MB, linked; the same mark 
occurs on a communion cup, dated 1678, at St< Michael's, 
Spurriergate, York. On a scroll on the cup the following 
inscription is engraved : — 

Ex dono Dom< Leonardi Milboume 

Rectoris hujua ecclesiie parochialin 

de Skelton per epacium 

50 annonim. 

As Leonard Milboume died in 1672, be no doubt left by 
will the money for the purchase of this cup and cover. He 
was probably a relative* of Richard Milburn, bishop of 
Carlisle from 1619 to 1624, by whom be was appointed rector 
of Ousby at about the time of bis appointment by G C C, 
Oxon, to Skelton. A cup at Ousby, having precisely the 
same York marks as the Skelton cup and cover, and the same 
inscription, with the substitution of " Ulnesbie alias Ousbie" 
for "Skelton," will be described in its place in Penrith 
deanery. Nicolson and Burn have this notice of Leonard 
Milboume : — 

In 1644 we find Leonard Milhume rector of Ulvesby amongst the 
contributors to the garrison of Carlisle then besieged (N. ^ B., vol. ii, 
p. 437). 

It was, doubtless, for his zeal as a royalist that he was 
"ejected from Skelton by Cromwell's Commissioners and 
restored by Charles II" {Uutehinson^ vol. i, p. 515). 

Skelton is one of the very few parishes where the com- 
1 plate seems to have attracted the notice of Bishop 



* Leonard, as ma; be seen from Hajrloa parish roister, was a family 
name of the MjlbuniB of Hullerbank, the birthidace of Buhop Afilbum, whose 
brother Leonard trie rector of Caatle-Carrock from 1539 to 1S36 {antt p. 24). 
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NicolsoD, who, after mentioning some " good Books given by 
Ben Brougham Esq' 1699," saye — 

This gentleman left also 5" to the Choreh, not yet dispoeed of: and 
I think it ought t^ be employ'd in enlargeing the Communion plate, 
tho' y* parson rather moves for a Finer pulpit and Reading Desk 
(Bp, I^icohon, p. 144). 

There ie no Skelton terrier extant earlier than that of 1867, 
which mentions 

2 pewter plates 1 Flagon do 1 sUver cnp & paten. 

Perhaps there were no pewter Bagon and plates here when 
the bishop visited the parish in 1704. But, even if they 
were then here, he may still have felt moved, as at lael 
{arUe p. 60), to object to the cup as too small ; though by 
the same rule he might as well have objected to most of the 
cups in his diocese. 

The terrier of 1878 mentions the stiver cup and cover 
and two pewter plates, but a silver flagon instead of the 
pewter. 

Watebhulock. — The terrier of 1749 specifies— 
Impr. One Pewter Flaggon. One Silver cnp weighing 12 oz. 
One Pewter Basin. 

The cup is a plain cup, 6^ inches high, and diameter at 
mouth 3f inches. The stem has rudimentary knop, and 
mouldings at base. Four marks: — 1, Lion passant; 2, 
Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Boman capital D, London date 
letter for 1581-2; 4, Maker's mark, BW on plain heraldic 
shield ; same as on an ostrich egg cup at Corpus College, 
Cambridge (0.5. P., 2nd Ed., p. 276). A new set of com- 
munion plate, flagon, chalice, and paten recently presented 
to the church and now in use.

Addinoham. — Plain silver cup and cover-paten. On the 
bowl of the cup and the button of the cover-paten is the 
same inscription — 

Addingham 1612. 

The cup is 7 inclies high, 3^ diameter at top and 3^ at foot ; 
depth of bowl 3| inches. It has nearly perpendicular sides, 
usual knop on stem, and but one mark, the maker's initials, 
W C, with a key between them. The cover-paten is 4^ 
inches in diameter, with button or foot 1 inch high and 
^ diameter. 

A plain silver paten, 8{ inches diameter, on a foot 3( 
diameter and 1| high, has four marks: — 1, Two first letters 
of maker's surname, G-A, under a crown, with a pellet on 
each side, all in a circle, the mark of William Gamble 
(O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 129); 2, Britannia; 3, Lion's head 
erased; 4, Court M, London date letter for 1707-8. The 
foot, as is often the case with Britannia silver,* is doubled 
up. Inscription, on the under side of the paten : —

And the parish register has this entry : —

Terrier 1749, signed by John Christopherson, vicar here 
from 1702 to 1758, gives the weight of the "chalice with 
the cover" as " 12 ounces & an J", and that of the paten as 
"12 ounces & |". It also mentions a "pewter flaggon" 
and "one pewter hasoo for the offertory," which are not now 
to be found. 

A silver flagon, of Itondon make, date 1843-4, bears the 
inscription — 

Presented to the Parish Church of Addingham by Edward Browne 
MA, vicar, AD 1860. 

Brass alms dish, given by Miss Hodgson, of Salkeld 
Hall. 

AiNSTABLE. — Plain silver cup, gilt inside; 5| inches high ; 
3 incbes diameter at top and 2$ at foot. Stem has the rudi- 
ments of a knop. Weight 4 oz. 2 dwt. The terrier of 1749 

gives the weight as " scarce five ounces." Five marks : 

1, Two first letters of maker's name, YO in script, mark of 
John Youngbusband, as at Askham (ante p. 141) ; 2, Brit- 
annia; 3, Three castles in a shield indented at the top; 

• Biahop Nicobon was himself vicar here from 1698 to 1702, having 
exchtcged liom Torpenhow, nhich be bad held from 1681. 
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4, Old Eaglieh F* in an oval, Newcastle date letter for 
1707-8. The sacred monogram is on the bowl. 

Terrier 1749 mentions "one pewter flaggon weighing 
three pounds" and "one paten," which are not now here. 

There is a glass flt^on, silver mounted; also a silver 
paten, of London make, date 1856-7. 

Barton. — Plain silver cup, gilt inside, 7^ inches high, 
33 diameter at top and 3^ at foot ; depth of bowl, which is 
the irustum of a cone with slight lip, 4^ inches. Stem has 
the usual knop. Weight 10 oz. 19 dwt. The terrier of 1749 
gives the weight as "about 12 ounces." Four marks: — 1, 
Maker's initials, W C, repeated below, the punch apparently 
having elipt under the hammer ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 
3, Lion passant; 4, Italic p, London date letter for 1632-S. 

Terrier 1749 mentions "one pewter flaggon" and "one 
paten." The Sagon remains, 9 inches high, bearing maker's 
initials, N C, within two concentric circles. 

There are here also two cups, two patens, and a flagon, 
all plated, which except one of the patens (mentioned in the 
terrier of 1867) must all have been added between 1867 
and 1878. 

BkouQham has a peculiar cup, for description of which 
the reader is referred to the accompanying illustration. It 
is 6| inches high, 2| diameter both at top and foot, and 
weighs 5 oz. 9 dwt. 9 gr. Has once been gilt. Two marks : — 

1, Roman capital N in a circle, Ifuremberg town mark 
{Halt morfca on Plate, by W Chaffers, 5th Ed., p. 138) ; 

2, Maker's monogram, P S or S P, in an oval. Inscription, 
close to the rim, in two lines : —

" On the cliaracter of Newcastle Britmnia alphabet see iiNte pp. i2 ft 1*3. 
1" Bmughun and Barton ore in Westmorluid. The other paruhea oC 
Pentidi detuiet7 are in Cnmberland. 
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James Bird* was steward to Anne couotese dowager of 
Pembroke, who, 

amongst her many other public Works of Piety & Charity, for which 
this Diocese is obliged to have Her in Everlasting Remembrance, 
rebuilt the parish-Church here fro the Ground, or such Ruins as 
threatened to lay It there. This is attested by an Inscnption 
(of A P 1660) over the Communion Table {Bp. NicoUon, p. 67). 

Hr. Bird should have followed the example of Lady Pembroke 
by dating bis gift, though that might not have indicated its 



c third of this estate (Broughun) fint got a footing at the ball, 
having before lived in hia own house near it, as ia very psrticularl; detailed 
in Biahop Nicalaon'i MSS.

from its character and maker's mark. Mr. Cripps assigns it 
to tbe early part of the seventeenth centur;. Mr. Bird, 
having probably bad it some time in his possession, may 
have presented it on the occasion (in 1660) of the re^ipening 
and consecration of the church'; which, by tbe way, be 
should have known better than to call by a wrong name. 
Brougham parish church, to this day " vulgariter appellata 
Ninekirkes," is dedicated not to St. Wilfrid bnt to St. Ninian ; 
whence the appellation ** Xine-kirkes." St. Wilfrid's is the 
chapel at Brougham Hall, also 

wholly rebuilt by the Lady Pembroke (in the same maimer with 
the Church, with Buttresses, &c.) in the year 1659, as attested by 
a Subscription under her Anus in the East End {Bp. Nieolson 
p. 67). 

Tbe terrier of 1749 has this item — 

One Silver Cop or Chalice with a cover weighing six ounces. 
There is no cover here now. 

A second silver cup, parcel gilt, is 6f inches high, 3^ 
diameter at top and 3^ at foot; depth of bowl 3^ inches. 
The bowl and foot closely resemble those of the IrthingtoD 
cup (engraved at page 4) ; but tbe stem is shorter, and has 
no knop. A floral belt, thrice interlaced, is round the middle 
of the bowl. Under the foot are scratched these figures : —

which denote the weight and the number of tbe transaction 
where it was bought. This cup has but one mark, tbe 
maker's, too mucb worn to be deciphered. 

A silver paten, 6 inches diameter, on a foot Ig high and

From which it appears that the paten cost 128. per ounce. 

A hoz containing this paten and cup (No. 2) beaie the 
name of the well known London goldsmith, Mr. Gt. Lambert, 
F.S.A., who on being shewn the figures denoting the trans- 
actions kindly referred to bis books, where the cup and paten 
are described as " antique," sold in 1862 to the late rector of 
Brougham, who had specified his desire for antique plate. 
The only modern addition to them is the cross on the pateo, 
placed there at the request of the rector. The cup, which 
is evidently Elizabethan, was bought by Mr. Lambert from 
a dealer, who had bought it at a sale. No doubt it had 
originally belonged to some parish church, and was parted 
with for one or other of the reasons already mentioned in 
these papers {ante pp. 1, 2, 24, 25). 

A pewter flagon and paten, mentioned in the terrier of 
1749, still remain. The flagon is a tankard, 7^ inches high, 
marked with three lions rampant on its lid. The paten, 9^ 
diameter, is unmarked. 

Cboqlin once had a silver cup, which if rightly described 
in the terrier of 1749 as 

One SOver Chalice w*" a cover weighing betwixt Three and four 



might with more reason than the Isel cup have incurred Bp 
Nicolson's displeasure as " far too little" (anie p. 60). His 
lordship, who visited Croglin on Feb, 25th, 1704, evidently 
inspected the contents of the parish cbeit, as he says i^ 
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The Chest for Books and Vestments, and those Utensils themselves, 
are very good {Bp. NicoUoa, p. 118). 

But of tbe plate he says nothing. It was parted with by 
a late rector, who got in its place a plated cup and paten. 
Persons who remember the old silver cup say that it was 
footlees, stemlesB, and cracked. If it ever had a stem and 
foot it must, like the Stapleton cup in the Brampton Deanery 
(ante pp. 4 and 13), have loBt them before 1749. But, like 
some other village communion cups, it may never have bad 
stem or foot {O.E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 151). As to its having 
been cracked, it may have been made in the same way as the 
Bolton, Hayton, and Ireby cups (engraved at p. 54), which 
does give the appearance of a crack. 

A pewter &agon and paten, mentioned in the terrier of 
1749, still remain. The flagon is 9^ inches high, and the 
paten is 9^ in diameter. 

The old silver communion cup, having been sold at a 
time when little or no interest was taken in antique plate, 
was probably melted down. Such plate does not now find 
its way to the melting pot. Having lately seen several 
Elizabethan communion cups, with the names of their 
parishes inscribed on them, in the shops of London silver- 
smiths, I asked who would buy them, seeing they bore those ' 
inscriptions, and was told that Americans are glad to buy 
them for their own churches, and value them all the more 
for inscriptions which shew that they have belonged to 
ancient parish churches in England. If our Elizabethan 
communion plate must needs disappear it is well that it falls 
into such good hands. But it were better it should not 
disappear. Nor will its custodians be willing to part with 
it when they come to know its interest and value. Mr. 
Bloxam, F,S.A., in a paper read to the Leicestershire Archfeo- 
logical Society in 1865, said : — 

At one church I was informed there was an old communion cup, not 

considered much of, which might be beneficially exchanged for 
another of modern design. ... I found it to be the oldest 
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comraoQion cup of the reign of Elizabeth I had ever met with, I 
then pointed out ite value as Buch, and trast it will long be preserve*! 
and not exchanged. 

The Bame good advice I know has been snccessfully given by 
Botoe of the priocipal London BilrerBmitba to clergymen who 
bave broiigbt old churcb plate to tbem for excbange. 

CULOATTH b&B a massive plain silver cup, 9| iaches bigb* 
4^ diameter at top and the Bame at foot ; deptb of bowl 4}. 
It iB described in the terrier of 1749 as 

One Silver Chalice weighing about one Pound and seven ounces. 
This weight, if Troy, ia 19 oz.; if avoirdupoiB, it is equal 
to 20 oz. 19 dwt. 6 gr. Troy. The cup has five markB : — 1, 
Maker's initials in Boman capitals, I C, with a gem ring 
above, in a lobed stamp, the mark of Isaac Cookson*; 2, 
Lion passant ; 3, T^eopard's bead crowned ; 4, Three castles 
in heart-Bbaped shield ; 5, Old Eoglisb L, Newcastle date 
letter for 1731-2. iDBcriptiuo; — 

The gift of James Unthank to Oulgaith Chapel 27 May, 1732. 
On a wooden tablet, removed from the wall of the cburch in 
1869, when alterations were being made, was the following 
memorandum, a copy of which is in tbe poBseasion of the 
present vicar : — 

May 27, 1732. M' James Unthank gave by will to the poor of 
Cu^th £20. To ft Silver Chalice 10£. 

The cup, therefore, cost about 10 shillings per ounce. 

The terrier of 1749 mentions "one pewter fiagon" and 
" one paten." The flagon remains, 10^ incbes high, maker's 
initial W within two concentric circles.

The game initials in Roman capitals under a tose, as in 1772-3 Sit Whitehaven 
(ante p. 170), are the mark of a later Isaac Coolison. 
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A silver pateD, of Birmingham m&ke, date 1867-8, has 
the iasciiptioD 

GWA1867. 

Birmiogham became an assay town in 1773. Its standard 
mark is an anchor (O.^.P., pp. 98-9). 
A plated flagon here is dated 1867. 

Edenhall has a massive plain silver gilt cup and paten. 
The cup, which has no knop, is of the same shape as that at 
S. Mary's, Carlisle (engraved at p. 32), but without the pro- 
jecting moulding below the bowL It is 7j inches high, 
diameter 5^ at top, and 5f at foot ; depth of bowl 5 inches. 
Four marks: — 1, Monogram, M W or WM, in plain square 
stamp, same mark as on " Hanbury's cup, Goldsmiths* 
Company" {O.E.P., p. 289); 2, Leopard's head crowned; 
3, Lion passant ; 4, Old English K, London date letter for 
1667-8. The lion passant is repeated on the foot. The 
paten, 6g inches diameter, on a foot | inch high and 2f 
inches diameter, has the same marks as the cup. On both 
cup and paten is this inscription: — 

The Gift of S' Philip Musgrave to the Church of Ednall. 
They doubtless formed part of the " ornaments" mentioned 
in the following account of Sir Philip's benefactions to his 
parish church : — 

He did also wainscote and adome wholly at his own charge y quire 
of y" Church at Edenhall, and gave several ornaments by way of 
thaniftdness to God for y" many great services He had vouchsafed 
to him, and because of y« place he was baptized and made a member 
, of y Catholiek Church, and several of his ancestors buried, as also 
y« body of his dear wife laid to rest within these walls {The Life 
of Sir rMlip Mwgrave, Bart., Bev. Gilbert Burton,* p. 40). 

Sir Philip himself rests within those same walls. His life 
is well known — 

• Vicar of EdenhoU from IS69 to 1663. 
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In belto Civili Caroli I. Anspicia sequebatnr potene, Conailto, 
Opiboa, Manii. Regias partes, fortnna deserente, non deresuit . . . 
Viiit arnios Septuaginta. Deceasit iEra 3£p. M.DC.LSXVII, 
Feb VII (Epitaph in Edenhall Church). 

This church has a second massive plain silver gilt cap 
aod paten. The cup resembles the former one in having no 
knop, but is taller, SJ inches high, 5g diameter at top and 
5 at foot ; depth of bowl 5^ inches. It has the sacred 
monogram. Four marks: — 1, Two first letters of maker's 
surname, FA, in a plain oval (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 300) ; 
2, Britannia ; 3, Lion's bead erased ; 4, Court-hand E, London 
date letter for 1700-1. The lion passant is repeated on the 
foot. The paten, 6^ inches diameter, bas the same marks as 
the cup. On botb is this inscription : — 

The Gift of S' Chris Musgrave K' & Bar* to j* Parish Church of 
Edenall 

Sir Christopher, son of Sir Philip, 

was in Pariiament for forty years, during the reigna of Charles II, 
James II, William III, and Qoeen Anoe. . . He died in 
London in the year 1704, and was buried in the chapel of Trinity, 
Hinories; bat a monumeat at Edeohall records his virtues 
{Curr^erland and Wetlmoreland M.P.'a, by R. S. Fei^:uson, M.A., 
p. 420). 

The terrier of 1749, signed b; " Christopher Musgrave, 
vicar," great-grandson of the aforesaid Sir Christopher, has 
these items; — 

One SUver Chalice Double gUt weighing about nineteen onnoei 
and one ball 

One Paten belonging to the same weighing about twenty-six 
ounces. 

One Silver Chalice Double pit weighing about nine ounces. 

The description here given of the first cbalice and paten 
might suit either the plate given by Sir Philip or that given 
by Sir Christopher. But neither the one nor the other can 
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be identified with the chalice, unaccompanied by a paten, 
" weighing about nine ounceB." 

Hutchinson (vol. I, p. 271) Bays : — 

There is a large silver chalice gilt, given by Sir Christopher 
MiMgrave to the church. 

Whelan (p. 537) also mentions the same chalice. But 
neither of them Doticea the gift of Sir Philip. 

No pewter vessels are mentioned in any terrier ; nor are 
any such here now. 

KiEKLAND. — The terrier of 1749 baa this item : — 

One Silver Chalice with the cover Double gilt weighing about 
nineteen oonceH and a half, 

A plain silver cup and paten, now in use here, shew no signs 
of ever having been gilt, though their age and combined 
weight(19oz. 6dwt. 23gr.) identify them with the chalice 
and cover of the terrier. 

The cup is without a knop, and has nearly perpendicular 
sides. It is 7^ inches high, 4| diameter at top and 4^ at 
foot; depth of bowl 4 inches. Weight 14 oz. lldwt. 6gr. 
Four marks : — 1, Monogram, WW, in a lobed escutcheon ; 
2, Leopard's bead crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Italic small 
u, London date letter for 1637-8. The lion passant is 
repeated on the foot. Inscription: — 

Galix EccliBei« de Eirklam pero°hianorum impends. 

The same maker's monogram as on this cup, viz., W W in a 
lobed escutcheon, appears also on a brass plate on the floor 
of the church to the memory of Daniel Fleming, who 
"dyed the 2nd Aug 1621." 

The paten, 5^ inches diameter, on a foot or button 
one inch high and 1^ diameter, weighs 4oz. Iddwt. 17 gr. 
Inscription ; — 

Deo et Ecclesiie. 
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Five marke i — 1, Old Engliab email i, London date letter for 
1686-7 ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's bead crowned ; 4, 
A mark which would be unintelligible but for the light 
thrown upon it by the fifth mark, which shews it to be 
the maker's mark, bat so badly stamped that another and - 
better mark bad to be made ; 5, Monogram, F or F in 
a plain shield, unusually distinct, as if made with great 
decieion to avoid a second failure. 

There are here three pewter flagons, of exactly the same 
shape and dimensions, each 9^ inches bigb, each having a lid 
and no spout, and each unmarked except with maker's 
initials, A C, star below, within two concentric circles. They 
are not mentioned in the terrier of 1749 ; but an inventory 
in the churchwardens' accotmts for 1753 has these items: — 

A chalice of silver with a cover of flo. 
Three flagons of Pewter. A Plate of pewter. 

Probably this inventory was written on the occasion of the 
porchase of the flagons, the unusual number of which seems 
to betoken some decisive action on the part of the church 
authorities about that time. The parish bas three townships, 
and the churchwardens, in their annual account, not content 
with recording the amount for which each township was as- 
sessed towards the total churcbrate for the year, adopted the 
method of recording the share contributed by each township 
to every item of expenditure. Thus in several successive 
years they write: —

Men thus prone to stamp the individuality of each township 
upon every item may easily be supposed to have recognised 
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Bome Bort of necessity for three fiagooa, one for each town- 
ship, though for what precise use, as at that time the 
three towDshipa had but one church, it ie lesB easy to 
conjecture. 

The "plate of pewter" in the churchwardens' inventory 
of 1753 is no doubt identical with "one paten" mentioned 
in the terrier of 1749 ; and it may here be remarked that 
the terriers of that year, whilst invariably mentioning the 
metal of the Qagons, usually omit to specify that of the 
patens, which unleaa described as silver was doubtless for 
the most part, as here, pewter. The Kirkland paten, 9 
inches in diameter, is marked with the Prince of Wales'a 
plumes, twice repeated, as at Lanercost, Irthington, and 
Walton. Below the plumes is the name " I Hardman," as 
at Irthington {ante p. 10), and four small marks in a row, 
the same as at Walton {ante p. 11). 

KiBKOSWALD. — Plain silver cup and paten, both gilt. 
The cup exactly resembles the cup at St. Mary's, Carlisle 
(engraved at page 32). It is 7i inebes high, 4| diameter 
at top and 4^ at foot ; depth of howl 4f inches. Weight 
14oz. 2dwt. 13 gr. The paten has no foot, and weighs 
6oz. I2dwt. 4gr. Both have the same four marks: — 1, 
Maker's initials, T I, with the Prince of Wales's plumes 
above, in a plain shield ; 2, Leopard's bead crowned ; 3, Lion 
passant; 4, Court D, London date letter for 1641-2. The 
terrier of 1 749, signed by " John Mandeville, vioar," obviously 
specifies Troy weight : — 

One Silver Chalice, Double gilt, weighing about foiuteen ouncea 
and ODe quarter of an oonce. 

One Silver patten, Double gilt, weighing about seven ounces six 
penny weights. 

A later vicar evidently did not think this plate of much 
account, as he says in a terrier of 1865 : — 

There is a conununiuu cup and brass paten. 
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Yet this is the plate of which Bishop Nicolson, who saw it 

on Feb. 25tb, 1704, had written :— 

They have GooiiniinioD plate better than Ordinary : the Gift of one 

Stephen Bowman {Bp. Nicolton, p. 115). 

The biehop got hie information as to the donor from the 

following inscription which with the Bowman arms is on 

both cup and paten : — 

Donum Dei et Deo 

StephanuB Bowman 
1660. 

The Bowman arms are three bows, without arrows, placed 
two above and one below. The same arms on some Bowman 
tombstones in Brampton churchyard have the bows fitted 
with arrows. 

Bishop Nicolson, when at Kirkoawald, took special notice 
of what he describes as 

A Couple of handsome platters, of Lignum Vitee, for the Collection 
of Almea & Oblations [tb., p. 115). 
These still remain, and are very carious. 

A " pewther flaggon " and " bason for the offertory," 
mentioned in the terrier of 1749, do not remain. 

There are here a coffin chalice and paten, of base metal, 
found a few years ago by the sexton when digging a grave. 
These must have been buried at some remote time with a 
vicar of the parish. * 

The earliest chalices now known to exist iu England are some 
that from time to time been discovered in the cofiBns of bishops and 
priests of the eleventh and following centuries (O. E. P., p. 143). 

Although no established regulation may be found which prescribed 
the observance of this custom, it is in accordance with ancient 
evidences cited by Martene in his treatise on "Rites observed at 
the obsequies of ecglesiaatics " {Arehceological Journal. Paper by 
Albert Way, vol. III., p. 136). 

By the constitutions of William de Bloie, Bishop of Worcester, 
1229, two chalices were required for eveiy church, one of silver to 
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be used at mass, the other unconsecrated and made of tin, with 
which the priest was to be buried (i6., Paper fi^ M, H. Bloznm, 
voL XXX Vin, p. 109). 

Tbey have usually been of pewter, but occasionally a chalice of 
more precious metal was deposited (Arch, Journal IH., 136). 

Lanqwathbt. — Plain silver cup and cover-paten. The 
cup has perpendicular sides and the usual knop. It is 6f 
inches high, 3| diameter both at top and foot ; depth of 
bowl, on which is the sacred monogram, 3^ inches. Four 
marks:— I, Old English initials, MT, with mullet above; 
2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, Old English 
capital E, London date letter for 1760-1. The cover-paten, 
4 inches diameter, haa the same marks as the cup. 

The terrier of 1749, signed by Christopher Muegrave, 
Bector of Edenhall,* has this item : — 

One silver chalice with the cover weighing about six ounces. 
What became of this *' chalice with the cover" is not 
known. It was probably sold or exchanged when the cup 
and cover of 1760-1 were procured. 

Two plain silver patens, of Newcastle make, date 1836-^7, 
have this inscription ; — 

Given by Sir G. Musgrave for the use of Langwathby chnrch 1836. 

A silver flagon, of London make, is of the date 1668-9. 

A pewter flagon, mentioned in the terrier of 1749, is not 
here now. 

Lazonby haa an Elizabethan silver cup, 5^ inches bigb, 
3^ diameter at top and the same at foot ; depth of bowl 3^ 
inches. In shape it resembles the Orton cup (engraved at 
p. 32), but haa a flat foot like the Bolton (engraved at p. 54). 
It has no marks ; but the terrier of 1749 reveals its age: — 

* Then, H nov, Lta^athby ivm held with EdenhiOL 
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One Silver Chalice with the cover bearing date 1571, weighing 
about eight ounces. 

The cover lemaiBed, according to the terriers, in 1777 and 
1828, but IB not mentioned in a terrier of 1874, and is now 
misBing. No doubt it had the date (1571) inscribed on its 
foot The cup bae a floral band, thrice interlaced, close to 
the rim, tbe foliage of which coincides in every minute par- 
ticular with that on the Longmartou cup. Elizabethan 
communion cups, though tbej closely resemble each other in 
general character, are found to have considerable variety in 
the foliage of their bands. We may conclude, therefore, 
that tbe Lazonby and Longmarton cups are by the same 
maker, whoBe marks at Longmarton are E D ligatured and 
a twice-repeated rose of four petals in circular stamp (ante 
p. 184). This man, E D, probably a Carlisle silversmith, 
made the Bolton and Ireby cups (ante p. 54) the Clibum 
cup (p. 145) and most likely the unmarked Hayton cup, 
which may be regarded as his earlier works. He perhaps 
also made the unmarked cups at Orton (p. 45) Uldale (p. 65) 
and Wasdale Head (p. 99), which together with those at 
Lazonby and Longmarton may be assigned to the 1570-1-2 
period bo frequently noticed in these papers. 

A plain silver paten, 9^ inches diameter, on a foot 2f 
high and 3| diameter, weighs 14 oz, Udwt. 6gr. It baa 
four marks: — 1, Two first letters of maker's surname, Pa, 
with a tree between them, in a lobed shield, the mark of 
William Paradise (0. E. P., p. 304) ; 2, Britannia ; 3, Lion's 
bead erased ; 4, Roman capital C, London dat^ letter for 
1718-9. Inscription:— 

This Salver was presented by 

M" Mary WilkinBon 

Widow of the late Eev* 

M' Wilkinson vicar 

of Lazonby 1755. 

The parish register has this entry : — 

M' W. Wilkinson Vicar buried S"-, 20, 1751. 
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' He had been vicar from 1739. His initials with those of hie 
wife ,^ are engraved on the paten, which is, as Mra. 
Wilkinson has described it, a salver, no doubt originally 
secular, and perhaps a wedding present to them at about 
the time of the date letter 1718-9.» 

The terriers of 1749 and 1777 mention 

One Pewter Flaggon 

One Pewter Dish. 
The terrier of 1828 knows nothing of the dish, and describes 
the flagon as 

One Britannia flagon. . 

But in the terrier of 1874 this vessel resumes its original 
description as a " pewter flagon." It is a tankard, 7J inches 
high and 4| diameter. 

Melmerbt. — Plain silver cap, 8 j inches high, 4^ diameter 
at top and 3^ at foot. It has perpendicular aides and the 
usual knop. Four marks: — 1, Leopard's bead crowned; 2, 
Small Roman g, London date letter for 1742-3 ; 3, Lion 
passant ; 4, Maker's mark (unintelligible). Inscription : — 

Dedit L P Rector 1742. 
The initials are those of Lancelot Pattenson, rector of 
Melmerby from 1739 to 1760, son of Thomas Pattenson, 
who -married Elizabeth, heiress of the Threlkelds. 

A flagon, mentioned in the terrier of 1749 as "one large 
pewter flaggon," is 9 inches high, and has maker's initials 
L A above a fleur-de-lis at the bottom inside. 

A silver paten, of SheGBeld make, date 1863-4, was given 
by Mr. John Hall. 

A coffin chalice and paten of base metal were found here 
by the sexton when digging a grave on June 23rd, 1881. 
The stem of the chalice is bruised and bent. But Mr. Myers 
has kindly made a restoration of it, surmounted by the paten. 
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in a drawing, & litbc^aph of which is opposite this page. 
The chalice ia 3^ inches high, 1 diameter at top and 3 at 
foot ; depth of bowl 1 inch. The paten is 4^ inches diameter. 
For information as to coffin chalices see ante p. 230.* 

Kewton SEtGNT has an Elizabethan silver cup and cover- 
paten. The cup is 6J inches high, 3J diameter at top and 2| 
at foot ; depth of bowl 3j inches. The floral band ia close 
to the rim, with no interlacing of the fillets. Below the 
band a projecting hoop runs round the bowl, as shewn in the 
accompanyiag illustration. Four marks: — 1, A buU'g head 



* Mr. Isaac Cartmell has in bis possession luiother funeral chalice, some- 
what laiger in size, aod coarser in make. This came oat of a stnoe coffin 
which was found more than a centuij ago in suburbs of CaHisle, new the 
Bouthom extremity of Botchergate, where was formerly an ancient hoepitai 
dedicated to St. Nicholas. It was endowed for a master and twelve lepers 
{J^eriOR-i Hittory of Cariide, p. 1*5). A lithograph of it, restored, ia on the 
iame page with the Melmerb; one. 
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in a stamp which follows the shape of the head ; same 
maker's mark as at Isel (ante p. 80) and St. Bees (p. 161); 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, Old English 
small 1, London date letter for 1568-9. The cover-paten, 
3^ inches diameter, on a foot | inch high and If diameter, 
has a Soral band on its upper side close to the edge, and the 
same four marks as the cup, hut in reverse order. This 
cup, which is in good condition, is one of the very few 
communion cups in this diocese of older date than the 
1570-1-2 period to which- so many of the cups in the 
northern counties belong. Terrier 1749 has these items — 

One silver cup weighing about nine ounces. 

One pewter flaggon. One paten. One bason for the offertory. 

The writer of this terrier no doubt considered the cover aa 
part and parcel of the cup. 

The pewter vessels remain. The flagon and paten are 
unmarked. The basin has maker's mark (defaced) and name 
" Henry Little " inside, with three sets of initials, perhaps 
those of churchwardens, outside. 

OusBY. — Plain silver cup, 7 inches high, 4^ diameter at 
top and 4^ at foot ; depth of bowl 3^. It has, like several 
other cups in this deanery, nearly perpendicular sides. 
Usual knop. Weight 10 oz. 18dwt. 18 gr. Three marks: — 

1, Linked initials, MB, in an escutcheon, same maker's 
mark as at Cartmel (ante p. 199) and Skelton (p. 215) ; 

2, Fleur-de-lis dimidiating a crowned rose in circular 
stamp; 3, Italic P, York date letter for 1672-3. In- 
scription ; — 

Ex dono Dom' Leonard! Milboume 

Rectoris hiijus ecclesitB parochialis 

de Ulnesbie ahas Ousbie per spacinm 

50 Aunorum. 

Exactly the same inscription, with *' Skelton " instead of 
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" UlneBbie* alias Ocsbie," je on the Skelton cup. Leonard 
Milbourne, wbo died in 1672, no doubt left by willf the 
money for the purcbase of both these cups. What is known 
conceroing him bai already been stated in connection with 
SkeltoQ. But it may here be added that, whilst we know he 
was " ejected from Skelton by Cromwell's coumissionerB and 
restored by KiDg Charles II" (^Hutchinson, vol i, p. 115), 
there is nothing to shew whether he was alao ejected from 
Ousby. The terrier of 1719, signed by " L. PattcDson, 
rector," who was' at the same time rector of Melmerby 
(ante p. 233), describes the Ousby cup as 

One SUver Clialice with the cover weighing about seventeen ounces. 

That this cup originally had a cover is likely enough, as the 
Skelton cnp had and still has one. But there is no cover of 
date 1672-3 at Ousby now ; and the one meotioned in the 
terrier must be a silver paten, 5^ inches in diameter, on a 
foot 3^ diameter and If high, having four marks, of which 
the only one that can be deciphered is the lion's bead 
erased, a mark of the Britannia period, 1697-1720. It 
weighs 4oz. Ifidwt. 17gr., which with the lOoz. ISdwt. 18gr. 
of the cup very nearly corresponds with the " seventeen 
ounces " of the *' cbalice with the cover," supposing the 
terrier weight to be avoirdupois, i.e., Ifioz. 9dwt. 21^gr. 
Troy. 

Of pewter vessels, flagon, paten, and basin, mentioued 
in the terrier of 1749, only the paten remains, 9^ inches 
diameter, on which is the letter X crowned, and other marks 
undistJDguishable. 

The pewter flagon was replaced in 1856 by a silver flagon 
given by James Bush, Sector. 

"The luaaeof this pariah Uvariouely spelt — "Ulnesbie" on the commumon 
cup ; "UlTBBby" by Nioolaon and Bum ; "IJUiabie" in Edward Vl'a Inventory. 
Denton in hia MS BajB-.— "Tha propec name ia Ulfaby, habitatio Ulfi Elii 
Olavi D«u." 

^' Hii will ia not at Carlisle. If he died at Skelton it may be found at 
Cbestar. 
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Penrith Parish Chcbch, St. Andbew's.— In the list of 
successive churchwardeufi of Pearith there is a gap for three 
years, 1671-2-3, the only record for those three years being — 

The plate was gone and linen belonging to the Church in the yeare 
1G72 in which year Allan Mawson was now churchwarden. John 
Child, Vicar. {Walker's History of Penrith, 1st Edition)." 

Allan Mawson had been one of the four cburchwardeoB in 
1670. Why be alone is mentioned in 1672, or what 
occasioDed the disappearance of the plate there is nothing 
to shew. Six years later occurs this memorandum : — 

1678. A subscription or free gift by all the parish to get plate and 
linen for the church. Amount £9-1-10 (i6). 

This subscription, so far as the plate was concerned, resulted 
in the purchase of two plain silver cups, both of the same 
shape as the cup at St. Mary's, Carlisle (engraved at p. 32), 
except that they are without the projecting moulding below 
the bowl. They are each 7^ inches high, 4| diameter at top 
and 4| at foot ; depth of bowl 4 J inches. Both have the 
same four marks : — 1, Maker's initials, the first undecipher- 
able, the second H ; 2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion 
passant; 4, Old English small a, London date letter for 
1678-9. Each has the inscription 

Penrith 1678. 
The terrier of 1749 mentions them as 

Two silver chahces weighing the one fourteen ounces the otier 
twelve ounces and fifteen pennyweights. 

Making allowance, then, for the linen, we may reckon that 
these cups cost about 6s. per ounce.t 

Terrier 1749 mentions also the following Tessela, which 
still remain :— 

• The list of churchwardens is omitted from the second edition. 
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One Silver paten weighing ten ounces. 

A Bmall silver cup and paten for private sacramente vreigliing 
five ounces and two pennyweights. 

Two Pewter Flaggons. One Pewtf Ba«on for the Offertory. 

The " silver pateo, weighing ten ounces," 8J inches 
diameter, on a fout 3^ diameter, and 2 bigb, baa cable 
ornament round the plate, and four marks: — 1, Two first 
letters of maker's surname, Pa, star above, in a lobed stamp, 
the mark of^Humfrey Payne {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 301); 
2, Britannia ; 3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Court L, London 
date letter for 1706-7. Inscription : — 

The Gift rf Mary Pattinson Widow to y" Pariah Church of Pereth 
1707. 

In a list of donations recorded on the occasion of the 
consecration of the. church, after it had been rebuilt in 
1722, occurs the following: — 

The Executors of M" Staples, being a legacy for improving the 
communion plate £5-5 [Walker, 2nd Ed., p. 56). 

What improvement took place in consequence of this legacy 
there is nothing to shew. 

The "small cup and paten for private aaoraments weighing 
five ounces and two pennyweights " are plain and gilt. Tbe 
cup is 43 inches bigb, 2f diameter at top and 2| at foot ; 
depth of bowl 2^ inches. The paten is 3^ inches in diameter. 
Both have the same four marks 1 — 1, Lionpaesant; 2, Maker's 
initial, Romaa S, in a circle ; 3, Leopard's head erased ; 
4, Small Iloman e in a shaped shield, London date letter 
for 1740-1. On each is the aame inscription — 
The Gift of Cap^ Edw^ Master, 

Tbe " two pewter flaggons," each 9^ inches high to lid, 
without spouts, are dated 1712. The " pewt' bason for the 
offertory", 13^ inches diameter, has four marks: — 1, Lion 
passant; 2, Leopard's head; 3 and 4 unintelligible. Outside 
on the bottom is apparently a mitre. 
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A silver cup, flagon, and paten, of London make, are of 
the date 1870-1. 

Mr. Walker, at page 79 (2nd Ed.), gives the following 
extract from the churcbwardeas' accounts : — 

171J, March lO*"". To William Brown for ale the ringers had for 
cleaning the church plate. 

It is not stated how much ale the ringers bad for the per- 
formance of thia duty. Probablj as much as they cared to 
drink ; for they had lately rung many a peal, and had drunk 
a good deal of ale, in celebration of the discomfiture of the 
Old Pretender {Walker, 2nd Ed., p. 79). Thirty years later, 
in the memorable '45, there was still greater occasion for 
bell-rioging and ale-drinking at Penrith, and the mention of 
*' securing church plate " attests the alarm iu reaction from 
which the rejoicing took place : —

1745, To expenses in securing church plate in Rebellion* 0-10-0 

To ringers, 12 rejoicing days 3-0-0 

To expenses in 12 rejoicing days - - - - 8-10-0 
{Walker, 2nd Ed., p. 73). 
Penrith has a permanent memorial of those " rejoicing 
days " : — 

Two large gilt chandeliers, still to be seen in the parish chnrob, 
although rendered useless by the introduction of gas,t are daily 
becoming more interesting as mementoes of the march and retreat 
of the Highlanders, and of the fate of one of the last of the 
Stuarta (t6). 

They tell their own story, each bearing this inscnption: — 

These Chandeliers were purchased w**" y" fifty guineas given by 
The most noble William Duke of Portland to his Tenants of y" 



• A similnt' entry occura in the churchwardens' accounts at All SaintB, 
NewcBBtle on Tyne ; — " ITth December, 1745, To gravediggem for concealing 
and eecreting cliiirch plate, Ss." 

f The preaent vicar haa instituted the custom of lighting these chandeliers 
for the evening service on St Andrew's Day. 
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Honor of Penrith : Who under his Oracefi Encouragement associated 
in defence of the Government and town of Penrith a^unet the 
Rebels in 1745. . 

To the right of this ioBcriptioD are the Portland armg, on 
the other eide of which ia a Becond inscription, or rather a 
continuation of the first : — 

The Bebells after their retreat firom Darby were put to flight &om 
CliftoQ and Penrith by his Boyall Highness William Duke of 
Cumberland after a short skirmish nigh Clifton Moor which began 
at 4 in y* afternoon of Wednesday -f 18 Dec' 1745 Bebell 
Prisoners taken by y" Tent' of Penrith & y" neighbourhood were 
upwards of 80. 

This account of the " skirmisb nigh Clifton Moor ", it miiBt 
be admitted, is scarcely in accord with the facts of the case 
as recorded in history (See Ewald'e Life of Prviwe Charles 
S(«ari,voLI,pp. 311-4). 

An *' old church book " &om which Walker says he took 
his extracts, is thus described at page 18 of a pamphlet by 
Henry Dizon: — 

Besides the old register there is another autient parish book, the 
' cbnrch book, which waa begnn in the year 1655, and continued till 
the year 1801, when being filled with writing another the church 
book now in use was employed. 

This old book, which must needs be of a most interesting 
character, is unfortunately now missing, having been lent a 
few years ago by a churchwarden to some one who has never 
I it. 



FLnHFTON has a tall plain silver cap, 9 inches bigh, of 
Newcastle make, date 1811-2. A plain silver paten, 7^ 
inches diameter, on a foot 4 inches high and 4^ diameter, 
has the same marks as the cup. Inscription: — 

Plumton ChapeL 
A pewter flagon, 1 1 inches high, marked with maker's name 
" T Vickers," is doubtless of the same age as the chapel, 
which was built in 1767. 
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B&KWICK. — Plain silver cup, on baluster Btem, flat foot, 
bowl the frustum of a cone with slight lip. Height 4^ inches ; 
diameter 3^ at top aud 3 at foot. Weight 5 oz. 18^ dwt. 
Four marks : — 1, Britannia; 3, Lion's bead erased ; 3, Court 
Q, London letter for 1711-2; 4, Maker's mark obliterated. 
The terrier of 1749, signed by "W WilkiosoD, curate," is 
peculiar, as at Cumrew (^ante p. 7), in giving the value of 
the cup, whilst omitting the weight : — 

One Silver Chalice. Value £2 - 10. 
Mr. Wilkinson in 1749 was curate (perpetual) of Cumrew as 
well as of Hen wick, and also vicar of Lazonby* (ante 
p. 233). His mention of the "value" of the Cumrew and 
Renwick cups suggests that they had been recently bought ; 
for he would not otherwise have known what they cost, 
especially the Cumrewt cup which in 1749 was 134 years 
old. Nor is it likely that he was merely stating what he 
supposed them to be worth in 1749, seeing that he abetained 
from putting a value on the ancient cup at Lazonby (ante 
p. 232). He was appointed toCumrew by the dean and chapter 
in 1724 {Pariah Register). The bishop gave him Lazonby 
in 1739. In what year or by whom he was appointed to 
Renwick I do not yet know. " The church (Renwick) in 
1733 was rebuilt by the parishioners" {Uutchinaon, vol. i, 
p. 213), and perhaps it was then that the cup was bought. 

The terrier of 1749 mentions no pewter vessels. But 
there is now here a lidless pewter tankard, having on it 
X crowned, and foiu smaller marks. A pewter paten, on 
which is the word " London," has four small marks : — 
1, A cockatrice; 2, A lion's bead couped ; 3, A doll; 
4, A stag. 

* One of the m&ny ioBtances of two or more beneflcea in this dioceia 
tonnerly held by the buqs incumbent. Bishop NieoUca, in 1704, mentions 
Mr Ridiard Culcheltli aa " endeavouring to hold Slapltton, Upper Denton, and 
Farlam, in commendam with j* Living of BTamploa " {Miiealatiy Aeeounti of 
tAt DtoetM, p. 143 ) No doubt one cause of thia pluraliam was tbe poverty 
of the livings. 

f The Cumrew cup, weighing 10 oz. d. 12gT., is valued in the terrier of 
1749 st £5 {anlt p. 7), t'.r., 10/- per ounce. The Benwick cup is 3/5 per oz. 
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Saucgld (Great) bas an ElizabetbaD silrer cup and 
pateD. Tha cup bas an engraved band of unusual cbaracter, 
as shewn in tbe accompanying illustration. It is 5J inches 
bigb, and weigbe 5oz. Sdwt. 6gr. Tbe cover-paten weigbs 
1 oz. 2dwt. I9gr. Both bave tbe same three marks: — 

1, Roman capital K, upside down, in a stamp which follows 
tbe shape of tbe letter, York date letter for 1567-8 ; 

2, Fleur-de-lis dimidiating a crowned rose in circular 
Btamp ; 3, Maker's initials T S in a square stamp. Tbe 



year 1567 was tbe date of the appointment to Oreat Salkeld 
of Edward Tbrelkeld, IjL.D., Archdeacon of Carlisle from 
1567 to 1588, who perhaps gave, or induced the parish- 
ioners to porcbase, this cup and cover. The; are in excellent 
condition, and are interesting as being, with tbe Crosthwaite 
(Westmoreland) cup and cover {ante p. 135) and two York- 
shire cups {O.E.P., p. 76), which are of the same date 
(1567-8), tbe oldest of the very few examples as yet found 
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of York-made plate prior to the Beventeenth century 
{ih. p. 337). Moreover tbey are, with the Crosthwaite 
cup and cover, the oldest examples of hall-marked ecclesi- 
astical plate ia Carlisle diocese, i.e., supposing the Bridekirk 
cup and cover, which are seventeen years older, to have bees 
orig;iDally secular {ante p. 74). 

A pewter fiagon, mentioned in the terrier of 1749, signed 
by " Ed. Law, Archdeacon,"* still remains. It is 11 inches 
high to lid, and unmarked. 

There are also here two modem silver patens, of London 
make, and a plated flagon. 

SEntwiTH, a township of Kirkland {ante p. 328), became 
a separate ecclesiastical district in 1659, when its church was 
consecrated, and silver communion plate, consisting of cup, 
flagon and paten, was presented by Mrs. Parker of Skirwith 
Abbey. Inscription : — 

An offering to St John's Church, Skirwith, S P, 1859. 

Modem as this church is it had a silver communion flagon 
before any other church in the deanery except Ousby, the 
flagon of which was presented in 1856 {ante p. 236). 

* From remote timee down to 1866 the rector; of Great S»lkeld «u 
attached to the arcbdeaconry of Carlisle. Thus BUhop J!IicolBan, when 
aichdeacon, held it from IflSS to 170Z

THE DEANERY OF AMBLESIDE

Ambleside, St. Mary's, as a terrier at Chester shews, 
1789 



A Silver Chalice with gilt cover Two Pewter flagons One Pewter 
Paten One Pewter bason to hold almB. 

The pewters have all disappeared, and, if the terrier he 
correct, the silver chalice has been gilded, to be in keeping 
with its cover. It is an exquisitely wrought cup, with 
steeple cover, of similar kind to the cups at Holme 
Cultram and Bongate (engraved at pp. 59 and 176). Height, 
without the cover, 12| inches; diameter at top 4g, and at 
foot 5i ; depth of bowl 5| ; weight 21 oz. 5 dwt. The 
cover, 7 inches high, weighs 21 oz. 5 dwt. Bound the rim 
of bowl runs in cursive the inscription : — 

This oup with y» cover was y* ^fte of Mr. James Newton to 
y pariah of Gresmore* in y^ county of Westmoreland for a com- 
munion oup to be used in y^ Chappell and for no other use. 

The spelling of the name of the parish is worth notice as 
one of the many varieties found in the registers or on the 
church plate in the deanery. Above the inscription is the

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date 1684. This was the date of the gift, not of the making 
of the cup, as shewn by the marks :— 1, London date letter, 
Italic small a, for 1618-9 ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's 



head crowned ; 4, Maker's initials, I S, crescent below, 
as on a similar cup of 1608-9 at C. G. C, Cambridge 
{O.E.P., p. 279). The Ambleside cup, of which we 
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give an engraving, has a bowl of the characteristic pointed 
shape of its period, richly repouss^d and ornamented 
from the stem upwards with three acanthus leaves flanked 
with cockle-shelb. Floriation descends from the plain 
band at rim, to complete the design. The base itself 
is set upon three Sying supports bent in griffin shape. 
These in turn spring from the higher of two bulbous 
ornaments that together form a sort of baluster stem, and 
are themselves set upon a handsomely repouss^ bell-shaped 
base. For the base's ornament the acanthus leaf and cockle 
shells re-appear. The cover fits over, not inside, the rim of 
the bowl, and is ornamented with the acanthus leaf and 
cockle shell in repoitaaS. It is surmounted by a fine pinnacle 
or steeple of open lattice work set off at the base with sup- 
ports, and at the top with a foliated finial, giving the general 
appearance of a four-sided crocketed spire. The date letter, 
small Italic a, for 1618-9, is clearly stamped on the cover, 
but the other marks are indistinct, as if the punches had not 
been driven home for fear of damaging the embossed work. 
This cup and cover are fine specimens of a distinctive 
fashion that prevailed &om 1606 to 1628, of which the 
Carpenters* and Armourers' Companies have good examples, 
and of which the Edmonds cup (1613), figured in 0. E, P. 
(2nd Ed., p. 229), much like the Ambleside cup, is an 
admirable illustration. Mr. Cripps says of it : — 
The stem is in shape a link between the Elizabethan and the plain 
balnster stems which are so often found in the seventeenth century 
{O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 227). 
The beautiful Ambleside cup is no longer used. 

The Plate now in use at Ambleside consists of two silver 
cups of date 1845-6, silver fiagon of 1844-5, two silver 
patens of 1843-4, a silver alms dish of 1843-4, all of 
London make, and a plated alms dish. The two cups are 
each 7^ inches high and 10^ oz. weight, with plain bowl, 
on hexagonal stem with hollow knop ornamented with 
six lozenge-shaped escutcheons. The base is scalloped ; one 
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of tlie six scallops is engraved with a cross and crown, 
flanked by a bulrush and Uly. Tba flagon, 9^ inches 
high and 18 oz. weight, of claret-jug shape, bears the 
inscription — 

Te landamus, Tibi benedicimns. 

The two patens, each 6f inches diameter and 3} oz. weight, 
both have the sacred monogram and the inscription — 
Per Myst«rium Soiicti lacaroatiotiis Tae hbera noa Domino. 

Alms dish Xo. I, silver, 14^ inches diameter and 15 oz. 
weight, ornamented with a floriated cross silver gilt, find 
embossed conventional bunches of grapes, has (he in- 
scnption — 

Tna sunt omnia Domine et de tim dedimns tibL 

The plated alms dish, No. 2, bears the sacred monogram 
within rays. 

Bbathat, Holt Tbinttt, possesses, as its terrier states. 

One Silver Flagon, one Silver Paten-plate, 
Two Silver Chalices. 

The flagon, 8| inches high to lid, of ordinary tankard 
shape, has on its body the sacred monogram, with cross 
and dagger above and three nails below, surroanded by 
rays, and the following inscription on its base ; — 

In usum Sanctissimre TrinitAtis Ecclesin Brathay dono dedlt 
Johannes Ireland* Anno Domini 183(i. 

The lid is 1 ^ inch high. Both have London marks, including 
maker's initials B H and date letter, small Soman u, for 
1835-6. 

The paten-plate, 6J inches diameter, on a foot 2 inches 
high, has similar ornament to the flagon, a similar inscription, 

* John Irel&nd was a woollen manufacturer at Kendal, a friend of the 
founder of the church, S. Redmayne, who waa father of the present Gilea 
lUdmajne, Esq., of Br&tha; HolL 
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and the same marks, except that the date letter is Old 
English A for 18S6-7. On its face are some scr&tchef, 
as though its silver bad been doubted. 

Chalice No. 1, 8^ inches high, is of very plain make, 
vith goblet-shaped bowl on a baluster stem. It has a 
similar inscription to that on flagon and paten, and is 
marked as the paten. 

Chalice No. 2, an exact copy of No. 1, by the same 
maker B H, has amongst its marks the queen's head and 
London date letter (Old English 1) for 1860-1. Round 
its foot runs the inscription : — 

In usoiii Sancttssimce Trinitatis Ecclesice Brathay dono dedit 
Margareta Boutflower filia S Bedmayne lundatoiiH AD 1861. 

Orasmere, St. Oswald's. — The earliest rasters in this 
church date from 1570, and the churcbvrardens' accoonts 
begin in 1661, but no mention is made of the church plate 
io either, not even when, in 1714, according to inscription 
on one of the cups, " the Parish Church Plate of Grasmere 
was renewed." 

Extract from terriers 1878-81 : — 
Holy Communion Utensila — One Silver Flag:on presented by Letitia 
Lnff weighing 35 oz. One Silver Alma Plato weighing 8 oz. One 
Silver Paten weighing 8 oz. Two cups together weighing 22 oz. 
To this we must add another silver paten, which will be 
described in its place. 

The silver Sagon — a renewal of an older one — is Ilg 
inches high, and weighs 32| oz. It is of ordinary claret-jug 
shape, with a Maltese cross on lid for thumb-piece. A band 
of grapes is enchased below the neck. Another band runs 
round the body of the flagon, with the inscription — 
PASCHA NOSTBDM IMMOLATOS EST CHRKTUa. 
A third band, round the base, is inscribed — 
This Flagon given for Sacramental nse in Orasmeie Paiish Church 
by Letitia Luff Anno Domino MDOCLIL

The inscription ie noticeable for the engraver's ignorance of 
Latin. Inside the base is stamped the namber 650. The 



quatrefoil punch ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head im- 
CFowned ; 4, London date letter L (Old English capital) 
1846-7 ; 5, The queen's bead. 

The alms disb, diameter 11^ inches, weight 25^ oz., bears 
engraved upon its face a coat of arms, on a bend three tre- 
foils slipped surmounted by a squire's helmet ; the shield 
surrounded b; foliage. Round the whole runs in cursive 
the following inscription: — 

The Gift of Dorothy Benson of Coathow to the Parish Church of 
Graamere 1729. 

The marks are : — 1, S C or S 0, looking as if the punch had 
slipped ; 2, Dublin date letter K (Old English capital) 
1730-1, in shaped shield; 3, A harp, surmounted by a crown. 
It is interesting to note that the figure of Hibemia, which 
was stamped on Dublin plate as a fourth mark in this year 
1730 {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 121) is not here. The gift is 
dated 1729. This may account for its absence. 

The old paten, which stands on three feet, has evidently 
been a salver ; diameter 6 inches ; height of feet -^ of an 
inch ; weight 8 oz. It is ornamented on its face with a coat 
of arms : — 

On a Chevron between three Ibex Heads erased Three escallops. 
The whole shield is surrounded with foliage, and is surmouuted with 
an Ibex Head erased with escallop on neck. 

At the back of the paten, in cursive, is the following 
inscription : — 

The gift of Dorothy Benson of 

Courthoe to y« parish of Grasmir 

Westmorland. 

It has four marks: — 1, Maker's initials, H F, in script, with 
mullet above and below, in an ornamented quatrefoil punch. 
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Humphrey Payncj whose old eterliog mark, entered 1720, is 
ideatical with this, and is figured in 0. E. P., Sad Ed., 
p. 305 ; 2, Lion passant, in plain oblong rectangular punch ; 

3, Leopard's bead crowned, in plain angular heraldic shield ; 

4, London date letter Q (Roman capital) 1731-2. 

The cups are evidently fellows. There is a slight 
difference in their measurements, but none in their 
weights. 

Cup No. 1 is 7-iV inches high ; diameter of bowl 3§ and 
of base 3| ; height of stem 4| ; weight 10| oz. It has 
a stout stem with band or elementary knop at the middle 
of it. The bowl, old-fashioned goblet shape, is ornamented 
on one side with a coat of arms within a lozenge, viz., on 
a chevron three cross^rosslets. The whole is enclosed by 
an oval line, round which runs rich foliation enchased. On 
the opposite side is engraved the inscription : — 

The Gift of Mrs Dorothy Benson of Coathow 
to the Parish Church of Graamere A" Doi 1714. 
This cup and its fellow are not hall-marked, but bear in 
four rectangular punches the letters 

P.H St* P.H Std 

They must be of the Britannia standard of silver, were 
probably made in the provinces, and never legally stamped. 

Cup No. 2, of the same shape as No. 1, is 7 inches high, 
3g inches diameter at top and 3-^^- at foot ; depth of bowl 
3J inches; weight 10|oz. On one side of the bowl is tbe 
sacred monogram with cross above enclosed in a floriated 
oval, and on the other side is engraved tbe inscription, 
interesting historically ; — 

The Parish Church Plate of Grasmere Renewed Ao Doi 1714. 

Tbe letters P.H Sf P.H St* are stamped on this cup as 
on tbe aforementioned. In compliance with Act 1696-7 
the letters P H must stand for the first two letters of the 
maker's name (philips?). It may be inferred from the 
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InBcription that cnp Ko. 2 was made of tbe ailver of an 
older cup (perhaps tvo older cups) melted down and recaat 
when Mra. Dorothy Benson gave a new cup (No. 1) in 1714. 
A similar recasting of Mrs. Letitia Luffs flagon (dated 
1752) seems to have taken place in 1846. 

The modem paten, quite plain, 5g inches diameter, on 
foot Hof ^^ i>ich high, weight 6 oz., of Sheffield make 1880-1, 
was given to the church a few months ago by Miss Mnnro, 
the sister-in-law of the present vicar, Kev. H. Fletcher. 

Hawkshead, St. Cuthbeet's. — Tbe terrier of 1788, 
preserved at Chester, says: — 

The oommmuoD plate connsta of two diver cups weighing together 
35 oz. The inscription on each of the Bald cups is " Hairkabead 
Church." One tnlver salver or waiter, on which is engraved the 
following inscription, " Given to the Parish Church of Hawkshead 
in Lancashire 1736." Two pewter Flaggons, One pewter dish. 

The same aHver cups and paten, with omission of weight of 
cups, are mentioned in the terriers of 1867 and 1878, but 
the pewters are not noticed in these later terriers, though 
one flagon and the dish still remain. 

Cup No. 1, plain, on an ordinary stem with rudimentary 
knop, is similar to the Q-rasmere cup (ante p. 251). Height 
8^ inches, diameter at top 3| and same at foot ; weight 
lOoz. Odwt. 12gr. Four marks: — 1, Maker's initials, TF 
(indistinct), in lobed escutcheon (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 304) ; 
2, Lion passant, in oval punch ; 3, Leopard's head crowned, 
in circular punch ; 4, Roman capital E, London date letter 
for 1720-1. As this was tbe year in which the old standard 
was restored, this cup must have been made after June 1720, 
when the Act came into force. 

Cup No. 2, of similar shape to No. 1, is much worn, 
and is mended with a strap of silver just below tbe rudi- 
mentary knop. Four marks : — 1, Old English D, London 
date lett«r for 1759-60; 2, Leopard's head crowned; 3, Lion 
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passaat, in rectangular oblong punch ; 4, Maker's mark, W, 
or WC, much worn. The initiala WC are on the silver 
mace at St. Margaret's, Westminster {O.E.P., p. 312). 
Inscription on both the cups as mentioned in the terrier. 

The paten, plain, 8^ inches in diameter, stands on a foot 
3f diameter at base; height of stem 2g; weightlSoz. 18dwt. 
The foot looks as if it has been a later addition. On the 
face of this paten, inside a circle, is inscribed in script — 
Given 
for use 
of the Pariah 
Church of 
Hawkshead in Lancaster 1736. 
Four marks: — 1, Maker's initials, RB, as on a tankard 
of 1/36-7 belonging to the Vintners' Company {O.E.P., 
p. 307) ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, 
Roman small a, in plain shield, upside down, London date 
letter for 1736-7. 

The sole remaining pewter ^agon is a tankard, 9g inches 
high, unmarked. The present vicar tells me that all be can 
bear of the missing flagon is that it was perhaps sold acci- 
dentally with other things at the restoration before he 
came. 

Tbe pewter dish is an alms dish of deep soup-plate shape, 
llf inches in diameter exclusive of rim, and 1|- inches in 
depth, marked on rim with tbe letters H C (Hawkshead 
Church) and four other marks much worn. 

When the Cumberland and Westmorland Arcbieological 
Society were at Hawkshead in 1878 several curiosities pre- 
served in the vestry were exhibited to them by the vicar, 
tbe Rev. John Allen, amongst which was " a standard pint 
measure of bell-metal" (G. & W. A.rchceologieal Trajiaactions, 
vol. IV, p. 38). But there is here a quart measure as well 
as a pint. The quart, which di£Fers from the pint io having 
a handle, has two marks : — 1, A sort of check pattern ; 
2, Crowned initials surmountiog a cross stave. Tbe pint 
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has two marks: — 1, Check pattero a« on the quart; 2, The 
letter R, over & crowa of which the punch Blipped, and 
three sidea of a rectangle. According to Jacob's Law 
Dictionary the standard measures ordered by Magna Charts 
were, in cities, market towns, and villages, kept in the 
churches. 

Lanodale, Holy Tbinitt, has silver cup, paten and 
flagon. The cup, 8^ inches high, has hexagonal stem with 
knop and band spreading out into an hexagonal base. The 
paten, hexagonal, on hexagonal stem, is 7^ inches in 
diameter. Both cup and paten bear the sacred monogram, 
and London marks for 1857-8. The flagon, 11^ inches 
high (inclusive of lid), of simple claret-jug design, with 
engraved band round the neck, has the sacred monogram, 
and London marks for 1871-2. 

IjOW Weat, St. Maeoabet's, as the terrier of 1879 
states, possesses 

A cup, flagon, and paten, all of diver. 

Each of these vessels bears the sacred monogram, and 
London marks for 1858-9. Round the bowl of the cup 
is engraved, in Old English — 

Qui bibit meum sangulnem is me manet et ego in eo. 
Bound the flagon, in Old English — 

Hie est sanguis ille hnjua pacti quod mandavit vobis Deus. 
On the rim of the paten, in Old Eoglieh — 

Hoc est corpus meum quod pro vobis datur. 

And each bears the following inscription, in plain printing 
capitals —

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Bydal, St. Mast's. — The plate at thia chapel, as stated

One Ancient Silver Chalice, one electro-plated flagon, one silver- 
plated paten, one electro-plated paten. 

The " ancient silver chalice," a beautifully chased cup 
on baluster stem, of pattern similar to that of the Scaleby 
cap (engraved at p. 32), is 9| inchea high, 4^ diameter at 
top and 4| at baae; depth of bowl 4J. It has but one mark, 
the maker's iuitials, I C, mullet below, in a plain shield. 
The initials I C with mullet occur in a heart-shaped shield 
on London plate of 1668-9 and 1674^5 (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
pp. 289 & 291), in lobed shield I6S1-2 and 1685-6 (ib., 
pp. 293 & 295), cinquefoil below in plain shield 1688-9 
(p. 296). The mark at Rydal, which is rather indistinct, 
most nearly resembles that of 1688-9, having plain shield, 
and what may once have been a cinquefoil now worn to a 
mullet. On the absence of other marks see ante p. 17. 
This cup shews signs of having been gilt, but is much 
worn. The bowl has a plain band round its rim ; the rest 
of the bowl is enchased with two vases, from which spring 
two conventional roses enchased, flanking a single lily or 
rose. The middle lily or rose in one of the vases has been 
erased, and in its place has been roughly scratched or 
engraved a shield with twelve quarter ings bearing the 
arms of the le Fleming family, to whom the manor of 
Eydal came when 

Sf' John de Lancaster (as well of Howgill as of this manner) Knt 
married Isabel one of his 4 daughters and coheirs (in the time of 
Henry IV) unfo S' Tho le Fleming of Coningstone Hall in Lanca- 
shire Kn*, by w*"" marriage thia manner came from the Lancasters 
unto the Flemings, in whose issue male it hath ever since continued 
{Deaeriftion of West'TMirehM.d, A.D, 1671, by Daniel Fleming Esq., 
afterwards Knight, p. 17). 

To this day it remains id the same family. Daniel Fleming, 
author of the " Description of Westmoreland," lord of the 
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manor and patron of the living from 1653 till his death in 
1700, father of Sir G-eorge Fleming, bishop of Carlisle from 
1734 to 1747) probably gave what is now the " ancient silver 
chalice" to fiydal church. 

SATrEBTHWATTE. — The terrier of 1878 says : — 
The goods of the Chnroh consist of one salver, two cups, one flagon, 
all silver. 

This is not a full statement, as it omits a pewter flagon aud 
paten, both of good shape, well marked, and in excellent 
preservation. 

The silver salver, 7 inches in diameter, on a foot IJ 
inch high and 2J diameter at base, has four marks: — 

1, Maker's initials Wa in a shaped oblong; 2, Britaonia; 
3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Court S, London date letter for 
1713-4. It has on its face the sacred monogram, cross above 
and the three nails below, the whole Burrounded by rays of 
flame, a later addition, doubtless made when the salver 
was given in 1845 by Mr. Ainslie of Grieedale Hall. It 
was an i^eeable surprise to come upon such a flne bit of 
Britannia standard plate, as it had been disguised by the 
modern omameot. No doubt it was originally secular. 

One of the two silver cups seems also to have been 
originally secular, but when or where made, as it has no 
standard marks, it is difficult to say. It is 5^ inches high, 
3^ diameter at top and 2| at base ; depth of bowl, which 
is plain and cup-shaped, only 1| inches. Its weight is 
5 oz. 9 dwt. 9 gr. The stem, which rotates in the socket of 
the base, is of round pillar shape, and has a single band 
of plain silver instead of knop. It has three marks : — 
J, Maker's initials, J B in script letters, in a shaped oblong ; 

2, Roman small w in a square punch ; 3, The 6rst mark 
repeated. The stamps are much worn. The script initials 
seem to point to a date later than 1739, at which 'time 
several makers who had before used fioman initials changed 
to script {ante p. 104) ; and a mark of J B script, in an 
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oblong with rounded corners, occurs on a London flagon of 
175a-4 at Llangedwjn (0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 311. But the 
Satterthwaite cup, if its second mark is intended for a date 
letter, cannot be by a London maker, as there is no W in any 
London alphabetical cycles We must therefore leave the 
date and assay town of this cup doubtful. 

The other silver cup and the silver flagon, given with the 
salver in 1845 by Mr. Ainslie, have each London marks for 
1843-4. The cup is 6^ inches high, the flagon 8^ high to 
lid, and each has a similar ornament to that on the paten. 

The pewter flagon, of jug shape, 5J inches high, has 
three marks : — 1, A horse's bead ; 2, A buckle ; 3, A crown 
above cross staves. Inside at the bottom is stamped a 
crescent surrounded by seven stars. The pewter paten, 9 
inches in diameter, on a foot 2| inches high and 4^ diameter 
at base, has a raised rim or moulding at its edge. The foot 
is in shape a round pillar whose capital is ornamented with 
a spiral moulding which twists in opposite direction to the 
spiral moulding of the body of the pillar. On the under 
side of the plate is (1) the word "London" in a scroll, 

(2) a long-antlered stag treading on foliage, in shaped 
escutcheon, one side of which takes the shape of a tree, and 

(3) a crown above cross staves. 

The parish chest, in which these pewters are kept, is 
itself an interesting relic of old times, an oak log hollowed 
out, covered with lid, and securely clamped with iron. 

Sawbet, St. Fcfer'3, has a set of electro-plated vessels, 
viz., a flagon, two cups, two patens without stem, and one 
paten with stem. The fl^on, 11 inches high inclusive of 
lid, has the sacred monogram surmounted by a cross, and on 
the opposite side this inscription : — 

Presented with five other Sacred Vessels

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TaotTTBBCE, Jesus* Chapel, consecrated by the bishop 
of Gbeater in 1562, and reoonseoratedf in 1563 by the 
aichbisbop of Canterbuiy (G. & W- TranaactiovSi vol. IV, 
p. 25), has two ancient silver cups (not used) ; a modem 
silvei cup, flagon, and paten ; a pewter flagon and alms 
dish (not used) ; and a modem brass alms dish. 

Cup No. I, is an old York Elizabethan cup, of very thin 
silver, 7| inches high, 3| diameter at top and 3| at base ; 
depth of bowl, which is bell-shaped, 5| inches. The stem 
has a knop rudely ornamented with graver's dots. Similar 
dot ornament is on the volute of the base. Bound the bowl 
runs s band that is broken into three links, each link filled 
with graver's dot«. Near the lip are three marks : — I, Small 
blaok-letter b on a shield cusped at the bottom ; 2, Fleur- 
de-lis dimidiating a crowned rose in circular stamp ; 3, 
Initials, W R, in plain oblong punch. The date of this 
cup must be 1584-5, the date letter for which year, 
though hitherto unverified by an example, may be assumed 
from examples for other years in the same cycle {O.E.P., 
p. 337) to have been a small black-letter b. No example of 
this York small black-letter alphabet is given by Mr. Gripps 
before the k of 1592-3, which is in a plain shield. Nor is 
any example given of form of stamp for York date letter 
prior to 1592-3 except for the years 1567-8 and 1568-9, 
when the stamp was shaped to the letter {ante pp. 135 and 
242, and 0. E. P., p. 337). The Troutbeck cup, therefore, 
is useful as shewing what was the character of the stamp for 
one of the intervening years. t

t There is, or was s few weeks ago, at a silversmith's in the Strand, London, 
an Elizabethan communion cnp, marked with (1) W K, (2) Fleur-de-lis and rose 
dimidiated, and (3) small black-letter a, in stamp shaped to the letter, York date 
letter for 16S3-1 ; interesting as supplying another example towards filling the 
above-mentioned gap in Mr. Crippra chronological list of old York plate, and 
as probably indicating, in connection with Tioatbeck cup {No. 1), the year ot 
the latest occurrence of stamp shaped to date letter at York. 
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Cup No. 2, is also old York silver, stouter in make than 
tfae former, 7 inches high, 3g diameter at top and 3g at 
base ; depth of bowl 3§ iocheB. Stem has usual knop. The 
base is similar in shape to the former, but is ornamented 
with a band of olive leaves, oi wreath of laurel leaves, 
three abreast, under a belt. The bowl has an engraved 
band of simple design, broken at three places by conven- 
tional bunches of lily. Kouud the rim ruoa in cursive 
the inscription — 

This is the gift of Agnes Burkett y* daughter of Capton George 
Burkett given to Troutbeoke Church April y* 28 Anno Dom 1688. 

It has three marks: — I, Maker's initials IP in quatrefoil; 

2, Fleur-de-lis dimidiating a crowned roae in circular stamp ; 

3, Italic W in plain shield, York date letter for 1679-0. 
The maker, having also made some of the communion 
plate at Kipon Minster {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., p. 77), is thus 
identified : — 

An old Chapter Account Book of the Collegiate Church of Ripon, 
commencing 1675, contains memoranda relating to the plate, and 
amongEt them receipted goldsmith's accounts for the above articles, 
signed "John Plumer," dated March 29, 1676, and 21 June, 1676 
(0. E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 77). 

Who " Capton Burkett" was I cannot ascertain. An old 
bouse in Troutbeck bears the initials G- B, and the " Mortal 
Man" public-house sign with its jingling rhyme to "Sally 
Burkett's ale" tells ua it was a common Troutbeck name 
in later days. The foot of this cup is weighted with 
lead, on which see ante p. 117. 

The pewter flagon and diah are in very good condition. 
The fiagon, a fine apecimen of tankard shape, 8| inches 
high to lid, has no marks outside, but inside at the bottom 
ie a crown with what seems to be a W stamped above it. 
The dish, 13^ inches in diameter, has the maker's initials, 
I D in Roman capitals, pellet above and between, in oblong 
rectangular punch, four times repeated. 
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The modem silver cup, flagoD, and paten, each bear the 
Eacred moDOgram, and London marks for 1858-9. 

WlBDERMERE PARISH ChUBCH, St. OSWALD'S. — The 
terrier of 1778 at Chester mentions only 

A sUver cup and cover, 
though, doubtless, then as now, there were also pewter 
vessels. The plate now oonsists of an ancient silver cup 
and cover, a modem silver cup, silver flt^n, and two silver 
patens, a pewter flagon and two pewter dishes. 

The ancient cap and cover, of old York silver, are 
remarkable for beauty of shape and simplicity of design. 
The cup is 8 inches high, 4^ diameter at top and the same 
at base ; depth of bowl 4 inches ; weight 13 oz. 8 dwt. The 
bowl, a flat-bottomed cylinder, is on a stem of hour-^lass 
pattern, with a heavy knop standing out well all round, 
on which is an engraved band of conventional lilies running 
from right to left. Bound the bowl is a similar band of 
lilies running from left to right, with three breaks in it 
which shew clustered lilies ; and above, divided into three 
by the lily pattern, runs round in cursive the words — 

This plaite belonges to the Parish Church of Windermer 1684. 
It has three marks: — 1, Maker's initials W B in double 
quatrefoil, probably identical with the mark on a cup of 
1681-2 at St Lawrence, York {O.E.P., p. 77); 2, Fleur- 
de-lis dimidiating a crowned rose in circular stamp ; 3, Italic 
small z, York date letter for ] 682-3. The cover, now used 
as a paten, is 5^ inches in diameter, with button or foot 
1 inch high and 2^ inches diameter ; weight 5 oz. It has a 
band of lilies round the volute of the rim, and W B's York 
marks, but the date letter is too worn to be intelligible. 

The modem silver cup, 7| inches high, weighs 9 oz. 7 dwt. ; 
the silver flagon, 9f inches high, weighs 16 oz. 3dwt. ; the 
two silver patens, each 6| inches in diameter, weighs each 
4oz. 3 dwt. 12gT. On each of these vessels are London 
marks for 1S71-2, and the sacred monogram. 
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The pewter flagon, a very fine veaael, lOJ inches high 
to lid, which is lost, 4| diameter at mouth, stands on a 
most substantial base, of 9 inches diameter, thrice voluted, 
and weighs 5 lbs. 12 oz. 19 dwt. It has the following £ve 
marks : — 1, A bucklb ; 2, A horse's head couped ; 3, An arm 
embossed, surmounted by a crown ; 4 and 5, Firet and 
second marks repeated. Of the two pewter diahes, both in 
excellent preservation, one is 13 inches in diameter and 
weighs 2 lbs. 7 oz. 2 dwt., the other is 9^ inches diameter 
and weighs 1 lb. 2 oz. 9 dwt. The larger is marked with 
(1) a coat of arms on a shield, three griEBuB' beads erased, 
per chevron engrailed, with the name " S. Duncomb" 
beneath, and (2) a primrose between two sprays of foliage. 
The word *' London", on a scroll beneath, links the two 
stamps. The smaller dish is marked with a stamp in which 
rising out of a ducal crown is a horse's jamb in shaped 
shield ; above the shield are cross staves underneath a crown, 
and beneath is the word " London." There are in addition 
to the stamp four marks: — 1, Leopard's head uncrowned; 
2, Jamb in shaped shield (7) ; 3, Griffin's head erased ; 
4, SD in a shield. 

Windermere, St. Mary's. — The terrier of 1855 and 
18S1 mention 

A flagon, two cupa, a paten, and an almsdish. 

The other vessels are electro-plated. The cups and the alms 
dish are silver, bearing London marks for 1840-1. 

The silver cup, 7J inches high, weighs 13oz. 13dwt. 
10^ gi. ; the paten, 6^ in diameter, has no foot, and weighs 
4oz. 1 dwt. 23igr, ; the flagon, of claret-jug shape, 11^ 
inches high inclusive of lid, has this inscription; — 
GIX>RY BE TO GOD ON HIGH. 

The cup and paten each bear the sacred monogram.

THE DEANERY OF ALDINGHAM 
By John Fell op Dane &htll. 



Aldinohah. — The plate now io use is all modern, having 
been acquired in exchange for plate of some antiquity. No 
record, however, has been preserved of the old plate beyond 
the fact that it consisted of a email chalice and paten, or 
paten cover, probably of the 16th or 17th century. There was 
also a piece of silver, which was not used or known to have 
been used for sacramental purposes, and which is described as 
a *' shapeless silver stoup." It was the gift of the Hev. Boger 
Baldwin, D.D,, rector of Aldingham, who died in 1801. 

Dendbon, a chapelry of Aldingham, has no silver plate. 

BAKEOW-iN-FoENEas. — St. G-eoeqe's, St. James's, St. 
Matthew's, St. Mark's, St. Luke's, St. John's, St. Paul's, 
all possess modern plate of an ordinary type. 

Bakisea. — The communion plat* belonging to the church 
at Bardaea comprises paten, cup, and fiagon of silver, all 
modem. There is however a curious old alms bagio of 
foreign manufacture. It is made of brass, and is 23 inches 
in diameter. It is embossed in the centre with a represen- 
tation of two men bearing an immense cluster of grapes, 
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aod round the upper surface of the rim is the following 
inscription in ancient Dutch text : — 
Wylt • Ghy • by • 
LanghelleTen • soo * 
ert • Godt • ert hoovt • 
zyn • gebat • vorwar • 
The translation of which is — 
If thou wouldat live long, fear Grod and keep His commandmenta. 
Bardsea is a chapelry of Urswick. 

DaitoN-in-Fobnbss. — Silver paten cover, with the date 
of 1571 engraved upon the button. This paten cover has a 
diameter of 4 J inches and the button a diameter of 1 ^ inch. 
It stands about 1 j inch in height, and weighs about 2 oz. 
4dwt. It has four marks: — 1, Small black-letter n, London 
date letter for 1570-1 ; 2, Lion passant; 3, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 4, obliterated. The chalice to which it no doubt 
eriginally belonged has been lost or sold. There is a more 
modem chalice, the dimensions of which are as follows : — 
height 7^ inches ; width at the base 3^ inches, and at the 
mouth 3g inches ; weight 7 oz. 5 dwt. 20 gr. It has on it 

Dalton 1717 
and has four marks : — 1 , worn away ; 2, Lion's head erased ; 
3, Britannia; 4, Roman capital A, London date letter for 
1716-7. 

Dalton has also a paten given in 1820 by William Atkinson, 
Esq., of Dalton-in-Fumesa. It has an inscription to that 
effect, and a set of London plate marks of the year 1819-0. 

Dalton has also flagon, chalice, and two patens of modem 
plate recently presented. 

A terrier at Chester of the date uf 1778 specifies for 
Daltou-in-Furness 

Two Chalices. 

This must have meant the missing 1571 chalice, with its 
paten, and the one of 1717. 
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Ibelbth, a chapelry of the ancient parish of Dalton-in- 
Furneas, bas do ancient plate. 

LiNDALE, a more recent cbapelry of the same parish, ia 
in the same position. 

Newbabns, a district church to Dalton-in-FumeBs, haa 
only modem plate. 

Rampside, a chapelry of Dalton-in-Fumesi, poggessea 
only modem plate. 

Walney, a chapelry of Dalton-in-Fnmess, has silver cup 
and paten. 

The cup is two-handled, 4^ inches in height by 3J inches 
in diameter, beaded with a small beading round the brim 
and also where the handles are attached to the chalice; 
weight lOoz. 21 dwt. It has five marks: — 1, Leopard's head 
crowned ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, The three castles of Newcastle 
in heart-shaped shield ; 4, J G in Roman capitals under a 
gem ring, the mark of John Cookson ; 5, An Old English 
capital letter of the second Newcastle alphabet : as the lion 
passant is turned to the dexter, it must be some date after 
1725, and before 1739-0. This is also proved by the shape 
of the shield enclosing the town mark. 

The paten, plain, is 6} inches in diameter and 2} inches 
in height. It stands on a small foot. The weight is 7 oz, 
16 dwt., and has four marks: — 1, Maker's mark, much 
worn, resembling the fieur-de-lis given in 0. E. P., 2xid Ed., 
p. 270, but the other stamps do not agree with that date ; 
2, Lion passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned : these are both 
in stamps of the character used between 1720 and 1729 ; 
4, Capital Roman H, London date letter for 1723-4. 

Fenninoton has a silver cup 7^ inches in height ; 
diameter of bowl SJ inches, of foot the same. The marks 
are four; — 1, Lombardic Y with external cusps, London date 
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letter for 1617-8 ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, lieopatd'a head 
crowned; 4, BS in a shaped. Bhield with something bebw, 
no doubt a heart, as in 0. E. P., pp. 281, 282, 283, where 
instances of this maker's work are given. The initials T K 
are cut on the bowl. 

Another silver cup, gilt inside. It is richly chased with 
vine leaves, grapes, and roses, and two naked boys gathering 
the grapes. It was presented to the church on the occasion 
of the opening of the church after having been rebuilt. It 
bears the following inscription : —

It was apparently a cup made for some secular purpose. It 
is 7 inches in height, and baa four marks : — 1 , r. g. » 2, Lion 
passant ; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, A small Roman b, 
London date letter for 1777^. 

Pennington has also a silver paten, like a small waiter, 
with three feet. It has some ornamental engraving on it, 
and bears an inscription identical with that on the second 
cup. The marks are four: — 1, H B in script, the mark of the 
maker of plate at Gateshead, &c. {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., 
pp. 317 and 318); 2, Small Roman i, London date letter 
for 1784-5; 3, Lion passant; 4, Leopard's head crowned. 

Ueswick. — The plate belonging to this church is as 
follows : — 

1. A silver plate used as a paten, 10 inches in diameter 
and 1^ inch deep. The donor's name and the date are 
inscribed on the under side of the plate —

and in a central circular elevation at the bottom of the 
upper side is the donor'B coat of arms.

A silver cup with cover. The height of the cup is 7J 
inches ; the depth of bowl 3g inches ; tbe diameter of the 
bowl at top is 2| inches ; the diameter of base 2^ ioches. 
There is a beading round the base of the foot, and round 
the bowl is a band of ornamental tooling. The marks 
are:— 1, AK linked {O.E.P., 2nd Ed., pp. 269, 271); 
2, Leopard's head crowned ; 3, Lion passant ; 4, A small 
black-letter o, liondon date letter for 1571-2. The cover is 
3} inches in diameter ; the knob is 1^ inch in diameter. 
It stands about g of an inch in height. On the knob is 
inscribed the date 1571, and also the letters (capitals) W. S. 
The cover has also the same four marks that the cup bas. 

A handaome flagon of modem silver, jewelled. It was 
presented by Mrs. Rimington of Aynsome, and bears the 
inscription underneath — 

Presented the parish church of S^ Mary, Urswick, A.D, 1877. 

A silver gilt paten, modern, presented in 1851, by G-eorge 
Kimington, Esq. 

There is also a brass alms basin belonging to the church, 
19^ inches in diameter. It is said to be of foreign manu- 
facture, from Nuremberg probably. At the bottom is a 
representation of Adam and Eve beneath the tree, with the 
serpent coiled round it. 

A terrier preserved at Chester, and dated 1778, gives the 
plate at Urswick

THE DEANERY OF ULVERSTON 
By the Rev. L. E. Ayee, Rural Dean op Ulverbtok. 



Blawith was a cbapel to Ulverston. The communion 
plate here is as follows : — 

A set of electro-plated vessels, comprising flagon, chalice, 
paten, and alms dish. Presented to the church in 1851. 

Also a pewter flagon, 6 inches in height. It has no lid, 
and no marks upon it. 

Also a pewter paten, shaped like a plate, 10| inches in 
diameter. It has the name Nicholson stamped upon it on 
the under side, also an eagle and some other devices- 
There is also a silver cup descrihed in the terrier as a 
silver cup for the communion of the sick. 
It is a plain silver tumbler, 3g inches in height. The 
diameter at the top is 3^ inches and at the bottom 2^ 
inches. Its weight is 2 oz. 19 dwt. 6 gr. It has five 
marks : — 1, Three castles, the Newcastle town mark ; 2, An 
illegible date letter ; 3, Lion's head erased ; 4, Britannia ; 
5, Maker's mark, two letters, a D and another. The cup is 
thus of the higher standard silver of Newcastle make. 

Brouohtok in Fueness.— The communion plate here 
consists of a set of electro-plated vessels, comprising fiagon, 
two cups, and two plates, which were presented to the church 
b; a family resident in the parish in the year 1650. The 
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eilver plate, comprieiog two cups and a flagon, mentioned in 
the terrier of 1778, were given to the donors in exchange, 
and nothing ia now known of them. 

A pewter flagon, with lid. There ib a small spout to it, 
and the lid, when down, coven it. It is 7 inches high, not 
including the lid. It has no marks upon it. 

Another pewter flagon, 8 inches high, with a spout and a 
lid. It has no marks upon it. 

Two pewter plates, one 11 inches in diameter and the 
other 9^ inches. The larger one has a crown upon it, and 
apparently some other marks, which are now obliterated. 
The smaller one is stamped with the name " Geo. Simson, 
Dublin," surrounded by an ornamental border. It also has - 
the letter X, surmounted by a crown, and beneath it the 
following marks: — 1, worn out; 2, A cock; 3, A leopard's 
face; 4, SF. 

This place was a chapel to Eirkby Ireleth. 



CoNiSTOM was a cbapel to Ulverston. — The < 
plate here consists of a silver gilt cup, with paten cover, 
also silver gilt. The height of the cup ia 6^ inches. The 
diameter of the bowl at top is 3§ inches, that of the base 
3 inches. The cover is 3^ inches in diameter ; the button 
If inches. The weight of the cup is 6 oz. ISdwL llfgr.; 
that of the paten cover 2 oz. 7 dwt. 6| gr. Round the cup 
is an engraved band; also upon the cover. The marks on 
each are three; — l,The double-seeded rose crowned and fleur- 
de-lis dimidiated in circular stamp ; 2, I P., Roman letters, 
in a kind of quatrefoil ; 3, Capital Z, York date letter for 
1632-3, which agrees with other work of I P {O.M.P., 
2nd Ed., p. 76). 

A pewter paten, 9 inches in diameter, 3 inches in 
height, and with a base measuring 5 inches in height. The 
marks are — 1, A cockatrice ; 2, An animal's head ; 3, A doll, 
or woman's figure. 

Flagon, paten, and salver of modern silver. 
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EoTON CUM Newland. — The communion vessels &t this 
church are modern, consisting of plated cup, paten, and 
flagon, and two brasB alms dishes. Nothing seems to be 
known of any earlier ones. 

This place was also a chapel to Ulrerston. 

KiREBT Ireleth has a cup and cover paten. The cup is 
9 inches in height ; the stem is 3^^ inches in height, and the 
bowl internally 5-^ inches. The diameter of the top of bowl 
is i\i inehes, and that of the bottom of the stem 4| inches. 
Its weight is 18 oz. 4 dwt. 14 gr. It has the sacred monogram 
on the side of the bowl, surrounded by rays, and the following 
inscription : — 

The gift of M^ Roger Askew Citizen & Painter Stainer of London, 
for the use of the Communion Table of the Parish Church of 
Kirkby Ireleth. Anno 1737. 

The marks are: — 1, S. B.; 2, Lion passant; 3, Small Roman b, 
London, 1737-8; 4, Leopard's head crowned. The diameter 
of paten cover is 6 inches. The diameter of the foot upon 
which it stands is 2 inches. Its weight is 8 oz. 8 dwt. 14^ gr. 
The sacred monogram is engraved upon the bottom of the 
foot, and the inscription and marks are precisely the same as 
those upon the cup. The Askews of Coniston are a well- 
known local family, but the precise place in their pedigree of 
Mr. Roger Askew is not at present ascertained. 

Kirkby Ireleth baa also a smaller cup without a stem, 6-^ 
inches in height externally, and 4^^ inches internally. The 
diameter at top is 4| inches, and at bottom 3^ inches. It 
bears the following inscription, near the top :— 

The ^ueste of Elianor Crowle to the Parishe church of Eirkbye 
Aireleth. 

The weight is 8 oz. 8 dwt. 14 gr., and the marks are three : — 
1, Three ducal crowns, one above another, in a plain shield : 
the arms of Hull ; 2, E, M, Roman capitals over some small 
object, all in a plain shield ; the same as the first. This rare 
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piece of plate is one of those that hare been ass&yed at Hull, 
where an assay office, r^^ar or irr^ular, existed, which 
did a deal of work during the 17th century. Mr. Cripps 
says that twenty-five pieces have come to light, bearing the 
initials of eight makers, among whom be gives E M. (0. E, P., 
2ud Ed., pp. 87, 88. Its presence at Eirkby Ireleth is easy 
to account for. Eleanor Eirkby, sister of a Richard Kirkby, 
who was a Colonel in the service of King Charles I, married 
John Crowle, a member of a family who intermarried with 
the Wilsons of Dallam Tower, and the Lowthors of Swil- 
lingtoD, and who were to Hull during the 16th and 17th 
centuries, what the Dela Poles were in the 14th and 15th.* 

Kirkby Ireleth also has a silver plate with a cylindrical 
handle, clnmsily soldered on, so as to make it like a col- 
lecting dish. In the centre of the plate is a circular elevation. 
The diameter of the plate is 8 inches, the depth | of an inch, 
and the height of the central elevation -^ of an inch, and 
the diameter of about 2^ inches. The width of rim of plate 
I^ inch. The handle is soldered to the plate on the lower 
Bide of the rim, and seems a later addition. The handle ia 
S^ inches in length from the edge of the plate; its circum- 
ference 2H inches. The weight is 13 oz. 17 dwt. 23 J gr. 

Bound the rim of the plate, on the upper side, is the fol- 
lowing inscription : — 

The gift of Coll Eichard Kirkby to y« Parish Church of Kirkby in 
Furnace, Lancashire. 1698. 

Bound the rim of the plate, on the lower side, is inscribed 
as follows:— 

Taken from the French who had {just before) Plundered Cartagena 
in ^ew Spun. 
There are no other marks upon it. 

The Colonel Richard Eirkby, who was in the service of 
Charles I, died in the reign of Charles II, and was succeeded 
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bj his eldest bod Roger : bis second son was named Richard, 
and died without issue : he would be the donor of this inter- 
esting piece of plate. 

LowiCK. — A silver cap, gilt in the inside, 6| inches in 
height. The bowl is inscribed with the following on one 
Bide: — 

The gift of James and Elizabeth Everord to Lowick Chapel. 
The coat of arms of the donors is engraved on the other side 
of the bowl. Round the base of tho cup is inscribed the 
words — 

Anno Domini ISIO. 

A silver paten, having on the upper surface an inBcription 
identical with that above quoted, surrounding the same coat 
of arms. The marks on both are five: — 1, TJ; 2, Lion 
passant; 3, Leopard's head crowned ; 4, The Roman letter 0, 
LoDdoQ date letter, 1809-0; 5, The king's head. 

A pewter Bagon, with lid, and no spout. The height of 
it (not including the lid) is 9| inches. The marks upon it 
are the letter X surmounted by a. crown, and underneath 
the letters W B, a stag's head, and two others not easy to 
be made out. 

Seathwaite.* — The silver plate belonging to Seathwaite 
church is a presentation of the last few years only, as 
described by the inscription thereon hereunder given. It 
consists of four pieces, all of silver, viz. : — 

1. A flagon, 13^ inches high to the top of the cross with 
which it is surmounted, with a diameter at the base of 5^ 
inches, narrowed to 2| at the top, and with a depth of 9| 
inches. 

2. A cup standing 8^ inches in height. The bowl, 
which is gilt on the inside, baa a maximum diameter of 
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4^ inches, with a depth of 3^. The diameter of the base, 
which is hez^onal, is 4§ inches. 

3. A large paten, with a stem and foot, 3 inches in 
height. The upper sur&ce, which ia irrE^ularl; round, with 
an ornamental rim of projecting leaves, measures 8^ across. 
The hexagonal foot ia 4 inches in diameter. 

4. A small paten, without foot, of the same pattern as 
preceding, with a diameter of 6^ inches. 

Each of the above pieces is stamped with the following 
five marks : — 1 , The letters ^ ; 2, Lion passant ; 3, Leo- 
pard's head crowned ; 4, Small black-letter u, London, 
1876-6 ; 5, The queen's head ; and hears the name Wordley 
& Co., Liverpool. On the under surface of the base of each 
the following inscription is engraved : — 

Presented to Seathwfute Church by Sarah Moore, daughter of the 
late Rev. Edward Tyson, 52 years perpetnal Curate of the Parish 
MDCCCLXXV. 

The older communion vessels preserved are of pewter 
as follows: — 

1. A large pewter salver uaed as a paten, 14| inches 
in diameter, without inscription or any other mark than 
the following, viz., a shield with lion rampant, surmounted 
with the letter X under a royal crown. A scroll at the 
bottom of the abield bears the word London, any other word 
(if any) being obliterated. The imitation ball-marks are 
four: — 1, Lion rampant; 2, A royal crown; 3, Figure of 
Britannia ; 4, A figure somewhat resembling a heart or 
similar form aurmounted by a baronial crown. The salver 
has since been electro-plated, and is now uaed as an alma 
diah. The following inscriptions have been added. Bound 
the rim on the obvnse, in Boman letters : —

and on the reverse : — 
Seathwaite Church old pewt«r Communion Salver electroplated 1876. 
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2. A pewter tankard used as flagon, of the depth of

3 & 4. Two old copper silver-plated cups, each 7^ inches 
high, with a diameter of 3f inches in the bowl, and of 3^ 
inches at the foot, used as chalices. They have again been 
re-silvered, and this inscription added: — 

E&- electroplated at cost of Clara Curties, Mortimer, Berks, A,D. 1877. 

They bear no marks or letters of earlier date. The two 
cups are respectively distinguished by the further inscription 
added at the same time, viz.,

T(jBveb possesses a silver cup with baluster stem and a 
dome-shaped cover-paten. The height of the cup is 7 inches. 
The bowl measures 3| inches in height, and 3J in diameter 
at the top. The diameter of the foot is 3^ inches. The 
cover-paten is 3| inches in diameter; and the button is 1^ 
inches in diameter. Theweight of thecupisSoz. 4dwt. l^gr;

Ulvebston, St. Mary's.— This is tbe mother church.

A silver paten, 9^ inches in diameter, and with the foot 
2J inches in height. The diameter of the foot is 3^ inches. 
It has the following inscription on the top : —

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A silver gilt alms dish, modern, 15^ incbee ia diameter.

Humbly offered by a parishioner for the service of the Altar in the 
Parish Church of 8' Mary the Virgin. Whit Sunday, 1852. 

Ulvebston, Holy TRmrrr.— A disfa-ict church. All the 
plate is modern, the church having been consecrated as late 
as 1832. 

It comprises a silver cap and paten, inscribed underneath 
with the words — 

Trinity Church, Ulverston. 
The date of these, as shown by the hall mark, is 1831-2. 

Also a silver fiagon, and another silver cup, of the date 
1850-1. 

Also a large embossed electro-gilt alms basin, 18 inches 
in diameter. It has upon it a representation of the Laat 
Supper, and a text round the rim. It was presented to the 
church in 1877. 

Also two brass alms dishes. 

Woodland. — The communion vessels belonging to this 
church are modern, comprising silver cup, paten, and flagon, 
presented in the year 1865 by G. Digby Wingfield Digby, 
Esq., of Sherborne Castle, Dorset. 

There is also a base metal paten', on a foot The diameter 
of the upper part of it is II inches and that of the foot 5 
inches. It has no marks upon it. 
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THE INSIGNIA OF OFFICE AND THE PLATE 
OF THE CORPORATION OF CARLISLE 

By Llbwelltnn Jbwitt, P.S.A., &c.* 



The insignia of tbe City of CarliBle are of more than 
usual interest, and comprise not only objects of extreme 
beauty, but of considerable rarity. These treasures of tbe 
corporation consist of a "great mace," three sergeants' 
maces, three much-injured maces of iron, a sword of state, 
a mayor's chain and badge, two globular horse-racing bells, 
a whistle-handled tankajd, a loving cup, a salver, and two 
toddy-ladles. 

The great mace, traditionally said to have been given to 
the city by King James II, is of silver gilt, and measures 
4 feet 2 inches in length. The bowl is divided into four 
compartments by demi-winged figures and foliage, con- 
taining the national emblems of a rose, a thistle, a harp, 
and a fleur-de-lis, each surmounted by an arched crown 
between the initials J^ R. On the flat plate at the top, 
under the arches of tbe crown, are engraved, within the 
garter, the royal arms, viz. quarterly, first and fourth, France 
and England quarterly ; second, Scotland ; third, Ireland. 
Beneath is tbe motto, " Dien et mon droit." The shield, 
which is between the initials J^ R, has the lion and uni- 
corn supporters, and is surmounted by an arched crown. 
The bowl is, as usual, surmounted with an open-arched 
crown, with orb and cross ; and the shaft, divided into three 
parts, is chased with a spiral pattern of roses alternating 
with thistles. This mace has no hall marks.

On the fiat top of each are the royal arms, but without 
initials. All the bowla are divided by vertical bands into 
three compartments, in each of which is an arched crown. 
On the bowl of the tallest ia the date 1660, and on its stem, 
engraved in a running hand, the words — 
Whoever wears thiB mace Richd. Peal hopes they will not tell lies 
or he a tatler ; 

this Richard Peal, who gave such good admonitory ad- 
vice, being the last survivor of the Bergeants-at-mace in 
office at the time of the reformation of the Municipal 
Corporations. Like the great mace, these are not hall- 
marked. 

^^^^ The three ancient iron maces (or rather, as 

^^^^^ they may be termed, skeletons or cores of maces) 
^ ' measure respectively 16(, 15^, and 13 inches in 
length, but through their being so much injured 
and bent their original dimensions cannot be 
ascertained. They have " originally been gilt or 
silvered, but have apparently been subjected to 
the action of fire. The [semi-globular] bowls 
are small, and have on their fiat tops silver 
escutcheons, with the arms of France (modem) 
and England quarterly." The bowls were pro- 
bably at one time surrounded with the usual 
circlet of crosses and fieurs-de-lis. At the base, 
or pommel end, of each are four fiat plates, or 
flanges, the form of which will be best understood 
from the engraving. These are doubtless the 
original maces of the sergeants-at-mace, and of 
much earlier date than the three silver ones first 
described. 

The state sword is 3 feet SJ inches in length 
from pommel to chape. The blade, which is 
probably the oldest part, is not set in full to 
the length of the tang. The guard, or quillon, 
which is straight, and expands at the ends, is 
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I foot in lengtb : both it and the pear-sbaped pommel are 
gilt, as are also tbe mountings of tbe scabbard. The bilt 
and the scabbard are oovered with black velvet. Tbe blade 
has two short grooves on each side, bearing on one the 
wwds ^J^ and on the other ^^° It has also the wolf 
or fox mark. The chape and top ferrule are plain, but the 
central band bears the letter S cut through tbe metal. 

Tbe mayor's chain is of gold, and has attached to it a 
pendant, or badge, bearing the city arms on its obverse, and 
on its reverse the words — 

Fieseuted to the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of the City of 
Carlisle by the Conuuittee of the Culisle Gas and Coke Company, 
to commemorate the transfer of the Gas Works to the Corporation. 
October, 1850. 

The silver tankard is 5^ mchea in height, aud has a 
whistle handle and Bat hinged lid and purchase. On its 
front are the arms of TuUie, on a saltire engrailed, three 
escalope, in chief a lion passant guardant ; a crescent for 
difference ; and the motto — 

Non Bolnm nobis nati snmus. 
Tbe inscription is as follows : — 

Major! Garleolensi et saccessoribus ejus in perpetunm D.D, vir 
Rev^»« Tho. Tullie S.T.P. Anl S" Edm. Oxon. Principalis & Eccles. 
Colleg^atsB de Rippon Decanus. 

The ball mark is of the date 1675-6, and the maker's 
initials are T. L.* The douor. Dean Tullie, was a member 
of tbe prominent Carlisle family of that name. He was 
appointed Principal of Edmund Hall in 1657, and Dean 
of Ripon ID 1675, Id which year he died. 

The "loving" or "grace cup" is double-handled and 
covered, and is 9 inches high. It bean on the front the arms

a lion rampant ; sinister, a lion rampant dncally crowned, 
bearing in its sinister paw a cross-^rosslet fitch^e. Over the 
shield is an earl's coronet. Inside the cover is engraved — 
The Gift of the Et Hoii>'"^ Charles Earl of Carlisle, Earl Marshall 
of England, to the Corporation of Carlisle, Anno 1701. 
The donor of this cup was Mayor of Carlisle in 1700.* The 
silver salver is plain, on a central foot, and is llj inches 
in diameter. It bears the arms of Brougham, a chevron 
between three lucies banriant, and the inscription — 

The Gift of Thomas Brongham, Esq., Mayor of the City of Carlisle, 
to the Corporation of the e^ City. 1709.t 

The silver toddy-ladles have whalebone bandies, silver- 
tipped. On one is engraved — ; 

W. I. E. Crowder, Esq., Mayor 1870-71. Presented to the Cor- 
poration of Carlisle by CounC- J. A. Wheatley, a.d. 1870 ; 

and on the other — 

Presented to the Corporation of the City of Carlisle, by John 
Nanson, Town Clerk, Ist January, 1870. W. L E. Crowder, Esq., 
Mayor, 

and the initials W. G-. and J. B. 

The racing bells are globular in form, with slits at the 
bottom, as is usual in bells of that class. The loose ball 
which would originally be in the inside, so as to produce the

this lady being probably Elizabeth, daughter of George 
Talbot, fourth Earl of Shrewsbury, and wife of William, Lord 
Dacre of G-illesland, who was G-ovemor of Carlisle in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. The other bell, also of silver, is smaller 
in size, and bears the initials H.B.M.C. (Henry Baines, 



Mayor of Carlisle), 1599. Horae-racing was formerly much 
indulged in by the good people of Carlisle, the races being 
held on Kingmoor, about two miles from that city. On 
Shrove Tuesday the moor became a busy scene, and the 
contests created much excitement among. the freemen and 
others. The bell was not an uncommon prize either in 
horse-racing or cock-fighting, and was held by the victor, 
as challenge cups and shields are at the present day, from 
one year to another, or &om one race to another. To win 
this bell was of course a mark of honour, and gave rise to 
the popular expression of " to bear away the bell." At York 
the racing prize in 1607 was a small golden bell, and the 
corporation records of Chester, about 1600, shew that in that 
city a silver bell was given to he raced for on the £oodee ; 
but I am not aware that any of these are now in existence. 
Probably the Carlisle examples are unique. 
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THE PLATE BELONGING TO THE GUILDS 
OF CARLISLE

The Mebchants' Guild possesses no plate, and never 
did. They are said to bare returned with Bcora tbe silver 
cup a candidate for the Parliamentary representation of 
Carlisle once sent to them. 

The Tatlobs' Guild posseeses four pieces of plate. 

1. A two-handled porringer; it is 5 inches high, 5 inches 
in diameter at top, and 3^ at bottom. It is a good example 
of tbe finted porringer in vogue in Queen Anne's time, of 
which one is engraved in 0. E. P., Sod Ed., p. 244. It has 
four marks: — 1, lliree castles in a shield; 2, E. B. over a 
star or mullet ; 3, as tbe first ; 4, as the second. No doubt 
it is the work of the well-known Newoastle smith, Eli Bilton, 
prior to 1702. On the cup is — 

In gratitude to y* fraternity of merch' Taylors in Carlisle by 
Mt? Katherine Eglisfield 4 July 1701. 

The tradition is that Mrs. Eglisfield gave the cup because 
she was allowed by tbe Guild to carry on tbe business of a 
stay maker in Carlisle, but tbe Guild books are silent. 

2. A small plain tumbler of Britannia silver, 1| inches; 
diameter at top Z\ inches, at bottom 2^ inches ; on it are 
the initials E.T., for Edward Tate, who presented it in 1711. 
The hall marks are five: — 1, Three castles, the Newcastle

IIL— YORK. 

Each of the examples in this list, except Stapleton, Muncaster, 
and Asby, has three marks, viz., fleur-de-lis dimidiating a crowned 
rose in circular stamp, maker's initials, and date lett«r. 

Stapleton and Muncaster have each but one mark, the maker's, 
whose initials in each case point to York as the place of manufacture. 

Asby has four marks, and yet lacks a date letter, having (1, 2, 
and 3) a thrice repeated mark, much worn, and (4) maker's initials, 
W B. It has been suggested at page 180 that the thrice repeated 
mark might be the York fleur-de-lis and rose dimidiated, and the cup 
a pfl from Thomas Smith, bishop of Carlisle from 1684 to 1702. 
Further examination has clearly identified the mark in question 
with the old York hall mark ; bnt the occurrence of the initials 
WE at Troutheck and elsewhere on York plate of 1583-4-5 
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[ante p. 258) and at Cawood on the mount of a jug of 1599-0 
(0, E. P., 2nd Ed., p. 76) Beems to require the addition of about 
100 years to the age hitherto aasigned to the Asby cup.

The occurrence of as many as four of these examples of York 
plate (viz., Irthington, Bewcastle, Lanercoet, and Stapleton) in 
Brampton deanery, which of deaneries in this diocese is the furthest 
from York and the nearest to Newcastle, points to the conclusion,

found. But only three such examples have been met with in this 
diocese, viz., the cups given in 1722 by John Brigga, vicar of 
Eirkby Lonsdale, to Firbank, Eillington, and Middleton. 

The earliest example we have found of the restored old standard 
is the Hawkahead cup of 1720-1 {ante p. 252), from which date 
onwards to the present time numerous examples of London old 
standard plat« have been mentioned in the foregoing papers; but 
they require no further notice in this appendix. 

Patens, or rather salvers, of earlier date of manufacture than 
of presentation, have mostly been originally secular. 



v.— NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE. 

In the absence of date letters {ante p. 18) an exact chronological 
list of examples of Newcastle plate prior to 1702 cannot be made. 
But by the aid of dated specimens, makers' marks, and the various 
forms of the town mark and its shield on W R's plate (see anfa 
pp. 18, 72, and 84), we have arranged the following list in what 
seems to us its probable order ; and, considering the extreme scarcity 
of old Newcastle plate, we have thought it advisable here to record 
every example of it, whether belonging to this diocese or not, which 
has come to our knowledge. For some of these examples, viz., 
those indicated by his initials in the sixth column, we are indebted 
to Mr. Cripps. Every other example in the list has been seen by 
one or other of the writers of the foregoing papers. 

This list and the observations which follow it may throw some 
light on the hitherto obscure subject of old Newcastle plate.

It will bave been noticed that, so far as our liets are coDCemed, 
Newcastle plate begins almost where York ends. Nor, although 
Newcastle was recognised as an assay town in li36 {Acl 2 
Henry VI, c. 14), is there known to be extant any of its plate 
of earlier date than tbe Ryton-on-Tyne cup, dated 1664. Of the 
makers themselves, before the middle of the 17th century, almost as 
little is known as of tbeir plate, though the books of the guild of 
pewterers, &c., with wbich the goldsmitliB were incorporated in 1536 
{ante p, 85), are estant from that year. But there seems, until late 
in the 17th century, to have been much mixing up of tbe trades in 
tliis amalgamated guild, and goldsmiths perhaps oAen appear in tbe 
books as pewterers, plumbers, painters, or glaziers. 

Not before 1597, unless instances have escaped our notice, do 
these books describe any one as a goldsmith. In that year they 
incidentally mention "Anthony Symson and Jaa. WilkisBoc, 
goldsmiths", and in 1636 "John Wilkinson, goldsmith", with 
whom we may identify the maker of the Byton cup, dated 1664, 
and of " undated plate at Warkworth " { W. J. C). 

One William Robinson, often mentioned in the books, sometimes 
as a pewterer, sometimes as a ptunter, receives posthumous recognition 
as a goldsmith on his monument in All Saints Church : — 

William Robinson, goldsmitb, died 1652. 
And the guild books for the firat time describe him as a goldsmith 
when, five years after his death, his son is apprenticed . — 
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Aug 20, 1657, William BobinBon son of William RoUnaan late of Newcastle 
guldemith deceased apprenticed to Farsivall Soullby plumber for 6 yean. 

William EobinBon II, apprenticed to a plumber in 1657, takes 
up his freedom as a plumber March 26, 1664, ^^^ ^'>^- 1^ ^^ B&sne 
year takes an apprentice as a g^oldsmith, and on March 25, 167^, 
appears in the books for the last time as "W Robinson goldsmith 
laite of Newcastetl." 

Contemporary with W. Robmson II, and long surviving his 
departure, whether from " Newcastell " or from this life, was the 
WB of these pages, 

WQliam Ramsey made free (goldsmith) for his personal freedom June G, 1SG3, 
sheriff of Newcastle 1687, mayor 1690 [Brand, vol. II, p. 498), 
and dead before 1702 {ante p. 85). A glance at our chronot<^cal 
list will shew that William Ramsey was the principal goldsmith at 
Newcastle during the latter part of the ITth century. His plate, 
the earliest known example of which is the Sawley flagon, dated 1670 
{ante p. 72), is differently marked from John Wilkinson's Byton 
cup of 1664, which has for town mark a single castle, whilst the 
Sawley flagon has the three castles of the Newcastle town arms, and 
also a five-petaled rose in a square stamp. The authority in thMe 
days for ordering the " touches " in a provincial assay town was the 
mayor {Act 2 Henry VI., c. 14). But it almost seems as If New- 
castle 17th century goldsmiths marked their plate as they pleased ; 
and they not only differed from one another, but were not always 
consistent with themselves. Thus Mr. Ramsey sometimes adds 
the rose to his castles, sometimes omits it, and once^ at St John's, 
Newcastle, repeats it thrice and omits the castles. It has been left 
an open question in these pages whether the rose was a mark peculiar 
to himself (pp. 72 and 97). If it was so, he may have taken it from 
the Newcastle pewterers' arms, which contain three five-petaled roses. 
There is no memorandum of his apprenticeship, else we might 
perhaps have found that, though he took up his freedom as a 
goldsmith, he had been apprenticed to a pewterer. His latest dated 
work is at St Nicholas', Newcastle, 1686, for the character of the 
marks on which and at Brampton, as compared with his earlier 
works, see ante p. 89. 

In iurther illustration of the mixing up of trades in the guild 
we find "John Douthayt, glazier, nmde free, 1666", appearing as 
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"John Duuthort, goldntuth", when he takes an apprentice in 1667. 
He is the I D of plate at Ormedde {ante p. 186) Boldon and 
Gatashead [O.E.P., p. 78), the two latter esamples dated 1672. 
He follows IW in adopting the ungle castle, but accompanies it 
with a lion passant, probably taken, as he had served his apprentice- 
sbip to a glazier, Irom the Newcastle glaziers' arms, but turned to 
sinister by a freak of private judgment, the tradition of which, fifty 
years later, may have had something to do with what Mr. Crippa 
calls a "curious variation" on Kewcastle plate of 1720-5 (0. E. P., 
p, 71). This goldsmith, whose name properly spelt must have been 
" Dowthwaite ", did not long survive the date (1672) of his extant 
works. His name appears in the books for the last time on 
Jan. 23, 1672-3, and an entry on May 29, 1673, relating to 
"Widow Douthayt's journeyman", shews that he had died in the 
interval, 

John Donthwute's death seems to have left Mr, Ramsey without 
a rival, since from 1672 till the very eud of the century we have 
met with no initials on Newcastle plate but the familiar WR, 
Secular plate, now lost, or if extant not yet brought to light, may 
have borne the initials of John Norris (fi-ee in 1674), Francis Batty 
(1674), Albany Dodgson (1679), or Eli Bilton (1683). But nothing 
later than 1672, secular or eccleBiaatical, bearing other initials than 
W K, has yet turned up that can be assigned to earlier date than 
1694, 

A tankard at Malton {ante p. 300), belonging to Messrs. Staniland, 
may be asmgned to the period 1694-7, because its maker "Robert 
Bhrive" took up his freedom on Oct. 16tli, 1694, and by Act 
8 and 9 Will. Ill no plate could be legally assayed in the provinces 
after March 25, 169f 

But we may doubt whether Newcastle goldsmiths paid strict 
atteution to Act 1696-7, when we find two flagons at All Saints 
dated 1697 and 1698 (anU p. 300} bearing old Newcastle marks, 
including the Initials of "Thomas Hewitson, admitted June 3, 1697 " ; 
and a tankard at Carlisle, dated 1701, belonging to the Tanners' 
guild, which, if of Newcastle make, as is nearly certain {antt p. 290), 
must have been made after the passing of the said Act, its maker's 
initials being those of " John Ramsey, free Nov. 10, 1698". 

It is possible, no doubt, that the Carlisle Taylors' porringer, 
dated 1701 (p. 300), was made before 1697, as its maker's initials are

those of " Eli Bilton, admitted April 18, 1683". But that EM Bllton 
was not deterred.-tiy Act 8 and 9 Will. Ill from making plate between 
1697 and the re-establishment of Newcastle as an assay town in 
1702 is evident from the first example in onr list of 

NEWCASTLE BHITANNIA. 

The Newcastle Britannia marks, as ordered in 1702 by Act 1 
Anne, were (1) the lion's head erased, (2) Britannia, (3) the two 
first letters of maker's surname, (4) a date letter, and (5) the 
Newcastle arms, viz., three castles. 

The Glover's cup, however, has for town mark a single castle 
instead of the Newcastle -arms, and no date letter. Great Musgrave 
cap has no maker's mark, and Blawith cup has its date letter and 
maker's mark defaced.

An inscribed date, as may be seen from our chronological lists, 
is not deci^ve as to year of manufacture or assay ; bat it is evident 
that the Glovers' cup was made during the time when there was no 
right of assay at Newcastle, as it could not have been made before 
1697, when Britannia marks were unknown, nor yet after the 
re-establisbment of Newcastle in 1702 by Act 1 Anne, which 
ordered the town arms to be the town mark on Newcastle plate. 
It is even difBcuIt to suppose that the maker of this cup was 
acquainted with Act 12 Will. Ill, which in 1701 re-established 
certain other provlncal assay towns, as it would have been a super- 
fluity of lawlessness on the part of Eli Bilton, who had previously 
stamped his Taylors' porringer with the Newcastle town arms, to 
discard them for another mark, just when Parliament had enacted 
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that erery piece of pTorincUl pUtc sbonld bear the arms of its assay 
town. It rathCT seems as i^ when making the Olovera' cap^ he was 
only acquainted with Act 1696-7, the {vovisionB of which aa to 
maker's and standard marks he grafted on to old Kewcastle traditioiis. 
Hence the absence of a date letter, and the re-appearance of the 
single castle, a mark which had been naed thirty years before hj 
John Dowtbwaite {ante p. 186, to whose widow he aerred his 
apprenticeship. 

It being evident that Kewcastle goldgmitha continued malring 
plate during the forbidden period, it is probable that, withont 
waiting for Act 1 Anne, by which Kewcastle was re-established in 
1702, they at once applied to their own town the proviaons of 
Act WiU. m, which in 1701 re-esUblisbed Torfc and Bristol, and 
recagnised Eseter and Chester as assay towns. If so, the A of the 
Newcastle Britannia alphabet stands for 1701-2, and not, as 
we have hitherto assnmed, for 1702-3 'j). 42). We leave this, 
however, an open question, merely remarking that Eli Bilton, whose 
mark we find in company with a date letter A on foor rat-tailed 
spoons, belonging to the Rev. J. Arlosh of Woodside, was a likely man 
to take the law of Act 13 Will. Ill into his own hands, and to apply 
it to Kewcastle, now using the town arms fw town mark, as was 
enjoined by that Act in other provicinal towns,' and adding, as the 
Act directed, a date letter. One provision of this Act, however, be 
did not adcfit, the Boman capital, the A on his rat-tailed spoons 
being Old English, with a cnrl at its top and a star by its side 
{ante p, 142], characteristic, it seems to ns, of his iudividnality of 
character. For Eli Bilton, it most be confessed, was a somewhat 
self-willed man. When made free in 1683, he gave trouble to the 
guild by insularities as to taking apprentices. At a meeting in 
1694, " occasioned by Ur. Bilton", it was resolved — 

Tbit Mr. Billon BtHid to theorderof tlteCimipaoyandiiot tike an ^>^«ntue 
by another Isotber. 

And it seeniB, from a minute on the occasion of the turning over of 
one of his apprentices after his death in 1712 to another master, 
that he was irregular to the last : — 

Indtn not eniDlled in Sir. BQton'g lifetime becMise be refenaed to pay the fine 
tor taldlig him contniy to older. 
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Evidently a man not to be tletcrred by statutes from taking his 
own course he perhaps had something (o do with bringing abont the 
recognition of the hardships imposed by Act 1696-7 upon Newcastle 
goldsmiths, and inducing Parliament to re-establish Newcastle as an 
assay town in 1702. His latest known work is the Kirkandrewa-on- 
Esk cup, with its letter D for 1704-5-, but dated 1711. 

The Kirkbampton cup, which stands next on our list, shews 
signs of concerted action between its maker and Eli Bilton, its dat« 
letter B having the same curl and star that are found with the A of 
the rat^tailed spoons, and its maker's mark having, like the Bilton 
mark, a star above and betow. The Ba on this cup is doubtless the 
mark of a Ramsey {ante p. 43), perhaps Margaret Ramsey, the 
widow of our old friend W R (p. 85), or his son " Cuthbert Ramsey 
free 1687", but more probably " John Hamsey, free 1698", to whom 
we have ascribed tbe Carlisle Tanners', tankard {ante p. 302), 
and whose mark will presently occur again. He was a son of 
"Thomas Ramsey of Plemeller, co. Northumberland", and had 
been apprenticed to William Ramsey. He had a brother William, 
also apprenticed to W. Ramsay, Sr., and free in 1691, who was 
sheriff of Newcastle in 1696, mayor in 1701, and died, as we learn 
from his monument in AH Saints Church, in 1716 : — 



John Ramsey, if we are right in supposing him to have made the 
Tanners' tankard, went on his way as regardless as EH Bilton of Acts 
of Parliament, or only regarding them with a view to unauthorised 
application of them to Newcastle. His Kirkbampton cup, therefore, 
though certainly not made before the year (1702) in which 
Newcastle was re-established, may yet in that year have been 
made before the re-establishment took place. A difference between 
the B on this cup and the same letter on the Askham cup we take to 
be an indication that something new happened between the making 
of these two cups, which we suggest was the appointment of the 
first Newcastle assay master on June 24, 1702. 

This assay master was Francis Batty, the maker of the Askham 
cup, on which he put a date letter B, differing from the B at 
Kirkbampton in dispensing with the curl and star, but still par- 
taking of an Old English character {ante p. 142), Francis Batty, 
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apprenticed to "John Donthort" in 1667, took up hiB freedom in 
1674, and died in 1711; bnt, though be wag a master goldsmith 
for thirty-eeyen years, this Askh&m cnp and the Ormedde paten are 
the only examples of his work as yet known to be extant. The 
Bon^te cap, having date letter M*, tbongh hitherto ascribed to 
"Francis Batty the elder" (p. 178), mnst have been made by 
his son. Mr. Batty, 8r., had lived throngh exciting timeB, a 
period in Newcastle as elsewhere of reli^ous and political com- 
motion ; on which see ante p. 85, where we have mentioned tbe 
deposition of Mr. Ramsey from the shrievalty in 1684 by mandamus 
from King James II. It would be interesting, did space permit, 
to digress on the lively interest taken, as their books shew, by the 
Newcastle goldsmiths, pewterers, plumbers, painters, and glaziers, 
in the civil and religious movements of their day. But we can only 
find room to notice Mr, Batty, whose antognqth stands first, in 
company with one other goldsmith and brothers of other trades in 
the amalgamated guild, signing a decree, which it is satisfactory to 
see was not passed unanimously: — 

May 23, 1706. 
It is ordered by the maior part of ttiu Comp&ny that noe Brother or 
Brothan of the Bftme Company shall att any time hereafter take any apprentice 
that shall be a Papiat or any of her MajUn subjects called Quakers under tbe 
pane A penalty for every brother soe offeaduig the nune of Twenty Pounds 
Engliah money. ~ 

The letters YO on the Ainstable cup, Askham flagon, and 
Carlisle Taylors' cup, are the mark of "John Tonnghusband, 
admitted Oct 7, 1706" ; a name of long Standing in Newcastle, 
one Bartholomew Younghuaband having been mayor in 1507. The 
maker of these vessels was probably a son or grandson of "John 
Younghusband, pewterer, buried in 1700" at All Saints. The date 
letter on each of the three vessels is an Old English F, and it may 
here be remarked that every letter we have found of the Newcastle 
Britannia alphabet is Old English, or partakes of an Old English 
character. The F must stand either for 1706-7 or 1707-8. 

It might have been expected that the books of the {Newcastle 
assay office, which begin at 1702, would leave no doubt as to 

• Mr, Cripps imtoB: — "A flagon and paten at Sherborne Hospital, Oo. 
Ihirham, which have Old English M in a circular stamp for date letter, 
are boU) dated 1712." 
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what date letter was appointed for each year during the Britannia 
period. But they mention no date letter before 1712, in which year 
they Btat« that the letter was M. They then record no other date 
letter till 1717, for which year they give P. Another blank occurs 
in 1718, and they close this cycle with D and E for 1719 and 1720, 
beginning a new cycle with A for 1721-2, and going on regularly, 
with the exception of a break from 1761 to 1769, down to the pre- 
sent year. From the assay oEGce books, then, as regards the Britannia 
alphabet, we get very little information ; bnt the little we do get 
agrees with the view taken in this appendix so far as to leave it to 
be inferred that the year of the date letter A was 1701-2, i.e., 
supposing the letters which preceded H to have followed each 
other, with omission of 1 or J, in alphabetical order. Here, for 
the present, the question of the Newcastle Britannia alphabet must 

And here we sliould have ended our account of examples 
of Newcastle plate but for the "curious variation" of 

NEWCASTLE LION TO SINISTER. 
Act 6 Oeo. I, c 11, which in 1720 restored the old standard, 
ordered the lion passant, leopard's head crowned, maker's initials of 
christian and surname, and a date letter, to be used for this standard 
by all assay offices, with the addition, in a . provincial assay town, of 
the town arms. For some unexplained reason the Newcastle office 
for five years turned the lion to sinister. Of this variation we have 
met with only two examples among the church plate of this diocese, 
viz., at Bowness and Ormeside ; bat we here supplement them with 
three other examples which we have ourselves examined, and with a 
fourth (Kexham) the marks and curiously dated inscription on which 
[ante p. 171n) have been sent to us by a friend. The date letter 
on each of these examples is old English, beginning with A for 
1721-2.

A cnp &t CadiBle 
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On a cnp of Newcastle make, howeTer,at Brough-UDder-Staiiunore, 
bearing Isaac CookBon's mark and date letter D for 1T24-5, the 
lion is found to dexter {ante p. 123). 

The Brough cup is the earliest example in this diocese of the 
CooksoD mark, which in one or other of ita fonoe for the period 
1724--72 (ante p. 224) we have had occasion to notice sisteen times 
in these pages. The Cooksons eeem to have held the same podtLon 
in the Newcastle silver trade during' the two middle qnart«T8 of the 
18th centuiy that William Bamsay had held in the latter part of 
the 17th. 

Of other 18th century Newcastle goldsmiths the name most 
frequently occurring in these papers is that of John Langlaod, 
whose initials, with or without those of a partner, we have found 
eight times in the period 1756-78 (pp. 93, 135, 167, 170, 179, 
185, 187, and 291). 

Waiiam Partis's mark occurs in 1746-7 and 1751-2 (pp. 106 
and 75) ; James Kirkup (p. 43) William Dalton (p. 38) and F M 
(p. 106) each contribute a single example for 1740-1 ; D K one 
for 1779-0 (p. 87) ; and H F two examples for 1788-9-0 (p. 209). 
A cup of 1735-6 has no maker's mark (p. 44), and one of 1741-2 
has its maker's mark obliterated (p. 130). 

There are also in the diocese a few examples of Newcastle 
19th century plate. 



On the subject of old Newcastle plat« and its makers farther 
information nught be derived from the following sources. 

1, The books of the corporation. In a proviucittl assay town,' 
from 1423 to 1697, the mayor had the ordering of the "touches" 
{Act 2 Heniy VI, c. 14). Thus at Norwich 

an enti7 in the books of the corporation dated "lS24nltlmoJulii" states that 
b; the mthoritj of the major a mart, viz., the cutle and the lion, vaa then 
delivered to the wiudeu* and teoniheiB of the trade of goldmnitJu {0, £. P., 
p. 79). 

Similar notice of delivery of marks, perhaps in times more remote 
than any period of which examples of Newcastle plat« are now 
extant, may perhaps be found in the corporation books at Newcastle. 
2. Entries relating to the Wilkinsons, Robinsons, Ramseys, and 
other 17th century goldsmiths, are doubtless contained in tha 
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registers of the ancient Newcastle pariah chnrcbes of AH Saints, 
St. Nicholas', St Andrew's, and St John's. 

3. There are 30 guilds at Newcastle, some of which probably 
possess examples of old Newcastle plate. 

4. An old newspaper, shewn to us by Mr. Sewell, of Dean Street, 
referring to the appointment of the first Newcastle assay master in 
1702, says :— 

At that tine the goldanuth'ii trade in Newcutle was of comiiderabls im- 
portance. Its beer was famed for its many eiiceUent qiulities, and among 
the well to do classes the local beverage waa drunk out of massive and 
beautifully deengned silver tanksids. 

Some of these tankards must be still in esiatence, and if interest in 
the subject were stirred in Newcastle would soon be forthcoming. 

We hope that this subject may engage the attention of some 
Newcastle antiquary. 

VL— DUBLIN. 

Dublin plate before 1730 had three marks, (1) aharp, (2) maker's 
initials, and [3] date letter. Of plate bo marked there are three 
examples in this diocese : —

A fourth mark, Hibemia, added in 1730, is found on a paten of 
1737-8 at Camerton (ante p. 76), and on a paten with de&ced date 
letter at Croethwaite, dated 1863, but at least 78 years older 
according to shape of stamp of its harp (p. 135). 



VIL— CHESTER. 
The Chester town arms, three lions dimidiating three garbs, with 
maker's mark Ri (Ralph Richardson), are found on a Britannia 
tumbler cup of 1721-2 belonging t« the Carlisle Shoemakers' guild 
(ante p. 288) ; and with initials R R, same maker's old standard mark, 
on church plate of ^728-9 at Kendal (p. 118), 1732-3 and 173i-5 
at Whitehaven (pp. 170 & 172), 1734-5 at Egremont (p. 165), and 
1736-7 at Kirkby Lonsdale (p. 138). 
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VIIL— HULL. 
The Hull town arms, three dncal crowna one above another, 
with maker's mark E M twice repeated, occur on a communion cup 
at Kirkby Ireleth {ante p. 271), the only example of Hull plate in 
this diocese. On the assay of plate at Hull see 0. E. P., 2nd Ed., 
pp. 87-8. Hull plate and its makers would be an iuteresting 
subject for a paper by some local antiquary. 

IX.— NUEEMBEEG. 
A cup at Brougham, without date letter, but known to be early 
17th ceotury, has maker's monogram F S oi S P, and a Boman 
capital K in a circle, Nuremberg town mark {ante p. 220). 

X.— DANTZIC. 
A beaker belonging to the Carlisle Glovers' guild haa maker's 
mark a six-point«d star, and the Dantzic town mark, two crosses 
crowned (artte p. 290). 

XL— SPANISH AMERICA. 
An alms dish at Kirkby Ireleth, presented by Col. Rd. Eiikby in 
1698, beam an inscription stating that it was "taken from the 
French, wbu had just before plundered Cartagena in New Spain" 
{ante p. 272).

From which it appears that only fonr parish churcheB in Cumber- 
land, twelve in Westmorland, and two in the part of Lancashire 
now belong^ing to Carlisle dioceee, had ulver flagons before the 
19th century ; and only four, all in Westmorland, had such before 
t^e 18th. 

In Comberland, however, thongh not at pariah chnrches, there 
were three silver flagons before the 18th century, viz., at Carlisle 
Cathedral and Bose Castle ; and at three Cumberland parish 
churches there are now ITth century flagons, one of them (Bockllffe) 
the oldest in the diocese, but all three given during the present 
century. 

Seven of the flagons in the above list, viz., those at Rose Castle, 
Askham, Eirhandrews-ou-Esk, Cockcrmouth, Bridekirk, Croethwait^ 
and Greystoke, are of Newcastle make ; the Lowther flagon is from 
York ; the rest are from London.

EDWAED VI'S INVENTORY OP CHURCH GOODS. 



WbeD Henry VIII had despoiled the cathedrals and monaetenes 
{anie p, 81], patrons of liviDgB, churchwardens, and the pariabioners 
generally, in maoy parta of the country, following the example of 
the king, betook themselves to the work of despoillug the parish 
chnrcheB. It was to check this unauthorised Bpoliation, not however 
for the benefit of the parish churches, but for the purpose of securing 
their goods for the royal treasury, that a commisaion was issued in 
the second year of Edward VI (1548) to inquire into the quantity 
and value of church goods throughout England. Bat, the com- 
missioners having imperfectly done their work, another commission 
for the same purpose was issued in 1552, and this time the work was 
thoroughly done ; inventories were taken of all church goods in every 
parish in England. 

Many of these documents are still preserved in the Record Office, 
and some of them, e.ff., those relating to Berks, Herts, Surrey, and 
Kent, have been published. 

The inventory for Lancashire, a part of which county is in 
Carlisle diocese, is being published in the Transactions of the 
Chatham Society, who have already issued Part I, relating to the 
Hundred of Salford. 

Of the Westmorland inventory nothing is extant but the names

The " inBtructions " are now in a mutilated condition, and so is the 
inventory itself, which is thus described by Mr. Brydgea, who has 
kindly copied it for our Aichteological Society : — 

The original MS conusts of 20 pi^es, ten leaves, each leaf being destroyed 
for about } on the inner side, bo that the pages ar« alternately deficient on the 
left and right hftud sidee. In the former c»se the nuneB of the churches ore 
all lost. The MS is in two different handwritings. The signatures are 
autographs. The names at the head do not accord with the ragnatures. 

The heading is on a page deficient on the left hand ude, the 
missing words of which we here conjecturally supply (in italics) 
from observation of similar documents : —

within every parish church cbapell brotherhed gild

authorised by the KyngB majestys Comission hereunto 
dated the St day of May 6t year of his matdes 
reign. 

Then follows the inventory, describing the plate, bells, vestments, 
&c., of 105 Cumberland churches. Of these churches 87 had each 
but one silver chalice, 14 had each two silver chalices, and 4 had 
each three. Eight had tin chalices, and two had none at all. 
Nothing else of silver was in any of the churches except one broken 
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cross and one pyx (ante p. 21), There were but three other pyxes, 
one of which was of copper gilt, and another of latten ; the 
description of the third is torn off. Only one church had cruets, 
and those of tin, for the wine and water used at the altar. Twenty 
churches had candlesticks of braaa or lattcn. No paten or cover is 
mentioned. Nor is the weight of anything specified. At the end 
of the inventory are the autograph signatures —

Sir Richard Musgrave, though mentioned at the beginning as one of 
the persons who made the inventory, did not affix his signature;

QUEEN MARY'S COMMISSION OF INQUIBY AS TO 
CHURCH GOODS. 



From Thomas Carleton's letter {ante p. 28), addressed in 
1556 to the " right worshipfiill Willm Bemers Thomas Myldma? & 
John WiBeiuau ", we learn that Eldward VI'b commiBsioners for 
Cumberland in 1552 not only took an inventory of the church plate 
at Carlisle but "did receyve talk & dispone " the plate itself. In 
what way they " disponed " the Carlisle and other Cumberland 
church plate is told by themselves in two documents, preserved at 
the Record OfSce, the first of which is as follows : —

Then follows an account of the sale of vestments and other orna- 
ments as "prysed by the sworne men", part of the money received 
for which had been paid to meBseugers for " the bringing up of the 
plate" and other goods. The same three signatures are appended 
to the schedule as to the letter. Both the letter and the schedule 
seem to be in the handwriting of " Willm Pykerynge". A note in 
a different handwriting, dated " xj""^ Maij 1556", apparently 
added by one of the "right worshipfull" about a month after receipt 
of the letter and schedule, is a memorandum of

There is also at the Recoid Office a letter, dated April 28th, 
1656, addressed to the "right worshipfbll William Bemers Thomas 
Myldmaye & John Wiseman" by three of Edward VI'b commissioners 
for Westmorland, viz " Mcholas Leybo^e John Middlton and 
Thomas Blenkinsopp", in whidi after giving an account of money 
received from sale of other goods, such as vestments, &c., they 
say: — 

Of all and dngle the plate and juella b; theym recejved at the seuall pjihe 
obuicheB within the saide coimtie not here aunswered because all the said plate 
is ledelyosd to the saide eeverall pjshe churches b; Boice of a warrante to 
theyme directed B;nda with tbandB of Stephen Winton CihanceUo' Jcdm 
Bedford ffrancia Shrewesbuiy Edwards Darbye and diverse otben of the 
QueoeB graces most honorable privie counsule bering date the ixij of October 
anno Boml 1653 having do ptder billes for profe of delyverie of the same 
but will be alwejs redj to make pfe thereof. 

Thus it appears tliat in 1555-6 a commission was issued by 
Philip and Mary for inquiry into what had been done in the matter 
of church goods by Edward VI's commissionerB, and that the Marian 
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commiBsioners for both Cnmberland aod Westmorland were the same, 
viz., William Bemere, Thomas Myldmay; and John Wiseman. 
Whether their jurisdiction was confined to these counties we have 
not yet ascertained. And it liirther appears that, so far as church 
plate was concerned, the commisdon of 1555-6 had been partly 
anticipated by Bp. Gardiner (Stephen Winton], who on Mary's 
accession in July, 1553, having been restored to his diocese and 
appointed Lord Chancellor, lost no time in ordering, on October 22, 
1553, the redelivery of all the plate which Edward VI's commis- 
sioners had taken from the parish churchea of Westmorland, The 
Cumberland church plate, however, was not in like manner restored 
in 1553 ; nor have we yet found any document relating to fiirther 
disposal of it after it came into the hands of the commissioners of 
1555-6, but it may be inferred from the proceedings at Crosthwaite 
in 1571 {anle p. 190) that the church plate of that parish was either 
restored by Mary's CommissioDers or had never been taken away. 

Other documenta at the Kecord Office shew that the Marian 
iDquiries were not only directed to the proceedings of Edward VI's 
commissioner, but went back to the spoliation of the lead and bells 
of cathedrals and monaatories in the reign of Henry VIII. There 
is now before us a copy of a long report made by commisdonerB 
appmntcd (2 & 3 Philip and Mary) to ascertain what became (in the 
28th year of Heniy VIII] of the lead of Shap monastery, the bells 
of the Friars Houses in Carlisle, the bells of the Cell at Wetherall, 
the- bells of the Friars Houses in Penrith, and the bell of Appleby. 
This document, hnwever, is foreign to our present purpose, and will 
more appropriately find a place in the Cumberland and Westmorland 
Archteological Transactions. 

All that need here be added is that, whilst much notice has been 
taken of Edward VI's Inventory, we are not aware that equal if 
any attention has yet been paid to the Marian inquiries on the same 
and kindred subjects ; fix)m which we think much interesting 
information may be obtained.
